They are a religious people, 
and a people deeply enamoured of knowledge, and what they have 
done has been done with very little assistance Withno assistance 
at allfrom any public fund of any kind, they have, within the last 
five or six years, founded a large and important College at Aberyst- 
wyth. Isit possible for you to have a stronger proof that the 
existence of a love for primary education does lead on, and must 
lead on, to every great effort for the establishment of higher 
education P

GREEK. 
(PROFESSOR MARSHALL.) 


As a result of the war, the number of students in this 
department was very small, but the work in view of the 
existing circumstances was good. 

There was an Hlementary Class of six students, who made 


very fair progress, and who should be able to do good work > 


next session. 

There were no students taking Matriculation in Greek; and 
the Intermediate Class contained only two students. One of 
these made excellent progress, and both passed the exami- 
nation with credit. Mr. Brighouse took part of the work of 
this- class. 

Only one student took the Ordinary Hxamination; his work 
was very good, and he gained a high place in the University 
Examination. 

Two students took the Special Hxamination. Both worked 
well and passed the examination. 

In the Honours Class there were five eadenis at the 
beginning of the session, but one—a very promising student— 
died at Christmas. Of the others, two sat the examination 
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this year; one gained a First Class, the other gained a very high 
Second Class, several of his papers being quite up to First 
Class standard. The other two, if circumstances permit, will 
proceed to the Degree next session. 

At Christmas Mr. Bibby, who had been doing excellent 
work with the Honours Class, left to join the Quakers’ 
Ambulance. The Principal took up some of the Honours 
work in Philosophy which he had been doing. 


LATIN. 


(PROFESSOR BENSLY.) 


Matvriculation.—There was a matriculation class of four. 


Intermediate.— In merit the class was rather below the average of 
recent years. There were many weak students. Several who 
failed to reach a moderate standard in the session’s work did not 
enter for the University cxaminatiou. Between 60 and 70 sat, of 
whom nearly 60 per cent. passed. The work at this stage would be 
more satisfactory if students on beginning their University course 
had a sounder knowledge of (1) the pronunciation of Latin, 
especially as regards the quantities of vowels ; (2) the elementary 
principles of syntax ; (3) the outlines of Roman history. 


Ordinary.—At the beginning of the session this class numbered 
18. Fifteen took the examination and all but one passed; the 
student who failed reached the required standard in the ‘“‘ unseen” 
part, but broke down entirely in the prepared books. Among the 
rest, seven did good work during the session and in the examination. 
Another did fairly well, and the rest were decidedly weak, though 
in several cases there was evidence of industry. 


Special.—Five students took the special, of whom four sat for the 
examination. Two of these did some excellent work while the 
other two passed with a slender margin. Itistobe regretted tha 
under the present system so many students who have done ex- 
tremely well at the Ordinary stage refrain from taking the Special. 
Those who look forward to teaching Latin in a school up to the 
standard of the Matriculation examination of the University of 
Wales ought to qualify in the Special. Undoubted!y the weakness. 
of many students at entrance is due to the neglect of this principle. 


Honowrs, Furst Year.—One student began the Honours course 
and did some steady work. 


Flonours, Final Year.—Mr. J. Lloyd Thomas completed his 
course obtaining a good Second Class in the University examination, 
Postgraduate Work.—Mr. William Rees, the holder of a Scholar- 


ship, was engaged in Research. He frequently consulted me on 
points of Bibhography. 


London B.A.—There were very small classes for London B.A. 


Tagain acknowledge the great help received from Mr. T. K. 
Brighouse. Owing to the absence of Mr Jenkins and Mr. Bibby 
during great part of the session, Mr. R. A. Pope gave useful 
assistance in the Intermediate, and took charge of the Matricu- 
lation class.

ENGLISH. 


(PROFESSOR ATKINS.) 


In spite of the abnormal and disturbing conditions full 
courses of lectures were delivered in the department this 
year, though at all stages the difficulty of concentrating on 
the work in hand was obviously felt. In point of numbers 
there was a distinct decrease, as was only to be expecied, 
many of the men students leaving for military service in the 
course of the session. At the Honours stage alone was the 
normal number maintained, and that was due to the faet that 
the class consisted, with one exception, of women students. 


Postgraduate Work.—Mr. D. I. Price has discontinued for 
the present his work on the Middle English poem by William 
of Nassyngton. He has applied for a suspension of his Uni- 
versity Fellowship in order to devote himself temporarily to 
work of a War Service kind. 


Honours.—This class was made up of nine students and was 
well above the average in point of merit, though at the 
University examination some of the students failed to do 
themselves justice. Miss Frances Griffiths obtained a credit- 
able First; five students were placed in the Second Class, 
and three in the Third. 


Special.—The Special Class numbered some 20 students, and 
was on the whole of very good quality. Some 14 candidates 
were successful at the University examination, the least 
satisfactory feature of the work being that of the First Year 
Honours students who took the examination. 


Ordinary.—The Ordinary Class consisted of some 40 students, 
of whom 31 were successful in completing the course. Here, 
once again, excellent work was done by some of those 
Ss who proceeded to this course on entrance into 
College. 


Intermediate.—At this stage a considerable decrease was 
visible in the number of students, and the quality of the work 
done was, with some exceptions, well below the average. Out 
of a class of some 36 students only 21 were successful at the 
University examination, a result which was due not only to 


a lack of initiative and method on the part of the students, - 


but also to the absence of satisfactory grounding and a will to 
work. Consequently the work done was for the most part of 
a superficial and unsatisfactory kind. 


In the Easter term an attempt was made to take part in the 
Shakespeare Tercentenary celebrations, which was attended 
with considerable success. A Shakespeare Exhibition was 
held; eight representative scenes from Shakespeare’s plays 
were enacted; a rendering of many of Shakespeare’s lyrics 
was given and lectures were delivered by the teaching staff 
of the department. Much valuable assistance was given in 
connection with the exhibition by Mr. Ballinger and Miss 
Pughe, of Aberdovey; and by Madame Barbier in connection 
with the musical programme of the dramatic evening. The 
proceeds of that performance amounted to £46. 10s. 0d., the 
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net result of which (some £32. 5s. 10d.) was distributed among 
the War Funds of the College and town. 

It is a pleasure to acknowledge once again the valuable 
work done in the department by Miss Winstanley. The 
services of a student-assistant were this year dispensed with 
on grounds of economy. 


WELSH. 


(Mr. TimotHy LEwIs.) 


I have the honour to report that on the whole the students 
applied themselves with commendable earnestness to their 
work throughout the session, in spite of the difficult condi- 
tions prevailing; and to judge from the results obtained in 
the Sessional Hxaminations, they met with a fair measure of 
success. I had, however, looked forward to better outward 
results in the Honours class, but under the existing condi- 
tions and traditions of examination it is somewhat difficult 
for Honours Students who are, either from choice or neces- 
sity, unable to make the most effective use of what passes in 
the University of Wales for Welsh Philology, it is somewhat 
difficult for these todo justice to themselves. Nevertheless, I 
trust that circumstances will enable those students to belie by 
the good work of which they are capable, the finality of such 
examinations; and I trust further that an immediate change 
will enable ftiture students to work under more equitable 
conditions. 

Miss E. J. Lloyd, M.A.—a former distinguished student and 
Fellow—has just been appointed to a lectureship at the 
Normal College, Bangor, and both the College and its new 
Lecturer are to be heartily congratulated. 

Mr. Stanton Roberts, B.A., a former Honours Student, has 
just published the text of Llanstephan MS. 6, consisting 
mostly of the poetry of Dafydd ap Gwilym. MHe has also 
published an edition of a transcript of William Salesbury’s 
Botanology, formerly belonging to the College Welsh 
Library. 

Mr. Gwilym Williams, B.A., another Honours Student of 
three years ago, and an able poet, has fallen on the field of 
battle, and we lament a life full of promise. Z 

Father Paul Walsh, M.A., the Travelling Student in Celtic 
of the National University of Ireland, who has been doing 
research with me here for the last two sessions in Old and 
Medieval Welsh and Early Social History, has an edition of 
one of the Peniarth MSS. ready for the press, and I am 
confident that it will be in keeping with his excellent work 
in Irish, and prove to be a substantial contribution to Celtic 
scholarship. : 

The bequest of the late Sir John Rhys’ library to the College 
will be of great help to the department, because it 1s very 
rich in valuable pamphlets and off-prints of scarce and scat- 
tered journals, and it will prove very serviceable for any 
advanced work. 5 

The work allotted to me was carried on along the lines 
obtaining in the department under the late Sir H. Anwyl, and 
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as a semi-detached assistant lecturer I did not feel competent 
to introduce any changes, although strongly convinced of 
the urgent need of many such changes. 


(Dr. T. H. PaRRY-WILLIAMS.) 


During Session 1915-16 classes were held in ali the Degree 
Stages of Welsh. In the course of the first and second terms 
some of the men-students left College, one man returning 
before the end of the session, and passing the June Hxami- 
nation (Ordinary), notwithstanding a prolonged absence. 

The work of the students in all the stages was satisfactory, 
especially that of the Honours students, of whom there were 
four taking the Second Year Honours Course. In one or two 
“cases, the classes in which they were placed as the result of 
the June examinations do not fairly indicate the standard of 
their work during the session or their natural ability. Mr. 
Thomas Hughes Jones was a First Class student, and 
Miss Harriet. Jane Williams was well up to the Second Class 
standard. 

The students in all the stages were most regular and 
industrious. 


(Mr. GWYNN JONES.) 


_ In Composition (Intermediate), a considerable unevenness of 
attainment had to be dealt with, particularly with regard to extent 
of vocabulary and appreciation of idiom. The effect of over- 
emphasis upon translation was noticeable. Generally speaking, 
students showed fair progress in class work. In Literature (Inter- 
mediate), the work exhibited a weakness in general knowledge, 
but interest in the subject was promising. In the higher stages 
(Honours) some good work was achieved, but in Ordinary and 
Special, attention and performance were generally less satisiactory. 
The class for Normal students was continued. Some quite promising 
papers were submitted, but attendance generally was unsatisfactory. 
tf continued, more serious arrangements should be made for this 
attempt to provide a highly necessary training. 


FRENCH. 
(Dr. A. B. THOMAS.) 


The usual ciasses were held and lectures given. Owing to 
the: sudden departure of Professor Barbier just before the 
opening of the session, I was obliged to take up a good deal 
of new work at a moment’s notice. After a few initial diffi- 
culties, however, I think I may say that the department 
worked smoothly and did not suffer unduly from the abnormal 
conditions. 

The work of the Second Year Honours Class has given great 
satisfaction throughout. With varying abilities each member 
of the class worked diligently and intelligently during the 
whole of the session. The results were most gratifying: 
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one student gained a First Class, two were placed in the 
Second, and two in the Third. Two most promising men left 
at the beginning of the session to join the Army. 

The Oral work, which was entirely in the hands of Mme. 
Barbier, resulted in successes for all the Honours candidates. 

The Intermediate Class was a small one containing a few 
good pupils. The best students naturally availed themselves 
of Reg. 15. 

The Ordinary Class was on the whole hard-working and 
contained a few really brilliant students. The work of Miss 
Stephens, Miss Prys and Mr. W. EH. Lewis calls for special 
mention. It will be noticed that many of the failures are 
among First Year students. In my opinion the blame must 
be laid on the examination by which these students qualified 
for Reg. 15. They were diligent but not capable. In all cases 
their names were placed on the Intermediate list, their work 
having reached that standard. 

The Special and First Year Honours students, with a few 
exceptions, worked well. Naturally, the claims of other pass 
subjects interfered greatly with the work of First Year 
Honours students; this is inevitable under existing arrange- 
menis. 

I have great pleasure in recording the suecess of a former 
student of the French Department, Mr. P. M. Jones. The 
examiners of the University of Wales have awarded him the 
M.A. by research for his work on Walt Whitman and the 
Origins of the Vers Libre in France. 

I take this opportunity of expressing my high appreciation 
of the work of M. Léon Marchand. The work allotted to him 
by Professor Barbier was carried out to the satisfaction of 
all. He gave ungrudgingly the whole of his time to his 
students, and did not allow even illness to keep him from 
the performance of his heavy duties.

(Miss M. BREBNER.) 


During the past session (1915-16) I taught the Hiementary 
and Intermediate classes, gave lectures on Literature to the 
Ordinary Class and took the Honours Class for Composition 
1 and Conversation, besides Translation work. 
The Elementary Class was a good average. Miss Doreen 
Smith deserves special mention as a promising, intelligent 
student. 
The Intermediate Class hardly came up to the average. 
Their composition was particularly weak. 
The composition of the Honours Class was exceptionally 
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good, Miss Hlined Prys being occasionally brilliant and Mr. 
Benjamin Rees very careful and steady. 

The translation work of all the classes, with the exception 
of the Intermediate, was better than usual. 

I wish again to express my appreciation of the good feeling 
and good tone shown by the students in connection with their 
German work. 


(Miss HerMtia REES.) 


Ordinary.—Two students pursued this course, and both 
successfully passed the examination. The work of the class 
was throughout satisfactory. The Life and Works of Goethe 
was the special subject studied, and both students showed 
real interest and appreciation. The work of Miss Gwenllian 
Prys was especially good. Miss Joyce Barker, a London Final 
candidate, attended the Ordinary and also some of the First 
Year Honours ci&sses. 

Special—.Mr. Ronw M. Hughes pursued this course until 
Christmas, when he left to take up a commission in the Army. 


First Year Honours.—Miss Kate Richard started M.H.G., 
and read some of the prescribed texts with a view to taking 
Honours next year. 


Second Year Honours.—The work of the two Honours candi- 
dates, Miss Hlined Prys and Mr. Benjamin Rees, reached a 
high standard both in Literature and Philology. Miss Prys 
obiained a very good First Class in her examination, showing 
particular excellence in her translations from M.H.G. and 
modern German into Hnglish. Mr. Rees obtained a good 
Second Class. The literature papers of both candidates 
showed an appreciation of and very fair critical insight inte 
the special subject studied, i.e., the drama of the 19th century. 


HEBREW. 
(PROFESSOR EH. NORMAN JONES.) 


The work of the session was much affected by the general 
unsettlement of mind caused by the War. The. Intermediate 
Class started six strong. Death claimed one during the 
Christmas vacation; four joined the Army; and the remaining 
student decided to confine himself to his Honours subjects 
for the rest of the session. The Ordinary Class consisted of 
two men, each above the average in general ability. One 
(R. R. Williams) enlisted in January; the other (Daniel 
Davies), having obtained permission to finish his year at 
College, worked away steadily throughout the session and 
passed the University examination with great credit. I should 
mention that, at the Principal’s request, I amalgamated the 
Ordinary Class with my 2 B.D. Class at the Theological College 
during the first term. With the closing of the Theological 
College I had perforce to lecture to the single survivor. 
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HISTORY. 
(PROFESSOR EDWARDS.) 
Full courses of lectures were given in every grade in the 
department of History preparatory for the Welsh University 


Examinations in June, 1916. Women members formed the 
majority in each class. The number of students was as

The quality of the work was, under the present cireum- 
stances, unusually good, particulariy in the Ordinary Class. 
The class essays reached a very high standard of merit. It 
was especially difficult for the men students to concentrate 
their minds on their study, for they knew not at what moment 
they would be called out to serve in His Majesty’s forces, 
while all of them who are physically fit will join the colours 
immediately on the completion of their examinations. 

Mr. G. L. Jones was awarded First Class Honours in his 
finals on the score of excellent papers, while Miss Grant and 
Mr. G. Wozencroft secured a very safe Second Class. The 
work of these three students is deserving of high praise, their 
class work being consistently good. Several o!d students are 
writing dissertations for the M.A. degree, and special mention 
should be made of Mr. J. Conway Davies’s most successful 
career in Cambridge as well as of his distinguished research 
work in History. 

Owing io war economy, scarcely any additions were made to 
the historical side of the Library, but in view of the new 
Special Course on the nineteenth century which has been 
recently instituted a considerable number of books must be 
secured in the immediate future. 

Tt is to be greatly hoped that historical studies will be placed 
on a secure footing as the result of the Royal Commission 
enquiry into Univer sity education, and that freedom of teach- 
ing and power of initiation will be amply provided for in the 
final recommendations. 

T have to repeat this year my deep sense of gratitude to 
Professor Stanley Roberts for nis unfailing courtesy and 
most valuable help and advice in all that appertains to the 
successful working of the “Histor y Department in the College. 


COLONIAL HISTORY. 


(PROFESSOR STANLEY ROBERTS.) 


There is little to report of the School of Colonial History for 
the academic year 1915-1916. There was but one candidate for 
Honours in the annual examination, and four special candi- 
dates. The Honours student (Miss Moseley) sent in some very 
good work, and obtained a Second Class. The special students 
were quite equal to those of previous years; but one failed to 

satisfy the examiners. 
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PHILOSOPEY. 
(PROFESSOR JENKYN JONES.) 


The numbers taking Philosophy at the three higher stages 
were somewhat smaller than usual. This was mainly due to 
the depletion of men caused by the War. The Intermediate 
Class was not appreciably affected. The quality of the work 
was moderaiely good on the whole, and at the Honours stage 
two or three men showed exceptional promise. The want of 
adequate assistance in carrying on the work was felt more or 
less at all stages. 


M.A. Grade.—My. David. Richards, B.A., passed the Prelimi- 
nary Hxamination for M.A. with excellent papers. My. 
Richards, who graduated some years ago with Second Class 
Honours in Pure Mathematics, has developed an interest in 
Philosophy since leaving College, and has pursued the study 
of it with earnestness and success. Lieutenant Tom Owen, 
who was engaged upon an M.A. dissertation, is now on service 
in Hgypt, and Mr. D. P. Jones, another M.A. student, has been 
doing Y.M.C.A. war work. 


Honours and Special Grades.——The Special and First 
Year Honours Classes, consisting of Miss Mary Hvans, 
Miss Elined Prys, Messrs. Daniel Davies, KEmrys Jones, and 
W. R. Williams, B.A., did very satisfactory work, and gave 
abundant evidence. of a lively interest in philosophical ques- 
tions. Mr. Robert Richards, B.A., a very capable and our 
only Second Year Honours student, left at the end of the 
first term to work in a munitions factory. I am glad to say 
that certain courses in Greek Philosophy given by the Princi- 
pal were found very useful by my Honours students, and 
substantially lightened my own labours. 


Ordinary Grade.——The Ordinary Class consisted of four 
women-students, who worked patiently and _ intelligently 
throughout the year. Three of them passed the University 
Hxamination. Several men who joined the class at the com- 
mencement of the year left College to join the Army. 


Intermediate Grade.—The Intermediate Class contained fifty- 
two students. The class showed real interest in the Psy- 
chology portion of the course, but took less kindly to Logic. 


The following students deserve special mention for the execel- - 


lence of their work :—Miss Helena M. Stephens, Miss Gwen 
Prys, and Miss Margaret Evelyn Jones. 

I have frequently called attention in previous reports to 
the urgent need for assistance in carrying on the work in this 
department. And the need is increasingly felt as the number 
of students taking the advanced courses increases. At both 
Bangor and Cardiff there are two whole-time instructors in 
Philosophy, and even this provision, though liberal as com- 
pared with that at this College, is scarcely adequate for main- 
taining specialism at a University standard in dealing with 
the different subjects of the philosophical curriculum. The 
question of increasing the teaching strength of the depart- 
ment should receive the immediate attention of the College 
authorities. 
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ECONOMICS AND POLITICAL SCIENCE. 
(PROFESSOR E. A. LEWIS.)

Ordinary.—Ten of the original members of the class left 
during the Michaelmas Term to take up either military ser- 
vice or work of national importance. The class as a whole 
was an exceptionally good one. The general standard of the 
written work in the University Examination was distinctly 
creditable. Excellent progress was made by Misses H. F. 
Williams and M. K. Evans and Mr. William Ambrose Bebb. 


Special.—Four members of the class enlisted towards the 
end of Michaelmas Term. The remaining members of the 
class worked consistently throughout the session. The general 
quality of the work was much below the high standard of 
previous years, particularly in Economic History. Two candi- 
dates pursued the alternative Special Course in Politics, 
which added considerably to the teaching work of the depart- 
ment. : 


Honours.—Two candidates pursued the first year Honours 
Course, and two completed their Honours Course under the 
two-year scheme. Miss Wreits-Smith and Mr. Illtyd David 
fully maintained the high promise shown at the Ordinary and 
Special stages, each securing an excellent First Class. Miss 
Wreits-Smith is to be heartily congratulated on being the first 
woman-student in the University to be awarded the highest 
distinction in Economics and Political Science. 


Postgraduate Work.—Miss Gertrude M. Lyke, B.A., attended 
some of the Honours Classes by way of preparing for the Pre- 
liminary M.A. Examination in Economics. She also made 
some progress with her researches into some aspects of the 
agricultural history of Cardiganshire. 

Agricultural Economics.—Three students began studying the 
course specified for the B.Sc. degree in Agriculture, but before 
the close of the Michaelmas Term they left to work on the 
land. 

During the year several of the past members of the depart- 
ment were appointed to important administrative and social 
welfare posis. Appointments for which a knowledge of social 
and public economies is deemed a special qualification, are 
increasing from year to year. The problem of making more 
adequate provision for the instruction of students desiring 
to take up public work of a social and administrative charac- 
ter is an urgent one. I trust the Council will find its way 
clear, in the near future, to add to the teaching strength of 
the Department so that its work on the practical and academic 
sides may be exiended and more fully developed. 
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PALHOGRAPHY AND DIPLOMATICS. 
(PRorsssor EH. A. Lewis.) 


Hight studenis attended the class during the session. Most 
of them made satisfactory progress, and took real interest 
in the work. During the Summer Term, through the kind- 
ness. of Mr. John Ballinger, the class paid a visit to the 
National Library for the purpose of examining some of the 
typical manuscripis preserved there. Among the reformations 
of the immediate future I trust it will be possible to include 
a knowledge of Paleography and Historical Sources as one 
of the optional subjects for Honours and Preliminary M.A. 
candidates. Inasmuch as Palzeography and Diplomatics does 
not at present form a constituent part of any University 
Degree Course, students are apt to underestimate its import- 
ance. They only begin to realise their lack of equipment in 
this respect when they enter upon serious postgraduate work. 


EDUCATION. 
(PROFESSOR CHAPPLE.) 


Primary Training Department.—Thirty-one men students of the 
department joined the army during the session, two entered muni- 
tion works, one the mercantile marine, and one withdrew on account 
of ill-health, leaving twenty-eight—a large proportion of whom were 
temporarily exempted from war service till the end of the June 
examinations. One woman student, out of seventy-two present at 
the commencement of session, withdrew on account of ill-health. 

For reasons of economy, school practice at Swansea was omitted 
at a very considerable saving. The school practice, therefore, bore 
heavily on the schools at Aberystwyth and on the Head Teachers, 
and we are under great obligations to them and to the Local Kduca- 
tion Authority. While the students were present in the schools, 
Professor Fleure and Mr. Whitehouse held daily classes in Geography 
for the assistant teachers—a step towards greater harmony of 
methods in the College and the schools. The teachers and the 
school managers expressed pleasure and gratitude for these classes. 

For the first time the College, in accordance with the regulations 
ot the Board of Kducation, has undertaken the examination of the 
students for the Teachers’ Certificate of the Board of Education. 
Hitherto the students have been examined by the Board of Educa- 
tion. The present examining board consists of the Assessor of the 
Board of Education (Sir Owen Edwards), the staff of the Training 
Department, and the Lecturers in Geography and Music. On the 
recommendations of this Examining board the Board of Education 
will issue in due course a list of passes in alphabetical order. show- 
ing distinctions gained in separate subjects. The College will issue 
its own list in two parts (I. Practical Kxamination, II. Written 
Examination), each part divided into first and second classes. 

The department has to thank Madame Barbier for the voluntary 
continuance of the teaching of Theory and Practice of Music and 
Mr. T. Gwynn Jones, of the Welsh Department, for his continued 
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instruction of the students in their last year of professional training 
in Welsh Literature and its application to elementary school work. 

At the end of last session Mr. 'T. Jones, B.A., the Director of the 
Gymmasium joined the R.A.M.C. The instruction in Physical 
Exercises for men has been given by Mr. D. J.Saer. Miss Bronwen 
Jones resigned her post as Instructress in Physical Hxercises at 
Christmas, and Miss Doris Evans, of the Southport Physical 
Training College, was temporarily appointed in her piace. 

Five men students and twenty-one women students completed 
their course of training. 


Secondary Training Department.—Two women students com- 
pleted the course for the Teachers’ Certificate of the University of 
Wales and for recognition as trained secondary teachers by the 
Board of Education. Both were placed in the First Class in the 
practical examination and both in the Second Class in the written 
part of the kxamination. Our thanks are due to the Headmaster 
of the Aberystwyth County Schools, where the whole of the school 
practice took place. 


Degree Class in Hducation.—This class, like the others, suffered 
from withdrawals during the session to join the army, but ten 
completed the Ordinary course and passed the examination. 


Lectures by Professor Watson.—During the second term, in addi- 
tion to lectures on the History of Education to the degree class 
and the secondary students, Professor Watson gave four public 
lectures to large audiences in the Hxamination Hall on the rejation 
of Shakespeare to Elizabethan schools and contemporary educa- 
tion. 


PURE MATHEMATICS. 
(PROFESSOR GENESE. ) 


Although woefully depleted by the needs of the War, the 
classes have done excellent work, as shown by the recent 
University lists. On the Arts side, Miss Muriel Lancelot 
heads the list with a second class in Honours, not lightly given; 
and on the Science side, Mr. H. Wanson Williams is one of 
the two to whom first classes were awarded. Mr. W. T. Davies 
did very well in Specials, and it is a matter of regret that he 
will, probably, be prevented from taking Honours next year. 

All the candidates presented for the Ordinary Degree 
Examination were successful; and, for their work during 
the session, G. A. Parry, A. Harris and E. M. Morgan (women- 
students), and H. Newcombe, W. Hellings, Ivor Williams, and 
J. O. Beynon (men) are specially commended: it is to be 
hoped that most of these students will win Honours in 1918. 

In the Intermediate classes, all on the Science side were 
successful, and I. E. Hopkin and G. Gledhill are commended. 
On the Arts’ side the results were not so good. R,. R. Jones 
and W. A. Davies are commended; but several students were 
clearly unaware of the considerable difference of standard 
which exists between Matriculation and Intermediate Mathe- 
matics. Since Mathematics is, for them, an optional subject, 
they should be warned against taking this course unless they 
have previously shown power in dealing with problems. 


ay 
APPLIED MATHEMATICS. 
(PROFESSOR SCHOTT.) 


As was to be expected, the work during the past session has 
been very much affected by the War, and the number of 
students has been very small, owing to the fact that in normal 
years more than three-quarters of the whole number are men. 
The Ordinary Class commenced with five students, of whom 
two obtained commissions at Christmas; of the remaining 
three, two took the Ordinary Examination of the University 
of Wales, and both passed, whilst the third proposes to sit the 
London Intermediate B.Sc. Hxamination in July. The Special 
Class numbered three, of whom two took the Special Exami- 
nation of the University of Wales, both passing, whilst the 
third proposes to sit the London Final B.Sc. Examination in 
October. The work in both classes was, if anything, rather 
betier than the average, in spite of the adverse conditions. 
There were no students taking Honours, nor was an Inter- 
mediate Class held, owing to the fact that the Professor was 
fully occupied in taking charge of the Final Class in Practical 
Physics during the absence of Mr. Paine, and, during the 
third term, of the Lecture and Laboratory Assistant also. 
Some progress has been made in private research work by the 
Professor, but it has been impossible to reach the stage of 
publication. 


PHYSICS. 
(PROFESSOR MORGAN LEWIS.) 


The war conditions which prevailed during the past session 
have caused a great diminution in the number of students. 
In the Intermediate Class, at the beginning of the session, 
there were only 15 students, and of these only five remained 
to the end. In the Final Class there were 17 at the beginning, 
and of these seven left before the end. 

In the University Examinations three students attending the 
Final Class in their first year in college, together with three 
students of the Intermediate Class, passed the Intermediate 
Hxamination, and the four students who had completed their 
Final Course passed the Final Hxamination. 

In view of the urgent recommendations in favour of strict. 
economy, the expenditure in the department has been cut 
down to the lowest possible limit. No new apparatus has been 
bought, and stores have not been fully replenished. A larger 
expenditure will be required when more favourable conditions 
prevail. 

In the absence of a demonstrator I have taken the Inter- 
mediate Class in Practical Work, and Dr. Schott has very 
kindly taken the Final Practical. This has been possible this 
year as neither of us happened to have Honours candidates. 
If there are such candidates next session different arrange- 
ments will probably have to be made. 
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CHEMISTRY. 
(PROFESSOR FINDLAY.) 


At the beginning of the session 1915-16, seventeen students 
entered on the Intermediate, and twenty-four on the Final 
Course; of the latter six were students reading also for 
Honours. During the session seven of the Intermediate 
students left either for active service or for other war work. 
Of the Final and Honours students, similarly, ten left. Of 
these, two have fallen while on active service in France. The 
number of candidates who sat the examinations in Chemistry 
of the University of Wales in June, 1916, was: Intermediate, 
12; Final Inorganic, 8; Final Organic, 6; Honours, 3. Of these 
there passed: Intermediate, 8; Final Inorganic, 6; Final 
Organic, 5. Of the three Honours candidates, two were placed 
in the second and one in the third class. 

There has been only one postgraduate research student, Miss 
G. L. Reynolds, B.Sc., who has held a University studentship. 

Although in this department, as in the Chemistry depart- 
ments of other Universities and Colleges throughout the 
country, little private research work has been carried out, we 
have, nevertheless, been able to perform some service to the 
country by co-operating with other laboratories in the pre- 
paration of drugs urgently required by the Army and Navy 
and by the civil population. In this work the stati was assisted 
by a number of the senior students, the work being done by 
all voluntarily and gratuitously. 

Professor Findlay has also been engaged in research work 
for one of the departments of the Ministry of Munitions. 

During the past year about thirty present and past students 
of this department have been acting as chemists in works 
engaged in the production of munitions of war, more especially 
explosives. 

The department has been indebted to Miss J. M. Thomas for 
a copy of an early edition of Ure’s ‘‘ Dictionary of Chemistry,”’ 
which has been placed in the Departmental Library. 

On the invitation of the Principal and Senate of the United 
Free Church College, Aberdeen, and with the permission of 
the Council of this College, Professor Findlay delivered the, 
Thomson Lectures at that College last December. 

During the past session the following book by Professor 
Findlay was published: ‘‘Chemistry in the Service of Man.” 
(Longmans. ) 


BOTANY. 


(PROFESSOR LLOYD WILLIAMS.) 


Except for the inevitable reduction in number of students 
consequent upon the War, the department has had a very 
successful session. The Intermediate. Class started with 
seven men and 21 women. All the men left for the Army 
except one who was below military age. Seventeen candidates, 
including two that had pursued the First Year Final Course, 
took the Intermediate Hxamination, and all but two passed. 
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In the Final Course there were in the first term four men 
and 17 women. All the men left; of the women, six tried the 
Final examination and all passed. Miss HK. J. Fry took the 
Honours Examination and obtained a good First Class, her 
thesis (“‘ The Cryptogamic Pioneers of the Vegetation of Shales 
and Shale Soils in the Aberystwyth District ’’) being highly 
praised and bringing her an invitation to address the 
British Ecological Society on the subject. 

Miss Blackwell acted as Scholar-Assistant, and did good 
work in reorganising the departmental library and herbarium, 
and in compiling a card index of teaching material. She also 
started an investigation of the marine ecology of the shores at 
Aberystwyth and Borth, and prepared good maps showing the 
distribution of the marine flora. 

Mr. 8S. G. Jones commenced work as Demonstrator and 
Assistant Lecturer. He has proved himself a methodical, 
painstaking, and highly successful worker, and the many 
wall diagrams and models prepared by him have proved of 
great assistance in teaching. 


ZOOLOGY. 
(PROFESSOR FLEURE.) 


The number of students was well maintained, though there 
were, naturally, very few men in College. The general quality 
of the work done by the classes seemed somewhat below the 
average. The research activities of the department, on the 
other hand, were on a high level throughout the year. Miss 
EH. M. Turner, B.Se., as Student-Assistant, gave much help in 
arranging specimens in series for teaching purposes. 

The only publication for the year is ‘‘ Notes on the Oecology 
of Cirratulus tentaculatus’’ (F. W. Flattely), “Journal of 
Marine Biology,’’ March, 1916; but other papers are either 
in the press or in an advanced state of preparation. 

The Cosens Collection of Birds has been arranged as well as 
possible under the existing conditions of extreme congestion. 
The collection was made to illustrate the British bird fauna, 
and it isthus sometimes difficult to decide whether a specimen 
is local. That many local rarities are included in the collection 
is, however, not in any doubt, and, in any case, the material 
is of the very greatest value for a teaching museum. The col- 
lection is especially complete as regards hawks, owls, limi- 
colw, ducks and picarians, while there are rarities among the 
perching birds, grebes and herons, which supplement our 
eollections. 

As a result of the fixing of this collection we have rearranged 
the collection of local mammals, which has been in process of 
accumulation for years, and Mr. Wright has written explana- 
tory labels and an article, in course of publication, on the 
matter. 

The Feilden Collection of Birds, gathered by the late Colonel 
Feilden on the Dyfi and presented by Mrs. Feilden, has been 
placed in the Zoological Museum. Jt will require a large 
amount of overhauling, but its value is very great because all 


the specimens are strictly local. It deals with ducks in detail, 
but includes other birds. 

A catalogue of the birds and mammals in our collections is 
now nearly complete, thanks to the efforts of Mr. Wright. 
The bird. catalogue reveals the great value of our collections; 
some of these catalogues should be printed. 

Our collection of microscope slides has been overhauled. 

The Agricultural Zoological Survey has been continued by 
Mr. Walton for a third year, and has yielded valuable results, 
which will be published in the near future. Many problems 
of life histories were touched, and also collections of various 
insect and other groups were made and authoritatively named. 
We have to thank Professors Nuttall and Theobald, Dr. 
Collinge, and many other specialists for valuable help in this 
connection. Messrs. Wright and Stephenson have assisted Mr. 
Walton in this work. 

The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries has kindly 
increased our annual grant for Fisheries work from £50 to 
£100, and has sanctioned the appointment of Mr. Wright as 
Fisheries Assistant. I am glad to notice this recognition of 
the work Mr. Wright has been doing for years past. 

This year’s grant was used for extensive experiments in 
transplantation of mussels at Aberdyfi, Barmouth and Port- 
madoc, with a view to a reorganisation of the industry under 
the improved conditions due to the new bye-laws now in force, 
and the purification tanks likely to be in use before long. 
About eighty tons were removed, and as they were shifted 
before spawning and have set spawn in their new homes, the 
effective increase of the mussel population is very great. 
Shell growth after transplantation has been very marked, but 
apparently the season has been such a good one for spawning 
thai the animals are rather watery. This will probably correct 
itself, 

Investigations have now been commenced with regard to the 
herring fishery in Cardigan Bay, and a fair amount of data 
on this fishery, now of trifling value as compared with past 
yeats, has been got together. Although it is somewhat early 
to make a statement, it is quite obvious that unless drastic 
measures be taken within the next three years, the fishery will 
have ceased to exist in most places on this coast.. At the 
present time it has almost ceased to be even a memory at 
some places where formerly it was of some importance, and 
at most others the fishermen are rapidly losing the tradition. 


In connection with the above investigations, an intensive 
survey of the fauna and fiora of the Dovey Hstuary is in pro- 
gress, and already the list of species is a long one. This 
survey includes the plankton, shore life, birds, mammals, &c. 
The dredge has also been employed both here and in deep 
water, wherever practicable. 

Mr. T. A. Stephenson has been well enough to resume work, 
and the Actinians collected by the late Captain Scott’s expe- 
dition to the Antarctic have been entrusted to him for deserip- 
tion and classification by Dr. Harmer, F.R.S., Keeper of the 
Zoological Department of the British Museum. He is also 
examining a unique collection of deep-water Actinians from 
the coasts of Ireland, and is continuing to accumulate water- 
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eolour sketches of Actinians for the work on “ British Sea 
Anemones.”’ He is assisting Mr. Walton in the revision of the 
manuscript for this book, for which Professor G. C. Bourne, 
F.R.S., of Oxford, is to write an anatomical introduction. 
Research has been maintained for several years in the depart- 
ment in order to contribute to this book. 


Miss H. M. Turner has gathered material for an interesting 
paper on the Morphology of Penaeus, which is in course of 
preparation. She has also experimented with various new 
methods of mapping distributions of shore animals with a 
view to working out in more exact detail the relation of 
animais to their immediate circumstances. This will lead to 
interesting papers for publication in a year or two.

GHOGRAPHY. 
(PROFESSOR FLEURE.) 


The work, begun during the previous session, of giving a 
serious course in Geography to the teachers in training has 
been further developed. Both Mr. Whitehouse and I have 
given lectures, and Mr. Whitehouse has organised regular 
demonstrations, has made field work and excursions a very 
important element of the work, and has supervised prepara- 
tion of lessons and teaching practice. Owing to special circum- 
stances all the teaching practice of these students was carried 
through at Aberystwyth, and an interesting result of this was 
the freeing of a number of local teachers for a few weeks. 
For their benefit a special Geography course was organised, 
and both Mr. Whitehouse and I took part in it. It was so 
interesting that in all probability further work will grow out 
of it, and a class for Saturday mornings during next winter is 
being planned on somewhat original lines. 
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Mr, Willans has added to his numerous gifts by presenting 
us with a card cabinet, and Mr. Whitehouse has made a card 
catalogue of many of our possessions. When this is complete 
it will be a great addition to departmental efficiency. 


The main work of the department, as usual, has been the 
preparation of a class for the College Postgraduate Certificate. 
One important change has been made which increases the 
value of the work done. The students up to the present have 
completed four essays during the session as part of their 
qualification. Henceforth they will complete three and will 
be required to give the summer to the completion of their 
fourth essay, the essay which is a geographical study of their 
own district. The certificates will therefore be awarded at the 
beginning of the ensuing session, and for this reason a list is 
not appended in this report.

appreciated that this has become a serious item in the depart- 
ment’s programme. 


| | GEOLOGY. 


(PROFESSOR O. T. JONES.) 


After the close of last Session the Rudler collection of minerals, 
rock, fossils, lantern slides and pamphlets reached the department 
and much of the time of myself and Mr. Smith has been taken up 
in arranging and displaying the collections. We received very

generous help from Mr. 8. G. Rudler, who with tireless energy 
worked in the department for several months, particularly in 
indexing the large collection of pamphlets, and in arranging the 
lantern slides in a convenient form for use. In addition to these 
personal labours he had made and presented to the department a 
cabinet to hold the large number (nearly 1,600) of slides. He also 
purchased for the department a cabinet for storing index cards 
and supplied several thousand cards at his own expense. I wish 
gratefully to recognise the value to the department of these gifts, 
as well as his ungrudging personal service. 


He also presented a set of book shelves for the departmental 
library, in order to accommodate especially the books belonging to 
the Rudler coliection. 


As the Rudler collection included a small lantern, the slides were 
made use of very largely for lecturing purposes and proved of great 
utility. The original source of light proving unsatisfactory, Mr. 
Rudler again generously defrayed the cost ot a small are-lamp and 
accessory fittings. Without these very liberal aids the depart- 
ment would have been severely crippled during the year and it 
would not have been possible to make use of the Rudler collections 
to any great extent. 


A large collection of Canadian Survey Memoirs and other periodi- 
cals were kindly presented by the Trustees of the British Museum. 


Most of the men students left during the Session and the classes 
dwindled considerably. 


Mr Whitehouse lectured during the first term to the Intermediate 
students on Physical Geography and took charge of all the demon- 
strations during that period. Mr. Stanley Smith, in addition to 
assisting at all the practical demonstrations, took almost sole charge 
of the Intermediate practical work during the second and third 
terms and also delivered all the lectures on Palaeontology to the 
Final students. 


Six students passed the degree examination in Geology, six the 
Intermediate examination, and two the Geology examination for 
the Geography Certificate. 


Two papers were published by members of the department during 
the Session :— 


“The Geology of the District around Machynlleth and the 
Llyfnant Valley,” by O. T. Jones and W. J. Pugh, published in 
the Quarterly Journal of the Geological Society of London, and 
““ The Genus Lonsdaleia,”’ by Stanley Smith, in the same Journal. 


Various excursions were held to places of interest in the district 
and an Haster excursion of five days to Pont Erwyd. 


LAW. 
(PROFESSOR LEVI.) 


I have the honour to submit the following report of the work 
of the session 1915-16. 


There were 17 Law students attending Degree lectures in 
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Law during the first part of the session. There were 10 Law 
students at the end of the session; 7 left for military service 
in the course of Lent and Summer Term, 1916. There are now 
14 present students of the College on military service who 
would ordinarily have been attending degree courses in Law. 
By the courtesy of the Law Society I have been supplied with 
lists issued from time to time of solicitors and articled clerks 
engaged on military service, and the lists show that nearly 
100 past and present Law students of the University College 
of Wales were engaged on military service before the recent 
Military Service Acts were passed. Mr. Cecil Phillips has 
been awarded the Distinguished Service Medal, and the Roll 
of Honour includes the names of two distinguished Law 
students, Mr. H. W. Lloyd Jones, B.A., and Mr. Edwin Griffith 
Jones, B.A. 


The full course of lectures were delivered at Swansea, 
including 120 hours of teaching during the months October to 
May There were 10 articled clerks attending at Swansea, 
4 being Final students and 6 Intermediate students, drawn 
from the following towns: Swansea 3, Llanelly 5, Burry Port 
1, Port Talbot 1. One articled clerk left to join the forces during 
the course, and all offered themselves for service, but were 
exempted on various grounds. It is gratifying to be able to 
report that three of these students were successful at the Law 
Society’s Hxamination in June, 1916, Mr. A. G. Brown obtain- 
ing Second Class Honours and Mr. D. T. Griffiths Third Class 
Honours at the Final Examination; while Mr. Tudor 
Frederick Jones passed the Intermediate Hxamination. 


The T. W. James Prizes were awarded to Mr. D. T. Griffiths, 
articled to Mr. Henry W. Spowart, Llanelly, in the First Class; 
and Mr. T. Frederick Jones, articled to Mr. Daniel Perkins, 
Port Talbot, in the Intermediate Class. 


We deeply regret to have to report the feared loss of Mr. 
T. W. James, solicitor, of Swansea, one of our most generous 
and constant benefactors, who instituted the prizes mentioned 
above for Final and Intermediate students. He was a passen- 
ger on the ‘‘ Sussex,’’ and as no news has yet been received 
of him, it is feared he was among the victims. He was an 
ardent supporter of legal education both in the district of 
Swansea and Neath, and, through the Board of Legal Studies, 
in the whole of Wales. A vote of condolence with Mrs. James 
was passed at a joint meeting of all the Swansea Law students, 
and a very kind letter has been received from her in reply, 
expressing the hope of being able to continue the prizes for 
Law students contributed by the late Mr. T. W. James. 


I have prepared and printed during this session an account of 
the work of the Faculty of Law from its commencement in 
1901 to 1916, to be submitted to the Royal Commission. This 
report shows that 665 Law students have been trained under 
the auspices of our Faculty during that time, 301 being 
students of the College, 249 articled clerks and bar students at 
Swansea, and 115 articled clerks and bar students at the 
Summer Course.

THE GENERAL MUSEUM. 
(Curator : PRorsssor FLEURE.) 


This session has necessarily been a very quiet one for the 
Museum after its thorough reorganisation of 1914. Mons. 
Hanard was accepied for Belgian army service in the summer 
of 1915, and since his departure no one has had time to give 
to the Museum. A few small improvements and adjustments 
have been carried out from time to time, and the Museum 
has been used far more than ever before for classes, both of 
students and of school children. 

The publications listed in the Report of the Geography De- 
partment are also the results of work in the Museum, but it 
is not thought necessary to list them again here. 


The need of a Curator to keep up the organisation created 
with such effort in the sessions 1909-15 is becoming more and 
more felt, especially as if classes use the Museum it is bound 
to need attention from time to time. 

Mons. de Sadeleer has kindly promised to help us with a 
much-needed overhauling of our oil pictures, the overhauling 
of the water-colours being now complete until such time as 
we may be able to consider reframing and rehanging with 
more adequate space.

During the past session there has been but little to record. 
The students have devoted a good deal of their spare time to 
war activities. 

Classes in First Aid and Sick Nursing were held in the 
Hall, and these were well attended. A Voluntary Aid Detach- 
ment has been formed (Alexandra Hall, Cardiganshire, No. 
20), and during the Long Vacation some of the members 
have worked in the Cardiganshire Red Cross Hospital. For 
their instruction and preparation in Red Cross work, the de- 
tachment is mainly indebted to Miss Alice Boddy, BA a: 
former resident student of Alexandra Hall, who since Janu- 
ary of this year has rendered valuable help in the domestic 
management of the Hall. Several students have been en- 
gaged in War Work on the land, under the guidance of Mr. 
and Mrs. Stapledon. In July and August the student workers 
camped out, and worked daily on farms in the vicinity, their 
services being especially sought for, for the hoeing of turnips. 


The health of the students throughout the session was 
excellent. We are glad to welcome back two graduates, Miss 
E. J. Fry and Miss Wretts-Smith, and we congratulate 
them on the distinctions they have won. There has been a 
large entry of new students, and the satisfactory numbers of 
last session are fully maintained. 


In August students of the Summer School were received 
in the Hall. Owing chiefly to causes connected with the war, 
there were not so many students as in August, 1915. They 
were drawn from all parts of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
during the days on which the Histeddfod and Cymmanfa 
were held a number of those who attended the meetings 
joined the Summer School students in the Hall. 

I desire to thank my colleagues, Miss Macgregor and Miss 
ce for their loyal and ready co-operation and efficient 
nelp. 

In June next twenty-one years will have elapsed since the 
opening of the Hall by. Her Majesty Queen Alexandra. We 
hope when the war is over to celebrate the attainment of our 
majority in a suitable way.

During the year—July, 1915, to June, 1916—2,780 volumes 
were added to the Libraries. This number, however, includes

AGRICULTURE. 
(Lecturer: Mr. Aset H. JONES.) 


The number of students attending the various classes in 
Agriculiure during the past Session was seriously affected by 
the war; the total number being less than half of that of ihe 
prev ious Session. From the subjoined table, it will be notice- 
able that the reduction in numbers applies ‘to women as well 
as men Students; one of the reasons to account for this being 
that the Agricultural Committees in several counties affiliated 
to the College did not see their way clear to grant scholarships, 
to allow Students to attend College on account of the scarcity 
of labour on the farms.

The work of the Department was divided between the Stati 
on the same lines as that of previous Sessions, with the excep- 
tion that Mr. J. Pryce Howell, an old Student of the Depart- 
ment, had charge of the Veterinary Hygiene Class, instead 
of Capt. R. D. Williams, who is on military service in France. 
Mr. Howell discharged his duties with care and diligence, and 
succeeded in making his course a real success. 
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The usual classes were held during the Session; the Degree 
and Diploma students, however, only attended during 
Michaelmas Term, who subsequently left to take up military 
duties. The work done by all of these students during the 
short interval was very satisfactory. I am sorry to have to 
record that Mr. William James, a member of this class, and 
a very promising student, whose diligence and devotion to his 
studies and duties were exemplary, was reported killed in 
action in France on July 3rd last. 


Five students attended the Diploma Course in Dairying. I 
had every reason to be satisfied with the work of this class, 
which showed great regularity and application to work. Two 
of these students deserve special mention—Miss Margaret 
Phillips and Miss Sarah H. Jones. Miss Phillips has since 
passed the examination for the National Diploma in Dairying. 
The Advanced Course in Dairying contained students of real 
intelligence, all of which qualified for a first class certificate 
at the examination held at the end of the Course.

Continuation Course 


Very satisfactory progress was made with the work by most 
of the students pursuing the above-mentioned Courses. The 
five students who attended the Dairy Course deserve particu- 
lar mention. They made considerably more progress than 
the average of students we have had in previous years taking 
this particular Course. 


As the number of students in attendance was lower than. 
used to be the case under normal conditions, much more time 
was devoted to the Advisory work. The war has affected the 
supplies of manures and feeding stuffs to a very material 
extent. Some of the manures and concentrated foods which 
were used in large quantities in pre-war times, have become | 
very scarce, while others are quite unobtainable. Conse- a 
quently, many requests for information were received from | 
farmers regarding the ways and means to be adopted to secure 
supplies of suitable fertilizers and feeding stuffs. A special 
effort was made to induce farmers to give trials to some of the 
newly-introduced manures and concentrated foods, such as 
earth-nut, coco-nut, palm-nut kernel, and soya bean cakes. 

In most cases where the new feeding stuffs were tried very 
satisfactory reports were received regarding their feeding 
values. : 
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AGRICULTURAL BOTANY. 


(Lecturer: Mr. R. G. STAPLEDON.) 


A course of sixteen lectures and three demonstrations 
at the College Garden were given to the students of the 
Short Course, on the Botany of the Grasses and Clovers, and 
on Agricultural Seeds and the care of Grass land. The 
course was regularly and keenly attended by the whole class; 
each member of which was given a set of the chief agricul- 
tural seeds and the commonly occurring weed seeds, and also ° 
specimens of the more important grasses and clovers. The 
majority of the students derived considerable benefit from the 
eourse, aS was shown by the number of intelligent questions 
aSked after lectures, and by a general desire to seek advice 
as to the best methods of dealing with the grass lands on 
their own farms. 


VETERINARY SCIENCE.’ 
(Instructor: Mr. J. Prysz Howe.) 


At the request of Prof. Bryner Jones, I delivered a course 
of lectures on Veterinary Science to the Short Course and 
Dairy students, in place of Mr. R. D. Williams, M.R.C.V.S., 
who is away on military duties. 


I am glad to report that the majority of students attending 
the classes showed a keen interest in the subject, and that the 
work performed by them was very satisfaciory. 


LAND SURVEYING. 
(Instructor: Mr. G. T. BassEtt.) 


The class opened with nine men, who attended regularly 
and worked well until about the middle of November, when 
the “‘ Derby scheme” of recruiting began to have its effect, and 
some of the men left the class for intensive military training. 
By the end of the Term only two men remained, and they did 
not return to College in January. A promising class was 
spoiled by the war. 


AGRICULTURAL BUILDING. 


Six men entered this class, and lectures were given at the 
College, alternating with practical drawing lessons at my 
office. The men were particularly keen, and there were no 
absentees until about the middle of November, when the 
‘Derby scheme’ caused gaps in the class, and none of the 
men returned to College in January. 
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BOOK-KEEPING. 
(Instructor: Mr. L. F. Foster.) 


In the Michaelmas Term 37 Short Course students were 
registered, five students taking the Diploma Course in Dairy- 
ing, and four students taking the Diploma Course in Agricul- 
ture. In this Term 11 lectures were given, seven to the Short 
Course students, and four to the other students. Although 
attendance was optional in the case of the Short Course stu- 
‘dents, the percentage of attendance reached 73. The per- 
centage of attendance in the case of the other students was— 
Dairy Diploma students, 100; Agricultural Diploma students, 
Be Much excellent ground work was covered during this 

erm. 


In the Lent Term there were registered, in addition to the 
five students taking the Dairy Diploma, five Continuation 
Course students, the four Agricultural Diploma students 
having left either to undertake farm work or military service. 
The Course occupied 19 hours, about two-fifths being devoted 
to tutorial work. The percentage of attendance was—Dairy 
students, 98 ; Continuation Course students, 96. Some very 
good work was done in this Term, as evidenced by the 
terminal examination results. 


The innovation which provided for the Course covering the 
two Terms, instead of the Lent Term, as in previous years, 


was a means of securing for the students a good working | 


knowledge of the subject. 


CLIMATOLOGY. 
(Demonstrator: Mr. W. E. WHITEHOUSE.) 


In the report for 1914—1915 Session, a suggestion was made 
that the Course in Climatology could be made more complete 
if some of the preliminary work could be done in the 
Michaelmas Term. During the present Session the experi- 
ment was tried, with results sufficiently satisfactory, I think, 
to justify repetition. Ten lectures were given during Novem- 
ber and December, and as it was early realised that a large 
number would not return for the Continuation Course, an 
effort was made to give a certain degree of completeness to 
the Course. 


All of the 37 students of the Short Course attended for the 
early lectures ; notwithstanding that the subject presented 
considerable difficulties to many Short Course students, and 
that attendance at the lectures was optional, 29 of them 
attended for the complete Course, and the actual attendances 
registered for these students was 93 per cent. of those possible. 
No terminal examination was set, but questioning during the 
closing class meetings suggested that the principles were 
fairly well understood, though it is obvious that students 
attending for the Short Course vary very considerably amongst 
themselves with regard to previous theoretical knowledge. 
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During the Lent Term the Lectures were continued, with 
five students who had returned. Twenty additional class 
meetings were held, and as these students had carefully fol- 
lowed the work of the previous Term, it was possible to com- 
plete the syllabus (printed elsewhere), to include some 
practical work, and to trace out additional agricultural cor- 
relations. 


It was a distinct pleasure to work with this class; their 
regular attendance, 98 per cent.; their constant use of related 
literature for out-of-college reading; their ready answering in 
class, were all good features. The terminal examination paper 
was decidedly more difficult than papers of previous years, 
but the average mark was 62 per cent. Whilst all worked 
well throughout, Mr. Bebb deserves special mention for his 
class and examination work. 


In conclusion, I hope that arrangements made in connection 
with the higher Agricultural Courses in the future will in- 
elude Climatology as a compulsory subject for some period of 
the student’s career. It is so ranked in several other Univer- 
sity College Agricultural schemes, and the present Session has 
proved that a useful working knowledge of its main principles 
and correlations can be gained in some 30 class meetings. 


ENTOMOLOGY. 
Gnistractons” Mire. ie WaArtow:) 


As in previous Sessions, my work continued under the three 
~ heads— 


(1) Agricultural Zoological Survey. 
(2) Course of Lectures on Agricultural Entomology. 


(3) Officers’ Training Corps. 


The work under (1) comprised the further study of the 
bionomics of Limnoea truncatula, the intermediate host of the 
Liver Fluke of Sheep, and additional points of interest were 
discovered. Special attention was also given to the distribu- 
tion of Warble Flies, the species of Biting Flies and other 
groups, and a considerable number of farms were visited. 
Additional data was obtained regarding the other local pests, 
as in previous years. Flea Beetles caused considerable trouble 
by attacking mangolds, and in some districts a good deal of 
harm was done by Wireworms.. Many complaints were 
received of Foxes destroying lambs and poultry. 


(2) The Course was expedited and practically completed by 
the end of the Michaelmas Term, when the work came to 
abrupt conclusion, owing to the entire class leaving College 
for military duties and other urgent reasons. 


(3) Duties as 2nd Lieutenant were continued throughout the 
Session. 
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HORTICULTURE. 
(Instructor : Mr. D. V. Howes Lis.) 

The work was commenced on January 24th. Lectures and 
demonstrations were conducted up to the end of May. 
Advisory work, spraying demonstrations, and inspection of 
school gardens completed the extension work,

Two Spraying Demonstrations were given in this county. 


A special Course of ten weekly Lectures was given at Bar- 
mouth County School. 


There is comparatively little fruit grown in the College area. 
A much better choice of stock and variety appears to be 
necessary. Apple canker, mussel scale, woolly aphis, thrips, 
Winter and March moths are very prevalent. Very little 
spraying is carried out. 


The Cottage Gardening is poor, except in the industrial dis- 
tricts. Variety and succession of crops leave much to be 
desired. 


There is excellent opportunity for the development of School 
Gardening along scientific lines, and these gardens might 
afiord excellent opportunity for very necessary experimental 
work. 


DAIRY SCHOOL. 
(Instructress: Miss Mary FIsk.) 


(Assistant Instructress : Miss D. M. Evans.) 


The Dairy Classes commenced at the College on May 18th.

SUMMER SCHOOL, 10106. 


(Director: Prof. CHAPPLE.) 


The Summer School suffered considerably in numbers from 
the war, but the spirit of the students attending, and the 
quality of their work, were excellent. For the first time the 
number of students attending at their own expense was 
greater than thatof those holding exhibitions from Education 
Authorities. 


The Civie and Moral Instruction League held its first Sum- 
mer School during the last fortnight of our three weeks 
period, in connexion with our School, and in especially close 
relationship to the Geography Course. Twenty students 
attended the Course in Civics. 

The School is again indebted to the Warden of Alexandra 
Hall for the opportunity of residence in the Hall—an oppor- 
tunity greatly appreciated by those students who took ad- 
vantage of it, and a source of considerable actual and poten 
tial strength to the School. | 


Such soldiers in the Red Cross Hospital as cared to follow 
any of the Courses were invited to do so, Unfortunately, the 
only two who wished to attend were drafted elsewhere.

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CIVICS. 


(Lecturers: Prof. J. H. MUIRHEAD. 
Prof. HETHERINGTON. 
Mr. ALEX FARQUHARSON.) 


{Leciures organised in co-operation with the University 
College by the Civic and Mora! Education League.) 


This section was an experiment, which proved in every 
way a decided success. The Courses ran for two weeks (oth 
to 19th August), and were attended by twenty students, who 
eame from far and near. Three were school inspectors from 
Jreland, and one was an American teacher. 


The main Course of Leciures, on Citizenship and Education, 
was shared by Prof. J. H. Muirhead, of Birmingham Univer- 
sity, and Prof. H. J. W. Hetherington, of University College, 
Cardiff, each giving five lectures. The Course was followed 
with the keenest interest by the students, and both the lec- 
turers found it necessary to arrange extra meetings for discus- 
sion. 
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I gave a Course of seven lectures on Civic Institutions, 
dealing with municipal, voluntary, and other present-day 
organisations, and to some extent with teaching problems in 
connection with these. 


Eighteen students attended Dr. Fleure’s lectures in the 
Geography section, these being arranged toe fit in with the 
Civic Course. This link with Geography proved very illumi- 
nating, and all the students greatly appreciated Dr. Fleure’s 
teaching. 


A number of excursions were arranged; the Town Hall and 
a number of other town institutions were visited; the National 
Library and Llanbadarn and other villages were seen in con- 
junction with the Geography section, as were also the Devil’s 
Bridge and Llyfnant Valley. All the students saw something 
of the Histeddfod. 


Prof. Patrick Geddes gave four public lectures of the greatest 
interest, all of which attracted large audiences. Public 
evening lectures were given by Miss Constance Brown, Mr. 
Thomas Jones, Dr. Lloyd Williams, Dr. F. H. Haywood, Mr. 
Ernest Barker, Dr. Fleure, and myself. 


All the lecturers and students in this section, with two 
exceptions, stayed atthe Alexandra Hall. Our heartiest thanks 
are due to the Warden, Miss Tremain, for her constant kind- 
ness and attention. A.F. 


KINDERGARTEN. 
(Instructress: Miss Eminry F. Garttoway.) 


There were thirteen students in the Kindergarten Class; 
of these, eleven made the full number of attendances, the other 
two missed one attendance each. 


The Course consisted of theoretical and practical work. The 
theory included the principles of Pestalozzi, Froebel, and 
Montessori, and the application of those principles to the work 
of the Infant School. Chalk drawing, paper cutting, paper 
modelling, weaving in rafia, rush and cane, and modelling 
in sand and other plastic materials, were done in the practi- 
cal work; arrangements were made for students to specialize 
in those parts of the work which suited their needs. 


The standard of their work was rather above the average, 
the students were all industrious and painstaking, and the 
handwork showed a decided improvement at the end of the 
Course. 

Miss M. Jones gave lessons in Needlework for young chil- 

| dren, and Mr. D. R. Jones gave lesson in Perspective Draw- 
ing, which were much appreciated by the students. My 
lessons in Weaving were open to the Needlework students. 


Twelve students sat for the Examination, four were placed 
in Class I. and eight in Class II.; there was no one in Class 
lit. All the students obtained a Certificate for attendance 
and progress.

ART SUBJECTS, INCLUDING BOOKBIN DING. 
(Instruetor: Mr. Dan R. JONES.) 


Fourteen students attended the above Courses this year. 


_ Ten took Drawing, two Clay Modelling, and two Bookbind- 
ing. 


Nine took Art as their principal subject, and attended both 
morning and afternoon; the Bookbinding students also 
attended the morning and afternoon classes; the remaining 
three attending once daily. 


Four students took the Advanced Course in Drawing. 
Four had taken the Art Course last year. 


The students were diligent, enthusiastic, and painstaking, 
the attendance being excellent. 


All students qualified to receive the Attendance Certificate. 


EDUCATIONAL HANDWORK. 
(Instructor : Mr. T. MacuHin SMart.) 


There were 18 students registered in this class, and they 
- were divided into four sections, as follows :—

The work done in the Woodwork section was on the whole 
good,’ the average number of models per student—which 
were examined by the Instructor and passed—being 20. One 
woman student in this section (Miss Margaret Hughes, of 
Aberystwyth Council School) deserves special mention for the 
neatness of finish and accuracy of measurement, which were 
very noticeable in her practical work. 


The Advanced Kindergarten students worked extremely 
hard, but their work was not quite equal to standard attained 
im previous years. They seemed lacking in the ability to 
adapt Kindergarten methods to the lower standards of the 
Senior- Schools. A considerable improvement was noticed 
towards the end of the Course, and they became more con- 


oe 


versant in the use of local “‘ waste” products in the construc- 


tion of various articles. 


The Handwork for the Standards section worked splen- 
didly. Each year this class seems to excel the previous one 
in number of models made, and originality of design. The 
teachers in this district (Aberystwyth) especially seem _ to 
possess considerable skill in the manipulation of both tools 
and material, and the originality of design was very marked. 
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This may be accounted for by the influence of their fellow 
teachers who have already been through this Course, and 
have introduced it into their schools. 


Many educational models were constructed from otherwise 
waste material, viz., cigar boxes, match boxes, empty tins, 
string, and sweet boxes. 

Use has been made this year of twigs and rushes gathered 
in the vicinity of the College, and such models as whips, 
baskets, rattles, and mats were constructed. 


Many of the students in this section, have expressed a wish 
to attend this class again next year, so that they may complete 
a full course for each standard. 


GEOGRAPHY. 


(Lecturers: Prorrssor H. J. FLEURE. 
Mr. W. EK. WHITEHOUSE.) 


The programme of the Summer School this year was 
specially adapted for the purpose of co-operation with the 
Civic Hducation League. One Course of Lectures, from 
9—10 each morning, was open to all students, and was 
attended by about 30 persons. During part of the time in 
this Course, I dealt with the human aspects of the expansion 
of HKurope over the rest of the world, while for the rest of the 
time I discussed problems of human geography conneeted 
with the present war. Classes were held under the direction 
of Mr. Whitehouse during the remainder of the morning, and 
were attended by about 12 persons; the students were of 
exceptionally good type, and worked very seriously. Wield 
Classes were organised much more frequently than in previ- 
ous years, and were often attended by about 30, while some 
for more special work included only the smaller class, which 
gave all its time to Geography. Public lectures and discus- 
sions, organised jointly with the School of Civics, were held 
nearly every evening, and were often largely attended. Prof. 
Patrick Geddes kindly gave four lectures during the Course. ‘ 


It will be seen that the attendance was far below the average 
of recent years. This is in part due to the fact that some 
County Authorities did not give the usual help to their 
teachers, but it is also due to lack of advertising. It will 
probably be advisable to consider the advertising and other 
needs of the Summer School in Geography separately from 
those of the Summer School in general. 


SCHOOL ROOM PROBLEMS. 
(Lecturer : Mr. FRANK SMITH.) 


This class was intended primarily for beginners, and five 
students were enrolled, drawn from very different types of 
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schools. The lectures were followed with some interest, and 
questions were frequently asked relating to the students’ own 
difficulties. 


NEEDLEWORK. 
(Instructress: Miss MarGaret JONES.) 


The Needlework class was attended this year by 14 students, 
all of whom shewed very keen interest in the subject. 


Much of the time devoted to work was taken up in drafting 
and adapting patterns. 


One full-sized and several half-sized garments were made by 
each of the pupils, as well as useful articles which could be 
made by children in the lower Forms. 


An examination was held at the end of the Course. 


DRESSMAKING. 
(Instructress: Miss MarGaREt JONES.) 


It was gratifying to find that, although the School was com- 
paratively small this-year, there was a sufficient number of 
applications received to form a Dressmaking class. 


The work done by the students was _ very satisfactory. 
Blouses and skirts were made, after having been drafted from 
the students’ own measurements. 


This is a subject that I consider should be brought more 
to the notice of Hducation Authorities. 


Tt would be a distinct gain from a point of economy if chil- 
dren were taught and encouraged to make their own garments. 


The Course was attended by eight students, seven of whom 
sat for the examination at the end of the Course. 


SCHOOL HORTICULTURE. 
(Instructor: Mr. D. V. Howe LLs.) 


Only four students attended the classes, two being ladies. 
The Course centred round the School Garden, special stress 
being laid on the Horticultural operations and on the correla- 
tion of the subject with other School subjects. A number of 
suitable experiments for a school were carried out. 


The students displayed great enthusiasm, and as far as 
could be judged without examination, satisfactory progress 
was made by all. Forty-eight hours of attendance were 
possible; twelve were allocated to practicai operations in the 
garden, and two and a half days to rural excursions. 
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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL. 


1. At the last meeting of the Court it was reported 
that the Royal Commission on University Education 
in Wales had been appointed. It was also stated that 
copies of the White Paper issued by Parliament had 
just been received. A communication was also read 
from Bangor College inviting the Aberystwyth Coun- 
cil and Senate to confer with them on the questions of 
common interest arising, which led to joint confer- 
ences at Portinadoe between representatives of the two 
colleges, followed by a conference of representatives of 
the three constituent colleges at Shrewsbury. 

In June last members of the Royal Commission 
visited the College for the purposes of meeting, in- 
formally, members of the Council and Senate, and of 
viewing the College property. The Commission then 
indicated somewhat the lines on which evidence would 
be taken, and also threw out suggestions as to the 
possible future academic and administrative organisa- 
tion of the University and the Colleges. 

Heads of evidence, together with the lst of persons 
whom it was decided to ask to give evidence, were de- 
cided upon at a meeting of the Council held on the 
22nd September, and evidence was given in London on 
the 19th and 20th October by Messrs. D. C. Roberts 
ae D. Lleufer Thomas (Tr easurer's), Principal 

Roberts, Prof. Edward Edwards (Dean of Arts), Prof. 
C. Ne Rohvorii (Dean of Science), Profs. J. W. H. Atkins, 
Alex. Findlay, and H. J. Fleure, and the Registrar. 

The following resolutions, dealing with some of the 
larger questions of constitutional and educational 
principle involved, were adopted by the Council :— 


FEDERAL SYSTEM. 


Gi.) That a Federal Constitution is the form of Uni- 
versity Organisation which at the present stage of 
development of higher education in Wales offers on the 
whole the most advantages. 


(i1.) That in the proposed reconstruction of the Uni- 
versity Organisation it is desirable to retain the prin- 
ciple of the University Court, with direct representa- 
tion from County Councils and other Public Educa- 
tional Bodies. 


(ii1.) That the principle of a Council of the Univer- 
sity be approved, with powers similar to those of the 
Councils appointed by the Courts of Governors of the 
three Colleges.

That the Council is of opinion that the best way 
of securing freedom of teaching will be by the reform

(v.) That the same External Examiner should ex- 
amine for each College, retaining the veto provided by 
the University Charter. 

(vi.) That all the Intermediate Examinations should 
be conducted by an Internal Examiner; and all other 
examinations of a Pass Grade by an External Exam- 
iner, together with an Internal Examiner or Kxam- 
iners from the particular College of which the Stu- 
dents are concerned. 


(vi1.) [A proposal, provisionally approved, to accept 
the Honours Examinations from resolution (iv.) above 
by providing that all Honours awards shall be made by 
a Joint Board of Examiners generally constituted as at 
present, was reserved for further consideration, there 
being a substantial body of opinion against the pro- 
posal. | 


Prise cbhab, in n the opinion of the Council, all exam- 
ination papers should be prepared for each College by 
the Internal Examiner or Examiners of that College, 
and the External Examiner. 
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(ix.) That the work of the students during the Session 
should be taken more definitely into account in drawing 
up Pass and Honours lists. 


CoURSES OF STupy. 


(x.) That, in submitting to the University Courses 
of Study which ensure an aUenbace survey of the sub- 


ject, the College should not be required to submit de- 
tailed syllabuses. 


(1.) That Courses of Study submitted shall not re- 
quire the approval of the University Court. 


THEOLOGICAL SUBJECTS. 


(xil.) That the necessary steps be taken for amending 
the College Charter, so as to empower the College to 
provide or accept provision for the teaching of such 
Theological subjects as are not predominantly con- 
cerned with doctrine, as the College may see fit, and 
subject to such conditions as it may decide upon with 
the advice of either the Theological Board or of a simi- 
lar Advisory Committee in Theology specially const1- 
tuted for the College. 


(xill.) That representations to the above effect be 
made to the Royal Commission.

That it approves of the SUS gecnon in the Sen- 
ate statement that there should be direct representation 
of the County Councils of Wales on the College Council, 
and particularly of the County Councils in the College 
area. 


APPOINTMENT OF HEADS or DEPARTMENTS. 


(avil.) The Council agrees that it is desirable that 
the University should have a voice in the appointment 
of Heads of Departments, subject to the maintenance of 
the principle that the power of appointment should 
remain in the hands of the Council as at present. 


(xviil.) The Council further agrees in substance with 
the proposal to constitute a Roane of Advisors, includ- 
ing representatives of the University, for the purpose 
of advising the Council in the appointment of Heads. 
of Departments and of preparing a short list of appli- 
cants for the consideration of the Council. 


(xix.) The Council is unable to agree to the proposal 
that its power of appointment of Heads of Departments 
should in future be hmited by requiring that appoint- 
ments made under it should be subject to ratification 
by another body. 

Representatives of the College attended a special 
meeting of the University Court, at which a series of 
resolutions were passed identical in their general terms 
with resolutions (1.), (11.), @ii.), (iv.), and (xvil.) 
printed above, with the following addition :— 

‘That in the opinion of this Court it is desirable 
that rate-aid should be granted by the County 
and Borough Councils in Wales towards Uni- 
versity education.”’

2. Pending the reconstruction of the University, the 
Treasury has agreed to make to the College for the 
duration of the war, an additional annual grant of 
£1,125. Also the sum of £750 has been received from 
the Treasury, this being Special Grant to cover loss of 
income arising out of the war. This grant covers the 
two years 1914-15 and 1915-16. 


3. The Board of Education has paid over to the 
College in full the fees and grant in respect of men 
students who enlisted in H.M. Forces during the Session 
1914-15. The amount so received approximates to 
£470. 

4. The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries, while 
paying the whole grant of £1,000 for the year which 
ended in September, 1915, requested the College to 
transfer the credit balance appearing on the accounts 
of the Agricultural Department for the year which 
ended in June, 1915, to the credit of the College and 
Counties Farm Capital Account. This sum was 
£408 10s. 10d. The usual Maintenance Grant of 
£200 to the Farm was suspended. 


). The Revised Charter of the College came into 
operation on the 10th of September last. 


6. The University Tutorial Classes, which were held 
in ten centres in Session 1914-15, were suspended for 
Session 1915-16 as part of the Council’s scheme of 
economy; but during the Session some of the classes 
were visited by the members of the College staff. 

7. The Vacation Summer School was held as usual in 
August, there being 84 students present. Compared 
with 1915 there was a reduction of 50 students. 

8. During the Session the Grogythan and Cae rgo6g 
lands were conveyed to the College by the Trustees of 
the late Lord Rendel. The value of these lands is about 
£2,000. Also the Vicarage Field was conveyed to the 
College by Lieut-Col. David Davies, M.P., and the 
Misses Davies, as part of the endowment of the Chair 
of Colonial History. This has a capital value of about 


£3,500. To complete the endowment of the Chair, 
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Debenture Stock of the Gregynog Estates, Limited, 
of the value of £3,610 was transferred to the College. 

During the year the Cleveland and Pittsburg Railroad 
Company’s Shares which the College held in trust for 
Scholarships were sold, and the proceeds re-invested in 
Registered Exchequer Bonds and War Loan Stock. The 
Capital increase in this transaction amounted to 
e219 Vis. 6d. 

Mr. 8. G. Rudler—-a member of the Court of Gov- 
ernors—has expressed his intention of bearing the ex- 
pense of setting up in the quadrangle a brass tablet, 
together with a plaster medallion, in memory of his 
late brother, Professor Ff. W. Rudler. 

Miss Jenkins, executrix of the late Professor David 
Jenkins, has conveyed to the College, to be held in trust 
for the students, the copyright, etc., of the College 
Song. ; 

Mir RJ. KR. Loxdale, of Castle Hill, a member of 
the College Council, has made a donation of £50 to the 
College Funds to celebrate the coming of age of his only 
daughter. 

9. The Accounts for the year show a surplus of the 
sum of £/56 13s. 10d. after having transferred the 
sum of £500 to the Sinking Fund, which now stands 
at £2,000. The surplus is due in part to the exercise 
of economies, but chiefly to the fact that, in respect of 
men students of the Elementary Training Department, 
the Board of Education has paid instalments of fees 
and grants on the number of students in attendance 


at the commencement of the Session. . Many of these ~ 


students left to join H.M. Forces at the end of the first 
term, and it is possible that an adjustment may be 
necessary after the Board has examined the annual 
returns. Full fees and grant were received in respect 
of students who left to join H.M. Forces during the 
previous Session (see par. 3), but up to the present 
time no intimation has been received from the Board 
as to the procedure to be adopted in respect of last Ses- 
sion. 


The total deficit on the General College Maintenance — 
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Account has been reduced to the sum of £7,441 Ils. 7d. 
Investments show a total of £35,731) 2s~ 2d. ).am in- 
crease of £3,889 17s. 6d. Loans and Bank Overdrafts 
have been reduced to £20,480 18s. 9d., of which 
£13,700 5s. 2d. is in respect of the Restoration 
Account. 

It has now been possible to include in the Balance 
Sheet a revised valuation of the College property, based 
on the values arrived at under the Finance (1909-10) 
Act, 1910. The revised value under the Act is. 
£108,600; and of the Alexandra Hall property, 
£33,890. 

The Staff Pension Fund continues to show entirely 
satisfactory results. The sum standing to the credit 
of the fund now amounts to £2,977 17s. 9d., an in- 
crease of £637 7s. 6d. : 

The sum of £654 7s. 11d. has been transferred from 
the Alexandra Hall of Residence Maintenance Account 
to the credit of the Building and Furnishing (Capital) 
Account. The total debt on the Hall has been reduced 
to £18,891 4s. 9d., of which £12,082 7s. 10d. repre- 
sents an overdraft at the National Provincial Bank 
of England. 

At the beginning of the year there appeared on the 
Men’s Hostel Maintenance Account a debit balance of 
£417 2s. 10d. At the close of the year this had been 
turned into a credit balance of £214 16s. 8d. The 
same remarks apply in this case as in the case of the 
fees and grant in respect of students of the Hlementary 
Training Department. With two exceptions, all of the | 
students in the Hostel were students in training. 
Half of these, viz., 20, left at the end of the first term. 
The debit balance of £667 10s. 1d. on the Building and 
Furnishing Account still continues. 


10. The Council regrets to record the removal by 
death of the following members of the Court of Gov- 
ernors :— | : :

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11. The Department of Instrumental Music, which 
commenced work on a limited and provisional scheme 
in Octeber, 1914, has now been discontinued by the 
Council, the outbreak of the war having made it im- 
possible to carry out the object which the donor had in 
view. The Council record their appreciation of the 
enthusiasm and musical skill shown by Madame Bar- 
bier and her colleagues in carrying out the work under- 
taken by them while the school was in operation. 


12. In reference to the discussion referred to in the 
Minutes of the last Meeting of the Court on the ques- 
tion of the pension granted to Dr. Ethé, the Council 
presents the following statement of the facts, with a 
view to the removal of misunderstanding which has 
arisen in regard to the matter :— 


Dr. Ethe held the post of Professor of German and 
Oriental Languages, had been a member of the College 
Staff since 1875, and is a German subject. He re- 
signed his professorship on condition that his pension, 
to which he had contributed since the Pension Scheme 
came into force, should become payable immediately. 
Under their contracts with Dr. Ethé the Council were 
legally bound to accept the condition, or to continue 
_ to pay his salary. 

In May last a full statement of the facts leading up 
to the payment of the pension, together with a copy of 
the Pension Scheme, was forwarded to the Advisory 
Committee on University Grants (at their request), to 
which body the matter had been referred by the Home 
Secretary. The Advisory Committee on University 
Grants has approved of the action of the College Coun- 
cil in paying the pension.

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EXTRACT FROM THE LATE MR. W. E. GLADSTONE’S 
SPEECH AT NOTTINGHAM. 


The “‘ Times” of September 28th, 1877. 


Let me point to another case with which I am personally acquainted, 
to show you that wherever primary education is loved, the higher 
education must be loved and. taughi also. I speak of the country of 
‘Wales, in which I have the happiness to spend a large portion of my 
time ; and there is no part of the population of the country—and I say 
it freely and boldly in your hearing—there are few parts which can 
compete with Wales, and there is no part which can exceed it, from 
one end of the island. to the other, in the earnest, ardent, and, I may 
- say, passionate love for instruction. They are a religious people, and 
a people deeply enamoured of knowledge, and what they have done 
has been done with very litt'’e assistance. With no assistance at all 
from any public fund of any kind, they have, within the last five cr 
six years, founded a large and important College at Aberystwyth. 
Is it possible for you to have a stronger proof that the existence of a 
love for primary education does lead on, and must lead on, to every 
great effort for the establishment of higher education?

GREEK. 


(PROVESSOR MARSHALL.) 


The exigencies of the War reduced this Department to very small 
dimensions. The only class doing degree work was the Intermediate, 
which, at the beginning of the session, numbered six students; one of 
these left College to join an Officers’ Cadet Battalion; of the others 
four sat the Univer sity examination, and atl passed. The class was 
above the average in knowledge and, ability. 

I had also one very promising student who began Greek this session. 

A large part of my time was devoted to giving assistance in the Latin 


Department, as two members of the staff of that Department are now 
on War Service. 


LATIN. 
(PROFESSOR BENSLY.) 


Provision was made for students in both years of the Honours course 
and for Pass students at the Special, Ordinary, and Intermediate 
stages. There were no lectures or classes in preparation for the 
Matriculation examination. 

Honours.—One candidate was presented for the final examination, 
who was awarded a third class. Part of his work was meritorious, 
and the failure to obtain a second was due, above all, to a want of 
thoroughness in his knowledge of the prepared books. It is difficult, 
sometimes, to make students realize that the ability to translate from 
Latin into English is not the sole object to be attained in preparing 
a book. A thorough familiarity with the subject matter is essential, 
and the acquaintance with the text shou'd be close enough to enable 
one to refer with accuracy to familiar passages, and, especially in the 
case of poetry, to make precise quotations. 

One candidate completed the first year of the Honours course. 
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_ Special.—There was a class of six. One was absent from the exam- 
ination through ill-health. Besides the remaining five, the first year 
Honours candidate also sat for the examination. Of these six, one, 
Mr. A. Maliphant, did some very satisfactory work. Two others 
passed easily, and one passed with difficulty but, I think, deservedly. 
The two others failed completely. Their work had been weak through- 
out the session. Both, I am afraid, were cases of attempting tc build 
on sand. Unfortunately, there seem each year to be weak students 
anxious to take the Special course while some of the very best of those 
who have passed) the Ordinary and are taking Honours in other 
departments refrain from passing on to the Special. This is to be 
regretted as, unless in exceptional cases, no graduate ought to teach 
Latin up to the Matriculation standard who has not completed the 
Special course. 

Ordinary.—There was a class of 23. Of these, 19 sat for the exam- 
ination, and 13 passed. Three or four did good and steady work 
during the session. Two or three were very weak and made little 
progress, having no accurate knowledge of the elements. It is a pity 
that the present system does not readily allow such students to drop 
the subject after a term’s trial. One student who impressed me as 
having some ability failed in the University examination through 
sheer recklessness. She had been warned, and deserved to fail. 

Intermediate.—The class numbered 84. Several were excluded from 
the University examination as they gave no proof during the session 
of having duly profited from the course. Of 60 who entered for the 
examination 41 passed. One candidate, though technically an Inter- 
mediate student, had attended the Ordinary and some of the Special 
lectures, and passed the Further Test, which allows him to begin the 
Honours course next session. 

In all years there was a want of sound grammatical knowledge in 
the average student. There would be much more pleasure both 1n 
learning and teaching Latin if some process could, be devised by which 
a firmer foundation of the subject could be laid before the beginning 
of a University course. To judge, too, from some appalling perform- 
-ances in scansion, the quantitative pronunciation of Latin as taught 
to beginners leaves very much to be desired. Latin poetry ought 
certainly to be committed to memory at an early stage. 

I have much pleasure in acknowledging the patient and effective 
help given by Mr. Brighouse. The Department is under a special 
obligation to Professor Marshall, who most kindly undertook part of 
the Latin work. I should like, in conclusion, to point out that the 
system in the Latin Department is elastic enough to allow any well 
prepared students to dispense with more elementary lectures and to 
begin with Special or even Honours work at entrance. I have been 
told that this is not generally understood in the schools. 


ENGLISH. 
(PROFESSOR ATKINS.) 


At all stages there was once again this year a decrease in the number 
of students, particularly of men students. Full courses of lectures 
were, however, delivered, and the year’s working may be described 
as satisfactory. . 

Postgraduate.-—Miss M. Ensor was awarded the degree of M.A. at 
the recent University examination, having submitted. a thesis entitled 
The influence of the Risorgimento on English literature, which was 
approved by the Examiners. Mr. T. Godfrey John was successful at 
the Preliminary M.A. examination in English. 

Honours.—TUhe class this year consisted of four students one of 
whom, Miss Noel Kerr, obtained a First Class at the University 
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examination while two others were placed in the Second Class, one 
other in the Third Class. 


S‘pecial.—The Special class numbered twenty-six, and was scarcely 
up to the average in point of merit. Eighteen students were success- 
ful in completing the course; while the work of Miss E. A. Roberts 
and Mr. W. A. Davies calls for special mention. 


Vrdinary.—Out of thirty-three students at this stage twenty-nine 
completed the course, the work throughout being of a distinetly high 
standard. Miss Breeze and Mr. A. O. Roberts were among the best 
students of.a good class. — 

Intermediate.—The Intermediate class contained. forty-four students, 
and of these thirty-three were successful at the University examin- 
ation. Some excel’ent work was. done by Miss Kyria Evans who, 
together with four other students, completed in addition the Further 
Test of Ordinary grade, thus qualifying for the Honours course at a 
later date. 

Most efficient services have once more been rendered by Miss Win- 
stanley. For reasons of war economy, the Department has again this 
year dispensed with the services of a Student-Assistant. 


WELSH. 
(Dr. T. H. PARRY-WILLIAMS. ) 


During the session classes were held in all stages of the University 
course, with the number of students attending as below—

‘The work done by the students was on the whole satisfactory, and in 
the Intermediate, Ordinary, and Honours grades there were two or 
three whose ability and work were outstanding. The two students 
who took the Special course did excellent work throughout the session, 
and the only Intermediate student who underwent the Ordinary 
Further Test satisfied the Examiners. In the Honours class (first year) 
the work of the majority of the students was very creditable, and 
they are likely to do very well in the second year of the Honours 
course. Among those taking Ordinary in their first year there are 
two or three promising Honours’students. In the University examin- 
ations, two Intermediate and two Ordinary students failed. 


Mr. Griffith J. Williams, B.A., a former student under the late Sir 
Edward Anwyl, ho'ding the Thomas Stephens Scholarship, spent two 
terms at the College doing M.A. work, and has been recommended for 
a University Studentship. 


A scheme of study presented for the degree of M.A. by Mr. KE. 
Stanton Roberts, B.A., another student who studied under Sir 
Edward, was approved by the Board. 


(Mr. T. Gwynn JONES.) 


Weakness in composition continued to be observable in the earlier 
stages. Poverty of vocabulary, with evidence of inexcusable lack of 
reading, existed side by side with a fair memorisation of grammatical 
rules. Original composition invariably yielded better results than 
translation. Interest in Literature developes promisingly, and, some 
exceptionally good essay work was submitted. In the higher stages, 
intellectual interest in Literature was generally shown, and consider- 
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able industry manifested throughout the session. There were some 
exceedingly promising instances of the acquisition of the habit of 
mind and. method indispensable for the study of Literature. 


FRENCH. 
(PROFESSOR BARBIER.) 


I desire to express my most grateful thanks to Dr. A. B. Thomas 
and Monsieur Léon Marchand who, under very difficult circumstances, 
discharged their duties with great ability and devotion. From a 
distance I closely fo'lowed the work done in my Department, and I 
may be allowed to state that, in my opinion, the Coilege suffered as. 
little as possible from my unavoidable absence from Aberystwyth. 
‘The results obtained at the University examinations were very satis- 
factory. I feel I cannot do better than give the two following 
reports drawn up by Dr. A. B. Thomas and Monsieur Léon Marchand 
on the work of the session. 


(Dr. A. B. THomas.)

Classes were carried on as usual at all grades. Composition was, 
with few exceptions, very weak at all stages except Honours. More 
attention will have to be paid to this all-important side of the subject. 
Very few students, too, seem to have even a reasonably firm grasp of 
French grammar. It would be well if the schools would bear in 
mind that mastery of the French Language is impossible without a 
thorough and systematic training in practical grammar. No “direct 
method ’’ advocates the neglect of grammar as an art, but only as a 
science. And no university student has the right to neglect even the 
science of grammar. ae 

The first year Honours class contained some very promising 
students. Miss Gwen Prys and Miss Helena Stephens deserve special 
mention. 

In the Degree List, Miss Bessie Reed obtained a good First Class, 
and the other three Aberystwyth candidates were placed in the 
Second Class, but two of them narrowly missed a First. The four 
Honours students gained the Oral Certificate. 

I must once more eal! attention to the great variation in the quality 
of students holding the C.W.B. Hons. Certificate. Some of these, 
who failed their Ordinary last session, have failed again, whilst one 
first year student (reg. 15) has not even been granted the Intermediate ! 
Would it not be possible to fix a minimum percentage as a condition 
of acceptance of the C.W.B. Honours for the requirements of regul- 
ation 15? For it is only fair to the C.W.B. to point out that these 
weak students appear very low on the Honours list. 


(M. LEonN MARCHAND.) 


Honours, 1915-17.—I have only reasons to be thoroughly satisfied 
with the Honours students; their ordinary work (set books, essays, 
trausiations) as we'l as their personal work has been good, with the 
result that a certain common level established itself; there was a kind 
of homogeneity in the attitude of mind and the attainments of the 
students, which did not prevent, however, differences of nature and 
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methods of work. The spirit was excellent. If I can judge after an 
experience of two years, the students, as a whole, take a more lively 
interest in the XVIth century literature than in that of any other 
period; what is passionate and picturesque in the spirit and in the 
men of that time appeals strongly to their imagination. On the con- 
trary, they seem to take less genuine an interest in the more imper- 
sona', rational and restrained. literature of the XVIIth century. 
Modern French was fairly good, thanks to the large part given to 
oral work (dictation, reading and. conversation). 

Honours, 1916-18.—The industry and progress of the majority of 
the students was satisfactory, although the work required in other 
departments did not always allow them to give enough time to Freuch ; 
also some of the students had a tendency to rely too much on the work 
of the second year of their course. 


GERMAN. 
(Miss HERMIA REES.) 


This year the numbers in the Elementary and Intermediate classes 
were up to the average, but there were only two students for advanced 
work. Miss Gwenllian Prys commenced her Honours course. One 
hour a week was devoted to historical German grammar and the 
reading of O.H.G. extracts and two hours a week to the reading of 
Goethe’s Faust. Miss Prys attended Miss Brebner’s c"ass for German 
composition. Her work was thoughtful and appreciative throughout, 
and she promises well as an Honours student. 

Miss Kate Richard successfully passed the Special examination, and 
obtained a certificate for Oral proficiency. She made real progress 
in German during the session. The special subjects studied were 
the Lives and Works of Goethe and Schiller, with the reading of 
Wallenstein and Hermann und Dorothea, the M.H.G. Nibelunge Not 
with M.H.G. grammar. We devoted a good deal of time to Oral work. 

There were thirteen students in the Elementary class, and most of 
them took much interest in the subject. At this early stage the direct 
method was used as much as possible, and proved very successful. 


(Miss M. BREBNER.) 


The Intermediate class were a little below the average this year, 
especially in their composition. Of the four who failed, however, one 
was unable to attend the full course, and one suffered from ill-health, 
whi'e Mr. Austin Davies, the only male candidate, was unexpectedy 
called up near the end of the session after having been finally rejected 
some time previously. 

There was no brilliant student in this c’ass, but I was much pleased 
with the steady progress of Miss Elizabeth A. Roberts and Miss Jane 
C. Richards. Our Special student, Miss Kate Richard, made very 
creditable progress in German composition. 


HISTORY. 
(PROFESSOR EDWARDS.) 


During session 1916-17 full courses of lectures were de‘ivered at 
every grade in the History Department. It is not strange that there 
was a diminished number of students in every class owing to the 
continuous call on the service of the men. The work was carried out 
in a very satisfactory manner considering the circumstances of the 
period, and it is only fair to state that the men, in particular, would 
have done better in their examinations if they had not been worried 
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by the uncertainty of their stay at College owing to the demands of 
the military authorities. In spite of all this, sound and, scientific 
study of History was a distinct characteristic of the session, and I 
have once more to express my deep gratitude to Professor Stanley 
Roberts for his he'p with British and European History, and to Pro- 


fessor HK. A. Lewis. for conducting the Palaeography class with 
advanced students. 


‘COLONIAL ‘HISTORY. 


(PROFESSOR T. STANLEY ROBERTS.) 


This year there were three candidates for Honours and six for the. 
Special examinations. Two of the Honours students obtained a Second 
Class and one a Third. The war activities of these students prevented 
them doing justice to themselves, and their work was inclined to be 
mechanical. The External Examiner declared that their answers were 
repetitions of lecture notes whose import was not fully grasped. The 
Special class was perhaps the best that has taken the course, and some 
really excellent work was done by its members. 

It was my privilege to be asked to attend three conferences on 
Colonial affairs held at the University of Birmingham. I was able to 
attend two of the meetings. The third was held just at the time when 
I went to France to lecture to the troops under the auspices of the 
YeMs CA: 

The usual classes were held. during the year in Montgomeryshire, and 
there is a thriving Round Table Circle at Aberystwyth. 


PHILOSOPHY. 


(PROFESSOR W. JENKYN JONES.) 


The work in Philosophy during the session was satisfactory on the 
whole. At its higher stages it was exceptionally good and promising ; 
at the lower stages—the Ordinary and Intermediate stages—it hardly 
reached the standard. desired and aimed at. The war had a disturbing 
and distracting effect upon many of the students, particularly those 
who wouid shortly join the forces. Great credit is due to the students 
at the Special and. Honours stages who worked so well and so suc- 
cessfully under such vexatious and exceptional conditions. 


M.A. Stage.-—Mr. David Richards, B.A., who passed the general 
preliminary examination for the M.A. degree last year, submitted a 
dissertation on ‘‘The reality of extra intellectual knowledge, with 
special reference to Bergson and Pragmatism.’’ It was very favour- 
ably reported on by the Examiners and approved for the degree by 
the Board. Mr. Richards is a man of ability and promise, and. I shall 


be disappointed if, later, he does not produce work that is valuable 
and important. 


Honours S‘tage.—The Honours course was taken by three students 
whose work was throughout thoroughly good. Daniel Davies, who 
came to us from the Presbyterian College, Carmarthen, is to be 
heartily congratulated on having taken a First Class, and that at the 
end of his third year. He proposes to return to do research work in 
Philosophy. W. R. Williams, B.A., and Emrys Jones, B.A., another 
Carmarthen College student, obtained Second and. Third Class re- 
spective'y, each however only just missing the class next above. It 
ought to be stated perhaps that Mr. Williams, who graduated last 
year with First Class Honours in Greek, worked throughout the 
session under extremely unfavourable conditions. 
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Special Stage.—Miss Elined. Prys, who had pursued part. of the 
course in the previous year, compieted the pursuance, and passed the 
examination with excellent papers. D. Lloyd Jenkins pursued and 
completed the same course. He worked steadily, and with increasing 
success from term to term. 


Crdinary Stage.-—The class at this stage consisted. mainly of women 
students, whose work was on the who.e only moderately good. It 


' lacked thoroughness and distinction. There were, however, a few 


exceptions. Miss Helena M. Stephen, for one, did excellently. 


The Intermediate Siage-—The Intermediate class, though containing 
several students who showed. ability and diligence, and who acquitted 
themselves with much credit in the University examination, did not 
exhibit on the whole the interest and earnestness that justify me ix 
feeling that they were profiting by the course. Out of the fifty 
members there were about a dozen whose work was distinctly good. 

For two terms of the session I was fortunate in obtaining the assist 
ance of Miss Dorothy EK. Roberts, M.A. She threw herself witk 
enthusiasm into the work and her services were much appreciated. 
Her appointment enabled me to give more attention and time to thé 


Honours students. I am very glad that the Council have decided té 


retain her services for next session. In conclusion, I have mucl 
pleasure in acknowledging the great advantage derived by my Honour; 
students from their attendance on the lectures given by the Principd 
on Greek Philosophy. 


ECONOMICS AND POLITICAL SCIENCE. 


(PROFESSOR EH. A. LEWwIs.)

Ordinary.—The Ordinary class at the beginning of the session was 
somewhat larger than last year, but several of the men left to take up 
commissions, ete. Altogether, 23 sat the University examination, and 
with, a few exceptions, presented. very creditable work. Particularly 
good work was done by Mr. Bufton, Mr. W. M. Evans, and Mr. J. 
Morris Jones. 


Special.—At this stage, as at the Ordinary, there was an increase 
in point of members. ‘The general quality of the work, while hardly 
up to the high standard of the Special classes of the pre-war sessions, 
was thoroughly sound and satisfactory. The members of the class 
took keen interest in the section of the courses dealing with modern 
reconstruction problems, and all were successful in completing the 
course. Some outstandingly good work was shown by Miss Phyllis 
Hawkins and Mr. P. S. Thomas. 

Honours.—Four students pursued the first year Honours course and 
made satisfactory progress. ‘The second year Honours course lost one 
of its two members during the session. Miss H. M. Griffith, unfor- 
tunately, found herself in conflict with our complicated University 
regulations, and had to abandon her Honours scheme of study at the 
end of the Michaelmas term. The other member, Mr. G. L. Jones, 
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worked earnestly throughout the session, and was awarded an ex- 
cellert First Class. Mr. Jones has since been elected to a University 
Studentship, and proposes investigating some of the economic and 
constitutional aspects of the Welsh commote during the Middle Ages. 


Postgraduate Work.—(i) Miss G. M. Lyke continued. her researches 
into the agricultural changes in Cardiganshire during the nineteenth 
century, and her dissertation was duly approved for the M.A. degree. 
Towards the end. of the session Miss Lyke was appointed County 
Organiser of Women Land Workers in Flintshire. (ii) Mr. #. 
Licwelyn Lewis also secured the M.A. degree for a distinctly credit- 
able piece of work on the slate industry in North Wales, with special 
reference to Merionethshire. (iii) Miss Wretts Smith, who was elected 
to a University Studentship, has made substantial progress with her 
investigations into the early history of Anglo-Russian economic rela- 
tions. Next year, Miss Smith proposes to carry on her work at the 
London School of Economics. (iv) Mr. Illtyd David, though ham- 
pered somewhat by the paucity of suitable materials, did some careful 
work on some of the legal aspects of Modern Trade Unionism in the 
United Kingdom. 


Several past members of the Department are engaged upon other 
problems in Welsh Economic History. During the year research 
work in Economics was deprived of one of its most promising young 
workers by the death of Lieutenant E. W. Barton, .a former student 
of the College, who graduated with First Ciass Honours in Economics 
in June, 1912, and took his M.A. in June, 1914, with an excellent 
dissertation on the Welsh Turnpike Trust. 


Sehool of Social Science and Public Administration.—During the 
session some progress was made with the arrangements for setting up 
new facilities for instruction in Social Science and Public Adminis- 
tration. Schemes of study coordinating the work of the Departments 
of Law, History and Economics to meet the requirements of students 
preparing for public careers other than the teaching profession, have 
been provisionally drawn up. 


In the general working of the Department the need of additional 
teaching assistance has been more felt than in previous years. tI 
desire to thank the Council for allowing me the valuable assistance of 
Mr. J. M. Rees during part of the Summer Term. I trust that the 
Council will soon find it possible to provide the Department with a 
perinanent assistant, not only in view of the present urgent need. but 
also because of the increasing demands that are likely to arise in con- 
nection with the proposed Schooi of Public Administration, the 
extension of the work in Agricultural Economics, and the renewal of 
the W.E.A. classes. 


PALAEOGRAPHY AND DIPLOMATICS. 


(PROFESSOR E. A. LEwIs.) 


Twelve students added the classes during the who'e or part of the 
session. As usual they were mainly comprised of University students at 
the Honours or Postgraduate stages proceeding or intending to proceed 
to higher degrees on the Arts side. This year one member of the 
National Libr ary Staff attended the class. The increasing interest in 
Palaeography shown by Welsh students is very gratifying in view of 
the enormous buik of the work that remains to be done on our Welsh 
Records, and it is hoped that the Welsh University on reconstructed 
lines will be in a position to give system#ic and definite encourage- 
ment to such work. 
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The teaching in Palaeography is now severely handicapped. by lack 
of equipment and of suitab’e rooms to carry on the work. 


EDUCATION. 
(PROFESSOR C. R. CHAPPLE.) 


Primary Training Department.—Fourteen women students in the | 
fourth year, one in the fifth, two in the second year, and four fourth 
year men completed the course of training and were recommended for 
the Teachers’ Certificate of the Board of Education. Of the four men, 
one completed his course at Easter by special permission of uns Board 
on being called up for military service. 


School practice continued to be conducted entirely at Aberystwyth. 
Hitherto one of the conditions of admission to the department has been 
a year’s experience in actual teaching before entry. The relaxation of 
this condition owing to conditions created by the war has increased 
the amount of time to be spent by the students in the schools by a 
month, and has greatly increased the work of the Mistress of Method 
(Miss Dalrymp’e), the Assistant Mistress of Method (Miss Griffiths), 
and the strain upon the schoois of the town. The department owes 
much to the continued goodwill and co-operation of the Head Teachers. 
During the second, month of school practice, Professor Fleure, Mr. 
Whitehouse and Professor Lloyd Williams held daily classes for the 
assistant teachers freed from teaching by the presence of the students 

Our thanks are due to Mr. T. Gwynn Jones for the continuance of 
his lectures to the students in training on Welsh Literature and its 
place and opportunities in e’ementary school work. 


On Saturday mornings, during the second and third terms, Mr. 


Dudley V. Howells held classes in School Gardening for the men 


students of the fourth year. These classes were also open to teachers 
from the schools of the town. Practical work was carried out on the 
College gardens. 

The Instructress in Physica! Exercises for the women students (Miss 
Doris Evans) was ordered into a sanatorium before the Christmas 
vacation, and Miss Oates, of the Southport Physical Training College, 
was appointed in her place till the end of the session. Mr. D. J. Saer 
continued to give the instruction in Physical Exercises to the men 
students. ; 

Excellent work in Music, especially by the women students, was 


done under Madame Barbier, who gave a great deal of individual 


attention to the more promising students. The department has also 
to thank Madame Barbier for vo'untary instruction to the women 
stud2ats in voice production, obviously a matter of much importance 
to teachers. 

During the session the Oid Assembly Rooms have been placed at the 
disposal of the department, thus giving some approach to the satis- 
faction of a need for special accommodation which was being felt more 
and more urgently every year. The Art Master (Mr. D. Jones) and. the 
Needlework Instructress (Miss L. Davies) have especially benefited this 
session, and developments in handwork are in progress and in con- 
templation. 

In the third term the Col'ege presented a scheme to the Board. of 
Education offering to provide a minimum two years’ course of training 
as elementary teachers to suitable discharged soldiers of good 
character and good general education. The Board approved of the 
principle and general outlines of the scheme, and we hope to see it in 
full working order during the coming session.

Secondary Training Department.—Two women students completed 
the course for the Teachers’ Certificate of the University of Wales, 
and for recognition by the Board of Education as trained Secondary 
teachers. Again we owe thanks to the Headmaster of the Aberystwyth 
County School where the school practice of these students main'y took. 
place. 


Degree Class in Education.—Five women students completed the 
course and passed the examination at the Ordinary stage. _ 


_ Lectures by Professor Watson.—During the second term Professor 
Foster Watson lectured to the degree class and secondary students on 
the History of Education; to the fourth year students of the training 
department and the History Honours class on Spanish Navigators and. 
the Renaissance ; and to the general public, in the Examination Hall, 
on ‘‘ Tudor Visions of a New World.”’ 


PURE MATHEMATICS. 
(PROFESSOR GENESE.) 


_ With sadly depleted numbers the usual classes have been held, with 
the exception of the Honours class; the gentlemen who would have 
formed that class having been called to war service. 


lt gives me pleasure to report that there has been issued by the 
Cambridge University Press the first mathematical book by a graduate 
of the University of Wales, viz. ‘‘ The Combination of Observations,’’ 
by D. Brunt, B.Sc., F.R.A.S. As I could scarcety be considered. 


impartial I make no comment beyond. saying that the Press would not , 


take if up unless it possessed merit. Lieutenant Brunt’s skill as an 
obsei ver is now being utilised in France. Having a number of assist- 


aais, he is engaged in the calculation of the velocities of the air 


currents at different heights for the use of pilots of aeroplanes. 
Although I advocate the study of Pure Mathematics for the sake of 
its keen logic and inherent beauty, I am not sorry when, as in this 
case, actual utility may be an outcome. 


APPLIED MATHEMATICS. 
(PROFESSOR SCHOTT.) 


This year only Ordinary and Special classes in Applied Mathematics. 
were held, the remaining part of my time being fully taken up with 
the work of the Final class in Practical Physics, as in the preceding 
session. This session the work in the Physics Laboratory has been 
particularly heavy owing to the fact that the Physics Department has. 
been without the services, not merely of a Demonstrator but a'so of a 
regular Laboratory Assistant and Mechanic (the gas engine and 
electric plant were looked after and repairs executed by a mechanic, 
who was able to come one day a week for the purpose). Consequently 
there has been little time for research work, and only a joint paper 
on ‘‘ Asymptotic Formulae occurring in connection with the Electron 
Theory ’’ has been published in the Quarterly Jlournal of Pure and 
Applied Mathematics, Vol. xlvii., pp. 311-333, by G. A. Schott and 
G. N. Watson (of University College, London). 


Two students attended the Special class in Applied Mathematics, of 


whom one sat the examination and passed, whilst the other deferred 


completion till next year on account of ill-health. Five students. 


attended the Ordinary class, of whom three sat the examination and. 
passed, whilst a fourth was excused the examination under the Tem- 
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porary Regulations of the University for students undergoing Military 
Service. 
“The work in each class was rather better than the average. 


PHYSICS. 


(PROFESSOR D. MorcGAN LEwISs.) 


The work in this Department, as in others, has been affected by 
the war conditions. 

The entries on the men’s side were probably fewer than they 
would have been under normal conditions. We have also lost 
several in the course of the session. Of 16 men students who joined 
the Intermediate class at the beginning of the session six left during 
or at the end of the second term, and similarly two students from 
the Final class. The work done, under the circumstances prevailing, 
has been very creditable. In the University examinations, out of the 
eight candidates who presented themselves for the Intermediate 
examination in Physics five passed; and the three who sat the Final 
examination also passed—two of them taking the whole examination, 
and one the examination on a one-year’s course under the regulations 
for military candidates. I have this year again to acknowledge the 
assistance given to the Department by Dr. Schott in the absence of 
Mr. Paine. 


CHEMISTRY. 
(PROFESSOR FINDLAY.) 


The number of students attending the courses in Chemistry during 
the whole or part of the session 1916-17 was: Intermediate, twenty- 
eight; Finai, nine; Honours, three. ‘The number of candidates who 
sat the University examinations in 1917 was: Intermediate, thirteen ; 
Final Inorganic, six; Final Organic, three; Honours, three. Of 
these there passed: Intermediate, twelve; Final Inorganic, four ; Final 
Organic, three. Of the Honours candidates, one was placed in the 
Second Class, and, two in the Third Class. 

Last year, Miss G. L. Reynolds, B.Sc., was awarded a University 
Studentship, and during the first term of this session continued the 
research the preliminary work on which she had already carried. out 
in the preceding year. At Christmas, however, Miss Reynolds inter- 
rupted this work in order to undertake, as work of national import- 
ance, research on the manufacture of special dyes in the works of 
Morton Sundour Fabrics, Ltd,, Carlisle. In view of the nature of 
the work, the Fellowship Committee of the University recommended 
that Miss Reynolds be allowed to complete the tenure of her student- 
ship at a later date. 

During the past year I have carried out research and advisory work 
for the Ministry of Munitions. 

As in the two preceding sessions, the war has very markedly affected 
the Department, owing to the demands which the national emergency 
has made on chemists throughout the whole country. On the other 
hand, it is a source of gratification that this department has been able 
to assist to the extent it has, in work of vital importance to the com- 
munity. 

Owing to shortage of staff, no Honours courses in Chemistry were 
held at the Cardiff College, and two Honours students belonging to 
that College migrated to Aberystwyth, and did their Honours work 
here. Both these students (who have now graduated B.Sc.) propose 
to return to Aberystwyth to engage in research. The work which they 
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will undertake, although of much interest on purely scientific grounds, 
may also have important industrial applications, and I have been able 
to enlist the interest of one of the largest firms of chemical manu- 
facturers in Great Britain, and have obtained the promise of grants to ~ 
assist the two graduates in their work. This a'liance between pure 
science and industry, now instituted for the first time in connection 
with this Department, is, informal and personal though it may be, of 
the highest importance, and will, it- is hoped, become more firmly 
established in the future. 

Over and above its vital and essential association with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in the Coilege, the Department of Chemistry must 
be prepared to do its share in the general training of those chemists 
on whose labours, whether in the academic or industrial sphere, it is 
now recognised that the future economic well-being of our country 
will largely, if not mainly, depend. Owing to the urgency of the 
demand, present and anticipated, for research and works chemists, I 
drew up, at the request of Principal Roberts, an appeal to all head- 
masters and science teachers in the Coilege area, to co-operate with 
this College in securing and training a much larger number of persons 
capable of entering into the ranks and of becoming officers and com- 
manders in the scientific army of the country. It is sincerely to be 
hoped that this College may thus be enabled to take its full share in 
the work of scientific and industrial reconstruction which, as is recog- 
nised, must follow the war. 

During the past two years, public interest in Chemistry and, its 
achievements has become more deep and widespread, and, with a view 
to the fuller awakening and to the directing of public opinion, on 
which the success of all our efforts must depend, I have, at the request 
of the editor, contributed. to the ‘‘New Statesman’ the fo’lowing 
articles: The Claims of Pure Science; The Rare Earths; The 
Treasures of Coal Tar; The Utilisation of Atmospheric Nitrogen ; 
Explosives; Chemistry and the Nation; The Reality of Atoms.  Be- 
sides these articles, there has also been published a second, enlarged, 
edition of my ‘‘Chemistry in the Service of Man’’ (Longmans), the 
first edition of which was pubiished last year. 

The degree of D.Sc. has been awarded to Mr. John Thomas, a 
former student of this College, and at present on the scientific staff 
of Nobel’s Exp’osives Company, on the ground of a large number of 
contributions to chemical science. 


BOTANY. 
(PROFESSOR LLOYD WILLIAMS.) 


In the Intermediate class there were 22 students, of whom seven 
were men. Three men went into the Army and two of the others took 
the University examination. Eighteen women students pursued. the 
Final course, seven being in their third year. Of the others, four, being 
in their first year, had to take the Intermediate examination. All 
who sat the examinations (Intermediate as well as Final) succeeded in 
passing. There were no Honours candidates this year, but five started 
the Honours courses. 

Miss Fry, who had. been awarded a research grant by the Committee 
of the Privy Council, pursued the investigation she had already com- 
menced on the ‘‘Cryptogamic pioneer vegetation of the Aberystwyth 
shales.”’ Her work was so satisfactory that the University awarded 
her a Fellowship to carry on the work stil further. 

I beg to draw special attention to the excellence of the work done 
by the Assistant, Mr. 8S. G. Jones—his diligence and the ingenuity of 
his methods of teaching are beyond all praise. 
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Owing to considerations of economy, the Department had no 
Scholar-Assistant this year and, in consequence, the museum. and 
herbarium work had to be suspended. 


ZOOLOGY. 
(PROFESSOR FLEURE.) 


The number of students was larger than in previous years—12 Inter- 
mediate, four Finals, and one Research student. Unfortunately, only 
a minority in the degree classes of each grade worked with real interest 
and understanding. The research work of the Department has fully 
maintained its usual level. Mr. T. A. Stephenson gave useful help as 
Student-Demonstrator, and. his studies of Actinians have progressed 
very markedly ; a good deal of his material has now been handed in to 
the authorities of the British Museum for publication in the Report on 
Captain Scott’s Antarctic Expeditions. Mr. F. 8. Wright also gave 
much assistance, though his time is increasing:y occupied by work for 
the development of local fisheries. Some of his work is almost ready 
for publication. Mr. C. L. Walton has given much time to the work- 
ing out of materials accumulated during his zoological survey of pre- 
vious years, and a number of papers embodying results of his work are 
in the press. 

Mr. Wright’s fishery work of last year has shown gratifying results, 
and, as the Lancashire and Western Sea Fisheries Committee has also 
helped the mussel industry by building cleansing tanks, the shell 
fisheries of Cardigan Bay are now on a better footing than they have 
been for some years. Mr. Wright is continuing his work on the 
micro-plaukton and musse! food, and. he has done a great deal of pro- 
paganda work. His efforts, | am glad to say, are appreciated not 
only in the neighbourhood but by the Board of Agriculture and 


Fisheries. 


The only paper, apart from propagandist articles, which has 
appeared this year has been ‘‘The Mammalian Fauna of North Car- 
diganshire,”’ F. S. Wright, ‘‘ The Zoologist,’? September, 1916, but it 
will be seen that a quantity of material is in process of publication. 

Pressure of fisheries work and difficuities of time-table have pre- 
vented us from doing much to improve the col’ections in the depart- 
ment during the past year. ;

GEOGRAPHY. 


(PROFESSOR FLEURE.) 


The usual detailed courses were given to the teachers in training, 
and a number larger than in previous years took special, extra work 
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in Geography. This class did good work, and its success is pridenecd 
by the growing demands for teachers: which ‘reach us direct from 
schools year after year. pees 

During the weeks of teaching practice the teachers in the town, who 
were thus temporari'y liberated, attend specially arranged courses in 
Geography as in the previous year. : 

The class for the Geography Certificate was a little below average 
in spite of some very good students. 

Mr. Whitehouse gave his usual classes in military map-reading, and 
his work by correspondence, to assist teachers of Geography all over 
the country, has still further grown. He has also given courses of 
geographical lectures to so’diers in France and at Milford Haven with 
marked success, shown by the fact that he has been invited more than 
once to give further courses.

GEOLOGY. 


(PROFESSOR O. T. JONES.) 


The classes during the session were considerably reduced, most of 
the men students having left for military service. In February, Dr. 
Stanley Smith also left to take the post of metal!urgist at Woolwich 
and subsequently to train for a commission. During February, Pro- 
fessor Jones was in France giving lantern lectures on popular geo- 
logical topics to the troops at the bases. From October to March, the 
Department had. the benefit of Mr. S. G. Rudler’s assistance. He 
has now completed the subject and author card catalogue of nearly 
4,000 geological pamphlets, as well as a catalogue of the greater part 
of the Departmental Library. His assiduous labours in this and other 
matters connected with the Department after the departure of Dr. 
Smith have been of great service. j 

Towards the end of the session, the Library and a selection of geo- 
logical specimens belonging to the late R. H. Tiddeman, Esq., of 
H.M. Geological Survey of England and Wales were offered to the 
Department by Mrs. Tiddeman, and gratefully accepted. Professor 
Jones spent some days at Oxford superintending the packing and 
selecting the specimens. The books, pamph'ets, specimens and maps 
will prove a very useful addition to the equipment of the Department.

LAW. 
(PROFESSOR LEVI.) 


Notwithstanding the increasing claims of military service we have 
had during the session 1916-17—

(3) One student for all the Law courses in preparation for the Law

degree. Thus there were eight Law students during 1916-17.

Tudor Frederick Jones passed the Intermediate examination of the 
Law Society. 

Herbert T. Griffiths, Pembroke College, Oxford, and now student 
at the Swansea Law course, passed the Intermediate examination of 
the Law Society. el 

In the course of the session I published an account of the work of 
the Faculty of Law for the use of the University Commission, as well 
as a Memorandum on the proposed Department of Public Adminis- 
tration. Mr. F. R. Batt and Mr. E. C. Wilson Jones are also engaged 
in original research work for the advanced degrees of the University 
of Wales. 

In aid of Professor Stanley Roberts I delivered some lectures on 
‘The Problem of the Commonwealth’”’ to an extension class held at 
the College, and arrangements were made for a future class on ‘*Com- 
mercial Law.”’ ye 

A grant has been made by the Law Society in aid of the work of 
the Faculty of Law, notwithstanding the temporary reduction of the 
amount at the disposal of the authorities for this purpose. Owing to 
the demand of the military authorities for the service of every avail- 
able man, the Swansea Law course and the Summer Law course were 
suspended. during the last session; but in all probability the Swansea 
Law course must be resumed in the coming session. The meetings of 
the Board of Legal Education were held by members of the Executive 
Committee, and I have supplied full reports of the work carried on to 
the. present time.

(Hon. Curator: PROFESSOR FLEURE.)

If there were a curator who could open the Museum and help 
students and others to study its collections, the Museum wou!'d soon 
become of great importance educationaliy, especially for developing 
aesthetic interests and for encouraging humanistic studies generally. 


ALEXANDRA HALL. 


(Warden: Miss C. P. TREMAIN.) 


In spite of the unusually severe weather conditions during the past 
winter the health of the students was excellent, as it has continued to 
be throughout the session. 

Many of the students have continued to devote a good deal of their 
spare time to activities of a patriotic nature, especially to war work 
on the land and to preparation for Red Cross work. During the long 
vacation a “‘gang”’ of students has been working on the land near 
Bow Sireet, and sma'l groups of students, or individual workers have 
taken part in fruit picking and farm work elsewhere. In the long 
vacation several members of the Alexandra Hall V.A.D. gave a 
month’s general service in the Cardiganshire Red Cross Hospital im 
Aberystwyth, while others worked in hospitals near their own homes. 

During the past session classes in Home Nursing and in Sanitation 
and. Hygiene were held in the Ha'l, and at their conclusion a con- 
siderable number of students were successful in passing the examin- 
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ations of the British Red Cross Society in these subjects. The Hall 
is greatly indebted to Dr. de la Poer Beresford of Oswestry, who 
lectured in Sanitation and Hygiene. His lectures and his kindly 
interest in the students were much appreciated. ; 
_ The Summer School this year was very large'y attended, and was 
in all respects successful. Upwards of one hundred men and women 
and lecturers resided in Hall for the three weeks. In this number are 
included nearly fifty members of the Library course. As in other 
years, the students of the Summer School were drawn from all parts 
of Great Britain and Ireland. 

The entries for students for next session show a very considerable 
advance on those of recent years, and it again becomes necessary to 
use Balmoral, the annexe to the Hall. We are very glad. to have 
among next session’s students three Honours graduates of the Univer- 
sity of Wales: Miss E. J. Fry, B.Sc., Miss I. M. Lloyd, B.A., and Miss 
Elined Prys, B.A., who are all returning as sixth year students for 
research study. 

I desire to record my indebtedness to my colleagues, Miss C.. J. 
Macgregor and Miss A. Boddy, for their loyal and ab’e co-operation 
throughout a session which has been one of grave anxiety and many 
difficulties and perplexities in consequence of the prevalent and. con- 
tinual rise in prices and of the scarcity of labour which render the 
management of a large institution far more arduous and complicated 
than in normal times. 

I have accepted, with great regret, the resignation of Miss C. J. 
Macgregor, who for nine years has been Librarian, Secretary and 
Bursar in the Hal’. She leaves us to take up responsible duties in 
connection with the Women’s Auxiliary Army Corps. Staff and 
students alike owe a great deal to her single-hearted devotion and, to 
her ability, judgment and ready helpfulness. She takes with her to 
her new duties the good wishes of all in Alexandra Hall. Miss W. E. 
Turner, a former student of Somerville College, Oxford, has been 
appointed as her successes.

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REPORTS OF THE AGRICULTURAL AND 
TECHNICAL DEPARTMENTS, 1926-17. 


(Presented to the Court of Governors, October 19th, 1917. ) 


AGRICULTURE. 
_ (Leeturer: Mr. ABEL E. JoNEs.) 


The number of students attending classes in the Agricultural Depart- 
ment during the past session was seriously affected by the war. No 
students attended the degree nor the short courses in Agriculture, 
but a few attended the diploma course in Agriculture and the diploma 
course in Dairying. These students worked diligently and conscien- 
tiously, and made very satisfactory progress. Three of the diploma 
students in Dairying have entered the examination for the National 
Diploma in Dairying, which is held at the British Dairy Institute. 
Reading, during the third week in September. Mr. Simon Evans, an 
old student of the Department, passed, the examination of the Sur- 
veyors’ Institution last spring, qualifying for the Associateship of that 
Institution. . 

‘The Dairy School was not opened this summer on account of insuffi- 

cient number of pupils. In some of the counties affiliated to the 
College the education authorities did not see their way clear to offer 
scholarships on account of the scarcity of labour on the farms, while 
other counties which advertised the scholarships had no applicants. 
Breconshire was the only county which was in a position to send 
students, but as the number was too small to justify the College 
authorities in opening the dairy without incurring a considerable 
financial loss, it was decided, after consulting and, interviewing Mr. 
Leonard, the Director of Education, to hold a class at Brecon instead. 
This class was subsequently held in the Church Hall, Brecon, from 
May 15th to June 9th, when twelve pupils attended. The organisation 
of the course was very efficiently carried out by Mr. Leonard, while 
Miss D. M. Evans had charge of the teaching. The class was in 
every respect a decided success, and the experiment is likely to be 
repeated next year, especially if the war continues. 


On account of the In-College classes having been largely discon- 
tinued, the major part of my time was devoted to the question of 
maintaining and increasing, where possible, the food supply in the 
College area. This work took the form of delivering series of 
lectures at certain centres—particularly in Pembrokeshire—delivering 
special lectures to farmers during fair and market days, forming food 
societies,and giving advice by either visiting farms or by answering 
correspondence. The amount of advisory work which I have had to 
deal with has increased very considerably since the departure of Mr. 
Stapledon from Aberystwyth to the Food Production Department, 
London. | ; 

During the summer months a good deal of my time was taken up 


with the question of spraying potatoes. In April a letter was addressed 
to the College from Dr. Keeble, Director of Horticulture, Food Pro- 
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duction Department, London, with reference to the organisation of a. 
campaign in connection with the spraying of potatoes to prevent 
disease, and asking for the assistance of the Agricultural Department 
in carrying out the work in the seven counties affiliated to the College. 
This assistance was readily given, and I became Divisional Organiser 
for the College area. The scheme was worked in co-operation with 
the War Agricultural Committees, the county organisers being mainly 
responsible for their respective counties. The members of the Agri- 
cultural Department gave a large number of demonstrations through- 
out the counties, and trained many men to undertake the work in 
different districts. As a result of the campaign a considerable acre- 
age of potatoes was sprayed, and the reports received on the work 
have been on the whole very satisfactory. 


AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTRY. 


(Lecturer: Mr. J. J. GRIFFITH.) 


Owing to the abnormal circumstances arising out of the war there 
was only a small number of students pursuing courses in Agricultural 


Chemistry. Consequently, it was possible for me to devote the greater 


part of my time to analytical and advisory work with a view to pro- 
viding assistance for farmers in their efforts to increase the production 
of home-grown foods at the present juncture. 


During the past season farmers were continually confronted with 
difficulties in obtaining their usual supplies of manures and feeding 
stuffs. Most of the inquiries received had reference to manures and 
feeding stuffs which might be used as substitutes for those that were 
used in previous years but were unobtainable during the past season. 


In addition to the advisory work conducted by correspondence, a 
number of farms were visited in order to obtain more definite inform- 
ation regarding the circumstances and thus make it possib‘e to provide 
reliable advice. 

Lectures were also given at various centres during the winter months. 


The meetings were very well attended, and those present showed a, 


strong desire to discuss ways and means to be adopted in order to add 
to our supplies of home-grown foods. 

Various districts were also visited with a view to giving assistance 
in selecting suitable sites for the potato crop, and lectures and demon- 
strations were given on potato spraying at a number of centres.

SUMMER SCHOOL, 1917. 


(Director: Professor C. R. CHAPPLE.) 


This year’s attendance was the largest since the commencement of 
the Summer School. This was due partly to the success of the Library 
Service School, a scheme of instruction in the principles of Library 
Work organised jointly by the National Library of Wales and the 
College, and partly to the large numbers attending the Geography 
course. The total number was 191, of whom 56 were Library Service 
students. Of the 135 students in the other classes

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The classes were visited by Sir Owen Edwards, H.M.I.S., and Dr. 
G. P. Williams, H.M.I.S., on behalf of the Board of Education. 


An Inaugural Lecture was delivered on Tuesday, July 3ist, by Sir 
William Osler, Bart., M.D., F.R.S., Regius Professor of Medicine in 


the University of Oxford, on ‘‘The Library School as University 
Work.”’ 


Largely attended public evening lectures were given during the course 
of the school by Professor Grenville A. J. Cole, F.R.S., Professor of 
Geology and Geography, Royal College of Science, Dublin, on ‘‘‘The 
Italian Front’’ and ‘‘ North Africa and the French”; by Henry 
Wilson, Esq., President of the Arts and Crafts Society and Master 
of the Art Workers’ Guild, on ‘‘ Civilisation and the Arts’’ and ‘‘ The 
Crafts and the Upbuilding of Britain’’; by H. J. E. Peake, Hsq., 
Hon. Curator of the Newbury Museum, and Member of the Council 
of the Royal Anthropological Institute on ‘‘ The Village Community, 
Past and Present’’?; and by Professor Roxby on ‘‘ China.’’ Several 
lectures were illustrated by lantern slides, and attracted numbers of 
eonvalescents from the Red Cross Hospital. It is regrettable that 
this year’s Summer School students in Arts and Crafts were few in 
number—leciures like those of Mr. Wilson on the meaning and value 
of the Arts and Crafts are rare, both with regard. to form and to 
matter, and would have been especially valuable to such students. 


In response to general appreciation and request, these lectures are 
being printed. 


Noteworthy features of the work were the success of the Library 
Service School and the Geography course, and the interest with which 
the largely attended class in ‘‘ Problems of the Commonwealth ’’ was 
followed. The students of this course expressed a strong desire for 
a more extended History course in next year’s Summer School. It is 
to be hoped that this may be possible. 


A very marked feature is the large decrease in the proportion of the 
students who receive help from Education Authorities. It was felt 
that a serious effort should be made to keep the School open during 
the war on account of the large number of teachers of low qualifica- 
tions pressed into the schools by the war; and it was thought that 
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Education Authorities might be glad to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities afforded by the Summer School. Whatever the reason, this 
has not been the case, and the less qualified and more badly paid 
teachers, those to whom the educational and social aspects of the 
Summer School would have been most advantageous and for whose 
interests the classes were founded, were, generally speaking, absent. 
It may be worth consideration whether an appeal should be made to 
Edueation Authorities to give more substantial help—not only tuition 
fees but maintenance grants. 


The essential value of the opportunity of residence in Alexandra 
Hall, and its influence on the development of the School, suggested in 
last year’s report, have been most emphatically marked this session. 
‘The Hall was filled. with students, and a floor in Plinlimmon House 


was reserved for them. The School is under the greatest obligation to 


the Warden and the staff, not only for their sacrifice of time and 
energy, and, for the social opportunities afforded by residence, but also 
because the full intellectual possibilities of the School can only be 
realised. with the co-operation of the Hall. 


KINDERGARTEN. 
(Instructress: Miss EmMitty F. GALLOWAY.) 


There were nine students attending the Kindergarten course, which 
consisted of lectures on the principles and methods of teaching child- 
ren up to seven years of age, practical handwork and games. The 
importance of studying the children and the need of an elastic time- 
table which would allow them scope for repetition and self-expression 
was impressed upon the students. The handwork included exercises 
with Froebel’s Gifts and the Montessori Apparatus, paper cutting, 
folding and, modelling, weaving and modelling in plastic materials ; 
the attention of the students was drawn to the need for economy in 
material, and suggestions were made for the use of things which the 
children could collect in their own neighbourhood. 


A demonstration class was given to show how the Montessori Appar- 
atus may be used with children about four years old, and games were 
played to show the value of rhythmic movement. 


The attendance was satisfactory. Eight students took the examin- 
ation at the end of the course; of these, two obtained honours and, 
‘six passed. 


Miss Margaret Jones kindly gave lectures on the Beginnings of 
Neediework, and Mr. Dan Jones on Perspective Drawing.

WOODWORK. 


(Instructor: Mr. T. MACHIN SMART.) 


This class consisted of three members, two men and one woman. 
The attendance was excellent, only two absences being recorded, during 
the session of 70 hours. The usual course, as outlined in the syliabus. 
of the ‘‘City and Guilds’’ of London, was systematically worked 
through and all the students worked, enthusiastically. Miss Catherine 
M. Rees deserves special mention for the accuracy and finish of her 
models, she quite outclassed the men. In this class we found great 
assistance rendered to the theory and, drawing sections of this work, 
by the students being given permission to use the Science Library ; they 
ali greatly appreciated this privilege. 


EDUCATIONAL HANDWORK. 
(Instructor: Mr. T. MACHIN SMART.) 


This class was much below the average in number this year. Only 
one Welsh member enrolled, the others coming from Manchester, 
Aylesbury, Buckingham, Bedford, Wolverhampton, and Brighton. 
The attendance of the five students was good, only two absences being 
recorded during the 28 periods. 


With one exception the students were all form mistresses in 
Secondary Schools and a course of work on educational lines was 
compiled. which suited each student. The greatest economy in material 
was exercised, and students were encouraged to bring to class such 


material as empty tins, cigar and sweet boxes, match boxes, and, green 
twigs and rushes. 


It is to be hoped that more students from Cardiganshire and adjoin- 
ing counties will be able to enrol next year to enable Handwork to 
form part of the work of every rural school. 


It is very gratifying to know that several! local students, who re- 
ceived their first training in this class, are doing excellent work in their 
present schools. 


GEOGRAPHY. 
(Lecturers: Professor H. J. FLEuURE; Mr. W. E. WHITEHOUSE.) 


The 1917 Summer School in Geography has been exceptionally suc- 
cessful with 73 names on its register. The students included a wel- 
come number from Ireland. among whom were some School Inspectors. 
The main courses were one on the Historical Geography of the British 
Isles, in which I received assistance from Professor Grenville Cole, 
F.R.S., and Mr. H. J. Peake, and one in Methodology with general 
and sectional demonstrations, which was under Mr. Whitehouse’s 
charge. In spite of railway difficulties, Field classes were held. as 
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usual, and a great deal of individual assistance was given through con- 
sultations ; Mr. Peake’s help in this work was specially valuable. <A 
collection ‘of maps illustrating the life of Aberystwyth district was 
exhibited for the use of students and, as a guide to work in their own 
districts, while the Museum was used continuously. Public lectures 
were given by Professor Grenville Cole, Mr. H. J. Peake and Professor 
Roxby, and were highly appreciated. Lieut. O. G. S. Crawford also | 
visited the Summer School, and. helped students interested in Archaeo- 
logical work. Misses Blackwell and Fleming gave valuable help in the 
work of the School. 


ART NEEDLEWORK. 


(Instructress: Mrs. JONES-EVANS.) 


Time was too limited to obtain very good results from this class, 
but an effort was made to teach the students the most useful and, at 
the same time, decorative forms of Embroidery. Specimen pieces 
showing all the stitches were made by all students, who chose after 
that white embroidery as being most serviceable. Good examples of 
Broderie Anglaise, Rhodes Embroidery and Richleu work were 
executed. During the last few days nearly all the students had 
attempted reproductions of Old English Embroidery (crewel wools). 
No doubt that time spent in this form of embroidery will be found very 
profitabte to those who wish to go on with colour work. 


DRESSMAKING AND NEEDLEWORK. 
(Instructress: Miss MARGARET JONES.) 


Highly satisfactory results were obtained by the Dressmaking and 
Need!ework students of the Summer School. 


The number of pupils who enrolled was not quite up to that of 
previous years, with the result that it was possible to hold both classes 
simultaneously. The standard. of work was high, and the students 
showed a very keen interest in the subjects. 


lt is encouraging to see students returning after having previously 
taken the course and working up to the more advanced stages. 


SCHOOL ROOM PROBLEMS. 
(Lecturer: Mr. FRANK SMITH.) 


Hight students were enrolled for the course, and attended with great 
regularity. The topics discussed included various practical difficulties 
of the teacher and some modern educational experiments. The very 
varied experience of the students in different types of schools helped to 
make the discussions unusually interesting and helpful. 


PRINCIPLES OF EDUCATION. 
(Lecturer : Professor C. R. CHAPPLE.) 


This course was intended as a centralising class for the various Art, 
Handwork and Kindergarten classes. It was devoted to discussions of 
the psychological and educational aspects of hand work and kindred. 
activities in school life, and to lectures on the History of Handwork in 
Education. 
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THE PROBLEM OF THE COMMONWEALTH. 
(Lecturer: Professor T. STANLEY ROBERTS.) 


This course of lectures on the Constitution of the British Empire was 
given because of the necessity of understanding the subject, which the 
present war has made. urgent. The text recommended was ‘‘ The 
Problem of the Commonwealth” by Mr. L. Curtis. The class num- 
bered thirty, of whom twenty-six were drawn from the four divisions of 
the United Kingdom, and four from Egypt. The meetings were held 
at an awkward hour—5.15 to 6.15—to avoid, clashing with other classes 
in the School, yet the attendance was good, the students keenly inter- 
ested, and, they expressed a desire for the holding of a History course 
in next year’s Summer Schoo!. It is to be hoped that an effort will 
be made to meet this desire, and that a more extended course of study 
of History and methods of teaching it will be provided for in next year’s 
Summer School. 


PRINCIPLES OF ACCOUNTING. 
(Lecturer: Mr. L. F. Foster.) 


An endeavour. to include in this class the lady bank clerks in the 
town met with no success, owing chiefly to the holiday season interven- 
ing. Other students who proposed attending the course were unable 
to do so owing to time-table difficulties. Two students were registered, 
and these attended the whole of the lectures. As the students were 
fairly advanced in the subject, no paper work was done, the course 
comprising 14 lectures. The students were keenly interested through- 
out the whole of the course. 


RURAL SCIENCE. 
(a) AGRICULTURE. 
(Lecturer: Mr. Abel E. Jones.) 


The Summer Schoo! in Agriculture was attended by seven students, 
five men and two women, three of whom were Elementary School 
teachers in Cardiganshire. Four lectures were delivered each week, 
and one afternoon was devoted to farm excursions. The attendance 
of the students was regular and punctual, and the interest taken in 
the subject, judged by the questions asked. and discussions raised— 
especially during the excursions—was very gratifying. All the 
students qualified for the certificate, and many of them expressed a 
desire to return to the advanced. class if it will be held next year. 


(b) AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTRY. 


(Lecturer: Mr. J. Jones Griffith.) 


Hight students attended the class in Agricultural Chemistry. The 
course provided was such as would enable those in attendance to gain 
sufficient insight into the subject to enable them to continue their 
studies in the direction of the application of Chemistry to the various 
branches of agricultural and horticultural practice. 


With one exception, all the students were teachers in Primary or 
Secondary schools. They seemed to take a keen interest in the work, 
and at the end of the course they stated it was their intention to 
continue their studies in Agricultural Chemistry in order to place 
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themselves in a better position to give a rural bias to the courses of 
instruction given at their schools. 


(c) HORTICULTURE. 
(Instructor: Mr. D. V. Howells.) 


The course consisted of instruction in theory and practice of School 
Horticulture. Practical demonstrations in spraying for Potato Dis- 
ease and Insect Pests of Fruit were given together with practical 
instruction in garden routine. Visits were paid to local nursery 
gardens. The students evinced much interest in the sul eet, and their 
work was very satisfactory throughout. 


(d) LAND SURVEYING. 
(Instructor: Mr. G. T. Bassett.) 


The class opened with three students, and after three lectures a 
fourth joined. 

Twelve hours were devoted partly to lectures and partly to practical 
work in the field. The work included chain sur veying, angle measur- 
ing instruments, and levelling. 


There were no absentees, and the students followed the course with 
intelligent interest. 


(ec) FARM BOOKKEEPING. 
(Instructor: Mr. L. F. Foster.) 


Five students were registered in this class, but owing to the Rural 
Science course being one which engaged almost the whole of the time 
of the students, it was intimated that the students could not attend 
the classes in Farm Bookkeeping regularly. In consequence of the 
falling off in attendance the class ended after the second week. 


LIBRARY SERVICE. 


A separate report has been issued on this section of the Summer 
School.

DONATION oF £100,000. 


The Council were informed in December, 1916, that friends of 
the college had expressed their intention of contributing the sum 
of £100,000 to the funds of the college, subject to a reservation 
of their right to make such proposals as they might deem ex- 
pedient, either as to the capital or as to the income therefrom. 
It was understood that the sum of £100,000 would be spread 
over the next five years, and be paid at the rate of £20,000 a 
year. A copy of the resolution which the Council passed was 
reported to the Governors in April, 1917. 


ROYAL COMMISSION ON UNIVERSITY EDUCATION IN WALES. 


(a) Public Administration and Social Studies. 


The question of the estabhishment of a course or department 
of Public Administration had been raised at successive annual 
meetings of the Court of Governors for the past few years. At 
the last annual meeting of the Court the following resolution was 
unanimously passed :— 

“That it is desirable that the College should take steps in 
connection with the University of Wales with a view 
to preparing men and women for the duties of Pubhe 
Administration.” 

At a meeting of the Council held in March, 1917, Messrs. 
Thomas Jones, . Llewelyn-Jones, and D. Lleufer Thomas were 
asked to be good enough to present the case of the college in 
this matter to the Royal Commission. Evidence on the pro- 
posed Faculty of Public Administration and Social Studies was 
subsequently given, and the Senate of the College is at the 
present time considering a draft prospectus of the course. 


(b) Celtve Studies. 


The Registrar gave evidence before the Royal Commission on 
Celtic Studies, with special reference to the Language, Liter- 
ature, and History of Wales. 

(c) Music. 


Professor J. Lloyd Williams gave evidence on Music in con- 
nection with the University. 
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(d) University Tutorial Classes. 


Mr. D. Lleufer Thomas, in giving evidence on behalf of the 
‘Workers’ Educational Association for Wales, included matters 
connected with University Tutorial Classes as administered by 
the college. A scheme drawn up for the future organisation 
and financial requirements by one of the tutors was submitted 
with the evidence. 


(e) Agriculture. 


Evidence on the Agricultural Department was given before 
the Royal Commission by Professor Bryner Jones. The scheme 
for the future activities of the Agricultural Department as out- 
lined in the evidence provides for the following expenditure :—

SUMMER SCHOOL. 


The Ninth Annual Summer School was held in August last, 
and proved to be an unqualified success. The ‘number of 
students in attendance, namely, 191, constituted a record for 
the Summer School. <A new feature of the School was a course 
in Library Work, held in conjunction with the Library Asso- 
ciation of Great Britain and the National Library of Wales. A 
special report has been issued on this section of the school. It 
is gratifying to the Council to be able to state that the Summer 
School has proved itself to be an Institution which is doing 
most valuable work for the teachers of the country. 


TO-DAY AND TO-MORROW IN WELSH EDUCATION. 


Both the Council and the Senate prepared reports on the 
publication issued by the Central Welsh Board entitled “To-day 
and To-morrow in Welsh Education,” and representatives of the 
college attended the National Conference called by the Central 
Welsh Board and held at Llandrindod Wells on the 2nd and 
ord of August. 


AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 


During the year the services of Mr. R. G. Stapledon, the 
Advisory Botamist, were requested by the Food Production 
Department for special work, and Mr. Stapledon was released 
until the close of the war in accordance with the request 
received. 

Owing to the insufficiency of students, the short courses in 
Dairying usually held in the college during the summer months 
were discontinued.

CONFERENCE. 


A Conference between the Head Teachers of the County - 


Schools in the college area and the Teaching Staff of the college 
was held at the college during Easter week, the subjects dis- 
cussed being :— 
“The teaching of Arts subjects in the Schools and 
Colleges ”’ ; | 
“The teaching of Science subjects in the Schools and 
Colleges ” ; and 
“ The relation between the Schools and Colleges generally.” 
Many of the Head Teachers expressed themselves as highly 
favourable to the Conference being made an annual one, and 
evidence has since been forthcoming as to the advisability of 
bringing the academic staff and the county school head teachers 
into more intimate touch on matters of common interest. 


ACCOUNTS. 

During the year the investments in Exchequer Bonds and 45 
per cent. War Stock were converted into 5 per cent. War Stock. 
In addition, the sum of £13,250, being money on deposit, was 
invested in 5 per cent. War Stock. 

The deficit for the year ended 30th June last amounted to

In the year which ended on the 30th June, 1916, a surplus of 
the sum of £756 13s. 10d. was reported, and it was fore- 
shadowed in the last annual report that it might be found

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necessary to repay to the Board of Education a certain amount 
of grant in respect of the Elementary Training Department 
which had probably been overpaid in connection with students 
who left durmg the session for the purpose of joining H.M. 
Forces. This matter is reflected in the accounts under review 
by the fact that instead of receiving during the session a sub- 
stantial balance of grant, the college was actually called upon 
to pay to the Board the sum of £129 14s. 6d. 


Last year the grant received from the Board of Agriculture 
on behalf of the Agricultural Department was £600, being the 
same. amount as received for the year which ended on the 
30th June, 1916. The normal grant is £1,000. The College 
Farm, which ordinarily receives £200 per annum, received 
nothing in the year under notice. The Farm Accounts are not 
incorporated in the College Accounts. 


Compared with last year, the total amount of students’ fees 
has decreased by the sum of £900. Compared with the last 
pre-war year (1913-14), there has been a decrease of £2,570 
under this head. 


It should be stated, however, that substantial economies have 
been effected by the college wherever possible, so as to com- 
pensate for some of this loss. 


The total deficit on the College Maintenance Account now 
stands at the sum of £8,466 2s. 2d. Investments and Loans 
to the Alexandra Hall show a total of £35,801 13s. 6d. Loans 
and Bank Overdrafts stand at £20,966 15s. 6d. The Staff 
Pension Fund has the sum of £3,327 3s. 7d. in hand.

PROFESSOR MARSHALL. 


The number of students taking this subject was again this year 
very small. te 

In the degree classes there were at the beginning of the session 
four students taking Intermediate; one of whom left College on 
account of ill-health. The standard of knowledge was decidedly 
above the average; and all who sat passed the University examin- 
ation. I hope that most, if not all, of them will be taking Ordinary 
next year. 

The only other degree class was the Ordinary. At first there was 
only one student, a good scholar, who was taking the class in his. 
first year with a view to Honours at a later date. One other student 
joined the class in January, but did not proceed to the examination, 
as he returned to military duty early in the third term. ~Circum- 
stances were not favourable to good, steady work; but the candidate 
who took the examination easily satisfied the Hxaminers. 

A former student, Mr. J. E. Parry, was awarded the M.A. degree 
for a very excellent thesis on Plato’s Doctrine of personal immortality. 

The prospect of more advanced, work next session cannot Pe ore 
to be good, as military requirements carry off all promising stu o S 
There was a very promising Beginner’s Class this session; but eae 
again nearly all its members are already or are go-ng noe ae 
Service, with the prospect of resuming their studies at some indenni

PROFESSOR BENSLY. 


flonours.—Three students began the Honours course. Of these, 
Mr, EK. H. C. Gillie, who had shown marked ability, was unfortunately 
obliged to leave through ill-health. Mr. Arthur Maliphant was 
elected at the end of the session to a History Exhibition at Merton 
College, Oxford, and, I understand, will not return to Aberystwyth. 
Miss John sat for the Special and passed. She will, I hope, complete 
the Honours course next year, and ought, if she works steadily, to 
do eredit to the College. Besides these, Mr. T. I. Ellis, though in 
his first year, took part of the Honours lectures. He is an exception- 
ally well-prepared. Classical student, and did some excellent work in 
Latin Verse Composition. One student finished the Honours course, 
aud was awarded a third cass in the Un:versity examination. 

Special.—Five Pass students tock this course. Miss Hawkins war 
decidedly the best. Her work was very promising, and I hope she 
will begin the Honours course next year. Two failed in the Univer- 
sity examination. Jt is unfortunate that so few students take Latin 
ai this stage. No one who proposes to teach Latin in a school ought 
to be content with the Ordinary. 

Ordinary.—Four members of the class who were not keeping up 
with the rest withdrew during the first term. Another who attended 
the course throughout did not improve enough to allow of her being 
admitted to the University examination. Of those who sat all but 
one passed. Six out of the ten were first year students who had 
been allowed under Regulation 15 to dispense with the Intermediate, 
and a seventh who was unable to sit for the examination was of the 
same standing. Several of these students and one of the second year 
did excellent work. It is to be hoped that some will proceed to the 
Honours course in Latin. 

Intermediate.—There was a large proportion of very weak students 
in the Intermediate class. In many cases the progress made was not 
such as to justify their entering for the University examination. Of 
the 62 who sat 24 failed. Of these, 18 were in their second, third, 
or a still later year. It is only fair to remember that, as a rule, 
those students who enter College best prepared in this subject take 
the Ordinary course in their first year. But it must be emphatically 
asserted that the labour of the Latin Department is made much 
heavier than it ought to be because so many students begia their 
University course without a sound grammatical foundation, and 
some seem almost incapable of acquiring a sense of accuracy in 
matters of language. An ignorance of the use of English preposi- 
tions, for example, is by no means confined to students at the Imter- 
mediate stage. 


I must again acknowledge the great help given hy Mr. Br ghouse, 
and repeat the indebtedness of the Department to Bvofessor Marshall 
for kindly undertaking part of the work. 


HEBREW. 
PROFESSOR NORMAN JONES. 


There was only one student taking Hebrew during the past session. 
He was an ex-Bangor student, who had left College in order to act 
as chemist in a Government-controlled works, and this break of two 
years did not assist him in preparing for the Special exam-nation.

PROFESSOR ATKINS. 

The full course of lectures was delivered this session, and in 
of disturbing conditions the work, on the whole 
as satisfactory. 

Postgraduate Work.—During last session two M.A. dissertations 
were submiited and approved by the Board. Mr. T. G. John wrote 
on “The political novels of Disraeli,’”? Mr. D. W. Oates on ‘‘ The 
Faust theme in English literature’’s; both were highly creditable 
pieces of work and received favourable comment. 

Honours.—The Honours class this year consisted wholly of women 
students, five of whom obtained the degree with Second Class Honours 
and two with Third Class Honours. The class attained a good aver- 
age level, but was as a whole lacking in distinction. 

Special.—The Special class numbered some 28 students, of whom 
22 were successful at the University examination, The work of Miss 
Kyria Evans, Miss Winifred Rees and. Miss Breeze was deserving of 
special’ mention. 

Ordinary.—The Ordinary class, though not so numerous as in 
previous years, was rather above the average in merit. Out of 28 
students, 23 were successful at the University examination, and among 
these Miss G. C. Griffith and Mr. G. S. Griffiths were of outstanding 
merit. 

Intermediate.—The work at the Intermediate stage was, in point 
of merit, below the average of previous years. Out of 44 candidates, 
29 were successful at the University examination, while four students 
also succeeded in passing the test of Ordinary grade, thus qualifying 
for Honours at a later stage. 

Most efficient services have once more been rendered to the Depart- 
ment by Miss Winstanley.

All students in all grades, especially the second year Honours 
students, worked in an excellent manner, and deserve high praise 
for their conscientiousness. This resulted in their being successful, 
with two or three exceptions, in passing the University examinations 
in their various grades. The Special class was the largest for several 
years, and, at my request, most of the first-year Honours students 
attended the Special course and sat the examination at this stage 
successfully. 

The Ordinary class was very even, and the work of the students 
throughout was of a fairly high standard, all the students with one 
exception being successful in the University examination. The same 
may be said of the Intermediate class. One student, Miss Margaret 
Thomas, who took the Further Test, acquitted herself exceedingly 
well. The four students of the second-year Honours class have 
throughout their two years’ course been most praiseworthy in their 
diligence and application. By the end of their second year they had 
completely covered the whole course, which is notoriously extensive, 


a ne ee Me 
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and had acquired, especially in two or three cases, a firm mastery of 
the subject. Although no First Classes were obtained in any of the 
constituent Colleges this year, the work sent in by the three students 
of the Department in this College who took a Second Class was of a 
very high standard. 

Mr. Griffith John Williams, B.A., a postgraduate student, who 
holds a University studentship, has for two sessions been doing 
‘research work in the Department, in both sections of the field of 
Welsh Language and Literature. A thesis written by him on a 
subject dealing with Welsh Historical Grammar, which he presented 
for the degree of M.A., was approved by the Board of Examiners. 


Mr. T. Gwynn JONES. 


Classes in Literature were held as usual, and exceptionally good 
work was done, especially in the higher stages. In the earlier stage, 
the usual weaknesses in grammar and composition were observable. 
Classes in Literature, for normal students, were held. Such classes, 
if continued, should be made obligatory and suitably arranged for. 


FRENCH. 
PROFESSOR BARBIER. 


The work done during the session was not, on the whole, as satis- 
factory as I should have desired it to be. Many students failed to 
‘show the eagerness and interest in their studies which are essential 
if they are to derive full benefit from their University courses. 

Intermediate.—The level was low at the start. Progress was slow 
and the results not very gratifying. On entering College too many 
students are ignorant of elementary French accidence and syntax 
and. unable fully to understand a French text of moderate difficulty. 

Ordinary.—Very good work was done by some members of this 
class, especially by the first-year students under regulation 15. 

Special.—A small class of four, who did excellently and all secured 
a high percentage of marks at the University examination. 

Honours.—The first-year class promises well for next session. ‘The 
‘second-year students were all successful at the degree examination— 
two, Miss Prys and Miss Stephens, being placed in the First Class, 
two in the second, and three in the third. The oral work, including 
phonetics, was still further developed, at all stages, with good. results. 
Nine students were granted the Certificate in Oral Proficiency. 

Mr. P.-M. Jones, M.A., Fellow of the University, carried on his 
research on Modern French poets. Some of the results were embodied 
in a series of four lectures delivered in College during the summer 
term. It is hoped that Mr. Jiones’s book on Verhaeren will soon be 
ready for publication. The ‘‘ Société francaise’’ was active during 
the session. A number of papers were read, debates were held, and 
a dramatic performance was given. 

I beg to express my indebtedness to Dr. A. B. Thomas for his 
valuable assistance, and to Monsieur Léon Marchand for the consider- 
able help he has kindly given in the department during the session. 


GERMAN. 


Miss REEsS. 


Honours.—No students sat for the Honours examination this year. 
Miss Prys and Miss Angus pursued the first-year’s course. They 
“showed interest in their work and made creditable progress. 
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Special.—There were no students taking Special this year. 

Ordinary.—Good, painstaking work was done during the session 
by the three students taking the Ordinary course, and all success- 
fully passed the examination in June. 


Lntermediate.—The class, as a whole, was distinctly better than 


usual, Miss G. M. Breeze did especially good work. Out of the !> 


candidates entered for the examination in June, 11 passed success- 
fully. 


Miss BREBNER. 


The Intermediate and Elementary classes did good. work with me. 
There were promising students in both. The External Examiner 


heartily endorsed our opinion that the Intermediate class was above’ 
the average this year. 


HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR EDWARDS. 


Full, courses of lectures were delivered, throughout the session iw 
every grade for the Welsh University examinations in the Depart- 
ment of History. The work of the students was of a satisfactory 
character and their conduct excellent. The circumstances under 
which they study often make it difficult fer them to apply them- 
selves whole heartedly to their duties, and the frequency with which 
the men students were called up for the greater service of their 


country made a depressing effect on the various classes. The chief 


fault, particularly at the Intermediate and Ordinary stages, is that 
the pupils have not the time, and, in some cases, the aptitude, to 
read standard works for themselves, and the tendency, happily grow- 
ing less, to rely on lecture notes has proved a source of great evil. 
The outbreak and character of the great war will necessarily bring 
about a serious change in the History courses, for the Harly 
Medieval period must be sacrificed to the study of later Modern 
History. 

To Professor Stanley Roberts once more I beg to offer my deep 
gratitude for his unfailing courtesy and great help in carrying on 
the work of the Department. The following table shews the number 
and success of the pupils during the year :— 

The work of the Honours class was distinctly good. Of the eleven 
candidates who sat the final examination, eight were placed in the 
Second Class, and some of these aitained a First Class standard in 
some of their six papers. One candidate unfortunately was ill at 


the time, and experienced a complete Toss of her memory due to 
overwork. There is a considerable number of old pupils preparing 


dissertations for the M.A. degree, bui they are handicapped in their 
work by the heavy demands of the war on their energies. 


COLONIAL HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR STANLEY ROBERTS. 


There were four candidates for Honours, and the same number 
took the Special course. The Honours candidates obtained a 
Second Class in the final examination in each case. None of Special 
students passed the examination. Ther failure is in strange con- 
trast with the success of their predecessors of the session 1916-17,- 
whose work was of a higher order than that of the Honours can. 


didates. There were no theses presented in Colonial History for the 


M.A. degree, as all the possible candidates were in the army. 


aaa 
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The Intermediate History class, numbering 30, did better work 
than the students of 1916-17, and of the class one only failed. to pass 
the examination. 

I held three classes for the study of Economic and Colonial sub- 
jects, one of which met at Newtown, Mont., and the other two at 
Aberystwyth. These classes were very successful, and though two 


of them assembled in the College, they may be legitimately called 
“extra mural.’’ 


PHILOSOPHY. 
PROFESSOR W. JENKYN JONES. 


Owing to the continuation of the war, the number of men students 
taking the different courses was relatively small. The same cause 
seemed also to tell unfavourably upon the concentration and applic- 
ation of many students of both sexes. There were, however, a certain 
number at each stage who worked with vigour and zeal, and with 
excellent results. 

At the end of the first term the Department suffered a distinct 
loss by the resignation of Miss Dorothy Roberts, M.A., who during 
the short period for which she acted as Assistant Lecturer gave 
valuable service at all stages of the work. 

M.A. and Honours Class.—Daniel Davies, B.A., returned to College 
at the beginning of the second term to continue his studies in Phil- 
osophy, and to act as part-time Assistant in the Department. He 
has chosen as subject of study Kant’s treatment of the Self, and he 
has already made a promising start. At the University examination 
in June, Robert Richards, B.A., took First Class Honours in Phil- 
osophy with excellent papers. Since graduating, Mr. Richards had 
spent two years as clerk in a munitions works, and his success reflects 
most creditably upon his ability and industry. Our other Honours 
student, Miss Elined Prys, B.A., passed the ‘‘ General Preliminary ”’ 
examination for the M.A. degree. Her work in connection with the 
higher courses in Philosophy has been throughout distinguished, ex- 
hibiting rare devotion to the subject, and. first-rate critical and 
expository powers. 

Ordinary Class.—Four members of this class did exceptionally 
good work—Miss Valmai B. Evans, Miss Eunice May Evans, Charles 
H. Roberts and HE. H. C. Gillie, who, unfortunately, had to leave 
College owing to ill-health before the end of session. The remainder 
of the class—five in number—appeared to suffer either from want of 
average ability, or from insufficient application to work. 

Intermediate Class.—This class consisted. of about forty-five students, 
who varied considerably in powers, progress and final results. The 
‘bulk of the work was moderately good, and the number who appeared 
to have derived very little or no benefit from the course was very 
small. The correction of class exercises, and the conduct of the 
Revision Class, were entrusted to Miss Roberts in the first term, and 


to Mr. Daniel Davies in the two last terms. 


Two former students of the College, Mr. D. Richards, M.A., who 


/-was awarded the degree of M.A. in Philosophy last year, and Rev. 
| William Benjamin, who belongs to an earlier period, shared, between 


them the prize for the essay on ‘‘ The trend of the philosophy of the 


age, and its influence upon morals and religion’’ at the National 
| Eisteddfod of Wales held this year at Neath. 


At the invitation of the Philosophical Society, the Rev. Dr. T. 


|Stephenson, Aberystwyth, delivered a lecture on ‘“‘ The Philosophy 
of Bergson”? in the Examination Hall in the summer term. There 
jwwas a good attendance, and the lecture was much appreciated. I 
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desire to thank the Lecturer for his kindness and for his very able: 
lecture. 

In conclusion, I would gratefully acknowledge the assistance given 
so ably and readily during the first term of the session by Miss 
Dorothy Roberts, and latterly by my pupil, Mr. Daniel Davies, B.A. 


ECONOMICS AND POLITICAL SCIENCE. 


Proressor E. A. LEwIs.

Postgraduate Research 
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Ordinary.—This class was much larger than that of last session,., 
and the general quality of the werk was very good. The class 
worked excellently throughout the year, and it was a real pleasure 
to teach them. A very high class average was reached, and, with 
four exceptions, all passed the University examination. One new 
feature was the increased. number of students drawn from the Faculty 
of Science, as many as six taking the course, as compared with an 
occasional one or two in previous years. 

Special.—-At the beginning of the Michaelmas term the class com- 
prised nine members, and of these seven were successful in com- 
pleting the course. Miss E. M. M. Rees and Mr. W. H. M. Bufton 
presented work of high merit. During the session four members of 
last year’s Special class were appointed to important administrative 
and welfare posts. 

Honours.—During the Michaelmas term one candidate pursued the 
second-year Honours course, and two candidates the first-year Honours 
course. Unfortunately, at the end of the term both sets of candidates 
found themselves in conflict with the University regulations relating 
to cognate subjects and. had perforce to abandon their courses. 

Agricultural EHconomics.—The first year section of this course was 
pursued by one candidate studying for the degree of B.Se. in Agri- 
culture. . 

Postgraduate Work.—Two former students of the Department, 
Messrs. P. S. Thomas and J. R. Lewis, passed the Preliminary M.A. 
examination. Miss Mildred Wretts-Smith, B.A., a research student 
of the University,, secured her M.A. with distinction for a really 
excellent piece of work on the ‘‘ Economic Relations of England and 
Russia during the XVIth century.” Miss Smith is to be heartily 
congratulated upon her achievement, and also upon her election to 
a University Fellowship. She proposes to continue an investigation 
of her subject to the close of the XVIIth century. ; 

As in my reports during the last five years it is my duty to again 
mention the urgent importance of securing more teaching assistance 
in the Department. This year, owing to the suspension of the 
Honours classes at the end of the Michaelmas term, I did not find it 
necessary to draw very largely on the special fund granted by the 
Council for temporary assistance in the Department. Mr. Conway 
Davies, M.A., delivered a very useful course of lectures on the 
Industrial Revolution during the Lent term. 
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PALAEOGRAPHY AND DIPLOMATICS. 


PROFESSOR E. A. LEwis. 


The number of students attending the class varied from five to ten. 
Very satisfactory progress was made by the regular attendants of ithe 
class, especially Misses Swire and Williams of the National Library 
Staff. The Council’s spec.al grant of £10 has considerably improved. 
an equipment for carrying on the work. The amount was expended 
on additional literature and facsimiles. The class was held as usual 
in the Science Library; the special rooms allocated to the class were 
by arrangement placed at the disposal of the Bala-Aberystwyth 
Theological College. 


EDUCATION. 


PROFESSOR CHAPPLE. 


Traning Department for Hlementary Teachers.—The fourth year 
students were unusually weak academically, possibly owing to the 
conditions under which they commenced their College life in 1914. 
There was also an unusually large number of students completing 
their course in the second year on account of their academic weak- 
ness in the first year. Eleven women students in the fourth year, 
nine in the second year, five men in the fourth year, and one in the 
second year completed the course. Two of the second year women 
students could not be recommended for certification to the Board of 
Education. 

Our gratitude is due to the Geography Department, to Madame 
Barbier, and to Mr. T. Gwynn Jones for their continued help in 
Geography, Music and Welsh, especially from a teaching standpoint ; 
and to Professor T. Stanley Roberts for a course of lectures on Civics. 

Training Department for Secondary Teachers.—Two women 
students obtained the Teacher’s Certificate of the University of Wales, 
and will in due course be recognised by the Board of Education as 
trained Secondary Teachers. We are indebted to the Headmasters 
of the Aberystwyth and Towyn County Schools for opportunities of 
school practice. For the first time nexi session the Board of 
Education will offer maintenance and tuition grants to duly qualified 
students. 

Degree Classes in Education.—Vive women students completed. the 
Ordinary course. Three passed the examination. Two completed 
the Special course and passed the exam:nation. 

Lectures by Professor Watson.—During the second term Protessor 
Watson lectured to the degree classes (Ordinary and Special) and to 
the Secondary students on the ‘‘ History of Educat‘on,” and to the 
general public in the Examination Hall on ‘‘ The development of the 
idea of freedom.” 

Special Classes for Discharged Soldiers and Sailors.—These classes 
were instituted at the beginning of the session in view of the shortage 
of men teachers and of the desirability of prov:ding for discharged 
soldiers and sailors of good characters and good general education, 
Candidates were admitted on production of ev-dence of (i) satisfactory 
service in his Majesty’s Forces; (2) good character and prima facre 
fitness for the teaching profession; (3) a sufficiently high standard 
of education to profit by the course offered by the College. In the 
ease of the last condition a public examination of the standard usually 
admitting to a training college was accepted. If the candidate had 
passed no such examination he was admitted after consideration of 
his previous studies, and after a viva voce examination and a short 
written examination, whose chief purpose was to discover whether the 
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candidate could express himsel 


i f clearly and correctly in thos b- 
jects and within that ran y J e su 


ge in which he claimed reasonable pro- 
ficiency. It was felt that it would be unreasonable to expect from 


such men, even when they had passed immediately from the higher 
forms of good schools into the army, the usual type and range of 
examinational knowledge. Ali candidates were interviewed, either 
at the College by Sir Owen Edwards, H.M. Chief Inspector, Mr. 
David Thomas, Mr. Frank Smith, myself, or at centres in England 
and Scotland by Inspectors of the Board of Education appointed by 
the Chief Inspector of Training Colleges. The admitted. students 
consisced of six uncertificated teachers, two clerks, one soldier, one 
engraver, one theological student, one grocer, one commercial travel- 
ler, and three who were leaving school at the outbreak of the war. 
In addit‘on to these sixteen in the special classes, one candidate was 
admitted in the ordinary way to the usual four years course of train- 
ing. One man has lost a ieg, one his right arm, but none is dis- 
pated 1p such a way as to make teaching an undesirable profession 
or him. 

The Board of Education allows these students and the College the 
ordinary grants payable to two-year training colleges. The Board’s 
grant and such pensions as the men have, ar2 on the whole sufficient 
for maintenance during the session, but not for maintenance during 
vacations, for travelling, books, clothes, ete. - 

The course of istudy follows the general lines of that suggested by 
the Board of Hducation for two-year training colleges. ‘The syllabuses 
in each subject have been drawn up by the College Staff and approved 
by the Board. The Board have also consented to allow students to 
vary this general course to suit their educational needs, their special 
capacit.es, and the particular kind of teaching for which they are 
most fitted. 

The Staff of the College has been most sympathetic to these 
students. Professors Fleure, Roberts and Lloyd Williams, Madame 
Barbier, Dr. Thomas and Mr. Dudley Howells have given them 
special courses throughout the session, and Miss Dalrymple a series 
of classes in voice production and elocution. 

As these men were at such varying levels of acquirement, it was 
clear that a tutor should be appointed in order to give them individual 
attention. This tutorial work was done till Christmas by Mr. D. J. 
Saer, Head Master of the Alexandra Road Boys’ Schodl, and Mr. 
Frank Smith, Lecturer in Education. At the beginning of the second 
term, Mr. Henry Bonney, a teacher of considerable experience and 
success in tutorial work, and a head, master of many years’ standing, 
was appointed tutor. A large proportion of the work has fallen on 
these three teachers, and the men owe, and recognise that they owe, 
a great deal to their whole-hearted and sympathetic guidance. ‘The 
help obtained throughout the session, and, especially at the beginning, 
from Mr. Saer’s insight and co-operation cannot be too highly recog- 
nised. Mr. Bonney has set high standard of efficient teaching and 
strenuous and unremitting work. In addition to his own subject 
throughout the session, Mr. Smith taught all the English subjects in 
the first term. 

Careful records have been kept throughout the year of the work 
and progress of each student in each subject. The men have given 
much pleasure to their teachers. They are anxious, keen and in- 
telligent. So far as can be judged at present from school practice | 
and criticism lessons, all will make fair teachers—some will make 
excellent teachers, and the expectation that the wider experience of 
life that they have obtained would, be advantageous to their work in 
school and their outlook on their studies, has been well justified. 
The College has every reason to be gratified at the result of the 
experiment so far as it has gone. 
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PURE MATHEMATICS. 
PROFESSOR GENESE. 


Lectures in all stages were given during the session. Three students 
‘who, having left the College, presented themselves again for the 
‘final examination of Special grade, were aga‘n rejected. 
ination is probably the most difficult. in Great Britain of pass standard, 
A stwden: who can pass in Pure and Applied Mathematics has know- 
ledge which would formerly have been regarded at Cambridge by a 
place in the Mathematical Tripos. In Wales this knowledge brings 
only half a pass degree. As much the same could be said of other 
Science subjects, it is probable that the standard for pass 1s too high. 
I think it necessary to repeat former warnings to Science studenis, 
that unless recommended by their Professor they are unwise to 
-embark on a Final course of Pure Mathematics. Students seem 
‘afra_d to commence a new subjeci, such as Economies or Geology ; 
whereas, by doing so, their chance of obtaining a degree would be 
improved. 

The appointment of a student-assistant to correct the junior exer- 
cises has enabled me to given more individual help to the strugglers 
of the Intermediate class, with very satisfactory results. 

Three years ago I hoped to have nine students reading for Honours; 
the number has been reduced to two, both of whom were successful. 

During the session I have contributed numerous problems to 
Mathematical Questions (the war-time substitute for the Hducational 


Times); and: Mr. Johnston has been engaged on a new edition of his 
““Analyt.cal Geometry.”’

APPLIED MATHEMATICS. 
PROFESSOR SCHOTT. 


I regret to report that the work done this session has been below 
the usual standard, even when due allowance has been made for war 
conditions. The number of students has been much the same as it 
was last session, but the work done by them, taken as a whole, has 
been inferior. There were three very promising students in tue 
Ordinary class, who did excellent work during the two first terms of 
the sess.on and on the strength of it were excused the Ordinary exam- 
inacion, so that their names do not appear in the Pass Lists; but the 
remaining students were very weak. The work of the Special class 
‘was disappointing, even when allowance was made for the fact that 
the students as a whole were weaker than usual; the amount and 
quality of the work done by the class deteriorated as the session pro- 
gressed, and. the examination results were very poor in consequence.

PHYSICS. 
PROFESSOR MorGAN LEWIS. 
The work of the Department has again been carried on under the 


“prevailing war conditions. ; 
In the continued absence of Captain Paine, the work of the Labor- 


|-atory has been conducted by Professor Schott and myself, and I 
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desire to give expression to the debt which the College, and myself 
personally, owe to Professor Schott for having again taken charge of 
the whole of the Practical Work of the Final class. 

The Intermediate class was larger than in the preceding session. 
It commenced, with 35 students, of whom two withdrew after the first 
term. Also on account of military work, five students left after the 
end of the second term. The Final class was small. 

In the University of Wales seventeen candidates passed the Initer- 
mediate examination and three the Final examination. 


CHEMISTRY. 
PROFESSOR FINDLAY. 


The number of students in this Department at the beginning of 
the session was:—Intermediate, 32; Ist year Final, 16; 2nd year 
Final, 3; Honours, 1. The number of students who left during the 
session was: Intermediate, 4; Final, 4. The total number of students 
at the beginning of the session showed a considerable increase on that 
of the previous session, 52, as compared with 37. The number of 
students who sat the University examinations in 1918 was: Inter- 
mediate, 27; Final Inorganic, 6; Final Organic,,2; Honours, 1. Of 
these there passed.: Intermediate, 23; Final Inorganic, 6; Final 
Organic, 2; Honours, 1 (3rd class). 

During the past session, Dr. T. C.. James was elected a Fellow 
of the Institute of Chemistry, and a considerable number of former 


students of this College were elected to the Associateship under the 
s Pp 


Special War Regulat:ons adopted by the Institute. 

I have to express my indebtedness to Dr. T. C. James for the way 
in which he carried on the work of the Department during my illness ; 
and my thanks are also due to Messrs. Davis Brothers for acceding 
to my request to present a copy of the weekly magazine, ‘*‘ Chemical 
Trade Journal and Chemical Engineer’’ published by them. By 


means of this journal, students are enabled. to follow developments. 


in the more technical branches of their subject. 

During the past session a considerable amount of research work 
has been carried out in this Department, but the nature of the work 
has rendered publication impossible. During the long vacation, 


1917, and the greater pari of the past session, research work has. 


again been carried out for the Explosives Department of the Ministry 
of Munitions, and in this work I have been assisted by Mr. J. B. 


Whitworth and Mr. C. H. Hillson. Further research work for the- 


same Department is in progress 

Besides the work carried out for the Ministry of Munitions, re- 
search work has been prosecuted by Mr. Cyril Rosebourne, B.Sc., 
and Mr. Vernon H. Williams, B.Se., under an arrangement come to 


with the firm of Messrs. Nobel’s Explosives Co., Lid. The fees of 


these two research students, as well as a research grant to Mr. 
Williams, was paid by the firm. It is hoped that this scheme of co- 
operation with Industry will continue in the future.

BOTANY. 
PROFESSOR LLOYD WILLIAMS. 


During the session there was a great increase in the number of 
students in the Department. Of the work done by the demonstrators, 
Mr. S. G. Jones, in the first term, and Mrs. Campbell James during 
the remaining terms it is impossible to speak too highly—the quality 
and enthusiasm of their efforts was reflected in the keenness shown 


_ by the great majority of the students and in their success in the exam: 


inations. Miss Pruce did fair work as half-time student-assistant. 
At the end of the autumn term Mr. S. G. Jones was ‘‘loaned’ to 
the Food Production Department to organize a potato-spraying cam- 
paign in South Wales. 

Miss HK. J. Fry has pursued her first year’s research work as 
Fellowship holder at this College, but has paid two visits to the 
Bangor district, in order to extend her investigations to rocks differ- 
ent in composition from those in this area. Her work has been 
highly praised by Professor Oliver, the President of the Ecological 
Society. 

A demonstration class for discharged soldiers in Nature Study was 
held twice a week by the Professor. Owing to the keenness of the 
members, and the difference in their outlook from that of the ordinary 
student fresh from school, this class proved exceedingly interesting. 

The Professor has carried further the ‘‘ Botanical Survey,’’ and his 
investigations into ‘“‘ The life history of the Laminariaceae,’’ but the. 
time left for purposes of research after carrying out the routine 
teaching work of the Department is utterly inadequate to satisfy a 
university ideal. 

About Haster permission was given to use the vacated Geography 
room on the Botany floor as a museum. The services of Dr. Burt 
(formerly Director of the British Botanical Supply Association) were 
engaged on particularly favourable terms, and. he has done excellent 
work in placing the museum on a satisfactory basis. In addition, a 
fairly large number of tropical specimens were bought, and others 
obtained from the British Museum in exchange for the use of photo- 
graphs, etc. 


ZOOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR FLEURE. 


The numbers in the classes were unusually large, eighteen Inter- 
mediate and four Finals, but with the help of Mr. T. A. Stephenson 
as part-time Demonstrator, it was possible to work more efficiently 
than in previous years. The large Intermediate class gives promise 
of contributing several promising recruits for the Final class and, 
I hope, for advanced work later on. Mr. Stephenson’s conspicuous 
organising power and his zeal have strengthened the department in 
many ways, while his researches have decidedly added to his reput- 
ation in that direction. Mr. Wright has been engaged in work 
for the Cardigan Bay Fisheries, and the Board of Fisheries 
is thanked for its steady support. After ten years’ work for the 
Department, Mr. F. S. Wright has been invited by the Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries to take up a position on its scientific staff 
in connection with the proposed, extension of mussel cultivation on a 
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large scale. In congratulating Mr. Wright, it is incumbent upon me 
to say that his long and persistent efforts richly deserved a better 
reward than it was possible to give him at Aberystwyth. It is a 
‘pleasure also to have to chronicle that an old student, Mr. F. W, 
Flattely, has been appointed Lecturer in Zoology in the University 
of Aberdeen. Mr. Flattely had spent two years on the editorial staff 
of the International Bureau of Agriculture at Rome, and had pre- 
viously made a good beginning at research and given me help in 
demons ‘rations in the Department. 

The gifts to the Department this year include books and. specimens 
from Dr. J. Travis Jenkins, birds from Mr. Hutchings and, other 
‘items. Professor C. C. Adams, New York College of Forestry, has 
sent a valuable set of h's cecological papers. The Trustees of the 
British Museum of Natural History have continued their kind gifts.

In addition to the above important paper, Mr. Stephenson has two 
further contributions to the study of the Actiniaria practically ready, 
and his collection of illustrations for a future Actinologia britannica 
is growing ; while he also has in hand the revision of the text of that 
work prepared in the Department largely by Mr. Walton. : 

The endowment of the chair of Geography and Anthropology brings 
to a close a long and cherished association with the Zoological De- 
partment which began with my eatry as a student under Professor 
Ainsworth Davis in 1897. The appointment of Mr. R. D. Laurie 
and the retention of the services of Mr. Stephenson will give oppor- 
tunities of development of the Department, both on the agricul- 
-tural side and in the field of marine studies, in which it has mainly 
specialised in the past. I hope that an extension of College pre- 
mises may make it possible to give the Zoological Department a good, 
well-lighted room adjoining its laboratory for a museum. This would 
greatly improve the working of the Department, and is a develop- 
ment that is long overdue. amp 

The Zoological Department under the new conditions called for by 
-the Royal Commission’s Report, and with the guidance of Mr. 
Laurie, should. find much increased opportunity of training both 
‘researchers and teachers, and it is much to be hoped that Zoology 
will be utilised in future in education in several ways in which it 
can be of great service. 
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GEOGRAPHY AND ANTHROPOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR FLEURE. 


This has been an eventful year for the Department owing to the 
munificent endowment of a Chair of Geography and Anthropology 
by friends of the College. This has made it possible to bring to 
‘fruition old. plans for courses for degrees and honours in Geography. 
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Authropological work has been introduced. as an optional alternative’ 
in the Honours course. The University has recognised these courses 
in both Arts and Science Faculties, and this promises well for the 
future of the Department. In this way it is hoped that Geography 
will become more widely useful as an instrument of humanist educa- 
tion providing a training in scientific observation and, analysis at the 
same time, with, in addition, valuable influences for the enrichment 
of citizenship. 

The Postgraduate Certificate class was small and below average 
standard, but a non-graduate, Mr. J. HE. Parry, is completing the 
course for the Certificate. The usual course for teachers in training 
was carried through by Mr. Whitehouse and myself, and I have again 
to express my appreciation of the enterprise and organising power 
that Mr. Whitehouse puts into this work and into the general build- 
ing up of the Department. My duties in Zoology have forced me to: 
leave to him a large share of this work, and the good order in the 
Department’s properties is largely due to his tireless industry. I 
have given a special course to the Training Class for Discharged 
Soldiers, and have much enjoyed the opportunity of work with men 
of experience who are serious and enthusiastic about their work. 
Some teachers-in-training took Geography as their special subject, 
and did very good work. 

Mr. Whitehouse has continued. and developed h’s well-known 
courses in military map-read.ng and has given army lectures in France’ 
and in this country, which are much appreciated. 

It is a matter for congratulation that the valuable Anthropological 
Library of Sir John Rhys will now soon be available for purposes of 
advanced study. This library, added to that of Professor Rudler and 
to that of the late Mr. Powell of Nanteos, will be catalogued next 
sessions, thanks to the industry and devotion of Mr. S. G. Rudler. 

Further possibilities for the Department are opened up by the 
endowment of the Museum mentioned elsewhere. 

During the session it has been found necessary to move to Aber- 
ystwyth the office arrangements of the Geograph-cal Association and 
the Editorship of the ‘“‘ Geographical Teacher.”” These changes and. 
developments have meant a good deal of work for the time being. 

The Board of Education has asked the Department to organ-se a 
Summer School under its auspices, for discussion of the scope and- 
methods of geographical teaching. The students are selected for 
their experience and success as teachers of Geography in secondary 
schools, and a number of teachers in colleges are also attending. 
Geographers are grateful to the Board for this new evidence of 
interest in the development of the subject, and we look forward to 
great results from the school. 

Grateful acknowledgment is made of gifts to the department from 
the Royal Geographical Society and the Royal Scott'sh Geographical 
Society and the Geographicai Association of their respective 
journals, from Mr. S. G. Rudler (Books, ete.), Professor Geddes 
(Reports and Views), Mr. J. B. Willans (Books and Views), Mr.: J. 
J. Jones (Books and Views), Dr. J. Travis Jenkins (Books and Slides), 
Dr. E. M. Sanders (Models and Views), Mademoiselle Calmet (Views), 
Mr. D. Lieufer Thomas (Books), Mr. F. W. Fla‘tely (Views). Pro- 
fessor W. Morris Davis of Harvard Un-versity, Dr. Isaiah Bowman 
(Amer. Geogr. Soc.), Mr. G. G. Chisholm (Edinburgh), M. Raveneau 
(Paris) have also helped to enrich our library, and are cordially 
thanked. : 

The year’s publications include a book, “ Human Geography in 
Western Europe,’ which Messrs. Williams and Norgate have pub- 
lished’ for me; a lecture on Surveys for City Improvement, to the 
Town Planning Institute, published for me in the'r Review; al 
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article summarising past anthropological work published for me in 
the American ‘‘ Geographical Review’’; an article by Miss R. M. 
Fleming in the ‘‘ Geographical Teacher,’’ analysing the geographical 
factors of the rise of British Cathedral Cities, and sundry other 
contributions, especially to the ‘‘ Geographical Teacher.” 

The valuable lectures given by Mr. H. J. E. Peake of Newbury to 
last season’s Summer School have been printed in ‘‘ Archaeologia 
Cambrensis,’’ as an article entitled ‘‘ Prehistoric Roads.”’ 


GEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR O. T. JONES. 


During the past session women formed, the bulk of the classes, and 
in the Final classes there were no men. The usual degree courses 
were given; there were no Honours students. 

The head of the Department having been engaged during the 
summer and the greater part of the session in surveying and pre- 
paring’ a report on the mining district of North Cardiganshire and 
West Montgomeryshire for the Geological Survey of Great Britain, 
Dr. Stanley Smith was released from the Army for the purpose of 
taking charge of the degree classes. Since his return in January, 
Dr. Smith has given all the lectures and supervised all the practical 
work in a very efficient and creditable manner, although it called for 
great demands on his time and energy. 

At the close of the session, Dr. Smith was temporarily appointed 
by the Geological Survey to report during the vacation on the mining 
district of Northumberland south of the Tyne. 

During the year a former student of the Geological Department 
of the College passed away at an early age in the person of Dr. Ivor 
Thomas, H.M.I. of Schools in the Swansea district. Prior to his 
appointment he was palaeontologist on the Geological Survey, and 
in that capacity engaged in very successful palaeontological re- 
searches, which were continued after he left that service. A col- 
lection of rocks, minerals and fossils, as well as geological pamphlets 
and certain books, were presented to the Geological Department by 
his sister, Miss Thomas, to whom grateful thanks are due. 

Mr. Rudler, with great perseverance and hard work, has com- 
pleted. the indexing of the Departmental Library and of the very large 
collection (amounting to over 5,000) of pamphlets on geological sub- 
jects, which are largely derived from the Rudler collection. 


LAW. 
PROFESSOR LEVI. 


T have had during the last session six regular Law students, all 
of whom were working for the LL.B. degree. In the Ordinary stage, 
there were three students, in the Special stage two students, and in 
the Final stage for the LL.B. degree there was one student, an officer, 
to whom special privileges were granted. Four of these students 
were candidates at the University examinations in June, and all 
were successful. Special mention was made of the work of Arthur 
O. Roberts, whose Exhibition was increased by the Senate in recog- 
nition of his work during the session. 

In‘ addition to his work for the Final stage of the LL.B. exam- 
ination, Lieut. J. R. O. Jones is engaged on research work under 
my direction on the subject, ‘‘ The development of Company Law as 
illustrated by recent case decisions.’’ He carries on this work mainly 
at the College and partly at the Inner Temple. 
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Among our successes during the year, notwithstanding war con- 
ditions, I have pleasure in noting that J. Walter Jones has been 
elected to a Research Fellowship at Emmanuel College, Cambridge, 
and has also won the Barstow Law Scholarship at the Final exam- 
ination for Call to the Bar; Ieuan Watkins Evans and F. Raleigh 
Batt have been cailed to the Bar; Illtyd David has been appointed 
University Extension Lecturer at Oxford; W. E. Davies, Dorothy 
Griffith and Ieuan Watkins Evans have received civilian appoint- 
menijs in London during the year. A number of articled clerks and 
former Law students have entered Officers’ Training Corps during 
the session, generally the Inns of Court O.T.C. 


In the course of the session, with the consent of the Principal, I 
undertook the work of lecturing for the War Aims Committee of the 
Government, and delivered lectures on the constitutional aspects of 
the war at various places in Wales. The subject is particularly one 
within the scope of the Law Depariment, and much more work of 


this kind might have been done, had I not been heavily handicapped. 


by having to work single-handed at the College almost throughout 
the war. 


I deeply regret to have to report the death of one of our most 
promising Law students, shortly after having been invalided from 
military service, viz. Harold Lloyd Jones. It is impossible for me 
to speak too highly of th's student’s ability and industry, his devotion 
to the College, and his high personal character. After passing one 
of the Solicitors’ Examinations at the College, he was given a com- 
mission in the Army and saw considerable service in Ireland. Being 
invalided home, he entered the Law Society in London and was 
re-articled, but his health had been fatally undermined by the 
arduous nature of his duties. His death is the greatest loss I have 
sustained among Law students for many years. 


OFFICERS’ TRAINING CORPS. 
OFFICER COMMANDING: Linut. T. CAMPBELL JAMES. 


The course of training in the Officers’ Training Corps during the 
session has been of two types. 


Platoon 1.—A course of full training (24 hours per week) for Cadets 
who entered College previous to attaining the age of 17 9/12, with the 
intention of applying for admission in due course to Officer Cadet 
units. The total strength of this Platoon for the session was 29. Of 
these, 22 have already been summoned to Officer Cadet units, one 
being selected for Royal Engineers, nine for Artillery, one A.S.C., 
one Royal Air Force, two Cavalry, nine Infantry. 


Platoon 2.—Compulsory training (eight hours per month) for all 
men not included in the above, who are medically classified in any 
Grade whatever, and who continue their course in College under 
arrangements made by the Board of Education. The total strength 
of this Platoon for the sesssion was 56. Of these, 10 have left for 
service; two being transferred to the Inns of Court O.T.C., four 
obtaining cadetships in the Royal Air Force, the remainder passing 
into the ranks. 


I am assisted in the training of the contingent by Second-Lieut. C. 
L. Walton. I am also indebted for much voluntary assistance to the 
following discharged soldiers: ex-C.S.M. C. H. Hillson, ex-Sergt. J. 
Harrington and ex-Pte. J. Lees. 
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GENERAL MUSEUM. 
Hon. CURATOR: PROFESSOR FLEURE. 


During the past year the continued, absence of paid help led to 
almost complete stagnation, and this makes it all the more welcome 
that friends of the College have generously set aside £5,000 to pro- 
vide an annual income for the Museum’s needs. With this encourage- 
ment, new possibilities are being opened up in many directions, and 
the aim is to be the development of the Museum as a demonsiration 
of human workmanship in all regons of the world. 

Classes have used the Museum to some extent, and Mr. Wright 
and Mr. Whitehouse have both given some thought to its collections, 
while Dr. Stanley Smith has kindly undertaken the reorganisation 
of the coin collections, which should then develop rapidly. — Pro- 
fessors Chapple and Stanley Roberts have contributed to the coin 


collections, and Messrs. Rudler’s and Wz2llans’ continued. gifts are 


gratefully acknowledged. If the Museum can be kept open in future, 
its usefulness will be immensely increased, and its collections will 
doubtless grow. | 

it is a matier for congratuation that the donors of the endow- 
ment above mentioned have asked Mr. Sidney K. Greenslade, the 
well-known architect and specialist in pottery, to be Consulting 
Curator of the Museum. Mr. Greenslade has accepted this invitation, 


and it is a pleasure to offer him a very cordial welcome. With his. 


help the Museum should. become useful in encouraging the Arts and 
Crafts in the College district. ; 

Miss Tremain’s zeal in organising a British Pre-Raphaelite Exhi- 
bition at Alexandra Hall greatly assists the objects for which the 
Museum exists, and Mr. Henry Wilson’s visits and lectures have 
further helped to inaugurate the new era. The beginnings of weaving 


and tapestry work by Mlles. de Saedeleer, added to their father’s: 


work in more than one department of the Arts and Crafts, are also 
of great value for the aims of the Museum. The grateful thanks of 
the Museum are offered to M. de Saedeleer for his gift of a large 
sketch in colour by himself of the Upper Ystwyth valley under snow. 


ALEXANDRA HALL. 
WARDEN: Miss C. P. TREMAIN. 


The increase in numbers which marked. the session 1917-18 pro- 
mises to be more than maintained in 1918-19, necessitating an over- 
flow house in addition to Balmoral. I have been fortunate in 
securing a former student of the College, Miss Mary Mitchell, B.A., 
to undertake its supervision. 

Throughout the session the health of the students has been ex- 
cellent, except in the case of three or four whose efficiency had been 
seriously impaired by over-strain, apparently, in preparing for exam- 
inat:ons during their last years at school. The usual result of such 
over-strvain in these cases has been the inability to do continuously 
good work during the first year in College. . 

The Hall has received generous gifts and services, for which I desire 
to express our obligation and grateful thanks. These gifts include a 
grand piano from Mrs. Herbert Lewis and other members of the 
family of the late Mrs. Caine, who, on her last visit to Aberystwyth, 
presented. us with a large framed copy of Burne-Jones’ ‘‘ Temper- 
antia.’? Dr. Lloyd Snape sent several bound numbers of the ‘“‘College 
Magazine,’ enabling us to complete the series for the Hall Library. 
Dr. Edward Roberts, a member of the College Council, gave @ 
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course of lectures in the summer term on First Aid. These were 
followed by a course in Home Nursing by Miss Cotton, recently 
appointed Lady Superintendent of the Swansea Training College. 
Both lecturers presented. their subjects in a most attractive way, 
and in the subsequent examinations, again conducted by Dr. Davies, 
of Aberayron, the results were most satisfactory. 

During the session, visits have been paid for the purpose of deliver- 
ing addresses to students by Miss Maude Royden, Dr. Hemingway, 
Miss Boyd and Miss Hilda Griffiths. The last-named is the first of 
our old students to hold the post of Christian Union Travelling 
Secretary for Wales, and all who know her work and personal worth 
feel that the choice has been a very wise one. 

In June last an exhibition of Pre-Raphaelite work was held in 
Alexandra Hall. It included original paintings and drawings kindly 
lent by Mrs. Holman Hunt, Sir John Williams, Mrs. Edward Davies, 
Lady Mary Murray, the William Morris Co., and, others. To the 
interest taken in the exhibition by Mr. Henry Wilson, President of 
the Arts and Crafts Guild, and to his two delightful addresses to 
students, the success of the exhibition is largely due. The Exhibition 
Committee was able to send, as the result of a collection taken 
during the exhibition, a donation of £10 to the Dr Garnett Anderson 
Memorial Hospital. _ 

A considerable number of students have again done valuable war- 
work. Several members of our V.A.D. (Cards. 20) gave their services 
to the local Red Cross Hospital during July; others formed a gang 
of flax-pullers in Somerset, while others again have worked on the 
land, in munition works, in offices, and one has had experience in 
police work. The Alexandra Hall War Savings Association has 
gathered in nearly £200 for War Loan Certificates. Some enterpris- 
ing students undertook stone-picking and weeding on Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoons and on Whit Monday as their special effort to 
increase the contribution to War Weapons Week. 

The Summer School this year has been very well attended. 

Thanks are due to my colleagues for their excellent and devoted 
help, which has so largely contributed to our being able to carry on 
during a session of peculiar difficulty and anxiety.

REPORTS OF THE AGRICULTURAL AND 
TECHNICAL DEPARTMENTS, 1917-18. 


(Presented to the Court of Governors, October 18th, 1918 ) 


AGRICULTURE. 
LECTURER: Mr. A. E. JONES. 


Classes in Agriculture and the allied subjects were conducted in 
the Agricultural Department during the past session. The extension 
work in the counties of Merioneth and Pembroke was entirely in 
charge of the Members of the In-College Staff, and a considerable 


amount of advisory work was carried out by the Department in the 
counties which form the College area. 


IN-COLLEGE WORK.

During the session I conducted classes in Agriculture, Dairying, 
Animal Physiology and Veterinary Science. Although the number 
of students was relatively small it is gratifying to be able to report 
that they worked w.th marked energy and industry, and Mr. John 
Berwyn Davies and Miss Agnes Sybil Price acquitted themselves 
very creditably. During the summer months I also delivered a course 
of lectures to the students attending the Advanced’ course in Dairying, 
and these students attended regularly and made very satisfactory 
progress. 


Karly in June Lieut. A, D. Thomas, an old student of the Depart: 
ment, returned to College to pursue his studies. He is now reading 
for the first part of the National Diploma in Agriculture and at the 
same time qualifying for the Diploma in Agriculture granted by this - 
College. He appears to be taking a real interest in his work, and 
in my opinion will have no difficulty in passing the examination 
which he intends to sit next spring. 


Apart from the ordinary teaching, considerable time has been 
devoted to the work of giving advice to farmers on agricultural 
matters. This branch of the work has greatly increased during the 
past year; the bulk of this work was dealt with by correspondence, 
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but in many instances requests were received to visit farms in order 
to investigate certain problems and to give advice on the spot. 


During the spring the Members of the Staff took an active part in 
conducting an educational campaign in connection with potato 
spraying. This work was done in co-operation with the Food Pro- 
duct.on Department of the Board of Agriculture. In addition to the 
work done in th's respect by members of the In-College Staff, two 
special officers were appointed, viz., Messrs. §. G. Jones, M.Sc., 
and D. A. Jones, M.Sc., to be responsible for the scheme in the 
College area. These Organisers, although appointed, and paid by 
the Food Production Department, worked in co-operation, and very 
largely under the supervis-on of the Agricultural Staff of this College. 
The manner in which Messrs. 8S. G. Jones and D. A. Jones carried 


out their work is deserving of the highest praise, and. they succeeded 


in making the schemes in their respective areas a complete success. 


AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTRY. 
LECTURER: Mr. GRIFFITH. 


During the past session only a relatively small number of students 
attended classes in Agricultural Chemistry. The degree course was 
pursued by one student, who did very good work. The students who 
followed the certificate course were hardly up to the average in 
quality, but most of them seemed to be interested in their work and 
made satisfactory progress. In the Da-ry Chemistry class, the 
quality of the work done was very good. 


The number of fertilisers received for analysis was much greater 
than in previous years. Most of the samples represented various 
industrial by-products. Their value was supposed to depend mainly 
upon their potash content, which might render them suitable sub- 
stitutes for the German potash manures. The majority of them, 
however, were found to contain such a low percentage of potash that 
they could not be profitably used as manures except in the immediate 
vicinity of the works. 


The shortage of concentrated feeding stuffs for milking cows during 
the past session caused some anxiety to dairy farmers, as it was 
feared i might have led to a considerable deterioration in the quality 
of milk. Consequently, there was a marked increase in the number 
of milic samples received for analysis. It is satisfactory to be able 
to report that the analytical results gave no evidence of any apprect- 
able lowering in the quality of our milk supply. 

At the request of the Food Production Department, a number of 
samples of potatoes were analysed with a view to ascertain their 
composition and nutritive value, more especially as regards their 
earbehydrate and protein content. 


Several farms were visited for the purpose of giving advice on 
cultivation and manuring in cases where derelict land had to be 
broken up in order to meet the demand for increasing the area of 
arable land. 


LAND SURVEYING. 
InstTRUCTOR: Mr. BASSETT. 


The class began with four siudents, and there were only three 
attendances missed till the beginning of February, when 8. M. Lewis, 
who was doing very well, was obliged to leave, owing to war con- 
ditions, for work on the farm at his home. John Davies, who 1s 
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intending to sit for his degree, worked excellently throughout, but 
the other two students, although they attended regularly and were 


atcentive, had not had a previous education fitting them for the 
study of Land Surveying. 


HORTICULTURE. 
INSTRUCTOR: Mr. HOWELLS. 


There has been a great demand for Horticultural Instruction owing 
to the enthusiasm aroused by the allotment movement, and, it has 
been found impossible to satisfactorily cope with it. The work has

The need for specific 
metheds of insect and disease control has this year become very 
apparent to all cultivators, and a great amount of work has evolved. 
from this source. Many Allotment Societies have come into being, 
and advisory vis:ts have been paid to various centres at their requests. 


Several publ.c bodies and societies have instituted prize givings to 
encourage allotment and garden cultivation, and help in an advisory 
capacity has been afforded them. 


The work in Orchard Renovation has been continued, and owing © 
to the almost total failure of the fruit crop much more active interest 
is be.ng taken in fruit tree spraying.

_In several centres, excellent progress is being made in Allotment 
and Cottage Gardening, and the attention paid to fruit trees 1s 
steadily increasing. Great keenness has been manifested in many 
parts in insect and disease control. There is great scope for spray- 
ing work in this connection in the county. A good deal of Advisory 
work has been done in connection with School Gardening, and there 
is all improvement in this section of Rural Teaching. 


CARMARTHENSHIRE. 


Less lecture work has been done in this county during the session 
than previously owing to the postponement of lectures in certain 
centres. Most of the work has consisted of advisory and inspection 
work and of fruit tree spraying. Lectures were given at Pontyberem 
(4), Garnant, Cwmllynfell, Brynamman, Burry Port.

Llanelly, Carmarthen, Whitland, Brynamman, Llandovery. 


IV. Advisory visits were paid to Llandilo, Carmarthen (4), Whit- 
land, Llanelly, Dafen, Burry Port, Hendy, Ferryside, Llandebie.

There is a marked improvement in horticultural practice in this 
county, and a great deal more attention is paid to fruit culture than 
was the case formerly.

So far there are very 
few allotments, and the cultivation of cottage gardens leaves much 
to be desired. The chief failings are serious overcrowding and lack 
of continuity in the supply of vegetables. Very good. work is being 
done by the Women’s Institutes.

School Horticulture.—The courses in School Gardening were fairly 
satisfactory on the whole, but weather conditions and the limitations 
due to train service prev ented sufficient practical work being done. 


BOOK-KEEPING. 


INSTRUCTOR: MR. FOSTER. 


This class was held, during the Lent term. Five students were 
registered—two Diploma students in Agriculture, one Continuation 
course student in Agriculture, and two Diploma students in Dairy- 
ing. In addition, two wounded soldiers from the Red Cross Hospital 
attended. Owing to the short time devoted to this subject, the work 
done was only of an elementary character. Four students sat the 
terminal examination (the Continuat:on course student left after the 
fourth lecture), the percentage of marks gained ranging between 48 
and 54. The percentage of marks has never been high in this sub- 
ject in the case of students entering upon the course for the first time, 
owing to the fact that it takes at least a term for the students to 
become acquainted with the principles of Book-keeping. 


COLLEGE DAIRY. 


INSTRUCTRESS: Miss D. M. EVANS. 


The College Dairy was re-opened in July, 1918, after a lapse of 
about two years, owing to the war, and the various counties not 
granting scholarships. 


The course lasted for ten weeks, from July 15th to September 21st. 
Thirteen pupils attented; of these, two were Diploma scudents. 
Breconshire granted three scholar ships, Montgomeryshire three, Pem- 
brokeshire three, Radnorsh:re one, and one private pupil attended 
from Monmouthshire. 


Previous to taking the course at the Dairy all the pupils had 
attended travelling classes in the:r own counties, and had. won the 
scholarships on their merits. 


All took a keen interest in the work, and very SE tony progress 
was made. 


SUMMER SCHOOL, 1918. 


D-rector: PROFESSOR CHAPPLE. 


For various reasons the numbers in attendance this session were 
small—three classes (Kindergarten, Woodwork, Rural Science) in 
existence from the beginning of the School had to be dropped. The 
total number was 93.

The Inaugural Lecture was delivered by Mr. Hubert Hall, of the 
Public Record Office, on ‘“‘ The National Aspect of Welsh Records.”’ 
Alderman T. C. Abbott, J.P.,- of Manchester, lectured, on ‘‘ The 
Influence of the Limitation of the Library Rate,’’ and a series of 
of public lectures was arranged by the Geography School. 


In response to a desire expressed by History students in last year’s 
Summer School, and in view of the importance and inadequacy of 
History teaching in the Schools, the History class was expanded. 
into a full-time course. The College was fortunate in being able to 
secure the help of Mr. Ernest Barker, Mr. Hubert Hall and Mr. 
Ernest Jones, in addition to members of its own staff. It is to be 
hoped that next year this course will continue with equal spirit, but 
with numbers more in proportion to its importance. 


The School continues to be indebted to the Warden of Alexandra 
Hall for opportunities not only of residence but also of intellectual 
and social foregatherings. For example, an evening debate under 
the chairmanship of the Warden between the librarians and_ the 
teachers in the Summer School was very successful in emphasizing 
the intimate educational connexion which should exist between the 
efforts of both classes of workers.

The second year of the School of Library Service, though fewer 
students were registered (30 as against 58), showed a marked advance 
in the quality of the work done.

HISTORY. 


PROFESSOR STANLEY ROBERTS. 


The History Department of the Summer School was extremely 
fortunate in securing the services of Ernest Barker, Esq., Fellow of 
New College, Oxford, Hubert Hall, Esq., of the Record Office, Arthur 
Jones, Hsq., M.A., and of Dr. E. A. Lewis. 


The courses of lectures given were devoted to Modern Times, that 
is, to the period extending from the Sixteenth to the Nineteenth 
centuries. Two of the courses, viz., those given by Mr. Barker and 
Mr. Jones, were almost entirely on the last century. 


Unfortunately, the classes were small. But their smallness 
enabled the lecturers to ge: into closer touch with the students than 
is poss‘ble when the classes are large and. unwieldy. 


Both Mr. Barker and Mr. Hall expressed a high opinion of the 
quality of the students and the interest they showed in their work. 


It is to be hoped that next year the classes will be larger. No 
subject taught in our schools demands more attention from teachers 
and pup-ls. It is one of the most difficult of subjects, not the easiest 
as the tradition of the schools teaches youthful students, with results 
which are iamentable in the extreme.

Classes were held from 10 a.m. to 12 p.m., but in order to cover 
the syllabus an additional hour’s tuition was given daily to the 
Dressmaking students. 

Satisfactory results were obtained both in Dressmaking and Needde- 
work, and a high standard of proficiency attained.

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL TO THE 
COURT OF GOVERNORS, 


1Sth October, 1918. 


ROYAL COMMISSION ON UNIVERSITY EDUCATION IN WALES. 


The Report of the Royal Commission, which was issued carly 
in April last, has been under the consideration of the Council 
and Senate of the College, and of the Executive Committee of 
the University. A provisional estimate, submitted to the Univ- 
ersity at their request, of the additional expenditure which will 
become necessary if the recommendations of the Royal Com- 
mission are carried out, showed the sum to be £20,000, exclusive 
of additional provision for the Agricultural Department and the 
provision of Scholarships. 

A deputation including members of the College Council waited 
upon the Prime Minister in August to ascertain whether the 
Government would contribute pound for pound in respect of any 
additional receipts raised either by the levying of a rate by the 
County Councils or by the receipt by individual colleges ot 
donations, etc. Mr. Lloyd George replied that if the recom- 
mendations of the Royal Commission were carried out in the 
main the Government would be willing to contribute pound for 
pound for additional receipts, including the proceeds of rates, 
contributions, subscriptions, etc. Furthermore, the new grants 
to be made by the Government would be additional to the grants 
at present received in respect of the Elementary Training 
Deperment and the Agricultural Department. 


GEOGRAPHY AND ANTHROPOLOGY. 


The Council has pleasure in calling the attention of the 
Governors to the recent endowment of the Chair of Geography 
and Anthropology, and of the Museum, these endowments being 
a portion of the large gift reported last year and now allocated. 
Professor H. J. Fleure, D.Se., has been appointed the first Pro- 
fessor of Geography anid Anthropology, and Mr. R. D. Laurie, 


-M.A., of the University of Liverpool, has been appointed 


Lecturer in the Department of Zoology to succeed Professor 


Fleure. 


JUBILEE OF THE COLLEGE. 


The preliminary arrangements for the celebration of the 
Jubilee of the College in 1922 have been made during the 
session 1917-18, but have not yet. been put into operation. 
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The register of the old students of the College is being brought 
up to date as a preliminary step. 


CHAIRS OF PHYSICS AND PURE MATHEMATICS. 


During the past session the holders of the above-mentioned 
Chairs (Professors D. Morgan Lewis and R. W. Genese respect- 
ively) were due to retire on a pension allowance, but at the 
request of the Council they have expressed their willingness to 
continue to hold the Chairs for the session 1918-19. 


TRAINING OF DISCHARGED AND DISABLED SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 


As reported by the Professor of Education in the report on his 
department, it will be observed that a course of training for 
discharged and disabled soldiers and sailors was commenced at 
the beginning of the session 1917-18, and attended by sixteen 
students. The commencement of the course necessitated a con- 
siderable amount of pioneer work, and it should be noted that 
this College was the first in the United Kingdom to undertake 
this class of traiming. For the session 1918-19 there will be 
about thirty students in the special department, which has 
necessitated the appointment of two ftll-time tutors. In view 
of the fact that there is a very great shortage of elementary 
school teachers, the College Council considers that in taking this 
step it 1s serving a very useful purpose. 


UNIVERSITY TUTORIAL CLASSES. 


At the end of the session 1914-15 the University Tutorial 
Classes, which were then being held at ten centres in the College 
area, were suspended ; and the various efforts made to keep the 
classes alive did not prove successful. During the last session, 
however, a fresh beginning was made with a class at Aberyst- 
wyth, and for the session 1918-19 it is expected that seven 
classes will be held, namely, Aberystwyth, Abercrave, Ystrad- 
eynlais, Haverfordwest, Goodwick, Milford Haven, and Pem- 
broke Dock. For the first, Professor T. Stanley Roberts, M.A., 
will continue to act as tutor. For the two Breconshire classes, 
the College has secured the services of Professor D. Miall 
Edwards, M.A., of Brecon; and for the remaining classes Mr. J. 
Morgan Rees, M.A., who previously acted as tutor to classes 
under the College Council, will conduct the same. 


GRANTS. 


The grant received from the Board of Agriculture and 
Fisheries in respect of the Agricultural Department was in the 
session 1917-18 increased from £600 to £800 in consequence 
of an appeal made to the Board by the Council. A Supple- 
mentary Grant of £400 was received from the Board of 


| 
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Education, in respect of the loss of fees of men students in the 
Elementary Training Department. 


OFFICERS UNIVERSITY TRAINING CLASSES. 


Eeiae spondence has taken place between the College, the 
Ministry of Munitions, and the Ministry of Labour, with reter- 
ence to the instruction of officers who may be on long sick leave. 
Four such offcers are at present under instruction in the College 
and it is expected that more will be in attendance during the 
course of the next few months. 


SERBIAN STUDENTS. 


In February, 1918, two Serbian students were accepted as 
students of the College and were admitted free of fees. Some 
members of the Council and friends of the College have con- 
tributed towards the maintenance of these students for the 
whole period of their residence in the College. The fund which 
was inaugurated by the College has now been transferred to the 
Serbian Relief Fund Welsh Education Account at the request of 


the University, who wishes to centralise the var ious local efforts 


made by each of the Colleges in this matter. 


SUMMER SCHOOL. 


The Summer School was held in August last and attended by 
91 students—a reduction of about 100 as compared with August, 
1917. Special courses in the School included Library Service, 
and History. Concurrently with the College Summer School, a 
Summer School in Geography was conducted by Professor Fleure 
under the auspices of the Board of Education, and for this 
School accommodation was provided by the College. 


INSURANCE OF BUILDINGS. 


In consequence of the increased cost of building material and 
of the long period of time during which the College insurance 
policies had been current, the Council considered the question 
of increasing the insurance of the College property. The addi- 
tions thereto amounted to the sum of £43,800. 


MEMORIAL TABLETS. 
Recently two memorial tablets have been placed in the College 
quadrangle. These are in memory of the late Professor F. W. 


Rudler, [.S.0., F.G.S., and the late Professor Sir Edward 
Anwyl, M.A. 


GIFTS. 


During the course of the past session the College Council has 
received several gifts of books, etc. 
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ACCOUNTS. 


No change occurred in the investments of the College during 
the year which ended on the 30th June, 1918. It will be 
observed that subscriptions and donations totalled the sum of 
£524 13s. 7d.—an increase of about £70 over the previous year. 
In addition, subscriptions in respect of the Serbian Students 
Fund amounted to £229 14s. Od. 


The deficit on the General College Maintenance Account 
amounted to the sum of £521 2s. 7d. for the year; and the 
accumulated deficits on the Maintenance Account now amount 
to the sum of £8,987 4s. 9d.

GREEK. 


PROFESSOR MARSHALL. 


During the first term I took sole charge of the Greek department, 
but the work was, as in other departments, very seriously interrupted 
by the epidemic of influenza, so that but little solid progress was made 
before Xmas. 
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Easter Term brought a slight addition to the number of students in 
the department, and as I had to undertake the duties of Acting Principal, 
the time I was able to devote to the teaching of Greek was greatly reduced; 
but the department was fortunate in obtaining once more the services 
of Mr. Bibby, who, on his return from war work, was most generous in 
undertaking the teaching I was obliged to give up. In Lent Term we had 
also the assistance of Mr. E. D. T. Jenkins; these two lecturers carried 
on practically the whole work of the department, in addition to their 
own duties in the Latin department, and I am deeply indebted to them 
for the able and energetic way in which they performed it, and for their 
kindness in undertaking special duties in a time of considerable stress. 


The only class with which I kept in touch throughout was the Honours 
Class, in which there was only one student, Mr. T. I. Ellis, who has ample 
ability and knowledge of Greek, and only requires vigorous application 
to study to ensure him a high place in the Honours Examination. 


I append reports from Mr. E. D. T. Jenkins and Mr. Bibby. 


REPORT FROM MR. JENKINS. 


The Intermediate class was composed of three students, all of whom 
worked well and were successful in the Examination. Miss Hawkins 
obtained high marks in Composition, and Miss Bowen in the Set-Books. 


Five students took the Ovdinavy Course; of these, three passed in 
the University Examination, and one failed; one obtained the College 
Certificate. Mr. Neil Evans did well both in the work of the Session and 
in the Examination, and shows every promise of further development as 


-an Honours Student. The main defect of the others at this stage was that 


they seemed unable to apply to their Composition words and expressions 
with which they should have been familiar from the reading of their 
Set-Books. 


One student only took Special. He was somewhat handicapped, as, 
being a Service student, he did not return to College till the second 
term of the Session. However, he worked very satisfactorily, and was 
successful in the Examination. 


REPORT OF Mr. BIBBY. 


Elementary.—Three students pursued this course which is preparatory 
to the intermediate, and they should be able next year to pursue the more 
advanced course with success. 


Intermediate—Three students sat the University Examination and 
all were successful: one student merely pursued the course. Quite 
gooa work was done vy the class, and a great amount of keenness shown 
by its members. 


In the Summer and Long Vacation Terms special classes were held 
for ex-service men who returned during the session and proposed to take 
the Ordirary Course 1919—-20. This arrangement was intended to 
enable the men more easily to pick up the threads of their work and so 
suffer as little as possible from their absence, greater individual attentiom 
being possible when they were taken by themselves and not compelled 
to join existing classes. 


Honours.—-Probably owing to the war, this class was small, only one 
man taking the Honours Course (Ist year). 


In the case of students coming up from schools with some knowledge 


of Greek, there is still a lack of soundness in the fundamental points of 


grammar and syntax necessary for the intelligent reading oi a Greek 
text, and it is difficult with the short time at the disposal of the teacher 
in College to do much to remedy this weakness. 
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There seems to be, on the part of the student, a lack of genuine mental 
effort ; and more might be done to promote the use of the intelligence, 
rather than simply to exercise the memory by remembering a translation. 
Considerably more attention should be paid to the intelligent study of 
the Greek text. 


Influenza and the general unsettlement due to the conclusion of the 
war tended to have a slightly adverse effect on work, but, in spite of 
somewhat unfavourable conditions, good work was done in the depart- 
ment. 


LATIN. 
PROFESSOR BENSLY. 


Mr.G. A. T. Davies, formerly an Honours Student in the Greek and 
Latin Departments of this College (B.A., 1900), has been appointed to 
the Chair of Latin in the University College at Cardiff. 


Mr: N./O: Parry (B.A:, 1909), and Mi J. |ajiones (BAL nora have 
obtained the M.A. Degree of the University of Wales by Theses presented 
in the Latin Department. In both cases the Examiners reported that 
the work done was very satisfactory and would well deserve consideration 
if it were possible to print some of the University Theses. 


Honours Students——The only student who began the Final Year this 
session was compelled through illness to postpone her examination until 
next June. Two students began the First Year Course. Mr. Ellis 
shewed skill and taste in his Latin verse composition, but the rest of his 
work was hardly up to the same standard. Both students seemed 
deficient in their knowledge of Roman History. 


Special.—The two best students in this class were taking the first year 
of the French Honours Course. A third, who had shown promise and 
whe did excellent work in Composition and Unprepared Translation 
in the University Examination, broke down completely in the prepared 
books. A fourth, who failed last year, but who had worked much 
more steadily this session, passed with ease, as did Mr. T. J. Thomas, 
who had returned in the middle of the session. Two candidates, who 
had failed on previous occasions, were again unsuccessful, principally 
because of weakness in the prepared books. Miss Bartlett, a member 
of the First Year Honours Class, sat for the Special Examination and 
passed satisfactorily. 


Ovdinary.—The work of this class was rather uneven. Several 
members showed promise in their translation at sight, a promise which 
was not always borne out by the rest of their work. There was 
evidence, however, of a good deal of steady work, and almost all the class 
passed the University Examination. It is to be hoped that several will 
think seriously of taking Latin Honours. 


Intermediate —There were as usual a large number of very weak 
students in the Intermediate Class, and their failure to make any real 
progress must be ascribed partly to their ignorance of Latin Grammar 
and partly to the widespread use of English translation of the set books. 
About half of those who sat for examinations failed to pass. It must 
not, however, be inferred from this result that the average was necessarily 
weaker than in 1918. In previous years only those students who had 
passed one of the two College Terminal Examinations in Latin were 
admitted to the University test. As only one Terminal was held this — 
year it was judged fairer to admit all who had been regular in attendance 
and in doing the weekly written work. 


I should like to express the indebtedness of the Latin Department to 
Prof. Marshall, who, in the earlier part of the session again gave help 
in the subject ; to Mr. T. K. Brighouse, who is now taking a well earned 
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rest after many years of most conscientious service ; and to Mr. Jenkins 
and Mr. Bibby, who both took up their work again in the course of the 
session. The Latin Department is most fortunate in retaining Mr. 
Jenkins. Mr. Bibby will be greatly missed, but is to be congratulated 
on securing a responsible post in his first University. 


Finally it is with great pleasure that I welcome Mr. Rose’s election 
to the Chair that I have resigned, and I look forward with confidence 
to the advancement of the study of Latin under his vigorous guidance. 


ENGLISH. 


PROFESSOR ATKINS. 


The work of the session has been carried on under somewhat difficult 
conditions. The serious outbreak of influenza in the first term and the 
' periodical return of men-students throughout the session on their release 
from military duties, interfered very seriously with the normal lecture 
work, and in many Cases necessitated the reduplication of such Courses. 
At the same time, the work on the whole may be regarded as highly 
satisfactory. There was a large increase in the number of students in 
the department, and almost all have shown great keenness for their 
work. 


Post Gvaduate.—Two students were presented for the M.A. degree 
in June, and the dissertations of both were of a meritorious kind. Mr. 
W. D. Parry wrote on “ Literary Criticism in the Age of Pope,’ Mr. 
Wooo Watkins on, The Literature of Travel.” 


Miss Ida Lloyd, a University Student, has also done some creditable 
research work on the subject of “ The influence of the Authorised 
Version of the Bible on 19th century writers.”’ 


Honours.—The Honours Class this year consisted of eight students 
and was rather above the average in quality. In spite of distracting 
circumstances some excellent work was done: and at the University 
Examination Miss Kyria Evans was placed in the Ist Class, six students 
were placed in the 2nd Class, and one in the 8rd Class. 


Pass Work.—The number of students attending the Pass Courses was 
as follows :—

For the University Examination in June only those students were 
presented who had pursued an adequate part of the course: of these, 
21 were successful at the Special Stage, 19 at the Ordinary and 48 at the 
Intermediate. Of the remainder, certain students succeeded in passing 
the College Certificate Examination in June, which will enable them to 
proceed to a higher stage during the coming Session. Others again are 
presenting themselves for Examination (University and College) in 
September with the same object in view, and it is hoped that by this means 
all hardship for the men who have been engaged on military service, 
will be as far as possible minimised. | 


I beg to express once again my indebtedness to Miss Winstanley for 
valuable help given throughout the Session,

During the Session, 18 additional students came to the Intermediate 
Class, 13 to the Ordinary Class, and 3 to the First Year Honours Class. 


The Intermediate Class was very uneven, especially when the return 
of students to the College at the beginning of the year (1919) swelled 
the numbers. There were two or three outstanding students who might 
have taken the Ordinary Course. Two of them passed the Further Test 
of the University. 


The Ordinary Class was fairly even, and the work of the members 
throughout was praiseworthy. Miss Frances Hughes showed superior 
merit. 


This year again the Special Class contained some excellent students, 
and all did their work exceedingly well throughout the session, and 
succeeded in satisfying the Examiners in the June Examinations. 


The First Year Honours Class, in spite of the pressure of other subjects, 
worked in a commendable manner, and two or three members showed 
exceptional promise for next session. 


The three students of the Second Year Honours Class also applied 
themselves most diligently to their work during the session, as they had 
done during the previous session. One obtained an excellent Second 
Class, the only one this year in the University, there being no First 
Classes. The other two obtained very good Third Classes, but throughout 
the session they had shown very fair promise of a Second Class. 


Two students of the Department, Mr. W. A. Bebb, B.A., and Mr. D. 
Lloyd Jenkins, B.A., did research work during the session, and both were 
awarded University Studentships this summer. Another student, Mr. 
G. J. Williams, M.A., who had been doing research for years and who 
took his M.A. Degree last year, was elected to a University Fellowship. 


Miss Hannah J.- James, B.A., an old student of the Department, 
submitted this year a dissertation for the Degree of M.A. on Talhaiarn. 
which was approved by the Board. 
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Mr. T. Gwynn JONES. 


The work done in Literature during the session has been quite satis- 
factory, the students generally showing evidence of intellectual interest. 
In the earlier stages, a weakness in Grammar and Composition continued 
to be observable, with the result that work had to be done which 
properly should have been accomplished before entering College. 


Mr. TiMotHy LEwis. 


I was demobilised on the 26th of January; but, unfortunately, owing 
to a severe attack of influenza caught at Le Havre on my way home, 
I was not able to report for duty till the last fortnight of the second 
term. 


I resumed my course as far as it was possible without unduly breaking 
the continuity of the courses already in progress under the rearrangement 
of the work during my absence. 


In addition, I conducted extra classes for those ex-service men who 
had returned late in the session. 


I am glad to be able to report that, though the settling down to work 
under peace conditions was not conducive to undisturbed study, and the 
return of so many men from the various fronts tended to upset the balance, 
vet on the whole good work was done and the great earnestness of the 
many ex-service men augurs well for the future. 


FRENCH. 


PROFESSOR BARBIER. 


The influenza epidemic in the first term, and the return of a large 
number of demobilised men during the second and third terms, seriously 
interfered with the work of the department which was carried on under 
great difficulties. Most students did their best; but many first year 
students never settled down completely. It is not surprising under 
the circumstances that the results obtained were not as good as I should 
have wished them to be. Things were made worse still by the inadequate 
staffing of the department and certain aspects of the subjects, especially 
the oral work, had again to be neglected, and insufficient attention was 
paid to the advanced students, particularly those reading for Honours 
or wishing to do some research. It is to be hoped that these deficiencies 
will be remedied next session, I was struck by the keenness and 
interest shown by many students, more especially by a considerable 
number of first year students and of men just returned from the Army, 
whose maturity of judgment and seriousness of purpose gave great 
promise for the future. 


Inteymediate—There were 44 names on the seniisiter the largest 
number since 1912—13. Thirty-two sat the University Examinations 
in June, and 27 were successful. In addition 3 passed the College 
Certificate in June, and half-a-dozen more will take this Examination 
in September. Seven of the Intermediate students passed also the further 
test of Ordinary standard, and will proceed to the Honours Course 
mext session. 


Ovdinary.—There were 25 students in this class, 21 sat the University 
Examinations in June, 18 were successful. Two passed the College 
Certificate Examination in June, and some will sit in September. A 
number of students in this class were excellent, and the standard was 
high: 


Special.—Oi the seven students in this class, who al] took the University 
Examinations in June, 4 passed easily, and deserved to do so. 
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Honours.—First Year—Thirteen students will sit the Honours Exam- 
inations next year. Their work this session was generally satisfactory. 
factory, : 


Honouys.—Second Year—-The 4 students in this class worked steadily 
and intelligently, and all were successful at the University Examinations, 
obtaining good second classes. A little more effort and initiative on the 
part of two of them would certainly have secured them a first class. 


It is urgent toat some facilities and encouragement should be given 
to students to go and spena some time, and if possible a full session in 
France, preferably in some French University. Some Scholarships should 
be established for this purpose. Several other Universities in Great 
Britain have already taken steps in this direction, and the results have 
been remarkable. A long stay abroad is essential in our days for 
any man or woman who wishes to specialize in a modern language, and, 
in my opinion, the best wav to bring credit and reputation to the College 
would be to make it possible for our students to study for a full session 
in a French University before they take their degree. I hope the College 
will seriously consider the question in the near future. 


I beg to thank Dr. A. B. Thomas for his valuable services in the 
French department during this session. He was in charge of the course 
of instruction arranged during the months of June and July for the 
demobilised men who returned to College after the middle of July, 
and who will be examined next September. 


GERMAN. 
Miss BREBNER. 


During the session 1918—19 the work was considerably interrupted 
owing to influenza. Nevertheless, the Intermediate Class worked better 
and gave me more satisfaction than usual. No less than 9 out of the 10 
candidates passed. 


The Ordinary Class was very weak in Composition, but most of the 
students read their set-books with interest and intelligence, and did some 
reading outside their class-work with good results. 


I cannot praise the Special and Honours candidates too highly. 


Myr. D. J, Davies made excellent progress. He did most of his reading 
by himself, including much collateral reading, and developed in the process 
an intelligent critical faculty and the power of expressing himself well. 


We are greatly pleased with Miss Gwenllian M. Prys, whose steady 
thorough work gained her a First Class in Honours with high praise from 
the External Examiner. 


Miss Hermia Rees, M.A., gave me invaluable assistance by coaching 
Miss Prys most successfully in Old High German. 


COLONIAL HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR STANLEY ROBERTS. 


The number ot students taking Colonial History dwindled during the 
course of the Great War. When demobilization began the numbers 
increased rapidly, so that lecture room accommodation became difficult. 
Returned soldiers, however, will not take the Examinations until 1920 
and 1921. There was one exception to this generalisation, a candidate 
for the Special Examination in September. 


The Time Table. has hitherto presented many difticulties. Mest of 
them will be got rid of by rejecting students who have failed to pass the 
Intermediate Examination in Latin, or some other subject. . This will 
be done quite strictly. When students are hampered in this way, they 
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are compelled to absent themselves from classes, for they cannot be in 
two or more at the same time. It is to be presumed also that the 
examinations in question will be passed, if students are aware that tailure 
brings more penalties than one. 


Eight students sat for the Examinations in June. All passed. The 
best work done was Miss Lewis’s paper on More’s Utopia and the subjects 
associated therewith. Miss Vere Jones obtained a Second Class in Honours 


The Class taking Intermediate History grew enormously after the 
cessation of hostilities. There were few failures; but the work of the 
students was not very good, and lacked distinction, which can only come 
from reading. More use of the College Library is made for copying notes 
than for consulting the books therein. Lecture notes ought to be regarded 
as guides to the reader rather than as catechisms with ready answers 


for all questions the examiner is likely to ask. 


Each year the period of British History for the Intermediate Course 
changes. The result is that students proceed to do higher work with 
only a school knowledge of one of the periods of British History. This 
is a serious drawback, and means must be found for its removal. 


The Class for revising European History proved interesting and 
profitable. 


During the Summer Term, classes were held every day tor Intermediate 
and Special Students. 
HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR EDWARDS. 


The Session 1918—19 proved to be the most trying and difficult 
since my appointment on the College Staft, owing to the epidemic during 


_ the first term and the continuous return of men from the Army in 
_driblets during the second and third terms. The students who thus 


rejoined the History Classes were at various stages in their academic 
career, and courses of lectures had to be re-shaped to meet their require- 
ments. It took them naturally some time to settle down to the old 
conditions, but when they found their feet they worked with a rare 
goodwill and with greatly renewed vigor and energy. 


In spite of all our difficulties, some very valuable work was done, 
and excellent results attained. The Ordinary Class of fifty students 
was of a higher standard than usual, the failures were but very few, and 
the excellent papers were numerous in the University Examination. 
All the members of the Special Class were successful, and are to be 
complimented on their good work. In Honours, Mr. W. J. Lewis, who 
teturned from national service in February, secured a First of a very 
high standard, and his papers were deservedly praised by the Examiners. 
Mr. J. A. Thomas obtained a Second Class with papers that revealed 
thorough acquaintance with the wide field of his historical reading. 


Two students qualified for the M.A. degree,—Mr. G. L. Jones witha 


| dissertation on ‘“‘ The Commotes of the Principality prior to the 
| Edwardian Conquest,’ for which he was awarded a Llewelyn Memorial 
| Prize, and Mr. Gordon Wozencroft for an essay on ‘“‘ The History of 
_ the town, lordship and castle of Builth from the 11th to the 16th century.”’ 
_ Both dissertations reached a standard of very high merit. The pre- 


| liminary examination for the M.A. degree was passed by Miss E. F. 
| Williams. 


In research the only fact to be mentioned is that there are about 
fifteen graduates working for the degree of M.A. by dissertation on all 
sorts of historical topics which are mainly concerned with the history 
of Wales or of the marcher border land. It is most pleasant to be in 
constant touch with them in advising and guiding their work. 
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This session again I have to thank Professor Stanley Roberts for his 
usual ungrudging and most valuable help ; he takes all the Intermediate 
work and holds revision classes with senior stuaents. Dr. Lewis con- 
tinues his palaeography lectures, which are of priceless value to research 
students in history. 


As a result of the great war of 1914 another period of History has been 
brought to a close, and consequently it is intended to establish a new 
Special Course covering the study of the great European movements 
of the nineteenth century for next session. I am delighted to reflect 
that with the advent of the new teachers associated with the Wilson 
Chair of International Politics the scope of the History Department 
will be much widened, and fresh fields of study will be undertaken. 


The promise for the future is full of the greatest possibilities. 


PHILOSOPHY. 
PROFESSOR W. JENKYN JONES. 


In the first term of the session the work was greatly interfered with 
by the prevalence of influenza illness among our students. Fortunately, 
the cases in which it was attended with fatal results were few. I deeply 
regret to have to record the death in the first term of two promising 
students of philosophy, who had just entered upon the Special Course, 
—Miss Irene Tanner, and W. E. Chambers. I had formed a most favour- 
able opinion of their characters, and intellectual powers. The latter part 
of the session was made memorable by the armistice, and the coming 
of peace, events which brought not only new students to our classrooms, 
but also new vigour and hope to our spirits. Towards the end of the 
session the students were thus able to make up to some extent for the 
loss and inconvenience they suffered in the earlier part. 


Post-graduate Work.—TYwo students, Daniel Davies, B.A., who also 
acted as part-time Assistant, and Robert Richards, B.A., Keeling 
Scholar, worked throughout the session on their respective subjects 
with good results. At the close Richards was recommended for a 


University Post-graduate Studentship. At the beginning of the second © 


term, W. R. Williams, B.A., returned to College on being demobilised, 
and with characteristic energy set to work on the subjcct he has chosen 
for M.A. thesis—‘ The Platonic Conception of God.’ The readiness and 
success with which he responded to suggestions and advice made it a real 
pleasure to assist Mr. Williams. In the third term, another former 
honour student of the department re-joined us in the person of Griffith 
Rees, B.A. In addition to brightening his knowledge of Philosophy 
after a long period of service in the Army, Mr. Rees succeeded in winning 
the Roberts Proclamation Prize. 


First-veay Honour and Special Course.—This course was taken by a- 


class of seven intelligent and eager students. Of these, one was a 
Serbian, and two were American soldiers. The class proved to be unusually 
interesting, owing partly to the different nationalities represented in it, 
and partly to the large amount of.time given to discussion, of which 
advantage was freely taken. Miss Valmai Evans and Milvrad Vanlitch 
should perhaps be mentioned for the ability and acuteness they showed 
in the discussions. 


Ordinary Course.—This course was taken by sixteen students, who 
appeared to be of nearly even ability, and whose work was satisfactory 
on the whole, though seldom of special merit. In many cases too much 
reliance was placed on lecture notes at the expense of the class text-book, 
and there was a tendency to be overbrief in answering. questions Two 
demobilised students sat the examination and passed. Miss D. M. 
Angus, Choon Joh Koh, and W. M. Tudor, showed special interest in the 
work. 
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Intermediate Couvse.—The number taking this course was sixty-three, 
which was increased to about seventy-five in the third term by the return 
of men fromthe Army. The class, which was, as usual, somewhat uneven 
as regards ability, contained a large proportion of capable students 
whom it was a pleasure to teach. My experience during the session 
confirmed my conviction of the wisdom of the recent substitution 
of Plato’s Kepublic I.—IV. for the elements of Inductive Logic in one 
section of the Course. This portion of the syllabus forms an admirable 
introduction not only to Philosophy but also to the subjects of Education 
and Politics ; and it was much appreciated by the bulk of the class. 


Lectures on parts of the Intermediate, Ordinary, and Special Courses 
were given for a period of three weeks from the end of the session up to. 
the middle of July for the benefit of ex-service men who intended taking 
College Certificate or University Examinations in September. The 
numbers taking the different courses were as follows :—Intermediate, 
eleven ; Ordinary, three; Special, one. The conduct and work of the 
students taking these courses were entirely satisfactory. 


Mr. Daniel Davies, B.A., gave valuable help in the correction of 
class exercises. He also lectured on part of the Ordinary Course with 
good results. A former student of the College, who took second class 
honours in Philosophy, Mr. Tom Owen, B.A., M.C., was recently appointed 
Inspector under the Welsh Department of the Board of Education. 
Miss Elined Prys, B.A., who took the honours course last session, is 
carrying on her studies in Newnham College, Cambridge, with special 
reference to the philosophy of Croce. 


Mr. Robert Richards, B.A., who was recommended for a University 
Studentship at the end of the session, has since been awarded a University 
Fellowship. He was engaged last session upon the study of the Prag- 
matic conception of God, with special reference to the philosophy of 
William James; and for the period of his fellowship he will occupy 
himsclf with the same subjcct with a broadened reference. Mr. Richards. 
deserves to be congratulated on his success, and on the ability and 
steadfastness of purpose by which it has been achieved. 


ECONOMICS AND POLITICAL SCIENCE. 


PrRoFESsSOR E. A. LEwis. 


Economics was taken at all stages during session 1918—19, the 
numbers attending the different courses being as follows :——

Ordinary.—The class, even at the beginning of the session, was some- 
what larger than last year, and its numbers were considerably increased 
aiter the armistice. Forty-three sat the University and College Exam- 
inations in June, and with the exception of eleven, all did quite satis- 
factory work. The quality of the work as a whole reached a very 
commendable standard. The ex-service men who joined during the 
Session applied themselves very earnestly to their work, and all did very 
creditably, notably Mr. T. D. Evans and Mr. G. S. Griffiths. Of the 
other members Miss Muriel Evans, Miss G. A. Watkins, and Mr. D. J. 
Davis (Aberystwyth) presented meritorious work. The weaker members 


ot the class suffered owing to my inability to afford them adequate 
individual attention. 
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Special.—There were eleven members during the Michaelmas Term, 
and eight ex-service men joined before the end of Lent Term. The class 
was an unusually good and interesting one. Eighteen took the University 
Examination, and with the exception of three, all presented distinctly 
sound and creditable work. The majority of the class took a live 
interest in the sections of the course dealing with current financial 
and industrial problems. On several occasions lively and profitable 
discussions took the place of the ordinary lectures. Miss E. M. Scott, 
Miss J. M. Rosie, Mr. A. E. Thomas, and Mr. Gethin Williams did 
excellent work throughout. 


Honours.—Two students took the Second Year Honours Course, and 
two the First Year Course. One of the Second Year students was much 
handicapped by indifferent health, and consequently abandoned the 
course. The other candidate, Lieut. Tudor Williams, M.C.—an ex- 
service Student under the Temporary University Regulations—took the 
Honours Examination after one year’s study. Much of his work was 
of a distinctly creditable standard, and he was awarded a good Second 
Class. 


Agricultuval Economics.—Three students preparing for the B.Sc. 
Degree in Agriculture continued their reading in this branch. Next 
year, provided the department is afforded suitable teaching assistance, 
it is proposed to offer a Final Course in Agricultural Economics, the 
syllabus of which has been already drawn up and approved by the 
University. The course will add considerably to the teaching work of 
the Department. 

AMERICAN STUDENTS. 


Several of the American students attended the various lectures given 
to the Ordinary and Special Classes. Two extra Seminar Classes were 
also arranged to meet their special requirements. Mr. J. M. Rees 
conducted a class on W.E.A. lines on the industrial problem, and a short 
course of lectures on Agricultural Economics was arranged for those 
specialising in Agriculture. 


Mr. J. M. Rees rendered me very efficient help during part of the Lent 
Term and throughout the Summer Term. Once more, I must draw the 
attention of the Council to a matter I have consistently referred to 
in my yearly reports during the last six years, namely, the urgent need 
of more teaching assistance in the department. At present it is quite 
impossible to give individual candidates the personal attention necessary, ~ 
and it will be quite impracticable to carry on the Honours work in the 
department along with the new Final Course in Agricultural Economics. 
I hope, therefore, that the Council will see its way clear to secure the 
services of an experienced teacher qualified in those branches of the 
subject in which I require immediate and substantial help during the 
coming session. 


PALAEOGRAPHY AND DIPLOMATIGS. 
ProFessor E. A. LEwISs. 


Owing to the paucity of post-graduate students the class this year 
was not a large one, and was composed entirely of men students. One 
ex-service student—Lieut. Tudor Williams—made very good progress, 
and proposes during the coming session to study some aspect of the 
Welsh agrarian problem during the XVIth century. There were a few 
postgraduates from the Welsh Department whose attendance was not 
entirely satisfactory owing apparently to their lack of appreciation 
of the importance of a study of the historical records correlative to their 
linguistic and literary studies. During the year several past members 
of the class successfully completed their schemes of study for higher 
degrees in the University. 


AT 
EDUCATION. 


PROFESSOR C. R. CHAPPLE. 


Degree Classes in Education.—Seven women students and three men 
students pursued the course at the Ordinary Stage. Six women 
passed the June University Certificate Examination, and two ex-service 
men the College Certificate Examination. One woman completed the 
Special Course and passed the Examination, and one man pursued the 
First Year Honours Course. 


Training Department for Primary Teachervs.—Nineteen women and 
six men completed a Fourth Year Course of Training and were recom- 
mended to the Board of Education for Certificates. Two women com- 
pleted their course at the end of the Second Year and one was recom- 
mended for the Certificate. For the first time the Board of Education 
permitted transference from the Primary Training Department to the 
Secondary Department, and eight training women graduates were 
allowed the transference. This has naturally thrown much more work 
on Miss Dalrymple and Miss Griffiths, especially in the matter of School 
practice. The Board of Education has consented to the increase of the 
numbers in this Department to two hundred on the understanding 
that there be a corresponding increase in staff. 


The Geography Department, Madame Barbier and Mr. T. Gwynn Jones, 
have continued the help given us in former years in their subjects. 
We are especially indebted to Madame Barbier for assistance in the 
practising Schools and a large amount of individual attention to students 
in music. 


Trainimg Depariment for Secondary Teachers.—Yen women students 
obtained the Teachers’ Certificate of the University of Wales, and will be 
recognised in due course by the Board as Trained Teachers. One man 
student who commenced the Course in 1914 returned and passed the 
Theoretical part of the Examination. One woman student could not 
complete her Course owing to illness, and will be presented in December 
for the Cambridge Teachers’ Diploma. 


Lectures by Pyofessor Watson.—During the second term Professor 
Watson lectured to the Degree Classes and to the Secondary Students 
on the History of Education, and to the general public in the Examin- 
ation Hall on “ Humanism and Education.” 


Special Classes for Discharged Soldiers and Sailorvs.—Sixteen men 
completed the full course of training in June. The general outlines of 
work and the attitude of the students to their studies and to College 
life were dealt with in last year’s report. It is sufficient to say that the 
Coliege has every reason to be satisfied with the experiment. Six of 
the men were recommended by the Senate to the University as possessing 
attainments sufficient to warrant their joining the regular University 
Classes with a view to graduation in two sessions. Eleven were recom- 
mended to the Board for Certification and five for provisional certification, 
the provisional certificate to be converted into a full one in June next 
ii the students show a Satisfactory standard in certain subjects. As it 
was considered a hardship in the case of men demobilised early in the 
year to make them wait till September, men were admitted in April 
for a two years’ course from that date. This naturally entails much 
work and goodwill from Mr. Bonney and all the members of staff 
concerned with their studies. 


Major C. P. Clayton, M.C., has been appointed to, the Inspectorate 
under the Board of Education, and Captain E. T. Davis to the Director- 
Ship of Education in the County of Pembroke. Lieut. R. U. Sayce, B.A., 
and Mr. T. J. James, M.A., both former students and both ex-service men, 
have been appointed in their places. 
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The Department owes a great deal to the continued help and sympathy 
of the Staff of the College, and to the Education Authority and the 
Teachers of a large number of Schools in Cardiganshire for opportunities 
of observation and practice. 


PURE MATHEMATIGS. 
PROFESSOR R. W. GENESEE. 


Notwithstanding the war and much illness, the results have been 
satisfactory. The chief weakness was in the Intermediate Science 
Class, many members of which suffered from inadequate school prepara- 
tion and had to make great efforts to reach the necessary examination 
standard: the work of Messrs. Beynon and W. V. Griffiths deserves 
commendation. The Ordinary Degree Class was exceptionally good 
and contained half a dozen students capable of good Honours work, 
if they are not more attracted by Chemistry or Physics: Miss G. Bowen 
and Messrs. B. A. Edwards and D. M. Williams did excellent work ; 
the whole class passed the University Examination. All the late comers 
(through war work) of Degree standard obtained equivalent certificates. 


The disadvantages affected most the class of Special Grade, half of 
which failed to reach the necessary standard. Some good Honours work 
for next year’s examination was done by Mr. W. T. Davies. 


In compliance with a request from the Board of Education, I add that 
a paper by our lecturer Mr. Johnston on “ Linear Associative Algebra 
applicable to Electro-magnetic Theory and Relativity ’’ has been accepted. 
by the Royal Society, and that I have been invited by the Open Court 
Publishing Company (America) to co-operate with Mr. A. E. Heath 
in editing and exemplifying Grassmann’s Doctrine of Extension.

APPLIED MATHEMATICS. 
PROFESSOR SCHOTT. 


The work during the past session was rendered exceptionally difficult 
by the return of a number of ex-service students from active service at 
various intervals and at various stages in their academic career. This. 


circumstance made it necessary to subdivide the Special class into sections. 


The Ordinary class numbered eleven students, of whom six sat the 
University Examination and two the College Certificate Examination. 
in June, and seven passed. The Special class numbered six students, 
including three ex-service men. Four students sat the University Exam- 
ination in June, and all passed. One of the ex-service men attended 
lectures during the summer vacation term and proposes to sit the 
University Examination in September. One ex-service student started. 
Honours work after Easter with the view of taking the University 
Honours Examination next session. 


In spite of the serious interruption caused by the influenza epidemic 
before Christmas, the work done has been very satisfactory, and that 
of the ex-service students especially has been very gratifying, when one 
considers the disadvantages under which they laboured. This augurs 
well for the higher work next session. In view of the large numbers of 
students in the Intermediate classes in Physics and Pure Mathematics 
this session, the Ordinary class next session promises to be exceptionally 
large. 


The following paper was published during the session: On Bohr’s

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PHYSICS. 


PROFESSOR MorRGAN LEwIS. 


The work of the session was very much interrupted by the influenza 
epidemic in the first term. During the second and third terms the demands 
on the teaching staff became increasingly urgent, owing to the return 
of large numbers of students after the armistice. 


I have again to express the obligation of the Physics Department 
to Professor Schott for assisting with the practical work and for taking 
a Share in the work of lecturing to the Honours class. 


As the numbers increased in the second term, both Prof. Schott and 
myself began to feel that the work was becoming more than we could 
manage without further assistance. It was fortunate that just then 
Capt. Paine was released from the army and was able to resume his work 
at College, and to relieve us of the oversight of the practical classes. 


With the continued increase in the number of students it was found 
that further assistance was absolutely necessary. With the sanction 
and co-operation of the Council the Department succeeded in obtaining 
the services of Mr. G. T. R. Evans, B.Sc:, as Assistant Lecturer and 
Demonstrator. 


The necessity for the appointment will be realised when I mention the 
fact that the Intermediate Class which numbered 38 at the beginning of 
the session went up to 82 before the end. From what we had previously 
known of Mr. Evans | felt confident in anticipating that he would do 
his work well. {am glad to be able to say that my anticipations have 
been very fully justified in regard to his work as lecturer as well as that 
of demonstrator. 


Among the special summer courses arranged by the College for the 
benefit of ex-service students two have been provided in the department 
Giehysicss) (1) A course in Pinal Physics conducted by Capt. Paine, 
and (2) A Course in Intermediate Physics conducted by Mr. Evans. 
The courses were started at the end of May, and continued to the middle 
of July. In both classes the lecturers took up the work with enthusiasm, 
and I have reason to believe that their services were greatly appreciated. 
by the students. 


In the University Examinations at the end of the session eleven 
candidates passed the Intermediate Examination, four passed the full 
Final Examination, and four the Final Examination in a one-year’s 
course. Iwo students, viz., Idris Herbert and Isaac E. Hopkin, obtained 
Honours, the former Second Class and the latter Third Class. I think 
it is only right to add that if it had not been for a breakdown in health 
just before the examination Mr. Hopkin also, judging by his work during 
the session, would have obtained Second Class Honours. 


Before I close I should like to take this opportunity of acknowledging 
the readiness of the College Authorities during my term of office to meet 
all the urgent requirements of the department as regards rooms and 
apparatus, and I trust that the funds placed at its disposal will be found 
to have been on the whole economically spent. On account of the 
increase in the number of students and the increased cost of apparatus 
the requirements of my successor will probably be greater than mine 
both as regards rooms and the disbursement grant. I feel sure that 
the Council will give him the same generous support which they have 
given me. 
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CHEMISTRY. 


PROFESSOR FINDLAY. 


The number of students who entered this Department at the com- 
mencement of the session was 77, of whom 49 entered for the Intermediate 
Course, 24 for the Final Course, and 4 for the Honours Course. Of these, 
three withdrew from the Intermediate Course, one from the Final, 
and one from the Honours Course. During the course of the session, 
following on the demobilisation of the troops, the number of students 
in the Department was more than doubled, owing to the entrance of 
57 students on the Intermediate Course, and 30 students on the Final 
Course. The total number of students in the Department at the close 
of the session amounted to 159. Besides these there were two graduates. 
who have been engaged in research during the past two years. 


Owing to the unprecedented number of students in the Department, 
work was carried on under great difficulties, and could have been carried 
on at all only with the hearty co-operation of members of the staff and 
the goodwill of the students. As Mr. Bury did not resume his duties 
till near the end of the Lent Term, Mr. J. I. M. Jones, B.Sc., and Mr. D. 
Emrys Williams, B.Sc., were appointed temporary demonstrators. On 
the departure of Mr. J. 1. M. Jones to take up a post as Analytical Chemist 
at Solway Dyes Co., Captain Eric Walker was appointed in his place. 


The number of candidates who sat the examination of the University 
of Wales in June, 1919, was: Intermediate, 34; Final Inorganic, 13; 
Final Organic, 11 ; Honours, 3. Of these, there passed : Intermediate, 
22; Final Inorganic, 9; Final Organic, 10. Of the three Honours 
candidates, one was placed in the Ist Class; one in the 2nd Class; and 
one in the 3rd Class. 


During the past session, Research work has been carried out by 
members of the staff, and by Messrs. J. I. M. Jones, B.Sc., D. Emrys 
Williams, B.Sc., Cyril Rosebourne, B.Sc., Vernon H. Williams, B.Sc., 
and Captain Eric Walker, B.Sc. 


Mr. Cyril Rosebourne was awarded the degree of M.Sc. for a thesis 
embodying the results of the research work carried out during the past 
two years. 


Captain William Thomas, M.Sc., has been awarded an Exhibition (1851) 
Scholarship. 
BOTANY. 


PROFESSOR LLOYD WILLIAMS. 


During the past session the number of students in the department 
increased to treble the average number for the pre-war period, with the 
result that it has been difficult to find accommodation for the practical 
classes. The Agriculture Diploma and Dairy students were separated 
from the Intermediate students, and a Special Course in Applied Botany 
arranged for them under the care of Dr. Burtt. Even so the remaining 
students could only be accommodated in the two laboratories with 
much difficulty, and microscopes had to be borrowed for their use from 
the Zoology and the Geology Departments. The simultaneous use of 
two laboratories made it necessary to secure an additional demonstrator. 
As a temporary expedient Dr. Burtt was permitted by the Committee 
of Scientific Research to give a limited amount of assistance in this 
capacity. Should there be a further increase next session in the number 
of University students, it will be exceedingly difficult to find the necessary 
accommodation and a sufficient supply of Scientific appliances for 
their use. 

In spite of the dislocation of ordinary routine caused by the sus- 
pension of College work as the result of the influenza epidemic, and 
by the late entry of many ex-service men, the examination results 
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show that the students worked well. I wish to bear testimony to the 
whole-hearted way the ex-service men threw themselves into the work 
in spite of the difficulty they must have felt in adapting themselves 
to conditions so different from those they had experienced during the 
preceding years of stress. Their success in the examinations showed 
that the responsibilities they had borne, and their novel experiences, 
had given them a wider outlook and a more mature judgment, which 
in a very striking degree reflected themselves in their academic work. 


The department is under great obligation to Mrs. Campbell James, 
whose teaching capacity and experience and unflagging interest in the 
work has contributed greatly to the success of the classes. 


The Committee of Scientific Research allowed Dr. Burtt a grant 
of money to enable him to assist the Head of the Department in certain 
research work. The results of the investigation will soon be published. 
In addition to this, and the teaching assistance referred to above, he 
also did a limited amount of work in the Museum and the Greenhouse. 


Miss M. N. Pruce obtained a government grant for the completion of 
her research into ‘“‘ The Algae of the Aberystwyth District.’”’ Miss Fry, 
holding a Fellowship of the Welsh University, has continued the excellent 
work which she has now pursued for three years into “‘ The Cryptogamic 
Pioneers of certain Rocks.” A part of the work was presented to the 
Examining Board in Botany: on the strength of this Miss Fry was 
awarded an M.Sc. degree with very great praise for the high standard 
of her work. 


ZOOLOGY. 


Mr. LAvURIE. 


The regular students in the department numbered at the commence- 
ment of the session the same as last year, but during the session this 
number has doubled, there having been forty-four, distributed among 
the various courses as follows :—Intermediate 29, Applied 4, First Year 
Final 7, Second Year Final 4. The four Final students who sat their 
examination all passed; of three students who sat the applied exam- 
ination two did highly satisfactory work and passed the examination 
well; of eleven who sat examinations at Junior level eight passed. 
Seven students have entered for the College Examination at the Junior 
level to be held in September. 


The Special Summer Course for ex-service men was attended by 
fourteen students. 


The group of discharged soldiers who took the Botany Course came to 


-me for a few lectures. I found them very interesting and interested. 


A new departure has been made this year in providing a short series 
of demonstrations of the anatomy of a vertebrate animal for the Fourth 
Year Training College Students studying Hygiene. The demonstrations 
consisted in the examination in the laboratory of dissections made to 
illustrate special points in the Hygiene lectures. Some further develop- 
ment upon these lines should be very profitable. 


The work of the department has grown considerably during the session, 
and valuable additional, assistance was rendered during the Lent Term 
by Mr. C. L. Walton, who took over the major part of the Applied Course 
for Agricultural Students, and during the Summer Term by Miss K. E. 
Carpenter. I beg to thank the Council for meeting the increased work 
of the department by their arrangement for the services of a full-time 
Assistant Lecturer for next session in addition to those which are being 
so efficiently rendered by Mr. Stephenson. 
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The College is fortunate in having secured for the Assistant Lectureship 
the services of Miss K. E. Carpenter. Miss Carpenter is a former student 
of the College who comes back now after several years excellent record 
and experience elsewhere. 


I have arranged to give a course in Eugenics in the Summer School 
this year in collaboration with Miss Carpenter. 


The department has been strengthened during the session by the 
addition of Dr. J. Travis Jenkins, Superintendent of the Lancashire and 
Western Sea Fisheries District, to its staff as Honorary Lecturer in 
Oceanography. Dr. Jenkins has delivered a series of Lectures on 
Oceanography under the joint auspices of the Zoology and Geography 
Departments, and hopes later in the year to bring the Fisheries investi- 
gation steamer, the “‘ James Fletcher,’ to Aberystwyth for a demonstra- 
tion, visit. 

A further very valuable impetus to the Fisheries side of the work 
of the department is the gift, by Mr. Alfred Bigland, M.P., of a scholarship: 
for two years, of the value of £60 per annum. Mr. Bigland writes “I 
should wish to make it a condition that the student receiving the scholar- 
ship should work particularly on the subject of Fisheries.’’ Miss E. M. L. 
Hendriks has been allotted the scholarship for the session 1919—1920. 


Mr. Samuel Vestey has made a much valued gift of £50 to the depart- 
ment for the purpose of enabling a commencement to be made with 
work bearing upon the animal breeding side of genetics. 


A donor who desires to be anonymous has given a sum of money to 
the College, the interest upon which, £2 10s. per annum, is to be used 
for the furtherance of work upon Fisheries lines. 


Other benefactions to the department during the session have been a 
gift of books by Professor Fleure, a series of some sixty slides of plankton 
organisms, by Dr. J. Travis Jenkins, papers by Mr. Rudler, Gull’s eggs 
from Pembrokeshire coast, by Mr. G. Owen Williams of St. David's, 
and fish by Mr. Thomas of Aberystwyth. 


The publications of the session include :— 

(1) “‘ On certain Actinaria collected off Ireland by the Irish Fisheries. 
Department, during the years 1899—1913. By T. A. Stephenson 
(Proc. Roy, Irish Acad., November, 1918). 

(2) ““ Inshore Fisheries.”’ An article by C. L. Walton. (Welsh Out- 
look, January, 1919). 


Mr. Walton has continued his work on the Oecology of the Cockle beds 
at Ynyslas by the aid of a grant from the Board of Agriculture and 
Fisheries. I thank the Board for their continued assistance. 


Mr. Stephenson has continued his work upon the Actinaria, and the 
first part of his classification of the group is now completed and ready 
for publication. 


Researches upon various other matters are approaching completion 
and should, it is anticipated, reach publication during the coming Session. 


I have, with regret, to congratulate Mr. Walton upon his appointment 
to a post under the Lancashire and Western Sea Fisheries Committee ; 
he leaves behind him in his growing series of researches into the problems 
of the fisheries and agricultural zoology of the neighbourhood a record 
of the very useful work which he has done for the department during 
the past few years. He will also be very kindly remembered by the work 
of arrangement which he has devoted to the departmental museum and 
by the specimens which he has given to the same. 


In assuming the duties of the headship of the Zoology Department 
I have found it not only pleasant but highly profitable to have Dr. 
Fleure for a colleague in the allied department of Geography and 
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Anthropology, and I take this opportunity of thanking him for helpful 
advice which has been of no little value to me in taking over the work 
of his old department. 


In conclusion I beg to report that the number of students has more 
than doubled during the session, and that the accommodation, insufficient 
at its commencement, is now entirely inadequate. It is now without 
exaggeration impossible for the proper duties of the department to be 
carried out. Twenty-nine junior students had for example last term to 
occupy a laboratory arranged to accommodate sixteen ; and a good deal 
of fisheries and other research will have to remain in abeyance until 
further housing space can be obtained, work that is to say which should 
be carried out by the present staff. I must not say this, however, wlth- 
out thanking the Council for the efforts they are making at the present 
moment to meet the difficulty. 


GEOGRAPHY AND ANTHROPOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR FLEURE. 


During this year the scheme for the degree and honours courses in 
Geography has come into operation, but the old class for the Postgraduate 
Certificate has been maintained and seems likely to go on. 


Postgraduate Certificate.—Seven students attended this class and the 
work done was good on the whole. The work for this Certificate is 
obviously rather a heavy load for one session, and students are spreading 
the completion of the qualifying essays over a longer period. The names 
of those, therefore, who gained the certificate in 1919 wil! appear next 
year. 


The Classes for Teachers in Training in the Education Department 
have been continued as usual, and I am glad to find that the strain on 
Mr. Whitehouse will be reduced in the coming session through the 
appointment of Mr. R. U. Sayce, B.A., in the Education Department, 
te take charge, intey alia, of some of the Geographical work. 


The Degree Classes have begun and 14 students have entered for the 
Final Course, with an indication of a reasonable Honours Cless for 
Next: year. 


Mr. S. G. Rudler has catalogued the Anthropological Library to the 
very great advantage of the PePasument. This Library contains the

Mr. Rudler has made a subject-and author-catalogue on cards for 
the whole of this library, and this already includes about 5,000 cards. 
He has not only arranged the books in a useful scheme of classification, 
but has made this scheme the basis of the shelving arrangements, with 
guides, shelf-labels and all possible checks against straying of books. 
In the course of this work he has arranged several series of scientific 
periodicals, and has made 210 loose (card and linen) covers for them, 
with appropriate labelling. 


The value of this devoted work to the new department of Anthropology 
is incalculable, and its interest is increased bythe fact that it hasbeen done 
in commemoration of the late Professor Rudler, ex-President of the Royal 
Anthropological Institute. 
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Mr. Whitehouse has continued his courses of army lectures in this 
country, in France, Belgium and on the Rhine; they have been much 
appreciated, and very large numbers of soldiers have attended them. 
He was also for some time, during vacation, in Holland lecturing on 
Geographical topics. He has accepted a renewed invitation to conduct 
a Summer School in Geography at Bangor. 


The 1918 Summer School held under the auspices of the Board of 
Education was made an occasion for a gathering of many people interested 
in geographical education, and a book based upon the discussions and 
entitled ‘“‘ Geography in Education’’ has been published by Messrs. 
G. Philip & Son as a report on the school. In 1919 we are reverting to 
the older practice of having an independent summer school. 


The placing of the offices of the Geographical Association, at Aberyst- 
wyth has bound up that Association with the Department, and the 
Magazine ‘‘ The Geographical Teacher ”’ is now issued from Aberystwyth 
to over 2,100 members in the British Isles and Dominions, India and 
Ceylon, U.S.A., Egypt, China and Japan. Miss R. M. Fleming under- 
takes the business of the Association, and is a great source of strength 
to the Department on its Research side. I have pleasure in recording 
my gratitude to the Government Committee on Scientific Research for 
financial help towards an honorarium for Miss Fleming in connection 
with Anthropological research which she is pursuing in co-operation 
with me. It is a part of my duty both to the Department and to the 
above Association to give public addresses on geographical topics, and 
during the session Miss Fleming, Mr. Whitehouse and I have spoken at 
Oxford, Malvern, Hull, Bradford, Matlock, London, Pontypool, Cardiff, 
Tredegar, Bangor, Oswestry, in addition to Mr. Whitehouse’s Army 
Lectures. 


Dr. J. Travis Jenkins has offered his help, and the Council of the College 
has elected him as Honorary Lecturer in Oceanography. His Lectures 
during the last term were much appreciated and well attended, and form 
a most valuable addition to the usefulness of the Department. 


The gifts to the Department this session include books, maps and 
illustrations from Mr. J. B. Willans, Mr. D. Lleufer Thomas, Mr. E. J. 
Jenkins, Mr. J. Jj. Jones, Dr: J. Travis Jenkins; Protessor e-Geddes: 
and from some members of the Department. The Royal Geographical 
Society and the Royal Scottish Geographical Society have kindly 
continued to present their journals to the Department. 


On the Anthropological side subscriptions are being gathered for ex- 
cavations to be carried out by O.G. S. Crawford, Esq. This will be noticed 
at greater length next year, but it is appropriate to chronicle a beginning 
in this important direction. We hope it may lead to the training up 
ot a school of Welsh investigators of the remains of antiquity. 


The publications of the year include a quantity of material appearing 
in the “‘ Geographical Teacher,’’ and useful maps prepared through 
researches by Miss Fleming. The following have also appeared :—

LAW. 
PROFESSOR LEVI.

All the Law students who were candidates were successful in their 
University Examinations except one. One candidate, C. J. Koh, 
was recommended for a University Fellowship on the results of his 
examination, and gained the Evans Essay Prize during the session. 


A former student of the Law Department, J. Walter Jones, B.A., 
LI.B., won the Yorke Prize at Cambridge for a Legal Essay, and was 
recently offered a Research Fellowship at the Harvard Law School, 
U.S.A. For a short time he occupied the post of Lecturer in Law at 
the College, and quite reached the high expectations formed of him. 


A former lecturer of the College, who also studied here for his L].M. 
Degree, F. Raleigh Batt, was recently appointed Professor of Public and 
Commercial Law at the University of Liverpool; and a former student 
of ours, Mr. J. D. Ivor Hughes, has just been appointed Professor of 
Law at the University of Leeds. 


We were all very glad to welcome back to College Captain Malcolm 
M. Lewis, M.C.; he had been out on active war service since November, 
1914, had gained the Military Cross and seen a great deal of the most 
arduous campaigning; he had also been able to employ much of his 
spare time in acting as Instructor in Law to the officers and men under 
his charge. 

During the session we were visited by His Honour Judge Ivor Bowen, 
K.C., who gave a public lecture on the law of Evidence, which was presided 
over by the Registrar. At the close of his lecture he kindly offered to 
visit the College occasionally to hold a Law Moot, when law students 
might argue cases before him as in Court. 


At the time of writing the Act of Parliament for admitting women 
to practise at the Bar and to act as Solicitors, and throwing all other 
occupations open to them, ¢.g., service on Juries, is passing through 
Parliament. In consequence of this, we are pressed by some of the pro- 
moters of the Law Department to open the law classes to women students 
generally ; and a meeting for this purpose, under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. D. Lleufer Thomas, has been arranged for October. 


The large increase in the number of law students—the number will 
be larger still in the coming session—makes it absolutely imperative 
that we should be provided with two law lecture rooms at least, and that 
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the law library should be enlarged and brought up to date. These 
matters I have included in a special report. 


We have just heard, with profound regret, of the irreparable loss 
which Wales and the University has sustained in the early death of 
Principal Roberts, M.A., L1.D. With Mr. Lleuter Dhomas, Principal 
Roberts must be regarded as the pioneer in the cause of legal education. 
His interest in every branch of it was constant and encouraging, and 
our debt to him can never be measured. He was one of its founders, 
and attended all the numerous law conferences which have been held 
in Wales during the last twenty years. Even during his recent illness, 
he wrote us a valued letter urging us to take an active interest in the newly- 
formed League of Nations. 


THE GENERAL MUSEUM. 
Hon. Curator—PROFESSOR FLEURE. 


During the past year Mr. Greenslade has felt that conditions were too 
uncertain for us to venture upon purchases in connection with the 
Endowment generously placed at the disposal of the Museum a year ago. 
The income is therefore being allowed to accumulate for a short time 
in order that a more effective start may be made towards encouragement 
of the Arts and Crafts, the purpose for which the endowment is, in the 
main, given. It is hoped that the improved arrangements the College 
is making for Mr. D. R. Jones’s work will promote these aims very 
greatly ; his valuable work has hitherto been inadequately recognised, 
and it is a pleasure to express here an unreserved appreciation of the 
dignified memorial to Professor Sir Edward Anwyl which he has designed 
for the quadrangle. 


Gifts for the Museum have been received from Mr. J. B. Willans, 
Dr. Stanley Smith, and Mr. J. Corbishley of Aberystwyth, and we are 
grateful for their help. 


A good deal of work has been done during the year to improve the 
arrangement of Museum exhibits, and this work is proceeding at the 
present time. Mr. Rudler hopes to devote some attention to the Museum 
next winter, and his continual gifts are much appreciated. 


M. and Miles. de Saedeleer are continuing their work in the Arts and 
Crafts, doing weaving, tapestry, binding and other work, while M. de 
de Saedeleer has continued his studies of Cardiganshire scenery, with 
fine results. 


Mr. Fred Richards has kindly promised to lend a series of his valuable 
etchings for a temporary exhibition shortly in connection with the 
Museum and the Department of Geography. ‘The etchings are to be 
selected to illustrate characteristics of various historic cities.

MUSIC. 
PROFESSOR WALFORD DAVIES. 


During the final term of the session I had- the honour of a kindly 
enthusiastic welcome and was able to give an inaugural address and a. 
few preliminary choral and other lectures to students. It is too early 
to say more than that the outlook is promising and that much music- 
making has been arranged for the coming session. The valuable help 
of Professor Lloyd Williams and Dr. David de Lloyd has been secured, 
as well as that of others highly gifted musicians, and arrangements 
include an immediate revival of the College Choral practices for an 
Orchestral Society, for weekly College Concerts and for Open Lectures. 


ALEXANDRA HALL. 
Warden—Miss C. P. TREMAIN. 


The first term of the session was marked by a very serious epidemic 
of influenza, of which one hundred and twenty-one students and eighteen 
members of the domestic staff were victims. The sad death of three 
students from influenzal-pneumonia saddened the beginning of what bid 
fair to be a session of unusual promise and a record one as regards 
numbers. Thanks are due to our medical officers, Dr. Morgan and Dr. 
Ellis, for their devoted and generous care of the patients and for their 
ready response to our demands upon their time ana skill during a period 
of great stress and strain. Those students who, fortunately, kept 
immune from influenza earned the gratitude of the Hall by the willing 
and cheerful way in which they carried out the duties of a household 
brigade, doing all the work in some departments where all the maids 
had been laidlow. The Rev. Canon Williams and the Rev. D. Stephenson 
very kindly arranged for special services during the weeks when all 
places of worship as well as the town were necessarily out of bounds. 


The rapid increase in the number of students from 192 in 1917, 243 in 
1918, to 280 in 1919, has necessitated developments in housing accommo- 
dation. 


The coming session of 1919—20 sees us as tenants of Clarendon, Cliff 
View, and Victoria House on the Terrace, pending the completion of 
necessary alterations to Nos. 40, 41, and 42, the Terrace, the permanent 
overflow hall. For the superintenaence of this hall I have been fortunate 
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ip securing the services of Miss Constance Simmins, a former distinguished 
student of Newnham College, Cambridge, and later a lecturer both at 
Newnham and Girton. ~ 


In June, Miss Phyllis Methuen, Girl Guide Commissioner for Wales, 
examined several students who wished to qualify for Girl Guide Com- 
missions in order to fit themselves for carrying on this work later 
with their pupios in Secondary Schools. Mrs. Edward Roberts kindly 
distributed badges and certificates, and Dr. Roberts delivered an address 
at a display of V.A.D. Cards 20 at the end of the session. 


Miss Macqueen, from H.Q. of the Women’s Land Army, gave a stimu- 
lating and delightful address at a Land-Workers’ rally held in the Hall 
in February. 


To Mrs. Herbert Lewis’ generosity we are indebted for the gift of a 
much-needed Sports Pavilion for Women Students. 


The Summer School this year was a large and successful one. An 
overflow of more than 50 students was accommodated in the Theological 
College with Miss May Evans in charge. She and five other women 

_students showed that a College Course had neither unfitted them, nor 
given them a distaste for the humblest of household duties. 


{ desire again to express grateful thanks to my good colleagues, Miss 
Boddy, Miss Turner, and Miss Mitchell, for their ready help at all times 
and in sO many ways. 


MEN'S HOSTEL. 
Warden—Mr. H. H. Paine. 


The number of students at the Men’s Hostel has increased this session, 
reaching an average of 63. The conduct and spirit of the men have been 
all that could be desired. Miss Powell, as Matron, has arranged the accom- 
modation and supply in an extremely satisfactory manner, and has set 
herself out on every occasion to increase the comfort and convenience 
of everybody at the Hostel. She took on the work after the death of 
Mrs. E. E. Williams, in November, 1918, who, after spending much time 
in nursing the students through the influenza epidemic fell a victim 
to it herself. 


OFFICERS’ TRAINING CORPS. 
Officer Commanding—Ligrut. T. CAMPBELL JAMES. 


During the session 42 students ‘were admitted as Cadets of the 
contingent and pursued the course of training demanded by War Office 
Regulations as detailed in the report of last year. A number of these 
were recommended and accepted for admission into Officer Cadet 
Battalions, but owing to the armistice, were not called up. 


The training of new Cadets was commenced on June 24th, 1918, and 
was continued during most of the College vacation. I am indebted to 
2nd Lieut. Walton and to Sergt, J. Harrington for invaluable assistance 
especially during this period. 


Mr. W. E. Whitehouse was gazetted as 2nd Lieutenant for service 
-. with this Contingent and did excellent work in training the Cadets in 
‘| Military Topography. I regret to record that the Senior Cadet N.C.O., 
') Sergt. W. E. Chambers, died of pneumonia during training. He was 
| an extremely able and efficient Cadet, who exercised a considerable 
| influence for good on his fellow-Cadets. 


The future of the O.T.C. is at present engaging the serious attention of 
the War Ojtice and of the newly formed Association of Military Education 
Committees. It is proposed to continue the work of the O.T.C. and to 
give a decided specialist and scientific bias tothe work of the Contingents.

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INTERNATIONAL POLITICS. 
PROFESSOR A. E. ZIMMERN. 


As the appointments of the Professor and Lecturer were only made on 
April 25th, the work done during the session under review has necessarily 
been of an unsystematic character. 


I spent four weeks of the summer term in residence, from May 12th to 
June 9th, while Mr. Sydney Herbert, who arrived on May 23rd, has since 
been continuously in residence. 


During my period of residence I gave a short course of lectures on 
the League of Nations Covenant, which was very well attended. I also 
gave informal instruction to a number of students, including several of 
the Americans who were in residence for the term; this was continued 
by Mr. Herbert on my departure. Mr. Herbert also gave a course of 
lectures on European Treaties of the 19th Century at the Summer School 
during August. 


I prepared and delivered an address on ‘ The International Settlement 
and Small Nationalities’ for the Welsh National Conference at Llandrindod 
Wells ; this was subsequently reprinted in the Welsh Outlook. 


On June 16th I left London for Palestine to accompany, by invitation, 
a smal] American Commission, headed by Mr. Justice Branders, of the 
Supreine Court of the United States, which was to examine the conditions 
prevailing in the country in connexion with the promise of the British 
Gov2tnment to promote the development of Palestine as the Jewish 
homeland. 


After a short stay in Paris where, being in touch with both the British 
and American Delegations, I was able to gain a first hand knowledge of 
the work of the Conference, I went to Egypt, where the party made a 
short stay at Cairo and Alexandria in order to see the High Commissioner. 
Thence I proceeded by rail to Palestine where, thanks to careful arrange- 
ments and to the publicity given to the movements of the party, I was 
able to meet representatives of almost every section of the official 
British and of the Jewish Community, and to study conditions in all 
the chief towns and in numerous agricultural settlements throughout 
the country West of the Jordan. 


I drew up a private report. for the Zionist Organisation embodying 
some of the impressions of my visit and in response to a request from 
the responsible authorities, this is about to be published in English, 
Hebrew, and German. 


IT returned to England early in August, and to Aberystwyth on

GEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR O. T. JONES. 


Intermediate, Final and Applied Science Courses were given during 
the session. Owing to the return during the spring and early summer 
of a large number of men from the Army, most of the lectures and prac- 
tical work in these courses had to be duplicated. In addition, the 
lack of accommodation in the laboratory and difficulties connected 
with the time table, made it necessary to divide the intermediate class 
in particular, into two. For these reasons the teaching and demonstra- 
tion work during the session was particularly heavy. The demonstra- 
tions were mainly in the charge of Dr. Stanley Smith, but the two part- 
time student-assistants, Miss Dorothy G. Blackmore and Miss Dorothy 
L. Martin, rendered help which was very valuable and greatly needed. 


During the summer session lectures and practical work were given by — 


Dr. Smith in intermediate and applied science geology. Ten ‘students 
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attended the former and three the latter. In the Easter vacation a 
long excursion was held tor the tinal class, with Havertordwest as a 
centre. St. David’s, Solva and Broadhaven districts were visited. ‘The 
excursion was highly successful and the collections ot the departments 
were greatly enriched by the students’ tinds. In his leisure time Dr. 
Smith was engaged in writing his memoir of the lead mining district ot 
the Tyne area of Northumberland for H.M. Geological Survey.

AGRICULTURE. 
PROFESSOR A. E. JONES. 


I have to report that the usual classes in Agriculture were conducted 
in the Agricultural Department during Session 1918—19 with the 
exception of Short Courses inAgriculture for farmers’ sons. Aconsiderable 
amount of advisory work was done also by the department in the counties 
affiliated to the College, and the extension work in Cardiganshire and 
Merionethshire was carried out by the in-College members of the Agri- 
cultural Staff during the year.

During Michaelmas Term the number of students was comparatively — 
small, and all the classes in the department with the exception of Land 
Surveying, which was taken by Mr. Bassett, were conducted by Mr. 
Griffith and myself. The number increased very considerably during 
Lent Term, and Temporary Assistance was provided by the appointment 
of Mr. Walter Biffen, B.Sc., as Assistant Lecturer in Agriculture, and Mr. 
Owen Gibbin as Student Assistant in Agricultural Chemistry. 


Capt. R. D. Williams, Demonstrator in Veterinary Hygiene, returned 
towards the end of Lent Term and became responsible for the class in | 
that subject for the remainder of the session. 


The organisation of the classes was considerably dislocated during ~ 
Michaelmas Term on account of the influenza epidemic. The work, 
however, became more normal during Lent Term, and speaking generally, 
the students applied themselves conscientiously to their studies. The 
work of the Degree and Diploma students was on the whole very good. 


Three students—Messrs. John Davies, T. Ivor Davies, and Owen 
Gibbin—passed the Final Examination for the Degree of B.Sc., two 
of whom, Mr. Ivor Davies and Mr. Gibbin, had been serving in the Army 
since 1914. Good progress was also made by the students attending 
the Diploma Course in Dairying. Miss Ethel Davies and Miss Sybil 
Price have qualified for the College Diploma in Dairying, and are sitting 
the examination for the National Diploma in Dairying in September. 
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A Special Course in Sheep Farming was arranged during the session 
for Officers of the University Training Corps. The number attending 
this class was small, but the work of Lt. J. A. Proctor calls for special 
commendation. 


Towards the end of the Lent Term fourteen American Students entered 
the Department and remained in College until the end of June. These 
students attended some of the Ordinary Degree and Diploma Classes, 
but, in addition, some special classes were arranged for their benefit. 
They appeared to take an intelligent interest in their work, but the 
subjects which appealed to them most were Animal Husbandry, Farm 
Management and Agricultural Economics. During the Easter Vacation 
I conducted a party of these students over farms of some of the most 
prominent stock breeders in the Principality in order that they might 
see the different breeds of cattle, sheep and horses, and to gain information 
in regard to the systems of breeding and management of stock in this 
country. This tour they greatly appreciated. 


AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTRY. 
Lecturer—Mr. J. J. GRIFFITH. 


At the commencement of the session 1918—19 there were but few 
students attending courses in Agricultural Chemistry ; but the number 
increased gradually with the result that during the third term there were 
more students pursuing the degree course than was the case in pre-war 
times. 


Speaking generally, very satisfactory work was done by students 
in the various classes. Many of the men who had returned from the 
Army, however, experienced considerable difficulty to acquire the 
power of concentration upon their studies which they formerly possessed. 
Three students sat the University Examination, and they were all 
successful. Mr. John Davies did excellent work in the Degree Course 
throughout the session. 


During the Lent and Easter Terms a number of American students 
attended some of the classes. They appeared to take great interest in 
tieswouk, One! of them iin particular, viz., Captain E.-C. Starrett, 
showed very marked ability, and his readiness to compare and contrast 
American and British methods was of great service to students attending 
the degree course.

As in previous years, a good deal of analytical and advisory work was 
catried out. Most of the advisory work had reference to methods of 
restoring the productiveness of land the fertility of which had been 
greatly lowered as a result of war conditions. 


The investigation regarding the nutritive value of potatoes was 
continued during the past session. An interim report of this work has 
been published by the Food Committee of the Royal Society. 


I wish to acknowledge my indebtedness to Mr. Owen Gibbin for the 
valuable help he gave me with the work during the Lent and Easter 
Terms.

LAND SURVEYING. 
Instructor—Mr. BASSETT. 


The Class opened in October with five students, and was much 
interrupted in November by the <slosing of the College on account of 
influenza. By March the Class had increased to 10 students, several 
being Army men returning from the war. The work proceeded as usual, 
except that not so much practical work was done, on accouut ct the 
difficulty of fixing hours which would not clash with other lectures. 


AGRICULTURAL BOOK-KEEPING. 
Instructor—Mr. L. F. FostEr. 


Classes were held in Agricultural Book-keeping during the whole of 
the Lent Term, and were attended by 8 First Year Diploma Students: 
in Dairying, 4 First Year Diploma Students in Agriculture, and 2 Second 
Year Diploma Students in Dairying. This necessitated holding two. 
distinct classes. The work done by the students was quite up to the 
average of past years, but the terminal examinations results were 
disappointing. 

As recommended in previous years, this subject should occupy the 
attention of the students during the first two terms of the session ;. 
and it should also be continued during their second year in College. 
It is only by giving greater attention to this subject that the College can 
hope to send out students capable of keeping efficient farm or dairy 
accounts. 


HORTICULTURE. 
Instructors—Mr. D. V. Howe Ltrs and Mr. C. H. JONEs. 


The work in Horticulture was carried out on similar lines to previous 
years. Most of the work was done in the Counties, and the full reports. 
are given in the separate pamphlets published on the work of each County 
affiliated to the College. The in-College work in Horticulture consisted. 
of lectures for Normal Students and Discharged Soldiers, and these 
lectures were given by Mr. Howells up to the time he resigned in April. 
During the Easter Term the work was undertaken by Mr. C. H. Jones. 
The practical work was in charge of Mr. Wellez. 


DAIRY SCHOOL AND HOUSE MANAGEMENT. 


The short courses of instruction in Dairying were re-organised this. 
year. Instead of two courses, each of one month’s duration, and a course 
of 10 weeks in dairying only, three courses each of seven weeks’ duration. 
in dairying and house management were arranged. Miss D. M. Evans 
acted as Chief Instructress in Dairying, and was assisted by Miss Myfanwy 
Davies, and for a part of the time by Miss D. A. Jones. The House 
Management was in charge of Miss N. Fisher, and the course was con- 
ducted at 9, Marine Terrace, where the students resided. The courses. 
were a complete success, and the reports of Miss Evans and Miss Fisher 
are appended. 


THE DAIRY. 
Instructress—Miss D. M. Evans. 


The Dairy was open from May 5th to October 25th. Instead of the 
usual four weeks’ course in dairying, this year the courses were extended 
to seven weeks’ duration, and the work included Dairying and House 
Management (Cookery, Laundry and General House Work). It is to 
be hoped that next year it will be possible to extend this course to 10 or 12 
weeks’ duration, in order that the students may devote a longer time 
to each section of the work.

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The Diploma Students left at the beginning of July to take up 
duties at various cheese factories. 


All the students took a keen interest in the work and satisfactory 
progress was made. 


Apart from the practical work done in the dairy, lectures were given 
on milk, butter, cheese, and the management of poultry; also demon- 
strations in trussing poultry. 


HOUSE MANAGEMENT. 


Miss N. FISHER. 


In connection with the Agricultural Department the necessity for 
a course of Domestic Science was very greatly felt.- No. 9, Marine 
Terrace was opened for this purpose on June 2nd. Various counties 
granted scholarships and the students, mostly farmers’ daughters, 
entered for a seven weeks’ course. During the three courses from 
June until October, 74 students will have received instruction. The 
house has accommodation for about 30 students, and has been tun without 
the aid of maids. Great interest has been taken in the house management 
course by the girls themselves, making it a huge success. The respon- 
_ sibilities, the scope for ingenuity, the comradeship, the refined home 
life aimed at, is bound to have a beneficial influence on the students, 
and may help in future to give Domestic Science the place it deserves 


- in an Educational Curriculum. 


SUMMER SCHOOL, 1919. 


Director—PROFESSOR C. R,,. CHAPPLE. 


The Summer School held in August of this year was the most largely 
, attended School we have yet had. But this was possible only through 
_ the self-sacrifice of the Warden of Alexandra Hall. Accommodation 
_in the town was extremely limited and most of our students would have 
_ been unable to attend had it not been for the possibility of residence 
/ in Hall, and in the Theological College. In the case of the latter insti- 
tution we are greatly indebted to its authorities, to the Warder of the 
| Ha'l, and to six women students of the College who, under her direction, 
| devoted this part of their vacation to the carrying on of the Theological 
College as a Summer School Hostel, and to domestic work therein. 
Domestic service was even more difficult to obtain than residential 
) accommodation. Miss May Evans acted as Deputy Warden. 
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The outstanding feature of this year’s School was the series of open 
lectures delivered by Sir Henry Jones on “‘ Some perplexities of the good 
citizen.’ It is needless to say that this course of highly characteristic 
lectures dealing with the social difficulties of the present time was 
followed with the most complete appreciation by large audiences from 
the Summer School and the district round. It is understood that 
the lectures will form the basis of a book shortly to be issued. 


The tendency of the School toward higher work and away from subjects 
more immediately usetul to the elementary schcol teacher has been noted 
in previous reports. This tendency was further marked in this year’s 
curriculum. 


The Ciasses were visited by Sir Owen Edwards and by D1. G. P. 
Williams, on behalf of the Board of Education. 


The total number in attendance was two hundred and thirty-two.

PSYCHOLOGY AND TRAINING OF ADOLESCENCE. 
PROFESSOR C. R. CHAPPLE. 
This class was a large one—too large for free discussions—of seventy- 
one teachers and others interested in the difficult problem of the treat- 
ment of the adolescent. Many of the students were men and women 
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of valuable practical experience, ard several well-read in the matter. 
Time was, of course, too short to do anything more than indicate the 
main outlines of development of the peiiod, its chief difficulties, some 
- solutions and directions for further reading. 


HISTORY I. 
PROFESSOR T. S. ROBERTS. 


The Summer School was fortunate in securing the services of Mr. 
Arthur Jones, M.A:, and of Mr. Herbert, Lecturer in International 
Politics of the College. Without them-it would have been difficult 
to offer students a salisfactory course of instruction in History. 


| Mr. Arthur Jones delivered a Course of Lectures on the Nineteenth 
| Century, and Mr. Herbert lectured on the International Treaties of 
| the same period. My own lectures were on the later Constitutional 
History of England. 


The Classes were slightly larger than those of last year, and a fair 
| proportion of the students attended last year’s Courses; but they are 
|) in ro sense popular, and women students often lack the inclination or 
| the capacity to grapple with political problems. 


HISTORY tl. 
Mr. ARTHUR JONES. 


A three-weeks’ course in Nineteenth Century European History. 
The lecturer emphasised the social and economic aspects of his subject 
and found that the students preferred it to the usual political treatment. 


The class was composed of 27 students, mainly teachers, most of whom 
had already had some form of College tuition. They took a keen 
interest in the subject, desiring especially to study the method of pre- 
senting this difficult period to a class. The attendance was excellent. 


LIBRARY SERVICE. 


The third Summer School of Library Service was the most successtul 
of the se1ies. The number of students who entered was 42. The 
subjects being Cataloguing, Organisation of Commercial and Technical 
| Libraries, and Archives, Palaeography, Diplomatics. 


ARTS AND CRAFTS. 
Mr. Dan KR. JONES. 


Twenty-four students attended this year. In addition to the general 
| courses, two new subjects were added—Jewellery and Enamelling. 
_ This department was fortunate in securing the services of Miss Fyson, 
Art Mistress, London, who took charge of the Class in Drawing fcr Schools.

| EDUCATION. 
| 3 Mr. FRANK SMITH. 


| Ihe Classes in Education showed an increased attendance and interest 
_) Over preceding years, the new course in ‘ Modern Educational Ideas’ 
_ being attended by fifteen students, and the other course in ‘ Schoolroom 
| Problems’ by twelve students. The pupils varied in their wants and 
interests, and useful discussions emerged. The short course on “ Methods 
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of Teaching History ’’ was attended by about sixty students, and much 
enthusiasm was shown. ‘The favourable hour and the importance of 
history in modern Fducational thought made the class a most successful 
one. 


SOCIAL ECONOMICS. 


Mr. J. Morcan REEs. 


Nine students registered, among them two miners from South Wales. 
We believe the uncertainty of the industrial situation kept many others 
away. 


Fourteen lectures were delivered, covering mainly the Nineteenth 
Century and current problems The first week we dealt with “‘ The 
Industrial Revolution and the Wage Earner,’ the second week “‘ Methods 
of Industriel Peace,’’ and the last week some current problems such as 
“ Nationalisation ”’ and “‘ The Labour Covenant.’ We had an hour’s 
discussion after the lecture during the first week, but as this clashed with 
another subject, we changed it to two hours’ discussion during the 
second week at different times. Discussion was animated and brisk 
and good work was done. The course was thus conducted on University 
Tutorial Class lines. The majority of the students had done no reading 
in Economics before the School, and their interest was aroused and 
stimulated for reading during the winter. 


GEOGRAPHY. 
ProFessor H. J. FLEuURE. 


This School was attended by about 132 students, who came from 
Wales, England, Scotland, Ireland, Canada, Egypt, Ceylon, and South 
Africa. Miss Fleming gave me much help in the work of organisation, 
and during the School gave help and advice to students in matters of 
research and in teaching problems; the success of the School is to be 
attributed largely toherenergy. Mr. Fairgrieve gave a course of addresses 
on ‘‘ Recent Advances in Climate Study;’’ Mr. W. H. Barker a course © 
on West Africa, based upon his careful research on the spot, while I gave 
a continuous course on some main features of the Human Geography 
of Eurasia. Mr. Fairgrieve, Mr. Barker and Mr. E. S. Price gave lectures 
and demonstrations on teaching problems, and Mr. L. Robinson, a 
student at the School, who is a Secondary School Inspector in Ceylon, 
gave an interesting lantern lecture on that island. 


Miss Fleming arranged exhibiticns of teaching methods, of views of 
France, and of studies of the Aberystwyth neighbourhood. These were 
open throughout the duration of the School: 


The fine weather permitted a long series of excursions for study in the 
field, and Dr. Stanley Smith gave valuable help here and in the Museum. 
He also gave addresses to the School on matters arising out of this field 
work. Mr. B. C. Wallis held a Class in Surveying for Geographical 
purposes, and this was very much appreciated. 


Needless to say the School was much strengthened by the series of 
Public Lectures given by Professor Sir Henry Jones at the time of the 
Summer School. To Miss Tremain and to the staff of lady students 
under Miss May Evans, who managed the Theological College as a 
hostel for us, we owe our deepest thanks. They literally saved the 
situation. Mr. E. E. Lupton was helpful in numberless ways.

EUGENIGS. 
Mr. R. Doucias LAURIE. 


This was the first Eugenics Class which had been held at the Summer 
School. Ten students attended the Course, which was conducted by 
Mr. Laurie and Miss K. E. Carpenter. 


The course comprised a consideration of the Biological laws of heredity, 
their applicability to man, and a discussion as to the teaching cf Zoology 
in schools. 


It was evident that it would be useful to centinue and develop this 
course in future years. 


EUROPEAN TREATIES OF THE 19th CENTURY. 
Mr. SyDNEY HERBERT. 


I delivered a course of lectures on European Treaties of the 19th 
Century to students attending the School. The method adopted was 
to preface a detailed examination of the diplomatic instruments by 
one or more lectures of an historical character designed to explain their 
origins, and effects upon the European state-system and the development 
of International Law. 


The number of students attending the course was not large, but all 
concerned showed considerable interest in the subject. 


: RURAL SCIENCE. 


AGRICULTURE. 
PROFESSOR A. E. JONES. 


Seven students attended the Class in Agriculture, and the course 
consisted of four lectures and one farm excursion per week. Four of the 
students came from Rural Schools in Wales and three from England. 
The attendance was regular and punctual. All the students showed 
an intelligent interest in the problems discussed, and made, in my opinion, 
very satisfactory progress. 


AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTRY. 
Mr. J. J. GRIFFITH. 


There were 10 students attending the Agricultural Chemistry Class 
of the Rural Science Course, most of them being teachers who are 
responsible for giving a rural bias to the work at their schools. They 
took a keen interest in the work and made very satisfactory progress. 


At. the termination of the course several of them stated it was their 
intention to make a further study of the subject, in order to be in a better 
position to meet the requirements of Rural Schools. 


HORTICULTURE. 
Mr. C. H. JOngEs. 


The course consisted of theoretical and practical instruction in 
Horticulture. The subject was treated in a general way, but special 
attention was paid to the management of a school garden. 


Four lectures a week were delivered and the following gardens were 
visited for demonstration work, viz :—The Queen’s Hotel, Gogerddan, 
Bronpadorw, Mr. Weller’s, Mr. Vearey’s, and the College garden. 


Nine students registered in this class. The attendance was regular. 
and the course was in every respect very successful. » 
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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL TO THE 
COURT OF GOVERNORS. 


17th October, 1910. 


The Session 1918-19 has been a memorable one in the 
history of the College. We began the Session with 410 students, 
but owing to the influx of ex-service men in the Spring and 
Summer terms, this number was increased to 740. 


During the Course of the Christmas term an epidemic of 
influenza broke out in the town, and three of the students in 
the Alexandra Hall, and one man student succumbed to its 
effects. The students had to be sent down before the end of 
the term, and lectures during the month of November were 
only carried on under the greatest difficulties. 


With the coming of the New Year, our men students began 
to be released from the Army, and they continued to enter the 
College until the end of the month of April. , 


We also had the pleasure of admitting 35 American 
soldiers (mostly graduates of American Universities) to the 
College for a period of four months. 


In spite of the great difficulties the staff and students had 
to contend with, the students succeeded in passing their degree 
examinations with credit. 


SUMMER SCHOOL. 


A very successful Summer School was held here this year, 
the numbers being larger than ever in the history of the College. 
232 students attended, a large number of whom took the courses 
in geography. We also had the pleasure of listening to a 
series of lectures by Prof. Sir Henry Jones, under an arrangement 
made by an anonymous friend, who undertook to defray all 
expenses. 


AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 


Great developments have taken place in the Agricultural 
Department during the year. The munificent gift of £10,000 
together with an endowment of {1,000 a year for 10 years by 
Sir Laurence Philipps, Bart., has made it possible to start a 
Plant Breeding Station at the College under the direction of 
Prof. R. G. Stapledon. A big building by the station has been 
bought by the College, and is now in process of being converted 
into laboratories and lecture rooms for the department. When 
completed, this will provide excellent accommodation for many 
years. 


SS a te 
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ACCOUW NES: 


In view of the large access of students, and the consequent 
increase in the staff, the accounts this year are not as satis- 
factory as they have been in the past. On the year’s working 
there was a deficit on the College account of {1,182 IIs. 6d., 
and on the Alexandra Hall a deficit of £1,516 13s. 3d., of which 
about half is due to structural repairs which had to be carried 
out, and which were in addition to the usual repairs consequent 
upon wear and tear. Fortunately, the Government came to 
our aid last June, and increased the annual grant from £8,000 
per annum to £14,000 per annum. A special grant of £3,000 
was also made to meet necessary expenditure caused by the 
delay in carrying out certain works during the War period. 
It is hoped that owing to the large number of students in the 
College during the present Session, and to the expected increase 
in the grant, that the accounts for the current Session will be 
more satisfactory. There never was a time, however, when 
the College was more in need of financial assistance. 


TUTORIAL CLASSES. 


During the latter years of the War it was found impossible 


to continue the University Tutorial Classes which had been 


instituted in 1913, but a tentative experiment was made last 
Session, and classes were organised at Goodwick, Haverford- 
west, Milford and Pembroke, in Pembrokeshire, at Abercrave 
and Ystradgynlais, in Breconshire, and at Carmarthen town. 
This year, we are arranging to hold no less than 19 of these 
tutorial classes in the counties of Merioneth, Montgomery, 
Cardigan, Brecon, Pembroke and Garmarthen. The Council . 
feels that the work carried on in these classes is of the utmost 
importance, and that it is performing the true functions of an 
University in making every effort to organise tutorial classes 


Pemmoushour the district. At the same time, the expense 


incurred is very heavy, and were it not for the generous endow- 
ments recently given, it would be impossible to do the work 
that is projected. 


SIANEle Ole Wise, COMM KEIE. 


Very great changes have taken place in the staff of the 
College recently. We have to record the death of our respected 
Principal who had held the post for 28 years. The Council 
is now engaged in the difficult task of choosing a worthy 
successor, and it is hoped to make the appointment during the 
present term. 
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In addition to the appointment of Prof. Zimmern to the 
Wilson Chair of International Politics, Prof. Walford Davies 
to the Chair of Music, and Prof. Stapledon to the Chair of 
Agricultural Botany, the following new appointments have been 
made to other Chairs in the College during the long Vacation, 
VIZ. :—

A large number of lecturers and assistant lecturers and 
demonstrators have also been added to the staff, so that at the 
present time the College has a teaching staff of 77 members, 
of whom no less than 40 have been appointed within the last 
six months. 


We have to report the retirement of Prof. Genese, who has 
held the Chair of Pure Mathematics since 1878, of Prof. Bensly 
who has held the Chair of Latin since 1906, of Prof. Findlay 
(Chemistry), Prof. O. T. Jones (Geology), and Prof. Bryner 
Jones (Agriculture). Mr. Brighouse, who was lecturer in 
Classics at the College and had been here for over 20 years, 
has resigned his appointment. Of assistant lecturers, Mr. 
Bibby and Dr. Parry-Williams have resigned their appointments.

SPEECH AT NOTTINGHAM. 
The Tzmes of September 28th, 1877. 


Let me point to another case with which I am personally 
acquainted, to show you that wherever primary education 
is loved, the higher education must be loved and taught 
also. I speak of the country of Wales, in which I have 
the happiness to spend a large portion of my time; and 
there is no part of the population of the country—and I 
say it freely and boldly in your hearing—there are few 
parts which can compete with Wales, and there is no part 
which can exceed it, from one end of the island to the 
other, in the earnest, ardent, and, I may say, passionate 
love for instruction. They are a religious people, and a 
people deeply enamoured of knowledge, and what they 
have done has been done with very little assistance. With 
no assistance at all from any public fund of any kind, 
they have, within the last five or six years, founded a 
large and important College at Aberystwyth. Is it pos- 
sible for you to have a stronger proof that the existence of 
a love for primary education does lead on, and must lead 


on, to every great effort for the establishment of higher 
education ?

PROFESSOR MARSHALL. 


| The number of students taking Greek this year was largely increased, 
the Elementary, Intermediate and Ordinary Classes rising considerably 
above the pre-war figures. 


_ During the Session, as I was engaged in administrative work, I took 
only part of the Honours Classes, and a small part of the Special; and I 
wish to express my great obligation to Mr. E. D. T. Jenkins and Mr. 
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Temperley, who conducted with marked suczess the Ordinary and Inter- 
mediate Classes; their reports are aypended. Mr. Jenkins also did 
most of the work of the Special Class and part of the Honours. I am 
also indebted to Professor Rose for undertaking the Elementary Class 
and conducting it on the newer method, and also for taking some special 
subjects with the Honours Students. To Professor Rose’s energy we also 
owe the revival of the Classical Society, which will be most helpful in 
stimulating and interesting Classical Students and others who have a 
taste for Classical studies. 


This year only one student completed the Course for Honours in Greek ; 
but there are several students in the Ordinary and Special Classes, who 
if they proceed with their studies in Greek, should be capable of taking 
a good class in Honours. 


I may add that in June I was invited to give evidence on the position 
of Classical Studies in Wales before the Prime Minister’s Committee on 
Classics. 


Mr. JENKINS’ REPORT. 


Ordinary. This class was composed of seven students. With one 
exception these worked steadily throughout the session and were success- 
ful in the University Examination. One singles out for special mention 
the excellent progress made throughout the year by Mr. Eric Evans 
and particularly in Prose Composition. In May he had the misfortune 
to be attacked by illness, and in the actual examination was far from well, 
but even so his work was conspicuously good and deservedly praised 
by the External Examiner. 


Special. Two students only took the course. Of these Mr. Neil 
Evans more than maintained his promise of the preceding session and 
attained a high standard in the Examination. As he intends to take 
Latin Honours in 1921, it may not be possible for him next session to 
devote to Greek as much time as he would wish, but if he can defer Greek 
Honours till 1922, there is every prospect of his attaining a high class. 
The other candidate, Miss Young Evans, also did quite well, and showed 
improvement on the work of 1919. 


Once more one would like to impress on all at the Ordinary and Special 
stages that unintelligent methods of work must result in indifferent 
progress. Where in the study of an author the attention is mainly 
divided between the notes at the end of the edition and the ‘ Translation,’ 
it follows of necessity that the actual text can make little or no impression 
on the heart and mind of a student. But the Greek language will refuse 
to surrender its niceties save to those who are prepared to pay the price 
and grapple with the Greek text. This is the one law of progress in com- 
position, which is, after all, the main test of knowledge of a language. 


Honours. Mr. T. 1. Ellis alone sat the Examination. Some weakness 
in General Questions was more than atoned for by the excellence of his 
pure Scholarship, and in the net result he obtained a good first class. 
It is perhaps not unworthy of record that he offered, and was awarded 
a high mark in, Greek Verse Composition, a special subject which had 
never hitherto been taken in the University of Wales. We heartily 
congratulate Mr. Ellis and wish him every success at Oxford, whither 
he proceeds in October as Scholar of his College. 


Mr. E. E. Dodd, B.A., and Mr. J. W. Griffiths, B.A., have obtained 
the M.A. degree by Theses presented in the Greek Department. In both 
cases the Examiners highly commended the work done and they expressed 
the opinion that the Thesis of Mr. Dodd on the Philosophy of Heracleitus 
showed uncommon distinction, and that with a little re-shaping it would 
be in every way worthy of being printed 
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Mr. TEMPERLEY’S REPORT. 


I have pleasure in making the following report on the Intermediate 
Greek students in the College for the session 1919—1920 :— 

Of the work they have accomplished and the spirit in which it has been 
done I have nothing but praise. The battle they had to fight, with one 
exception, was a most strenuous one, so much so that in the middle of the 
Second Term, when the real grind of mastering the Greek Grammar had 
to be faced, many of them showed a strong desire to give up the struggle, 
at any rate for the present session. In spite of this, all but one or two stood 
to their guns, with the gratifying result that thirteen out of the sixteen 
succeeded in passing their Examination. I can say in all sincerity that 
their earnest spirit, their high tone, and their courteous behaviour have 
converted a task into a pleasure. 


LATIN. 
PROFESSOR ROSE. 


Work in this department, as in all others, has been rendered especially 
heavy this session by the large numbers of students. In this connection 
it is gratifying to observe that a considerable number of ex-service men 
who if they chose might have omitted Latin altogether, voluntarily 
attended the Intermediate Classes and as a rule did very good work. 
The difficulty of handling large classes, which owing to considerations 
of lecture-room space available and the relatively small staff (5 in all, 
to 230 students), it was impracticable to subdivide, was largely met by the 
energetic and unselfish manner in which the assistant staff applied 
themselves to the task set them. It is a most pleasing feature of the 
session’s results that a considerable proportion of the most unpromising 
students responded admirably to the instruction given them and made, 
in some cases, Surprising progress. 

I feel that it is somewhat invidious to mention the names of individual 
lecturers wher all have done excellently, but perhaps the most outstanding 
features of the session’s work were the admirable lectures in history 
(all grades) delivered by Miss Gordon and the great services rendered by 
Mr. Jenkins in preserving continuity in the department, of which he was 
the only old member. But every member of the non-professorial staff 
had some peculiar and valuable contribution to make. 

On the students in general I would make much the same comment 
as that made in former years by Prof. Bensly. Their natural int2lligence 
is high and their industry great ; the proportion of idlers is very small 
indeed. But they suffer from one great weakness, which accounts for 
the greater part of the failures recorded. This is insufficient preparation 
at school. It cannot be too often insisted upon that a matriculant in 
Latin should have th2 following minimum of knowledge: (1) Grammar ; 


- a good understanding of the ordinary accidence and syntax of the Cicer- 


onian period, such as will enable him, not simply to recite rules and 
paradigms, parrot-wise, but to apply his knowledge in composition and 
in translation. (2) Vocabulary ; a knowledge of a fair number of the 
commonest words in the language, about equivalent to the world-list 
published by the University, or that of the C.W.B. (3) History; an 
outline knowledge, however meagre in detail, of the chief events and 
pivotal dates in Roman history, and, still more important, some sense 
of historical perspective, such as will prevent him, for instance, from 
imagining that the Battle of Cannae was an event within living memory 
in the time of Cicero. (4) Mythology ; an acquaintance with the names 
and relationships of the chief gods of the Greek pantheon, with their 
functions, and some notion of the principal legends, such as the Troy-saga. 


Given these requirements, the last three of which can be satisfied quite 


apart from any formal study of the ancient languages, further instruction 
can be made both easy and interesting. 
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A fair amount of research has been pursued in the department; I 
would especially mention the work undertaken by Mr. Temperley, on 
ancient color-words, and Mr. Pope, on the rhythms of Greek oratory. 
Publication is at present very difficult; I have contributed, however, 
a short article to the Classicil Revtew on ‘““ Some Difficulties in the 
Letters of Cicero,’’ and one to Folk-love on Italian Mother-right, besides 
some notices of books in the former periodical. Other works of mine, 
including a book which has been submitted to the Clarendon Press, will, 
I hope, appear in time to be mentioned in next session’s report. 


In this connection I would also mention the local branch of the Classical 
Association, founded last autumn, which has held several meetings. 
Papers have been read not only by members of the staff, but by Prof. 
Rhys Roberts, of Leeds, and Prof. Bensly, whom we are fortunate enough 
still to have with us. A disappointing feature is the small amount of 
support received from the districts outside of Aberystwyth, especially 
from the school-teachers, since this society could and should form a most 
valuable link between their work and that of the University. 


I read before the Classical Association at its Annual C onference an 
article on “‘ Orientation of the Dead in Greece and Italy.” This was 
subsequently accepted for publication by the Classical AED; and will 
appear shortly. 


In conclusion I would draw attention to the cordial relations existing 
between this department and the others, not only in the Faculty of Arts, 
but also in other Faculties. It is hoped that the effect of this will shortly 
be seen in fruitful combinations of courses. 


ENGLISH. 
PROFESSOR ATKINS. 


The work this session has on the whole been satisfactory, though 
difficulties have not been wanting, owing to the large increase in the 
number of students and the varying ability of the ex-service students 
to settle down to serious study. For the most part the work of such stu- 
dents has been of a most praiseworthy kind, especially when it is remem- 
bered that many of them had dropped their studies for per ods of one or 
more years. In almost every instance serious efforts were made to 
recapture the reading habit : and in many cases there was clear evidence 
that sound work was being done. The number of students in the depart- 
ment was unprecedented. Most of them entered for one or other of the 
June Examinations: but in cases of late entry among the ex-service 
students this was not possible. It is hoped that further study during 
the vacation may improve the position of such students and enable 
them to complete their respective Courses next year. 


Post Graduate —Miss Ida Lloyd, B.A., a former student in the depart- 
ment, who recently held a University Studentship, submitted this year 
a dissertation for the degree of M.A. on “ The influence of the Authorised 
Version of the Bible on 19th Century Literature,” which was approved 
by the Board. Mr. H. A. Davies, B.A., also did research work during 
the session on “‘ The influence of Elizabethan writers on the literature 
of the early 19th Century ’’; and in spite of indifferent health he made 
sound progress with his task. Mr. Richard Thomas, B.A., completed 
the Course for the Preliminary M.A. 


Honours.—The Honours Class this year consisted of seven students, 
one of whom was unfortunately compelled to retire through ill-health. 
The work of the others was distinctly good. In the University Examina- 
tion, two (Mr. G. S. Griffiths and Mr. D. W. T. Jenkins) were placed in 
the Ist Class; one (Miss G. C. Griffith) in the 2nd Class; and three 
(Miss Bearn, Miss M. E. M. Jones, and Miss Sutherland) in the 3rd Class.

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Pass Work.—This year for the first time the Intermediate Examination 
was conducted by the College, all the teachers of the department taking 
a share in that work. The Ordinary, Special and Honours work was 
examined, as before, by the University Examiners. The results at the 
various stages were as follows :—

The total number of students who thus presented themselves for 
examination in English was 223. 

It remains to add that the pressure of work involved in this large 
increase in the number of students has been in some measure met by the 
appointment of Mr. W. D. Parry as Assistant Lecturer in English. As 
a former student of the College he is a welcome addition to our teaching 
staff ; and I should like to express my indebtedness to Miss Winstanley 
and also to Mr. Parry for valuable help given at all stages of the work 
throughout the session. 


WELSH. 
PROFESSOR T. GWYNN JONES. 


Classes were held in all the Degree Stages. Attendance was regular, 
and generally speaking much devotion to work was shown. The Depart- 
ment is indebted to one student (Mr. D. T. Davies) for valuable assistance 
in cyclostyling unprinted quotations for class use. Some of the men who 
returned towards the end of the first term or the beginning of the second 
have done exceedingly well. The best work in the Ordinary and Special 
stages in the June Examinations was quite brilliant. The four students 
taking the Second Year Honours Course did particularly well, and their 
classes in the Sessional tests by no means indicate the standard of their 
attainment and the extent of their acquaintance with their subjects. 
In one case, competence was shown in dealing with an alternative 
question on a subject not specifically taught in the Course. The work 
done by the candidate in the Preliminary M.A. Course deserves special 


| mention. 


Mr. Griffith John Williams, M.A., has continued his researches into the 
history of the Glamorgan Literary Tradition, and has contributed most 
valuable articles to “‘ Y Beirniad ”’ on the subject. 

Mr. D. Lloyd Jenkins, B.A., has pursued his inquiries into the origin 
.and development of free versification in Welsh, and has brought together 
amass of interesting material. 

Mr. Thomas Hughes Jones, M.A., who is engaged in research prepara- 
tions, has also produced some original prose work of outstanding merit, 
in the form of short stories descriptive of Welsh life and character. 

Mr. Iorwerth Cyfeiliog Peate, a student, won the Chair Prize at the 
Machynlleth Eisteddfod, May, 1920, for a poem on “ Trannoeth y

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FRENCH. 
PROFESSOR BARBIER. 


It gives me the greatest satisfaction to be able to report that, as a 
result of the appointment last autumn of a second lecturer and of a 
French Assistant, it was possible to reorganise the work of the department 
and largely to increase its efficiency. The teaching of the spoken lang- 
uage was considerably developed as well as the study of literature, and 
more attention and guidance given to the more advanced students. 
The results were satisfactory. They would have been better still, 
had not too many students failed to show the unity of purpose and the 
continuity of effort which are essential in University studies. Their 
attention was too often diverted to social and other activities which may 
be excellent in themselves, but should not be allowed to interfere unduly 
with the intellectual pursuits which constitute the main object of a stu- 
dent’s life. 

Again a large number of students failed to show sufficient intellectual 
curiosity and alertness of mind. They were mechanical in their work, 
reed too much on their memory and not enough on their judgment, 
were content to concentrate their energy on the mere preparation for 
examinations and neglected general reading and culture: in consequence, 
their work was hurried, and remained superficial and fruitless. It is 
only fair to state that this was partly counterbalanced by the extra- 
ordinary keenness, intelligence and maturity of judgment of the great 
majority of ex-service men. It seems obvious that students generally 
come from school to the University too young in years and immature 
in mind. 

The Intermediate Class was the weakest I have had for many years. 
The average standard was very low in October, and in spite of general 
goodwill, industry and honest effort, half the number of students in the 
class did not manage to reach in June the standard required. 

The Ordinary Class was on the whole satisfactory, and some students 
gave excellent promise for the future. 

The Special and Ist Year Honours Students did good work, but, 
of them as of the Second Year Honours Students, it must be said that they 
showed more industry than initiative and real power of independent 
thinking. 

Twelve students pursued the Second Year Honours Course. Two 
were prevented by illness from taking the Examination. Of the other 10, 
2 obtained a first, 7 a second, and | a third class. 

Mr. J. H. Tamlyn was engaged since October, on the preparation of a 
thesis on “‘ La langue poetique de Theophile Gautier,’ which will be 
submitted eventually to the University for the Degree of M.A. by 
research. The considerable amount of work already done shows evidence 
of ability and intelligence. Eight other past students did postgraduate 
and research work externally, under the direction of members of the staff. 

Four past students held this session posts of English Assistants in 
“ lycees “. or. “ Ecoles normales ~ in Prance, under the Conventiom 
between the Board of Education and the French Ministry of Public 
Instruction. 

I take this opportunity again to emphasize the fact that a long stay | 
abroad is essential, at present, for any man or woman who wishes to | 
specialize in modern languages. In my opinion the best way to bring credit — 
to the College would be to make it possible for some at least of our | 
students to study for a full session in a French University before they | 
take their degree in Wales. t 

May I express the hope that the College will seriously consider, in |— 
the nearest future, the possibility of offering Scholarships or other |~ 
facilities to encourage undergraduate students of French to go abroad. | ~ 
Several other British Universities have already taken steps in this | ~ 
direction, with excellent results. { 
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Last October, the University of London conferred upon Mr. L. F. 
Maingard the degree of D. Litt. for his thesis on ‘‘ L’exotisme des Mas- 
careignes dans la litterature francaise de Bernardin de Saint Pierre a 
Leconte de Lisle.’’ Mr. Maingard has since produced the following 
studies :—

The last two have not actually appeared in print, but have been 
accepted for publication. 

The head of the department has prepared an edition of Lamartine’s 
poems, which will be published in the autumn by the Manchester Uni- 
versity Press. 

I beg to express to Mr. A. B. Thomas, Mr. L. F. Maingard, and Mlle. 
Trux, my hearty thanks for their valuable services in the department 
during the session. 


GERMAN. 
Miss BREBNER. 


The students for the most part worked well throughout the session. 

The four Honours candidates (in their first year) showed interest in 
their subject : two of them, Miss Saer and Miss Owen, have considerable 
ability, but are weak in composition. 

The Ordinary Class was on the whole very satisfactory. 

The Intermediate students worked with a will, were regular in attend- 
ance and made satisfactory progress. Only one, however, Mr. O. K. 
Schram, was outstandingly good throughout, although I was impressed 
also with the steady carefulness of Mr. D. Morris’s work. 

An exceptionally large number of students wished to take Elementary 
German this year, but it was impossible to find hours to suit them all, 
and many of them could not spare the necessary time for mastering a 
new language in the midst of their regular work. Upwards of thirty stu- 
dents remained to the end. They made good progress under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Throughout the Department the translation from English into German 
was weak, but the free composition, which I introduced more than usual, 
gave surprisingly good results. 

Miss Rees gave me invaluable assistance with the advanced work. 
Owing to her serious illness her place was taken during the last term 
by Miss Simmins, who adapted herself to the circumstances with much 
ability to the great satisfaction of all concerned. 


COLONIAL HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR STANLEY ROBERTS. 


In the Special Class there were four members, of whom two satisfied 
the examiners. The standard of work was not high. 

The Honours Class consisted of seven pupils, of whom Mr. D. J. 
Davis (Tregaron) secured First Class Honours, and, earlier in the 
session, won a History Scholarship at Jesus College, Oxford. Miss 
Lewis and Miss Watkins were awarded a Second Class, and four 
were placed in the Third. The work on the whole was satisfactory. It 
is intended to introduce the study of International Law into the Honours 
Course, with the object of helping students to understand problems of 
International relationships. The Law Department proposes to institute 
a course of study in the subject, and Modern History students will avail 
themselves of this advantage. It is time that a fuller co-operation should 
prevail between allied departments of study. Already Dr. E. A. Lewis 
has kindly undertaken to hold a combined class of History and Economic 
Students for the study of Economic History. 
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HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR EDWARDS. 


During the session, the Intermediate History Class was 165, of whom 
59 belonged to the discharged soldiers’ Training Department. The 
Sessional Examination was taken by 106 students, of whom 81 satisfied 
the Examiners. Amongst them was a large number of very promising 
students, and, with one exception, all these had been on military service. 
The work of the women members of the class was not up to the usual 
standard. It is proposed that in future a standard historical work will 
be set, on which compulsory questions will be asked in order to secure 
thoroughness of reading and sound menta! training in the subject. 

Eight members of the class succeeded in passing the “‘ Further Test ”’ 
Examination. 

The Ordinary Class consisted of 1389 members, of whom 101 sat the 
University Examination and 81 were successful. The work done was 
very good, and several pupils revealed a distinct promise. The ex- 
service men devoted themselves to their study with refreshing vigour 
and zest. 

The Special Class was engaged in the study of nineteenth century 
Europe,—a new course conducted by Mr. Sydney Herbert. ‘The attend- 
ance averaged 38, while 21 pupils sat the Special Examination and 17 
satisfied the Examiners. The standard of work attained was satisfactory. 

The Honours Class (7 members) was distinctly good. Mr. W. H. 
Waters was awarded a First Class, and the other six members were placed 
in the Second Class. The great majority of them had been on military 
service, and the manner in which they devoted themselves to their class 
work was very laudable. 

To Professor Stanley Roberts, who took the Intermediate Class and 
held revision classes in European History, and to Mr. Sydney Herbert, 
who took the whole charge of the Special Class, I offer the most grateful 
thanks for their generous help and excellent work. The department is 
increasing at such a rate that additional assistance must be soon secured 
if the history werk is to be efficiently performed in the College. 


PHILOSOPHY. 
PROFESSOR JENKYN JONES. 


The work and the results in the Department of Philosophy in session 
1919—1920 were quite satisfactory on the whole. The subject was 
taken at all stages, and at the higher stages the work was particularly 
good. Some of the most earnest and successful students were ex-service 
men. 

Post Graduate Students.—Daniel Davies, B.A., who held a University 
Studentship, continued his study of the Kantian Philosophy, and com- 
pleted his M.A. dissertation on Kant’s conception of the Self. He was 
awarded the M.A. degree, and also a University Fellowship. The Exam- 
iners reported very favourably on his work, which showed undoubted 
powers of criticism and of lucid exposition. His success was particularly 
etatifving because, besides having been a devoted student for many ses- ~ 
sions, he was during part of the war period assistant in the department, 
doing the work with much success. Robert Richards, B.A., a former 
student, and a Fellow of the University, has been continuing the studies 
in theism which he commenced last session in this College at Lincoln 
College, Oxford. His tutor has sent me a very favourable account of his 
work. An able former student, Rev. D. Richards, M.A., was awarded 
the prize of £20 at the National Eisteddfod of this year held at Barry for 
the best essay on “‘ Immortality in the light of the phenomena and theories 
of modern spiritism.’’ The adjudicators were impressed by the philosophic 
knowledge and ability shown by the essay. 
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Honours Class.—Of the six students who pursued the honours course, 
three took the University Examination, viz. Miss Valmai B. Evans, 
B.A., who obtained first class, and two ex-service students who obtained 
second class. All three deserve special mention for the ability and 
steadfastness they displayed. M. Vanlitch, who is tutor to the Serbian 
students at the College, attended some of the Honours Classes, and by 
his acute comments and criticisms contributed much to their efficiency. 
I regretted that D. R. jones, an earnest student of philosophy, was 
unable through illness to sit the University Examination. 


Special Class.—This class, consisting mainly of ex-service students, 
was particularly alert and intelligent. In several cases the quality of the 
work reached an honours standard. Owing to accidental reasons three 
students who had worked satisfactorily were unsuccessful in the Uni- 
versity Examination. E. B. George, Emrys Evans, and T. W. Jenkins 
did exceptionally well and showed a special aptitude for philosophy. 
Miss Susie D. Maxwell, the only lady member of the class, deserves 
congratulation on her success and on her tenacious regard for a subject 
which so few women students find attractive at the higher stages. 


Ordinary Class—This class was much larger than in recent years. 
Those students who intended to continue their study of philosophy 
beyond this stage worked regularly and appeared to be really interested 
But there were many who did not bring to the study of the subject the 
concentration and devotion which real success demands. It was with 
difficulty that they could be induced to read the text-books with patience 
and intelligence. The following students acquitted themselves with 
much credit :—Baden Hobby, Ernest Heber Jenkins, Edward Goronwy 
Owen, T. C. H. Parry and Vladeta D. Vukitchevitch. 


Interymediaie Class.—This class comprised over a hundred students, 
and its members differed considerably from one another in age, general 
culture and powers. The part of the course which made the most 
successful appeal to the class, and in which the best results were reached 
was Plato’s Republic (i—iv). Lectures were regularly given on this sub- 
ject for two terms by Prof. Zimmern as well as by myself, and IJ desire to 
acknowledge my deep indebtedness to him for his valuable service in 
presenting the social and intellectual background necessary for its proper 
understanding. I am firmly convinced that the Republic (i—iv) is a 
most effective instrument of mental awakening and culture even at the 
intermediate stage. The University Examination corresponding to this 
stage was this year conducted by the College. It showed that the 
Repubhc had been studied with real interest and success. The results 
in elementary Logic and Psychology were satisfactory on the whole, 
although. far more variable. 


I havg much pleasure in acknowledging the valuable services of Mr. 
L. A. Reid, who was appointed Assistant Lecturer in Philosophy at the 
commencement of the session. He showed great readiness to co-operate 
in every effort to promote the efficiency of the Department. 


The Philosophical Society held several successful meetings during the 
session, notably those addressed by Mr. Reid and Mr. Vanlitch. Prof. 
Rose gave an admirable lecture on Parmenides to a joint meeting of the 
Philosophical and Classical Societies. 


In conclusion, I have to thank J. E. Thomas, Esq., Harrow-on-the-Hill, 
a great grandson of John Thomas, Cwmsidan, Llansadwrn, for a gift to 
iMeslibtary Of a-copy of Dr. Richard Price’s work on Ethics.’ Mr. 
Thomas was fortunate in securing a rare and valuable copy of this work, 
and he was equally generous in parting with it in order to enrich the 
philosophical section of the Library. 
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ECONOMICS AND POLITICAL SCIENCE. 
PROFESSOR E. A. LEwISs.

The Ordinary Class was an unusually large one, and the general quality 
of the work done was distinctly good. In addition to the ordinary 
lectures, special seminar classes for the discussion of problems arising 
out of the lectures were held every week by Mr. J. M. Rees. More than 
two-thirds of the class did very creditably in the College and University 
Examinations. The ex-service students as a whole made excellent 
progress, notably L. S. Higgins, D. W. Morgan, C. W. Smith, and B. B. 
Thomas. Of the Ordinary students Miss Jephcott, A. V. Peers and 
Iorwerth Peate deserve special mention. 

The Special Class was an uneven one, and below the standard of 
pre-war years. Some of the members took a keen and _ intelligent 
interest in the sections of the course dealing with current financial and 
labour problems, and there were a few very good students in Economic 
History. 

Honours and Preliminary M.A.—Four pursued the First Year Course 
and three the Second Year Course. The first year candidates did 
promising work in the Special Examination. Of the second year candi- 
dates one was prevented from taking his examination by a domestic 
bereavement, the two remaining candidates did excellent work. W.F.O. 
Price, an ex-service student, secured a distinctly good first class, and T. 
Hughes Griffiths acquired first-class standard on his papers in the 
Preliminary M.A. Course. 

Postgraduate Worvk.—Tudor Williams continued his researches on the 
Welsh agrarian problem during the Tudor period, and will present his 
dissertation next year. P. S. Thomas was awarded the M.A. degree 
for a very sound piece of work on Trade Unionism in South Wales, with 
special reference to the non-unionist problem. He is to be congratulated 
on the distinctly high order of his dissertation 

Agricultuval Economics——The One- Yeav Applied Science Course in 
Agricultural Economics was given for the first time during the session. 
At the beginning of the session twenty students—mostly ex-service men— 
took the course, but owing to a change in the University regulation 
during the session, five students selected alternative courses. The 
remainder worked very consistently, and taking into consideration 
the hmitations of our Library equipment in agricultural matters, the 
standard of their work in the June Examinations was highly satisfactory. 
One candidate completed the Two Years Final Course in the subject, 
and four completed the Subsidiary Course in accordance with the old 
regulations. 

Owing to the abnormal increase in the number of students, and the 
variety of courses which had to be given, the work falling upon the 
department was considerable. The demands made on the teaching staff 
is to some extent indicated by the fact that twenty-one papers were 
set to meet the requirements of the various groups of candidates in the 
June Examinations. It is quite clear that no effective steps can be 
taken to organise and develop economic and social studies in the College 
on lines that need immediate attention until the Department secures more 
teaching assistance. Under present circumstances it is quite impossible 
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to elaborate and extend the work of the department on the agricultural, 
social, and research sides. In the meantime, the work must be organised 
mainly to meet the requirements of the ordinary degree students, though 
there is a considerable demand for more specialised courses of study from 
students desiring to take up social work of various types. I+ will not, 
I think, be possible to set up full and complete courses in Welfare Training 
on the lines now projected in colleges situated in or near some of our 
large industrial centres, which, of course, present adequate facilities 
for training on the practical side. Our present general courses, however, 
are organised so as to cover the theoretical and historical background 
considered essential for such welfare workers. During the present session, 
a special course of lectures were given to meet the requirements of 
Rural Organisers and Teachers in Rural Continuation Schools. In the 
future, it is anticipated that a Jarge number of those intending to teach 
in country districts will attend a general course on the History and 
Economics of the Rural Problem. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my indebtedness to (1) Mr. J. M. 
Rees for invaluable help in varicus ways throughout the session, (2) to 
Professor Zimmern and Mr. Sydney Herbert for their lectures and classes 
on Politics and Political Theory, and (3) to Mr. William King for five 
lectures on State Interference during the Easter Term.

PALEOGRAPHY AND DIPLOMATICS. 
PRoFESSOR E. A. LEwISs. 


Classes were held during the Michaelmas Term, and during the first 
half of the Lent Term, when the majority of the members left to carry on 
their investigations in the British Museum Library, ond the Public Record 
Office, London. 

Accommodation difficulties peculiar to the session made it necessary 
for me to forego my claims to the special rooms allocated to me by the 
Council some years ago, for the purpose of giving instruction in Paleo- 
graphy and Sources. The classes are still held as usual in the Science 
Library. 

I hope the Council will soon see its way clear to provide suitable rooms 
for this purpose. The importance of adequate instruction in Paleography 
and Sources, in view of the impending developments of Welsh Historical 
and Literary Research under the auspices of the Celtic Studies Board, 
cannot be over-emphasised. In fact, the time has perhaps arrived when 
the University of Wales itself should take direct interest in the matter. 

During the session Mr. Hubert Hall, of the Public Record Office, 
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honoured the College with a suggestive and interesting lecture on National 
Archives. The occasion of the lecture gave us an opportunity in 
Aberystwyth ot gratefully acknowledging the great assistance always so 
readily and willingly given by Mr. Hall to members of our Paleography 
class who visit the Record Office from time to time. 


PURE MATHEMATIGS. 
PROFESSOR W. H. YOUNG. 


In the department of Pure Mathematics, the work done during the 
Session 1919—20 was satisfactory, in spite of the difficulties which 
naturally attended it, for the staff was new and the students, to a large 
extent, men who had been recently in Government Service. 

Five students attended the Honours Courses. Two old-service students 
secured Honours, these being the only candidates from Aberystwyth : 
Mr. W. T. Davies was placed in the 2nd and Mr. Maine in the 3rd class. 
Both men deserve great credit for the steady progress they made during 
the year. Mr. Davies was more than usually handicapped by the time 
that had elapsed since he was last at the College, but none the less he did 
very well in the most advanced part of the examination. As Mr. Maine 
had been excused the Special Examination under a rule drawn up to suit 
old-service students, the fact that he got 3rd Class Honours i is also a source 
of gratification. 

In the Special Examination, no fewer than 13 of those presented passed. 
The best work was done by B. A. Edwards, Miss Gladys Bowen and 
D. R. Williams, the work of the first-named being excellent, that of 
Miss Bowen consistently good. All three should have no difficulty in 
gaining Honours in Pure Mathematics. 

Of the 43 candidates who registered for the Ordinary Course at the 
beginning of the Session, 25 presented themselves at the examination, 
and of these, 19 passed. Professor Johnston reports that the work of 
W. J. James, Richard Morgan, William Jones, Thomas Lewis, deserves 
special praise. Of the six students who failed, in the examination, 
three were allowed a pass for Intermediate. 

At the Intermediate stage, 126 candidates registered at the beginning 
of the Session, 23 withdrew during the Session and 106 took the examina- 
tion. Of these, 78 passed. The work of P. J. Corradine deserves special 
commendation. 

No work of the nature of Research was undertaken by any of the 
students. Professor Johnston contributed a note to the Proceedings of 
the Royal Society, and several papers of Dr. Young’s appeared in the 
London Mathematical Society s Proceedings. 

During the Session, Dr. Young paid a visit to Professor Whittaker’s 
Mathematical Laboratory at Edinburgh, and took the opportunity to 
consult with Professor Macdonald, of Aberdeen, on certain questions 
connected with the work of the AS pa CU Besides an account of this 
visit, Dr. Young drew up a report on the needs of the Department for 
presentation to the Council. 


APPLIED MATHEMATICS. 
PROFESSOR SCHOTT. 


The number of students in the department, apart from withdrawals, 
has been 38, somewhat greater than pre-war numbers, with a considerable 
proportion of ex-service men. The number sitting University Examina- 
tions—Ordinary and Special—was 18, including one former student, 
and all passed. The work done was satisfactory, especially on the part 
of the great majority of the ex-service students, some of whom made 
very good progress in spite of the difficulties under which thay obviously 
laboured. The Honours Class of three students did good work. The 
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two ex-service students in this class, however, were too insufficiently 
prepared to cope with the full course and were advised to take another 
year, but they made good progress. Mr. H. W. Unthank, B.A., has 
given me very valuable assistance with the Intermediate, Special and 
Honours work, and I hope that next session he will prove still more 
useful, when more of his time will be available for the department, especially 
in view of the increase in numbers of the Ordinary and Special Classes, 
which is to be expected.

PHYSICS. 
PROFESSOR GWILYM OWEN. 


Considerable changes in personel have taken place in this Department 
during the present session. In December, 1919, Professor D. Morgan 
Lewis resigned the Chair which he had held for 28 years, his successor 
being Professor Gwilym Owen. In January, Mr. H. H. Paine, Lecturer 
in Physics, left to take up his duties as Professor of Physics at University 
College, Johannesburg, to be followed in June by Mr. G. T. R. Evans, 
who was appointed Chief Assistant to Professor Paine. In January 
Messrs. W. Mandell and L. E. Sulston were appointed Assistant 
Lecturers and Demonstrators. 

The work in the Laboratory was rendered somewhat difficult by in- 
sufficient accommodation and equipment for the large number of students 
inthe Department. Steps are being taken to remedy this by next Session. 
The following table gives the number of students attending the various

CHEMISTRY. 


PROFESSOR ‘MouaT JONES. 


The number of students working in the Department throughout the 
Session was approximately 270. The total accommodation available 
provides.for about 140. The conditions under which work was carried 
on were therefore unsatisfactory. The beginning of the session, moreover, 
found the department quite unprepared to provide the necessary chemicals 
and apparatus required for so large a number. ‘This deficiency was in 
great part remedied by half session, a special grant of £1,000 being used 
for this purpose. 

In the first month of the session the extremely difficult task of 
organising the work of the department fell upon Dr. Campbell James 
and Mr. Bury. When I took over charge of the department at the 
beginning of November matters were running as smoothly as the very 
adverse conditions made possible. The successful manner in which 
the initial difficulties were surmounted can probably not be adequately 
appreciated by-anyone outside the department. Mr. J. B. Whitworth, 
B.Sc., had been already appointed Demonstrator and Messrs. Eric 
Walker, B.Sc., and Talfryn James, B.Sc., gave part of their time to 
demonstrating during the first term. Mr. L. J. Hudleston, M.C., B.Sc., 
A.I.C., and Mr. D. Emrys Williams, B.Sc., joined the department as 


56 


Lecturer and Assistant Lecturer after Christmas, the former, in addition 
to his lecturing duties, taking charge of the practical work of the Inter- 
mediate Class. Even with this additional teaching staff it was far from 
possible to give that individual attention to students which is necessary. 

In January, Mr. Gregory was appointed Lecture Assistant. 

A special course of lectures in Organic Chemistry for medical students 
proceeding to London and elsewhere was given by Mr. Emrys Willams, 
and a special laboratory course for the same was given by Mr. Hudleston 
in June after the Intermediate Examinations. 

A Chemical Club for the reading and discussion of papers by members 
of the staff and advanced students was started and held meetings weekly 
during the first two terms. These proved of much value in securing an 
interest in the subject outside the ordinary examination course. 

The work of the students of all grades has on the whole been quite 
satisfactory, particularly when the very adverse conditions of work are 
considered. There are some, however, who would be better employed 
at some other subject rather than in occupying valuable space in a badly 
overcrowded department. 

In the Honours grade out of six candidates presented for examination 
three obtained first classes, one a second and two thirds. 

The degree of M.Sc. in recognition of Research on “‘ The Reduction of 
Glucose,” carried out in this department in the previous session, has been 
conferred on Mr. V. H. Williams, B.Sc. ; and a Fellowship of the University 
of Wales has been awarded to Mr. William Thomas, M.Sc., an old student 
of the department. 

Research work has been carried on during-the session by myself and 
by Mr. Whitworth, B.Sc., and Mr. Llewelyn Williams with me: by Dr. 
Campbell James with Mr. Talfryn James, B.Sc., Mr. Emrys Williams, 
B.Sc., and (in vacations) with Miss M. kK. Turner: by Mr. Hudleston 
and by Mr. Bury. 

The following paper has been published :—

Lack of suitable accommodation and the heavy demands on the time 
of the teaching staff makes research work a matter of great difficulty. 
Private laboratories for the staff for this purpose are badly needed.

BOTANY. 
PROFESSOR LLOYD WILLIAMS. 


The increase in the number of students in the department continued 
this session again, so that the total number taking Intermediate and 
Final Courses more than trebled the pre-war number. In addition, a 
class of discharged soldiers was taken for two hours each week by the 
Lecturer, Mr. S. G. Jones. Great difficulty was experienced in securing 
apparatus, especially microscopes, and many of the instruments ordered 
last October have not been supphed yet. The great majority of the stu- 
dents worked with enthusiasm, and I wish particularly to bear testimony 
to the keen interest shown by all but a very few of the ex-service men, 
and to their remarkable success in the examinations. 


Miss Gertrude Walters took the Honours Examination and secured a 
brilliant First Class: her thesis on “‘ The Flora of the Lead-poisoned 
Valleys’ of the District was highly praised by the Board of Examiners. 
Miss Fry completes the third year of her Fellowship. The research she 
started has now become specialized into an investigation into some of the 
biological phenomena presented Ly the life-history of Lichens, and they 
promise to yield some very interesting results. ‘Both Miss Walters and 
Miss Fry will join the staff of the department next session. 


Owing to the change in the method of examining the Intermediate 
students we have been able to render the course more elastic and more 
interesting, with an increase of benefit to the students and of pleasure 
to the teachers. 


Dr. Burtt has worked in the department through the session. He 
was given a grant by the Committee of Scientific Research to assist me 
in the completion of my investigation into the life history of Halidrys. 
My work on “ The Laminariaceae’’ is approaching completion. A 
summary of the work will be given at the Cardiff Meeting of the British 
Association. 


Once again it gives me great pleasure to acknowledge the efficient and 
whole-hearted assistance given me by Mrs. Campbell James and Mr. 
S. G. Jones, and particularly the excellence of their teaching methods. 


GEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR W. J. PUGH. 


Some difficulty was experienced at the beginning of the session owing 
to the late and irregular arrival of students, consequent upon the railway 
strike and demobilisation. 


The highest number of students were registered during the session since 
the Department was inaugurated. This fact, coupled with inadequate 
fecture-room and laboratory space has made the work of the department, 
this session, particularly arduous and trying. 


At the Intermediate stage 90 students were registered during the 
session. Some of these were students taking courses in Agriculture 
and courses for the Geographical Diploma, and consequently did not 
present themselves at the University Examinations. Owing to the 
limited laboratory accommodation and time table difficulties, the 
demonstration work had to be triplicated and this made the work at this 
Stage extremely heavy Dr. Stanley Smith lectured to this class and 
conducted at frequent intervals, day excursions to localities of geological 
interest. I arranged the practical work throughout the session, but 
Dr. Smith, Mr. Challinor and myself all shared in the actual laboratory 
work. At the University Examinations 71 attended and 48 passed. 
On the whole the work of the class was very good, and in several cases 
Students attained a high degree of merit. 
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Mr. W. B. Hughes took the Applied Science Course and passed at the 
University Examinations with credit. In addition to my lectures, Dr. 
Smith gave a course of lectures for this student in Economic Geology, 
which was also attended by several other students taking courses in 
the Department. 


At the First Year Final stage 14 students registered, and with one or 
two exceptions the standard of work was very good. 


At the Second Year Final stage 13 students registered at the beginning 
of the session, but I regret to record that Miss Rebecca Griffiths died with 
tragic suddenness at Newtown during the second term. Of the 12 who 
sat the University Examinations, 1] passed and the standard attained by 
the class as a whole was extremely encouraging. In the examinations 
the work of Mr. R M. Jehu, Miss Margaret Wood and Miss Constance 
Edwards reached a high standard. 


The attendance of Final students at lectures and demonstrations- 
was very high. 


I gave courses of lectures during the session on Physical Geology and. 
British Stratigraphy to students taking the Final and Applied Science 
Courses, and arranged the corresponding laboratory work. Dr. Smith 
and Mr. Challinor were responsible for the teaching of Palaeontology 
and Petrology respectively. 


Miss E. Gwladys Davies attended my Honours’ Lectures in Geomor- 
phology during the first term, but withdrew from the department after 
Christmas. 


During the Easter vacation, I conducted a long excursion for the Final 
classes. Thirteen students attended, and I have to record my thanks. 
to Mr. Challinor for his able assistance in the field. The party made: 
its headquarters at Machynlleth, and excursions were conducted to the 
Barmouth, Cader-Idris and Dinas Mawddwy areas. The excursion was. 
highly successful and work was possible every day. 


Certain salient facts have made themselves felt during the session.. 
With the present number of students in the department, the present 
lecture room and laboratory accommodation is totally inadequate.. 
More space is required urgently and more equipment in the way of 
microscopes, etc, otherwise the time and attention cannot possibly be- 
devoted to students, which they are entitled to expect. The collections. 
in the laboratory are increasing and are suffering from the fact that 
lack of space prevents their proper arrangement and consequent utility 
to the student. 


Mr. J. Challinor joined the department as Assistant Lecturer and. 
Demonstrator during the first term and, in addition to giving valuable 
assistance in the demonstration work at all stages, has been responsible 
for the Petrological teaching. 


I must express my indebtedness to both De Smith and Mr. Challinor 
for the extremely valuable help they have both given me throughout the 
session. 


In his leisure time Dr. Stanley Smith has completed his memoir on the 
lead-mining district of the Tyne area of Northumberland, and it is now 
in course of preparation for publication. He has also completed a paper 
on Australian corals and continued his researches on the Early Palaeozoic 
corals. 


I have continued my research work in making a detailed geological! 
survey of the slate quarrying area between Corris and Dinas Mawddwy,, 
which was interrupted by my service in the Army. 
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ZOOLOGY. 
Mr. LAURIE. 


The number of students in the Department during the Session has 
shown a further increase. There have been seventy-cne regular students 
distributed among the various courses as follows :—Intermediate 45, 
Applied 6, Entomology 10, First Year Final 5, Second Year Final 5. 
The short course of demonstrations of the anatomy of a vertebrate animal 
for Fourth Year Training College students studying Hygiene was given 
again this year, and was attended by 30 students. 


Of the Intermediate students 28 sat for the College Examination in 
June, 1920, and of these 20 passed. Six students sat the University 
Final Examination and all passed. Six sat the University Examination 
in Applied Science, of whom 5 passed. 


Dr. J. Travis Jenkins brought the Fisheries Investigation steamer, 
Hie meames letchern,” to Aberystwyth in the Summer Term for a 
demonstration visit. A party of students was taken for a trip, and the 
examination of the various instruments constituted an important 
addition to the laboratory work of the Session. 

During the Easter vacation I tcok five students for a few days to 
Port Erin to work at the Marine Biological Laboratory. Such a visit 
I look upon as of very high importance ; it not only enables the student 
to see things from a new angle but also brings him into contact with 
students and staff of the Zoology Departments of other Universities. 

Miss E. M. L. Hendriks held the Bigland Scholarship for the first 
term of the Session, and commenced work as Fisheries Naturalist, but 
resigned upon her appointment to the Lectureship in Geology in the 
Queen’s University of Belfast. Miss Horsman has held the Scholarship 
for the following two terms and been appointed Fisheries Naturalist. 


The Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries secured an increase of the 
Fisheries Grant to £250 for the Session 1919—1920, partly owing to which, 
and also te the generosity of Mr. Samuel Vestey, it has been possible to 
acquire for purposes of scientific investigation a 37 foot motor boat. 
hich boat, is) the former ~ John Fell,’ binlt some years ago tor the 
Lancashire and Western Sea Fisheries Committee. 


I would like to express to the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research my appreciation of the aid given to research carried on in my 
Department by their grants made to Mr. T. A. Stephenson and Miss 
Mabyn Thompson. 


Mr. Stephenson has been awarded the M.Sc. Degree for some of his 
published work on the Actiniaria. Next Session he will discontinue 
his part-time teaching work, having been promoted to be a full-time 
independent research worker under a salary from the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. I take this opportunity of putting 
on record my appreciation of the conscientious work he has done for the 
Department while I have been associated with it, and welcome his 
continued association with the Department in his new capacity. 


Mr. S. G. Rudler has given most substantial help to the Department 
by commencing the cataloguing of the books and pamphlets, which 
will render the material in the Library readily available tor reference. 
I appreciate this clearly important work very highly, and look forward 
to its continuance next Session. 


Other benefactions to the Department during the Session include 
a donation of {50 by Mr. Samuel Vestey, £5 by Mr. Edward Chadwick, 
books presented by Mr. Rudler and by Dr. Travis Jenkins, fifty papers 
on Mollusca presented by Mr. R. Bullen Newton of the British Museum, 
and specimens by Professor S. J. Hickson.

Researches in progress include a report on Anomura collected at the 
Seychelles Islands, by R. D. Laurie; an investigation of the fresh water 
invertebrate fauna of the lead-polluted rivers of the Aberystwyth neigh- 
bourhood, by Miss kK. E. Carpenter; an investigation of soil fauna, by 
Miss Mabyn Thompson. 

With the assistance of Miss Horsman and Miss Carpenter I took the 
Zoology portion of the Summer School of Biological Science for Lecturers 
in Training Colleges held this year at Aberystwyth under the Board of 
Education. Lecturers attended from most of the Training Colleges in 
England and Wales, and I anticipate that useful results will follow from 
the work of the School. 

Miss Constance Edwards was appointed Student Assistant for the 
Session, and I thank her and also Mr. J. R. W. Jenkins for helpful assist- 
ance rendered. 

I reported last Session that owing to the increase in the number of the 
students and of the staff the accommodation was entirely inadequate 
for the proper carrying out of the duties of the Department. During 
the present Session I have had to borrow the Botany Laboratory for 
certain practical classes and the Geology Laboratory for others. The 
department has no Lecture Theatre. I have had the use of a room in 
the Agricultural Department for research purposes, which will not 
however be available next Session. One research worker has occupied 
the small diagram room behind the Education Lecture Theatre, which is 
ill ighted and has no water supply. Mr. Stephenson has had to do his 
research at his lodgings. I have myself no private room. Next Session 
there will be an additional full-time Assistant Lecturer who will be 
expected to carry out research, but for whom there is no accommodation. 
Also there will be two honours students requiring room for research, for 
one of whom the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries is finding £250, 
and for neither of them is there any accommodation. It was stated 
that the New Zoology Buildings would be available for use in October 
of the present year. I now hear that some difficulty has arisen and that 
there is a suggestion that the building should be discontinued. I have 
no hesitation in affirming that the present accommodation is a disgrace 
to the College and that the work of the department must be very gravely 
affected until adequate accommodation is forthcoming. I have obtained 
£1,160 for the department for the Session 1920—1921 from sources outside 
the College. I would like to see this sum considerably increased in the 
session following, but feel that it is most likely that it may be cut down 
unless further reasonable accommodation is granted to the Department. 


GEOGRAPHY AND ANTHROPOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR. FLEURE. 


This year has seen the first batch of students entering for University 
Examinations, and we have also had a good number taking the whole 
or part of the post-graduate Diploma Course. 

The numbers in the Department, apart from the class for teachers 
in training have been as follows :—

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Of the 2nd Year Final all were successful, together with 22 at the 
Ordinary Stage, and 3 gained the Diploma. 

The quality of the work in the Ordinary Class was distinctly good, 
and special mention may be made of (alphabetical order) L. S. Higgins, 
Gab jones Voss >) Mo Lewis, EE. Price, J. Ps Thomas, D. 1. Williams. 
The First Year Final Class were not under examination, but Miss G. 
Bowen, and Miss A. M. Jones did very good work throughout the year. 
The good quality of the work of the vast majority of ex-service men, 
in spite of great difficulties in special cases, is an outstanding feature 
of the session. They showed great thoughtfulness even if, as might be 


- expected, their knowledge of detail was not always as full as it might be. 


The Second Year Final and Special Class was weaker but quite 
reasonably good. 

Of the Diploma students one can speak very highly. The sustained 
quality of the work of E. E. Gomersall and Miss S. Harris was specially 
noticeable. The presence of senior people in the Department’s classes 
is a welcome help to teachers and to the younger students, and I am glad 
to anticipate a similar influx of diploma students next October. The 
Diploma has been awarded to E. J. Saunders, B.Sc., and J. L. Roderick, 
B.A., students of the previous session, who have now completed the essays 
required. 

The classes in geography for teachers-in-training under the Education 
Department have been continued and, though the generality of the 
students was below the standard of previous years, Miss D. M. Green 
Miss H. M. Thompson did excellent work. Misses M. G. Williams and 
P. Watkins also voluntarily attended this class, and worked creditably. 
Miss A. C. M. Lewis attended voluntarily several of the degree classes, and 
showed a marked aptitude for the subject. 

A large summer school was held in 1919, and the entries for 1920 
Summer School are overwhelming. 

Thanks to a grant from the proceeds of last year’s Summer School 
and.to Mr. Whitehouse’s enterprise the equipment of the Department 
has been markedly improved. Something over £100 has been spent 
on non-recurrent expenses, but before the department is reasonably 
supplied that figure will need to be multiplied by ten. 

Mr. S. G. Rudler continued his work for the Anthropological Section 
of the Library during the Autumn term, cross-indexing the books and 
catalogues of the Rudler collection and the general books of the Depart- 
ment, particularly those on Numismatics. Our gratitude to Mr. Rudler 
for his fine work is still further enhanced by his donations of portfolios 
of maps, views and printed matter relating to London. He has made this 
donation much more useful by his arrangement and classification of 
all the items, and he has given us a number of volumes and pamphlets 
on London.

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The work of the Geographical Association is continuing prosperously, 
and the Magazine is now issued from Aberystwyth to the 3,500 members 
of the Association the world over. The increase of members outside the 
British Isles has been an outstanding feature of the year. Miss Fleming 
has maintained her work in this sphere, and has sent out over a thousand 
letters of help and advice to teachers of Geography. Her voluntary 
assistance is a source of strength to the Research side of the Department, 
and she is giving great help with the Anthropological Survey still in 
progress. A branch of the Association for West Wales has been founded 
this session and is centred at Aberystwyth. This session has also seen 
the fruition of efforts made by the Association for the establishment of 
Honours Schools of Geography in several more British Universities. 


Miss B. E. Dobbs has given valuable help in colouring the model of 
Wales made before the war by Mr. Whitehouse and a number of students. 
When this unique object attains its final form, it will be a beautiful as well 
as a proud possession of the Department. A highly favourable review 
of the work appeared recently above the signature of Prof. W. M. Davis 
in the American “‘ Geographic Review.” 


Mr. Whitehouse has organised, with the co-operation of Colonel Sir 
C. F. Close, a successful experiment in the production and distribution of 
special Ordnance Maps for the study of land forms. The experiment was 
described in the ‘“‘ Geographical Teacher,’ Spring and Summer, 1920, 
and many institutions purchased the special maps. 


A group of men students has given valuable help under the leadership 
of Mr. E. E. Price and Mr. T. Warman towards the arrangement of the 
department’s books and maps. As usuala number of addresses have been 
given by Miss Fleming, Mr. Whitehouse and myself to further the aims 
of the Department and of the Geographical Association. The places 
visited include London, Oxford, Newcastle, Derby, Rotherham, Birming- 
ham, Malvern, Hereford, Leominster, Ross, Pontypool, Tredegar, 
Lampeter, Machynlleth, Bangor, Holyhead, Wrexham. Mr. Whitehouse 
has also given long series of army lectures in Flanders and around 
Cambridge and Salisbury as centres. 


Prof. Sir W. M. Ramsay, F.B.A., visited Aberystwyth and gave us a 
lecture on “‘ The Axial Road to Asia.”’

Two rather long articles are at the present moment in course of 
publication. 


A pamphlet guide to local studies of pre-historic antiquity in the British 
Isles have been widely circulated, and a classification oi rude stone 
monuments has been worked out in co-operation with leading archaelo- 
gists with a view to a large card catalogue of these monuments. This 
catalogue is being prepared at Aberystwyth, and is supported by the 
British Association and the Royal Anthropological Institute. 


The Government Committee on Scientific Research has kindly con- 
tinued a grant for assistance for the Anthropological Survey now pro- 
ceeding, and problems of the growth-phenomena of different types and 
the comparative physical characteristics of the two sexes of each type 
are being investigated, while the general survey is being extended. 
The Royal Society has added a grant for photographs in connection with 
the survey.

Of the above, 30 to 40 are studying foe the LL. B. Degree or B/A. 
Degree in Law, and most of them—in fact nearly all—are entering for the 
Bar or the Solicitors’ Branch of the legal profession. 


During the session we revived the custom of holding Law Moots. 
The first was held during Michaelmas Term before His Honour Judge 
Ivor Bowen, K.C., who kindly promised to assist on any occasion of 
this character. The second was held during the Summer Term before 
Mr. W. Llewelyn Williams, K.C., Recorder of Cardiff, who has always 
taken keen personal interest in the work of the Law Department. In 
each case the procedure was that of a regular Court of Law, and the 
rules of evidence and advocacy were strictly applied. The position of 
counsel on each side was taken by students, including both men and 
women students, and the preparation for these courts proved most 
instructive and beneficial. It is proposed to make such debates a regular 
feature of the work of the College. 


We have to acknowledge very gratefully a handsome gift of books 
from the library of the late W. L. Williams, Esq., Solicitor, presented 
by his son, Mr. Richard Williams, The Marlows, Caterham, Surrey. 
This valuable gift was transmitted to us through the kindness of Professor 
Fleure. It contains several Digests and modern practical Law Books 
which have now been classified and placed in the Library. Gifts of this 
nature, from the libraries of barristers or solicitors, are greatly appreciated 
by the Faculty of Law ; more especially when, as in this case, the lst of 
books is submitted to the College first for the choice of what is most 
likely to be useful. Several other additions have been made to the Law 
Library, which has now been brought up to date. 


We have met with a gratifying record of successes during the year. 


Two of our law students obtained First Class Honours in Law at Cam- 


bridge, one, Arthur Trevor Harries, being placed first in the First Class 
in Part I. of the Law Tripos, the other, David Hughes Parry obtaining 
a First Class in Part II. Charles Patterson obtained a First Class at a 
part of the Bar Examination. Three former students passed the Final 
Bar Examination: A. J. Glynn Edwards, Illtyd David and B. K. 
Bonarjee. Arthur Owen Roberts won an Exhibition in Law at Jesus 
College, Oxford. Out of 35 or more students who took the degree 
Examinations of the University in Law, all were successful with the 
exception of two or three. 


A former student of the Law Department, J. D. Ivor Hughes, was 
during the session appointed Professor of Law in the University of 
Leeds, and another old student, J. Walter Jones, of Emmanuel College, 
Cambridge, was offered a Research Fellowship in the Harvard Law 
School. Among those whose work deserves special mention during this 
session are:—T. Lloyd Jones, E. J. Stephens, Arthur Owen Roberts, 
Humphrey Llewelyn Jones, T. Ellis Lewis, and Charles Patterson. 
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During the session I have, in addition to the ordinary work of the 
curriculum in Law, given special courses of lectures on such topical 
subjects as International Law, Imperial relations, Law of Trades Unions, 
and the League of Nations, as well as an extension course on Roman Law 
and Agricultural Law Much more advanced work of this kind could 
be done if the staff of the Law Department were increased, and I have, 
during the session, drawn out a scheme of reconstruction, allowing 
Honours Courses provisional on the appointment of additional members 
on the Law staff. 


THE GENERAL MUSEUM. 
Hon. Curator—PROFESSOR FLEURE. 


During the past year a feeling of uncertainty about social and industrial 
conditions has decided Mr. Greenslade not to make purchases from the 
interest on the endowment so kindly placed at our disposal, but the 
donors have most thoughtfully allowed us to use a part of the interest 
to paint the Relief Model of Wales, which is an important feature of the 
Museum. This work is being carried out in devoted fashion by Miss 
B. E. Dobbs, B.A., an old student of the College residing temporarily in 
Aberystwyth. The better mounting of the Relief Model is a matter 
which must soon receive attention. 


Gifts for the Museum have been received from Mr. J. B. Willans, 
Dr. Stanley Smith, and from Mr. R. J. Williams, of Towyn, who has 
presented a fine pair of antlers washed up from the submerged forest of 
Cardigan Bay. Mr. Rudler’s gifts this session of materials, specimens 
and photographs illustrating the manufacture and decoration of pottery 
are of particular interest, and will be of great educational assistance. 
Mr. Rudler has also arranged and cross-indexed the Rudler Collection 
of books and pamphlets dealing with the potters’ art and with the 
manufacture and staining of glass. His continued efforts are much appre- 
ciated, and he has generously promised to devote to the Museum a 
considerable part of his time during the next session. 


The policy of the College in connection with the Museum needs fresh 
consideration, the room is overcrowded and the time has come for 
definite arrangements for curation, and also for a division of the Museum 
into sections representing the arts and crafts, the development of early 
civilizations, ethnography and so on.

The Accessions to the General and Science Libraries during the session 
ended 30th June, 1920, numbered 1,880 volumes. Amongst these were 
600 volumes from the lbrary of our late Principal, Dr. T. F. Roberts, 
mostly consisting of works on philosophy, the Classics and Welsh lhter- 
ature ; 63 volumes from the library of the late Prof. David Jenkins, all 

dealing with music; 94 volumes of law books presented by Richard 
Williams, Esq, Caterham, from the library of his father, the late Wilham 
Williams, Solicitor, Wakefield ; and 96 volumes, presented by S. G. 
Rudler, Esq., of Hawkshead. _ Mr. Rudler also catalogued the Anthrop- 
ological Section of the Library, arranged the books and pamphlets of the 
Sir John Rhys Collection, and rendered useful service in other directions. 
It has been recently decided to classify and catalogue the Library in accor- 
dance with the rules of the Library of Congress, and for this purpose a 
Cataloguer has just been appointed, Miss Cummings, of the Bodleian 
Library. 


CHAIR OF INTERNATIONAL POLITICS. 


PROFESSOR ZIMMERN. 


As the year under review, the first full period of the working of the ~ 


Chair, includes a variety of activities, some of them of an experimental 
character, the following account is inevitably somewhat longer than 
is customary. 


The study of International Politics pre-supposes a good grounding 
in modern history and in political theory, and also a wider range of 
knowledge and interest than is common among the students at the 
present time. After a year’s experience I have therefore decided that 
I can best meet the needs of the College by treating International Politics 
as a post-graduate subject and doing what I can to meet existing needs 
by lectures and instruction on more elementary lines.

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During the year Courses of Lectures were given on International 
Economic Relations, on the Elements of Politics and on the Foreign 
Affairs of the week. Through the courtesy of Prof. Jenkyn Jones, I also 
gave a Course of Lectures on the Republic of Plato to the Intermediate 
Philosophy Class, while Mr. Herbert lectured on behalf of Prof. Edwards 
on European History during the Nineteenth Century. By arrangement 
with Prof. Lewis, Mr. Herbert also gave instruction to the Special and 
Honours Classes in Political Science. Numerous students have received 
guidance on special points or direction in their general reading. Miss 
D. M. Griffith, who is engaged on a study and comparison of some Welsh 
and English Social Movements, and Mr. W. Watkin Davies, who is 
studying British-Italian relations previous to the Union of Italy, have 
been working with me as post-graduate students. 


During the year Mr. Herbert took a class in Foreign Affairs under the 
auspices of the Aberystwyth Y.W.C.A., whilst I delivered over twenty 
lectures and addresses in various parts of Wales, generally under the 
auspices of the League of Nations Union. During the summer months, 
which I spent in Wales, I lectured at the Workers’ Educational Associa- 
tion Summer School at Bangor, and at the meetings of the Welsh School 
for Social Service at Llandrindod Wells. 


It is an important side of the work of the Chair to establish and maintain 
personal contact with leaders of opinion in other Countries. 


During December and January, I visited Italy where I met numerous 
public men, amongst others Signor Guglielmo Ferrero the Historian, 
Signor Gaetano Salvemini, leader of a party in the Italian Chamber, and 
Signor Mario Borsa, editor of the Secolo. At Florence, I delivered a 
lecture at the British-Italian Institute. On my return through Swit- 
zerland, I met Dr. Robert Michels, who holds Chairs at the Universities 
ot Bale and Turin, and Dr. Stefan Bauer of the International Labour 
Office. 


During May and June I paid a first visit to Spain, gaining a general 
impression of the country. Amongst prominent Spaniards whom I met, 
I may mention Professor Don Miguel de Unamuno late Rector of the 
University of Salamanca and Don Fernando de los Rios, Deputy for 
Granada and Professor of International Law at the University in that 
City. With the same object of developing living contacts, an effort 
has been made at Aberystwyth to bring students face to face with 
representatives of foreign countries or with fellow-countrymen who have 
taken an active part in political or administrative work at home or 
‘abroad, and I am indebted to a number of personal friends who were good 
enough to visit Aberystwyth during the year to address larger or smaller 
bodies of students. Amongst these I may mention, Major-General Sir 
George Aston, K.C.B., late of the War Cabinet Secretariat, who lectured. 

n “ Administration in War-time’’; Mr. G. N. Orme, Administrator of 
the Hong Kong New Territory, who lectured on “‘ Chinese Village Life ”’ ; 
Mr. Herbert Feis, Research Fellow of Harvard University, who lectured 
on “Labour Conditions in the United States’’; Prof. Shotwell, of 
Columbia University, New York, who spoke on the political situation 
in the United States; Signor Angelo Crespi, a distinguished Italian 
writer, who lectured both on Mazzini and on the situation in Italy, and 
also kindly met the Serbian students in an open discussion on the Fiume 
question, which proved most instructive. Advantage was also taken 
of a visit paid to the town in another connection by Dr. Marion Phillips, 
Chief Woman Officer of the Labour Party, to secure an informal 
address from her on University Education in Australia. I may also 
mention the lecture given in May, 1919, by Mr. H. V. Keeling on Russia, 
and the visit to Aberystwyth of the Rev. Feodor Ruppeldt of the 
Lutheran Church of Slovakia in May of this year. 
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Publications. 


During the year, Mr. Herbert published a volume entitled Nationality, 
whilst I contributed articles on subjects connected with the Chair to a 
number of papers such as the New Euvope, The New Statesmen, The 
New Republic (New York), the Welsh Outlook, the Observer, the Man- 
chester Guardian, the Maccabaean, (New York), the Classical Review, 
the Labour Woman, the Student Movement Magazine, and others. Trans- 
lations of articles from my pen also appeared in Continental papers. 
At the request of the responsible authorities I drew up a scheme for the 
Arts side of the University of Jerusalem. : 


MEN'S HOSTEL. 
Warden: Mr. E. D. T. JENKINS. 


The number of students at the Men’s Hostel during the session 1919—20 
was 46. In December, 1919, Captain H. H. Paine who on demobilisation 
early in the year had resumed his duties as Warden, was appointed to the 
Chair of Physics at the University College, Johannesburg, and left in 
January, 1920. Before his departure he presented the Men’s Common 
Room with some valuable furniture. We take this opportunity of 
thanking him sincerely for his most generous gift and wish him the best 
of success and happiness in his new sphere. Unfortunately we are now 
about to lose the services of Miss Powell, who has been Matron for the 
past two years, and who has never spared herself in providing for the 
comfort and well-being of all at the Hostel. The health of the students 
during the Session has been excellent. 


MUSIC. 
PROFESSOR WALFORD DAVIES. 


Since my last brief report the Department has been happily established 
in the ‘ Music: House’’ prepared for it (and expressly fitted up, re- 
decorated in accordance with valued advice given by Mr. Fred Richards), 
and in its congenial surroundings a hopeful start has been made. Before 
reporting on the several activities begun, I desire to record deep appre- 
ciation of the efficient and most loyal support of the staff of helpers 
working with me in the new department. Without them the task of 
laying good foundations would have been not only harder but impossible. 


The Degvee Courses have been in the charge of Dr. de Lloyd, and he 
and I have been the sole lecturers in this section. For the four students 
taking the Intermediate for Mus. Bac. Dr. de Lloyd has nothing but 
praise. Of the rather larger number taking the Intermediate for an 
Arts. Degree he cannot speak quite so unreservedly, but good work has 
been done by them. He points out that their initial lack of elementary 
knowledge of music handicaps them on entry, and this I can only confirm. 


The Thursday Open Lectures given throughout the Session, and the 
Tuesday Evening Lectures have included lectures on Welsh Music by 
Professor Lloyd Williams, on French Music by Madame Barbier, and on 
Elements, on Listening and on the Mind of Beethoven by myself. These 
have been unequally attended, and I venture to think far more use may 
be made of them not only by musical students but by those studying in 
other Faculties who desire to understand and enjoy music, and above 
all by those studying to become good school teachers, who need to grasp 
its human side. 


Postgraduate Courses. There have been no students studying for 
advanced degree work this Session. 
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The various Evening Classes for such students as are unable to take 
degree courses have been taken by Mr. J. T. Rees, Mr. Charles Panchen, 
Mr. Charles McLean (up to his appointment as Secretary to the Council 
of Music), and by myself. They have been attended in varying numbers ; 
reports are satisfactory. Miss Dorothy Martin is singled out for special 
praise, while others have done almost equally well. It is my hope to 
consolidate and improve these classes into a valuable group for non- 
degree students who desire to become efficient in musical reading, 
writing and listening. 

The Teachers’ Training Course has been keenly and well attended 
first by six, finally by twelve students. This Course has been designed 
to meet the new requirement of the Teachers’ Registration Council 
and to enable students to qualify for registration in 1921. Tuition 
has been given in Class Singing and Conducting by Madame Barbier 
Mr. Stephen Evans, and myself, on Pianoforte Teaching by Mrs. Arthur 
Williams, and on Ear Tyvaining, Reading and Rudiments by myself. 


Lessons in Solo-plaving and Solo-singing have been given to a large 
number of students, viz. :—Singing, about 70, Pianoforte 24, Violin 13, 
*Cello 5, Viola 2. In the report of individual teachers which have reached 
me I single out the praise given to Miss Hannah Reynolds for her excellent 
violin playing, Mr. J. T. Price and Mr. J. Cload for work at violin and 
viola respectively, and Mr. Pickering for his admirable diligence, helpful- 
ness and progress as a tenor singer. 

The musical work with students of the Normal Department presents 
strong contrasts. Every teacher is loud in the praise of the earnest 
spirit, keen application and promise shown in the Discharged Soldiers’ 
Classes. One teacher writes: “ I consider it an honour and a pleasure 
to have charge of them.’’ [can amply confirm this from my own exper- 
ience with them. On the other hand I must also confirm the unvarying 
impression that the Normal] Students made upon their teachers of apathy 
and irregularity. ‘This is the more to be regretted since we depend upon 
the future teachers of children for the spread of the working truth and 
beauty and practical use of music in daily life, and I look anxiously for 
improvement in this section. Individual lessons on instruments are 
offered to all Normal Students. Many have taken advantage of this 
offer, and I have received many good individual reports, not, however, 
without disturbing signs of irregularity and lack of preparation. 

It remains to record the more public activities of the Music Depart- 
ment, since perhaps its main effort has been to help to energize the 
musical life of the College asa whole. The Weekly Concerts from October 
16th, 1919, to May 27th, 1920, have been consistently well attended— 
not only by Collegians but by musical friends from the town. Excellent 
work was done, with Dr. Lloyd Williams’ good help, by the “ Angharad ”’ 
Choir. The Orchestral Festival in November was life-giving musically. 
The whole or part of some 24 Orchestral Masterpieces were heard there. 
The Christmas Oratorio Services, the Sunday Carol-singing under 
Madame Barbier, as well as the two Sunday afternoon Musical Meetings 
(under Dr. Lloyd Williams in Welsh and under myself in English) are 
all hietly noteworthy as holding promise for the future. The College 
Choval and Orchestval Unions have held their practices weekly. During 
the Session over 400 names were given in for membership of ‘the Choral 
Union, but the attendances at practices sometimes fell below 40. Against 
this ugly fact, it may truly be said that the quality of output and respon- 
Siveness of the Choir improved consistently to the end of Session. The 
Orchestral Union maintained its progress both in attendances and in 
efficiency. The debt of the College to its three chief instrumentalists, 
Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Williams, and Mr. Hubert Davies, is incalculable 
and widely recognised. The Friday Evening Chamber Concerts in the 
pitisic House have been a great delight. 
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A Music Library is being established in the Department, and a valuable 
contribution to it has recently been made by Miss Jenkins in memory 
of the late Professor Jenkins. Many instruments have also been bought 
for the use of learning students. 


EDUCATION. 
PROFESSOR C. R. CHAPPLE. 


Degree Classes in Education. Five women students and five men 
students pursued the course at the Ordinary Stage. Of these three women 
and two men passed the examination. Two women students (one Arts, 
one Science) completed the Special Course and passed the examination. 
One student completed the Honours Course. He was an ex-service man 
and was in some difficulty during the examination owing to his 
experiences in the war. He was not, UlnleareNere®, awarded a class in 
Honours, but a pass degree. 

Traimmng Department for Primary Teachers. Thirteen women and 
five men completed a fourth year course of training, and were recom- 
mended for certification. Six women and two men completed their 
course at the end of their second year. Eight were recommended and 
three failed. We are under great obligations to the Cardiganshire 
Education Authority and to the teachers in the county for opportunities 
of school practice, as we have used most of the suitable schools from 
Aberayron to Borth. The question of school practice is a serious one 
for the department at present as our numbers have greatly increased 
and it is practically impossible, owing to expense and the difficulty of 
finding accommodation for our students, to go to Swansea as we did in 
pre-war years. The Board of Education has consented to the temporary 
increase of the numbers in this department to 220. 

At the beginning of the :econd term Mr. John Hughes, B.A., a former 
student of the department, was appointed Assistant Lecturer in Edu- 
cation. 

_ Training Depariment for Secondary Teachers. Eleven women and 
three men students pursued the course for the Teachers’ Certificate 
of the University of Wales. Eleven obtained the full certificate and 
will be recognised in due course by the Board of Education as trained 
secondary teachers. One man student passed the practical part of the 
examination alone, and one man student—one of our best students, 
an ex-service man—had a nervous breakdown before the examination 
and could not, therefore, take it. 

Lectures by Pyrofessov Fostey Watson. During the second term 
Professor Foster Watson lectured to the Degree Classes and to the Second- 
ary Students on the History of Education, and delivered a set of three 
public lectures in the Examination Hall on “‘ George Meredith”’ ; “ Juan 
Luis Vives—A Scholar of the Renascence’’; ‘“‘ The Value of High 
Thinking.’ 

Special Classes for Discharged Soldiers and Sailors —Ywelve men 
completed the full course of training in June, and all except one were 
recommended for the certificate as trained teachers. The work in this 
department continues to be especially thorough, and as a suggestion 
of the way in which the men are willing to work outside the minimum 
prescribed course, it is worth while mentioning that six obtained the 
full Teachers’ Certificate for teaching Art in Elementary and Secondary 
Schools issued by the Society of Art Masters, and that five sat for the 
examination for the Fellowship of the Royal Horticultural Society. 
The results of the latter examination are not yet known. 

Mr. P. M. Jones obtained a Lectureship in French at Cardiff, and 
Mr. Richard Thomas was appointed in his place in the Discharged Soldiers’ 
Section. Mr. D. W. Pugh, B.Sc., has been appointed to this section 
for next session. Both Mr. Thomas and Mr. Pugh are old students and 
ex-service men. 
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HALLS OF RESIDENCE. 
Warden of Women Students—Muiss C. P. Trematn, B.A. 


Throughout the session the housing of students and the provision of 
adequate supervision and service have been matters involving anxiety 
and difficulty. 


Carpenter Hall, even in an unfinished state, was not available until 
the beginning of the Easter Term, when students who had been scattered 
in Victoria House, Cliff View, 62, The Terrace, and in North Parade, 
were gathered together there, leaving a group of nearly forty students 
with headquarters at Clarendon. The heavy drain on the resources of 
Alexandra Hall caused by the hired house system is in large measure 
responsible for the deficit in the maintenance account for last session— 
a deficit which, though large, is happily less than that of the preceding 
session. The furnishing and decorating of Carpenter Hall is now com- 
plete, and the premises form a comfortable Hall of Residence for about 
sixty students. ‘The garden, with its tennis court, has been much appre- 
ciated by the students. Under the wardenship of Miss Simmins the stu- 
dents resident in Carpenter Hall are already forming good traditions 
in work and sport. Thanks are due to Mrs. Herbert Lewis for her 
generous gift of pictures which add greatly to the pleasing effect of the 
common rooms in the new Hall. 


It is, unfortunately, not yet possible to dispense with hired houses, 
and although Treathro, in charge of Miss Macgregor, will be available 
next session for some students, it will still be necessary to place others 
in Clarendon and Caerleon, and possibly in one or two other houses. 
The number of students entered for next session is 300, while there is a 
long list of those whose admission to College must, perforce, be deferred 
to 1921—22. 


At the beginning of the past session there were 272 students in resi- 
dence, 199 of whom were in Alexandra Hall and the others in overflow 
houses. 


The Lent Term was saddened by the tragic and sudden death on the 
hockey field at Newtown, of Miss Rebe Griffiths, a fourth year student 
who had endeared herself to us all by her cheerful and helpful disposition 
and her uprightness and loyalty. 


The health of the students throughout the session las been excep- 
tionally good. : 


At the end of last term a large number of outgoing students obtained 
teaching posts mainly through the Appointments Board for Wales, whose 
Secretary, Miss Ffoulkes, visited the College on various occasions to 
advise the students as to possible openings and careers. 


The Summer Schools this year have been larger in their total attendance 
than ever before. The Courses lasted from July 26th to August 24th. 
Members of the Biological Science, and Music Schools resided in Carpenter 
Hall, while members of the Library Science, Geography, History and 
the remaining Schools were in Alexandra Hall. 


From September 6—13 the Welsh National Student Conference 
organised by the Student Christian Movement of Great Britain and Ire- 
land was received in Alexandra Hall. 


I desire to record my appreciation of the loyal and excellent help 
rendered to me by my colleagues, Miss Turner, Miss Simmins, Miss Fry 
and Miss Bedson, and by many valued members of the household staff. 
T owe much to the devotion with which Miss Fry and Mrs. Blackmore 
in Clarendon, and Miss May Evans in Cliff View, discharged their res- 
pective duties throughout the session. 
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ART DEPARTMENT. . 
D. R. JONEs. 


The Classes in Art are temporarily held in the East Class Room. 
In addition to the Normal Students and Discharged Soldiers several 
other students are taking Art, one student devoting the whole of his 
time to Pictorial Design. Eight students obtained the Teachers’ Art 
Certificate. 


Gifts of books, etc., for the Department have been received from Mr. 
J. B. Willans, for which we are very grateful. 


An Arts and Crafts Exhibition was held in December ; the proceeds, 
which were supplemented by a grant from the College, have been devoted 
to the purchase of equipment—much more is needed. The work in this 
Department has greatly increased during the past year. 


THE OFFICERS’ TRAINING CORPS CONTINGENT. 
Officer Commanding—Captain T. CAMPBELL JAMES. 


During the session the Contingent has been re-organised and re- 
equipped with a view to raising the standard and scope of the work as 
performed during pre-war days. A thoroughly capable Sergeant- 
Instructor has been detailed by the War Office to assist in the training, 
and Courses of Instruction in Special Subjects have been attended by 
selected Cadets during the long vacation. The strength of the Contingent 
during the session was 2 Officers and 35 Cadets. 


It is confidently hoped that the Contingent will regain its full strength 
during the coming session. 


LATIN LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR BENSLY. 


In pursuance of my duties as Special Lecturer in Mediaeval and 
Renaissance Latin Literature, I was in residence during the whole of the 
Summer Term.- My work was not unnaturally of an experimental 
nature. After an introductory lecture I gave the following courses :— 

(1) Principles and Methods of Tracing Quotations (with special 
reference to Latin), 2 hours a week. 
(2) The indebtedness of some seventeenth century English writers 
to Latin sources. 2 hours a week. 
Besides this I arranged to be in my room at College on Monday mornings 
for purposes of consultation, and at any other times to suit the con- 
venience of students. 

Each course was attended at the beginning by about 12 students. 
The numbers declined as the term drew to a close. In some cases 
examinations, &c., in connection with the education department clashed 
with the times of my lectures. 

The students who attended gained something, I feel sure, both as re- 
gards direct information and in knowledge of method; but I found it 
a serious drawback that very few had taken Latin at a higher stage than 
the Ordinary, and several had not proceeded beyond the Intermediate. 

I may add that those who consulted me in connection with research 
work were all men. 

Among the students who consulted me on points connected with their 
work I should like to mention Mr. D. Lloyd Jenkins, Mr. Horace Davies, 
Mr. Tamlyn and Mr. Gibbs. The last-named did me the service of making 
me recall my fading and never strong knowledge of the Romany language. 
With Mr. Jenkins I had many interesting discussions, and was able to 
guide him to information about mediaeval Latin hymns. 
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But I am anxious that this opportunity which the Council has so 
kindly put in my hands should be developed, so as to be of more systematic 
service to the College. Above all I would gladly welcome any device by 
which my efforts could be co-ordinated with the work of other depart- 
ments. I hope that it will soon be possible to find a small audience 
to whom one can interpret some mediaeval or modern Latin author, 
though at the same time I feel sure that the more general courses which 
I have been giving can be made useful to the right class of students. 
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REPORTS OF THE AGRICULTURAL AND 
TECHNICAL DEPARTMENTS, 1919-20.

AGRICULTURE. 
PROFESSOR A. E. JONES. 


I have to report that the usual classes in Agriculture were conducted 
in the Agricultural Department during Session 1919—20, and that the 
extension work in Merionethshire was carried out by the In-College 
members of the Staff. 


The number of students pursuing the various courses in Agriculture

The students of the various grades worked very steadily and regularly, 
and made very satisfactory progress. Eighteen students presented 
themselves for the Final Examination in Agricultural Science in June, 
and 15 were successful. It is very gratifying to be able to report that 
12 of these students intend returning to College next session to pursue 
Honours Courses in pure science subjects, of whom eight are taking 
Botany, two Chemistry, and two Zoology. 


The staff of the Agricultural Department has been busily occupied 
throughout the session. Mr. Richard Phillips, who was appointed Lecturer 
in Agriculture at the beginning of the session was chiefly occupied in 
giving lectures. on certain branches of Agriculture and assisting with 
the general work of the Department. He also had charge of the final 
class in practical Agricultural Chemistry, and in addition he delivered 
the extension lectures on Agriculture in Merionethshire. Captain R. D. 
Williams conducted the classes in Veterinary Hygiene and Mr. Bassett 
in Land Surveying, and Building Construction. 


The Department received valuable help from’ Professor Levi, who 
arranged a series of special lectures on Law to meet the requirements 
of the Agricultural Students. Mr. J. J. Griffith had entire charge of 
the work in Agricultural Chemistry and in addition to teaching, devoted 
a considerable amount of time to investigations in connection with the 
researches conducted by the Department, and made himself specially 
responsible in connection with work on Liming. Mr. Fagan took up his 
duties as Adviser in Agricultural Chemistry in December, and has already

succeeded in getting into close touch with a large number of farmers in 
the College area, and has given them advice on manuring and other 
local problems. He has also, although handicapped through lack of ac- 
commodation, made a good start with a scheme for a soil survey. 

All the work of the Department was conducted at the College during 
the Session with the exception of Agricultural Botany, which was carried 
on at the new Agricultural Buildings. On account of the large increase 
in the number of students the accommodation was inadequate. Next 
session this defect will be remedied, as we hope the Agricultural Buildings 
will be ready in October.

Most of the students ‘who attended the Diploma Course, Short Course 
and Continuation Course made very satisfactory progress with their work. 
Both the Junior and the Advanced Dairy Students were a good deal below 
average quality. Of the 18 students who sat the Degree Examination 
15 satisfied the Examiners. It should be stated, however, that many 
of the Degree Students were not in a proper position to derive much 
benefit from a course in Agricultural Chemistry because of insufficient 
knowledge of the general principles of Chemistry. Several of the Degree 
Students had not taken the Intermediate Course in Chemistry. 

Mr. John Davies made very satisfactory progress with his investigation 
into the composition of plant ash. 

During the past session the Laboratory accommodation was much 
too small for students to perform their practical work efficiently. At 
the new Agricultural Buildings which we hope to enter next session it: 
will be possible to arrange for each student to have proper facilities to 


pursue his course. 


In the course of the year the following papers were published :— 
(a) Influence of mines upon Land and Live Stock in Cardigan- 
shire— Journal of Agricultural Science. 
(b) Gorse as food for farm animals— Journal of Veterinary Science.

In conclusion I wish to express my indebtedness to Mr. R. Phillips 


for the very excellent manner in which he performed his duties both with 


the classes he had directly under his charge, and also with the Agricultural 
Chemistry work in general. 


AGRICULTURAL BUILDING CONSTRUCTION. 
INSTRUCTOR: MR. BASSETT. 


There were 21 men on the register, but owing to the clashing of other 
Classes, the Cla:s started late in the first term, and several men who 
wished to take the subject for the N.D.A. examination could not attend. 

As Agricultural Building Construction forms an important part of this 
examination, I understand an effort will be made to draw up a time 
A which will allow men, wishing to do so, to attend the Class in the 

uture. 
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LAND SURVEYING. 
INSTRUCTOR: MR. BASSETT. 


In this class there were 30 men on the register, and attendance was. 
fairly regular except in a few cases. Owing to the number of different 
Classes attended by the men it was found impossible to fix hours con- 
venient to them all in the day-time, so the lectures were given in the 
evening. For the same reason it was found most difficult to arrange for 
practical work in the field. 

Sixteen men took Land Surveying in the Degree Examination, and I. 
understand that most of them did well. 


AGRICULTURAL BOOK-KEEPING. 
INSTRUCTOR: MR. C. G. BuRTON. 


Classes held during the Lent term were attended by 28 Continuation 
Course Students, 14 Dairy and Diploma Students, 2 Degree Students 
and one Serbian, making a total of 45. The attendance was exceptionally 
good, and the standard of work at the examination was well up to the 
average. The time given to this subject, however, during the Continua- 
tion Course, is barely sufficient to allow the majority of students to reach 
a very high standard, as it is impossible to devote sufficient time to 
practical exercises, and to give sufficient individual attention during the 
Lectures. 


The Agricultural Costings Committee is making a great effort to 
encourage Farm Costings, and it is hoped next Session it will be possible 
to obtain closer co-operation between the College and the Costings Com- 
mittee. If possible, Elementary Book-keeping should be taken during 
the Short Course and Farm Costings during the Continuation Course. By 
that time, students should have sufficient general knowledge of the 
subject to be able to deal efficiently with actual farm transactions and 
records when they leave College and take up practical farm work. 


HORTICULTURE. 
INSTRUCTOR: MR. C. H. JONEs. 


My chief work has been in giving Lectures in Horticulture to the 
Students in the Discharged Soldiers’ Training Department. 


The lectures were given in various places, viz. :—The Old Assembly 


Rooms, Parish Hall, Theological College and No. 7, Marine Terrace, under

AGRICULTURAL BOTANY. 
Professor R. G. STaApLEDON. 

With the foundation of a Chair of Agricultural Botany, and the equip- 
ment of adequate Laboratories for the Department of Agricultural Botany 
in the New Buildings; it has now become possible to institute a full course 
of Agricultural Botany in connection with Degree and Diploma courses 
in Agriculture. During the Session practical classes were conducted at 
the New Laboratories, and field classes were held in the trial grounds of 
the Plant Breeding Station. The course in Agricultural Botany for 
Degree and Diploma students now embraces the botany of ag icultural 
crops, and weeds, the management of grass-land and special lectures on 
mycology, If has also been arranged that the Diploma students now 
take their elementary botany in the Department of Aricultural Botany. 
During the session special courses of lectures have also been given to the 
Short Course Students and to the Junior B. Class of Training Students.

THE PLANT BREED!NG STAT.ON. 


Director: PRoFEssorR R. G. SrAPLEDON 

During the Session the arrangements necessary for establishment of the 
Station have advanced satisfactorily. The laboratories «nd other accom- 
modation allotted to the Station at the Agricultura] Buildings are now 
completed and fully equipped. The ereenhouses, cages, stores, and other 
buildings at the gardens are also practically completed——as is the fencing, 
and general laying out of the gardens. Frongoch iarm, of 92 acres, has 
been purchased and will be in possession of the Plant Breeding Station 
) at the commencement of the coming session. The Plant Breeding 
| Station has now been recognised by the Ministry of Agriculture as a 
| Research Institution entitled to receive grants-in-aid from the Develop-

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SCHOOL OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE. 
INSTRUCTRESS : Miss FISHER. 


The progress of the School of Domestic Science in the one year of its 
existence has been marked. The improvements provided during the year 
have made the work easier, more enjoyable, and progressive. 


In this department one has to overcome many prejudices, occasionally 
this is uphill work, but the atmosphere of freedom in self-government, 
amongst the resident students, helps materially to diminish the diffi- 
culties. 


This school has a great present, but a greater future. 

The popularity of the short courses given has made it necessary to 
enlarge the premises. These alterations will be carried out at the end of 
this session. During the winter months a 12 weeks’ course was given in 
Domestic Science (without dairy work). 


In addition to house management (cookery, laundry and housewitery) 
considerable attention was paid to sewing (hand and machine) cutting 
out, Invalid and Fancy Cookery, and Care of Infants. Through the 
kind efforts of the Medical Officer of Health, Dr. Abraham Thomas, a 
nurse was provided who gave a practical demonstration of the bathing, 
dressing, feeding and nursing of a two weeks’ old baby. 


A visit was paid to Aberystwyth Steam Laundry. Here the different 
methods employed in carrying out the work were thoroughly explained 
to the students. 


A practical demonstration was given on glove making (chamois 
leather) by Miss Lumley, Institute Organiser for Cardiganshire. 


Miss Dunne-Bowen, B.Sc., Wales, Diplomee of Household and Social 
Science, King’s College, London, at present Lecturer of Science in the 
School of Domestic Arts, Cardiff, gave a most interesting and instructive 
lecture on personal hygiene. This summer the combined short courses of 
Dairying and Household Management have been lengthened from 7 weeks 
to 10 weeks, giving the students (who are mostly farmers’ daughters 
during this session) a wider knowledge of the work. The work is made 
as congenial as possible. Social and musical evenings, fancy dress parties 
and many other forms of enjoyment have been provided for the students. 
It is only when we recognise that a combination of study work and pleasure 
make for progress, that we get the full enjoyment out of Domestic Science. 
Since February of this year 60 Students have passed through the School. 
Out of this number none have failed to make progress, while many have 
shewn more than the average ability. 


With the encouraging results we recognise that the insistent call of the 
work demands a wider and broader outlook. 


With sympathy and encouragement the future of the U.C.W. School 
of Domestic Science is assured. 


SUMMER SCHOOL—AUGUST, 1920. 
Director: PROFESSOR C. R. CHAPPLE. 


This year’s Summer School represents a record in numbers, and I 
believe in general success. The students have, generally speaking, been 
most enthusiastic, very appreciative and exceedingly regular in attend- 
ance. We are under deep obligations to the Warden of Alexandra Hall 
for arrangements made there, and at Carpenter Hall where Miss Mac- 
gregor was in charge. The question of the accommodation of students 
in the Summer School is a very serious one, and our Summer School 
would undoubtedly have been a failure owing to lack of accommodation. 
a the town, had it not been for the possibility of residence in the two 

ostels. 
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The Summer School has also much reason for gratitude to Professor 

Walford Davies, the staff and students of the Music School, for a series 

of concerts which added distinction to the School and gave a rare oppor- 
tunity for musical appreciation and pleasure.

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ANCIENT HISTORY AND PRE-HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR H. J. ROSE. 


The scope of this course was chiefly methodological. It fell into 
three sections (1) History in the Dawn; the reconstruction of early 
political and economic development from archaeology and saga; illus- 
trations mostly from the Homeric epics and the archaeclogy of Crete, 
Mycenae, and Hissarlik. (2) History in full laylight. Illustrations from 
Thucydides (causes of the Peloponnesian War) and Tacitus (character 
of Tiberius). (3) History in the ‘Jwilight. Quellengeschichte, with 
illustrations from the Synoptic Gospels, Diodorus Siculus, and Plutarch. 
Use of inscriptions ; chronology, &c., of Queen Dynamis of Bosporos. 
The large inscription from Caerwent and the Roman government of 
Britain. Detection of unhistorical tradition ; Mommsen’s theory of the 
gens Claudia. 


Total registration, 19; greatest attendance at any one lecture, 10; 
average attendance, 9. Many students suffered from lack of sufficient 
knowledge of the main outlines of ancient history ; those who had some 
previous knowledge of the subject appeared to take an intelligent interest 
in the discussion of methods. 


HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR STANLEY ROBERTS. 


The number of students attending these classes was small; but the 
quality seems better than it was in former years. Attendance was regular, 
and the interest taken by the students in the work was very encouraging. 


MODERN EUROPEAN HISTORY. 
Mr. ARTHUR JONES. 


I regard this year’s course as a distinct success. The time (three 
weeks) is too brief for more than an exposition of a leading idea. Conse- 
quently, I took the Vienna Settlements of 1815, traced the conflicting 
principles of the Concert of Europe, Revolution, and the Plebiscite 
(1814—1920) and dealt with the growth of Nationality and especially 
with the “ Eastern Question” as affording an excellent subject for 
the study of “‘ diplomacy.” 

The number of the class was smaller than last year, but the students 
were of a higher grade and showed commendable and gratifying keenness 
to the very last lecture. They seemed grateful for a full and frank 
exposition of the methods and apparatus I myself used in framing my 
work. 
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EDUCATION. 
Mr. FRANK SMITH. 


The classes in Education showed a marked increase in numbers over 
previous years, 19 attending the course on Modern Educational Thought 
and 27 the course on Schoolroom Problems. The students varied 
enormously in their interests and attainments, four coming from Uni- 
versity or Training College Departments, and three from a technical 
school engaged in teaching a trade to discharged soldiers. This variety 
added considerably to the richness of experience, but it made the choice 
of topics more difficult. The attendance was excellent. 

The short course in The Teaching of History was attended by nearly 
forty students, and was again very successful. 


GEOGRAPHY. 
PROFESSOR H. J. FLEURE. 


There were 135 names on the register and the attendance was well 
maintained and the interest well sustained. The students included 
elementary and secondary teachers and lecturers in training colleges, 
as well as several teachers of various types from abroad. 

The teachers in the course included Prof. J. L. Myres, Mr. H. J. E. 
Peake, yMass K M..Eleming, Mr. ].-Fairgrieve, Mr. J. Jones,-Mr. L. 
Cundall, Dr. Stanley Smith, Mr. E. E. Lupton, and Mr. W. E. Whitehouse, 
who all gave me enthusiastic help in many ways. 

Special thanks are due to Miss Fleming for organising work, to the 
authorities at Alexandra Hall for their help in many ways, to Miss 
Macgregor for help with the preliminaries of registration, and to several 
members of the caretaking staff of the College. 


ARTS AND CRAFTS. 
Mr. Dan _R. JONES. 

The classes showed an increased attendance over preceding years, 
the total number of students being 35. The new course in “ Etching ”’ 
was attended by six students. 

The students were composed of teachers from Elementary, Secondary 
Schools and Training Colleges.

LIBRARY SERVICE. 


The number of students in the Summer School of Library Service 
for the fourth year was 34.

MUSIC. 
PROFESSOR H. WALFORD DAVIES. 


A fortnight’s course in Music and the Art of Teaching 1t brought together 
4] students, mostly music teachers from different schools in Wales, 
but including also two from Walsall, and one each from Chesterfield, 


London and Stirling. 


In addition to the series ot lectures given by myself on The Foundations 
of Music, and demonstration courses in Conducting, Dynamic Class 
Teaching, the Construction of Scales and Ear Tvaining, five lectures 
were given by Dr. Lloyd Williams on Welsh Music and Folk Song with 
musical illustrations by himself and one of the students, Miss Mabel 
Parry; four lectures on the History of Music, by Mr. H. C. Colles, 
author of The Growth of Music, and a demonstration lecture on the 
Development of the Piano from the clavichord and its predecessors, and 
the corresponding influence on styles of musical composition. The 
technical lectures were freely illustrated by examples sometimes played 
on the clavichord and by the use of gramophone records. 


Individual lessons were given as part of the course—on the violin 
by Mr. Hubert Davies, ‘cello by Mr. Arthur Williams, piano by Mrs. 
Williams ; and ensemble classes were conducted by Mr. Arthur Wil- 
liams. Mrs. Mary Davies kindly gave very valuable help to selected 
vocalists. 


Much Chamber Music was played by the staff and students, as well as 
selections from Handel’s Overtures, both as illustrations to the lecture 
courses and at the evening lecture-concerts and public recitals, which 
formed part of the scheme. Five of the evening concerts took place in 
the Examination Hall and were open to all members of the Summer 
School. At these, chamber music was the leading feature, but the 
Summer School Choir also assisted, and two lady students—Miss Mabel 
Parry and Miss J. Campbell—sang interesting groups of Welsh and 
Gaelic Folk-Songs, while Mr. T. T. Powell gave examples of Pennillion 


singing. 


Organ recitals, interspersed with addresses, and combining stringed 
instrumental and sacred choral music, were given in Llanbadarn Parish 
Church and the Tabernacle. 


The thanks of the School are due to Miss Macgregor for her kind care 
of all the resident members at Carpenter Hall. 
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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL TO THE COURT 
OF GOVERNORS. 


29th OCTOBER, 1920. 


The College started work at the beginning of the Session 
1919-20 under completely new conditions. The increase in 
the number of staff and students made it necessary to provide 
and improvise additional accommodation. The Council has, 
therefore, been busy throughout the year in meeting this 
demand, and its success can be gauged by the fact that the 
Agricultural Department is now in occupation of its new 
buildings near the Station, and that the additional laboratories 
required by the Botany and Physics Departments have been 
provided. Considerable additions have also been made to the 
residential accommodation for Men and Women students. 


ACADEMIC WORK. 


As will be seen from the Reports of Heads of Departments 
already circulated, the work of the Session has been marked 
by a high standard of efficiency. It is particularly pleasing to 
report that the ex-servicemen, with few exceptions, worked 
steadily throughout the Session. No less than 133 students 
graduated at the end of the Session, of whom a large proportion 
were ex-Service men. Last Session the 1st vear classes were 
over-crowded owing to the very large entry ; but the difficulty 
this Session will be felt in the second year and final classes. 
The demands on the staff of the College will therefore be much 
greater owing to the increase in the number of students at the 
higher stages. The Council has appointed an additional 
number of assistant Lecturers to meet this need. 


NEW APPOINTMENTS. 


The Chair of Welsh, vacant since the lamented death of 
sir Edward Anwy! in 1914, has now been filled by the appoint- 
ment of his most distinguished pupil, Dr. T. H. Parry-Williams. 
The vacancy in the Department of German has been filled by 
Mr. David Evans, M.A., a former student of the College, who 
has pursued his studies at the University of Berlin and else- 
Where in Germany. 

Owing to the rapid growth of the Tutoria! Classes, it was felt 
necessary to appoint a Director, whose duty it will be to co- 
ordinate all the Extension work of the Colicge, and advise the 
Council as to centres for further work. 

The College has been extremely fortunate in securing the 
services of the Rev. Herbert Morgan, M.A., of Bristol, for thir 
post. 
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SUMMER SCHOOL. 


The Summer School was held during last August. The 
difficulties as to accommodation were very great, and though 
the numbers attending were 263 it would have been possible 
to double the actual total had there been available space. In 
view of this difficulty the Council intend to limit the School in 
future years strictly to not more than two subjects, and it is 
proposed next year to hold courses in music and library 
administration. 


AGRICULTURAL, DEPARDTMENT 


A full report of the work in this department has already 
been sent out to the Court, but the Council cannot refrain from 
expressing its pleasure at the great progress made by the 
Department in the course of the vear. They think the College 
is to be congratulated on the new buildings, so admirably 
planned and equipped in which the Department is now installed. 


ACCOUNTS. 


The balance sheet of the College shows a deficit of £1,577 
4s. 6d. on the year’s working. The accumulated deficiency 
on the Income Account now amounts to £11,747 os. 9d. The 
total debt of the College, irrespective of that on the Hostels, 
now approaches £50,000, and it is urgent that some steps should 
be taken to relieve the College of this burden. The income of 
the College for the year amounted to £66,892 18s. 1d., which is 
more than three times the pre-war income; but the large 
increase in the staff and in the number of students renders 
this amount too small for the needs. Every student costs the — 
College about £50 per annum, while his fees do not average — 
more than £15. 

It is to be hoped that the College will be able to obtain aid 
from the penny rate levied by the Welsh counties during the 
present Session. 
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Px ERACT FROM THE LATE MR. W: E. GLADSTONE’S 


SPEECH AT ‘NOTTINGHAM. 
The 77mes of September 28th, 1877. 


Let me point to another case with which I am personally 
acquainted, to show you that wherever primary education is 
loved, the higher education must be loved and taught also. 
I speak of the country of Wales, in which I have the happiness 
to spend a large portion of my time; and there is no part of 
the population of the country—and I say it freely and boldly 
in your hearing—there are few parts which can compete with 
Wales, and there is no part which can exceed it, from one end 
of the island to the other, in the earnest, ardent, and, I may 
say, passionate love for instruction. They are a religious 
people, and a people deeply enamoured of knowledge, and 
what they have done has been done with very little assistance. 
With no assistance at all from any public fund of any kind, 
they have, within the last five or six years, founded a large 
and important College at Aberystwyth. Is it possible for you 
to havea stronger proof that the existence of a love for primary 
education does lead on, and must lead on, to every great effort 
for the establishment of higher education?

GREEK. 
PROFESSOR MARSHALL. 


The number of students taking Greek this session was considerably 
less than last year; the great decline in numbers was at the Intermediate 
Stage, and the larger number of last session was due at least chiefiy 
to the presence of students whose College careers had been delayed 
because of the war. An increase of the students in this Department 
can scarcely be expected until there is a revival of classical teaching 
in the Schools: whether the report of the Prime Minister’s Committee 
on Classics, which has just been published, has made any practical 
suggestions in that direction remains to be seen. But we should expect 
that the near future will see a certain reaction in favour of the 
Humanities. 

There was a small lementary Class, taken by Mr. Temperley, 
attended mostly by students who propcse to take Honours in Latin. 

The /ntermediate Class contained six students: one of them was 
taking the London Examination. Their work was of good average 
guality, and three passed the examination very creditably. I desire to 
express my great indebtedness to Professor Rose, who read the set boclis 
with them; Mr. Temperley had charge of the Composition and Unseen 
Translation ; while I gave them some lectures on Greek History... I 
desire also to thank Mr. Temperley for the work he did with the Class : 
most of them were very inadequately prepared for this stage, and it 
is due chiefly to his ability and care that they were able to reach a 
very creditable standard in Composition and Unseen. 

The Ordinary Class was taken in the prose set book and in Compo- 
sition and-Unseen by Mr. E. D. T. Jenkins, and in the verse set beck 
by Mx. Pope: to both of them I’ am deeply indebted. 

The Sfeczal Class had only one student, whom I took in the additional 

set books of the special stage and in Composition and Unseen. I append 
Mr. Jenkins’ report on the Ordinary and Special. 
The Honours Class contained two students, whom I took in 
Composition and Unseen, and in some of the Honours set books. Mr. 
Jenkins also took some of the Honours books. The work done by 
these students was decidedly good: but only one intends to proceed to 
Honours in the Welsh University: the other, who had gained a 
Scholarship at Oxford, was taking Honours in Latin only. 


Mr. JENKINS’ REPORT. 


Ordinary. The class was made up of six students, all of whom worked 
satisfactorily throughout the year, and were with one exception 
successful in the College examination. None, however, showed any 
conspicuous merit with the exception of Mr. J. Hammond, whose work 
generally was of distinct accuracy and taste. It is to be hoped that 
he will find it possible to continue the study of Greek, as with more 
extended reading he should attain a high standard of excellence. 
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Special. Mr. Trevor O. Davies was the only student at this stage. 
He worked hard, but the progress made was somewhat disappointing, 
and he may be considered fortunate to have passed the University 
Examination. 

Last year I drew attention to the unintelligent methods of work 
which hamper progress at these, and all, stages. There is still evident 
a tendency to rely more on mechanical aids than on actual study of 
the Greek text, with consequent weakness in Composition and in Unseen 
Translation. The student who in the ordinary course of work 
persistently refuses to use his intelligence is found at a serious 
disadvantage on those occasions when he has perforce to rely on his 
own unaided efforts. Until this truth is realised progress can only be 
slow and uncertain. 


LATIN. 
PROFESSOR ROSE. 


This year has been marked by a new departure in the treatment of 
the Intermediate students, who are now required to pass a qualifying 
examination before being admitted to lectures. Those who fail to pass 
are placed in a special section for elementary instruction. The result 
has been that the three regular sections are less burdened than they 
otherwise would have been by backward students. With beginners who 
fail to qualify are grouped those who have previously failed more 
~than once; the excellent effect of elementary instruction upon them is 
shown by the fact that several, including one or two whose cases were 
regarded as almost hopeless, passed in June. 

The quality of the entry was decidedly poorer on the whole than last 
year, as is shown by the examination results. It therefore appears 
more distinctly than ever that the character of the teaching given in 
this subject in the secondary schools leaves much to be desired. It 
cannot be too often repeated that the failures, almust without exception, © 
are due to ignorance of matters which a good matriculant should 
know (é.g., the inflections of common nouns and verbs and the simplest 
rules of syntax), and that this is seldom attributable to dulness or 
idleness. I have stated in’ a brief article. in the County Schools 
Review what I conceive to be the main defects of the present teaching, 
and also the minimum knowledge requisite for profiting by the 
University course. 

Teaching has been somewhat hampered by the illness, first of Mr. 
Pope and afterwards of Mr. Temperley. During the temporary absence 
of each of these lecturers, however, his work was carried out by other 
members of the staff. I would repeat, with even more warmth, the 
commendation expressed last year on the work of the lecturers in 
general, and the efficient help given by them in the gradual raising of 
standard which has been a feature of this as of most other departments. 

Co-operation with other departments, notably Law, Economics, 
French, and English, has taken a step forward, and it is hoped that 
joint courses may be arranged for the benefit of students whose interests 
lie rather in a combination of Latin and some other subject than wholly 
in one branch of learning. 

Publication remains difficult, and apart from the article already 
mentioned and one or two brief essays of a more or less popular 
character, little has been actually printed at the time of writing. I 
have published, besides various reviews, 

Orientation of the Dead in Greece and T/taly, Classical Review, 
December, 1920. 

Catullus, Classical Journal (Chicago), June, 1921. 

The following, however, have been accepted for publication, and 
most of them are already in proof: Greek Agones (Aberystwyth Studies) ; 
Celestial and Terrestrial Orientation of the Dead (J.R.A.1.), a paper 
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read before the Institute, see report in Mature and other periodicals, 
Sense-emphasis and rhetorical emphasis in Cicero (VPhilologia); 7 /4e 
Greek of Cicero (J.H.S.); Aryan Mother-right? (Indian Antiquary). I 
have also had the honour of writing the sketch of the work done in 
ancient religion, 1915-1920, in the forthcoming volume of 7he Year’s 
Work. Other members of the staff, though to a considerable extent 
engaged upon research work, have not as yet published. 

The traditional relation between this College and Jesus College, 
Oxford, is still maintained, Mr. Neil Evans having been granted an 
exhibition at the latter. 


ENGLISH. 
PROFESSOR J. W. H. ATKINS. 

Post-graduate Work. During last session Mr. Richard Thomas, 
B.A., has been engaged upon a piece of research in connection with 
‘““The Influence of Boccalini’s ‘ Ragguagli de Parnaso’ upon the 
English literature of the 17th and early 18th centuries.’’ He completed 
a dissertation on this subject by June for which he was awarded the 
M.A. Degree in recognition of research. 

Honours. This class has been unusually large this year, numbering 
some 34 students (Ist and 2nd Year). A good standard was attained 
throughout, and of the fifteen 2nd Year Honours students 14 succeeded 
in passing the University Examination with Honours, 2 in the First 
Class (Miss- Hannah Davies and Mr. O. Schram), 11 in the Second 
Glassyand 2°in the Ehird. Class. 

Special. Vhis class (which included the Ist Year Honours students), 
consisted of 58 students. The work on the whole was satisfactory, 42 
candidates passing the University Examination. 

Ordinary. At this stage, as at the Special, there was a large increase 
in point of numbers. The class consisted of 92 students, many of whom 
did excellent work, and 76 passed the College Examination in 
accordance with the new University regulations. 

Intermediate. ‘This class was made up of 57 students, 46 of whom 
passed the College Examination. 

The year’s work on the whole has been highly satisfactory, and 
most efficient services have once more been rendered by Miss Winstanley 
and Mr. W. D. Parry, for which I desire to express my gratitude. 


WELSH LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR GWYNN JONES. 


During the session six students took the Literature Course in the 
Ordinary grade, and generally speaking, did very good work. The 
lack of texts for use on the necessary scale is a difficulty that will have 
to be met. In the Literature part of the Language Course a good level 


was attained, and the interest taken in modern literature was certainly 


very satisfactory. Research work of a useful character was carried 
sut by Mr. D. Lloyd Jenkins, M.A., and Miss Elsie Rees, B.A., and 
Mr. W. A. Bebh, M.A., acted as Lectot in Welsh at the Sorbonne. Mr. 
Griffith J. Williams, M.A., has pursued his enquiry into the Glamorgan 
literary tradition. His essay on some of the poems attributed to 
Dafydd ap Gwilym, for which he was awarded the prize at the 
Carnarvon. National Eisteddfod, won the highest commendation from 
the adjudicators. Mr. Williams has been appointed Lecturer in Celtic 
at the University College of South Wales, Cardiff.

Compared with the Ordinary and Special Classes, the Intermediate 
Class was small this year. Eight students were allowed to sit the 
Further Test Examination, and four succeeded in passing. 

The Ordinary Class worked in a very praiseworthy manner, and 
two students, Mr. Arthur ap Gwynn and Mr. John Jones, did 
excellent work. Unfortunately the former was prevented by illness from 
sitting two of the examination papers in June. 

The Special Class, which contained some First Year Honours 
students, did some good work, but of the twenty-nine students six failed 
to satisfy the examiners in June. Two men, Mr. Francis Wyn Jones 
and Mr. Daniel Rees, deserve special mention. 

Fhe Second Year Honours Class was exceptionally good this year. 
All the members of the class worked steadily and made very rapid 
progress. One student, Miss Cassie Davies, B.A., did remarkably well 
in the June examination, and obtained an excellent First Class. 
Another student, Miss Frances Hughes, acquitted herself very well, 
and was also placed in the First Class. Three of the students were 
placed in the Second Class, and two in the Third Class. 

Five men, who have from time to time taken Honours in this Depart- 
ment, have been doing post-graduate research work—Mr. Griffith John 
Williams, M.A. (Fellow of the University), Mr. W. A. Bebb, M.A. 
fholder of University Studentship), Mr. D. Lloyd-Jenkins, M.A. 
(holder of University Studentship), Mr. Thomas Williams, B.A. 
(Thomas Stephens Scholar), and Mr. T. Hughes Jones, B.A. Mr. 
iloyd-Jenkins presented a thesis this year on a subject which he has - 
been investigating for the last three years, namely, “‘Accented Verse: A 
study of the development of free metre poetry in Welsh Literature 
-until the beginning of the 17th century.’’ He satisfied the examiners 
and was recommended for the M.A. degree. 

Mr. G. J. Williams, M.A., was recently appointed Assistant Lecturer 
in the Department of Celtic at Cardiff University College. 

Miss Cassie Davies, B.A., has been awarded a University Student- 
Ship, and’) Maso: Lloyd Jenkins, M.A., has won a Meyrick Research 
Scholarship at Jesus College, Oxford. 
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FRENCH. 


PROFESSOR BARBIER. 


Several changes took place this session in the staff of the depart- 
ment. Last summer, Miss Margaret Phillips, a former student of this 
College, was appointed: Assistant Lecturer. In January, ‘1921, Dr. 
Maingard left us, having been appointed to the Chair of French at 
the University of Johannesburg. From January until the end of the 
session, Madame Vallette was appointed temporary Assistant in the 
department. Finally, last month, the Council appointed Miss Annie 
Owen, M.A. (Wales), to the second Assistant Lectureship in French. 

The reorganisation of the department, which was started last year, 
was steadily proceeded with this session. New Courses of study were 
introduced which are intended to give the students a more complete 
and more harmonious knowledge of the French language and litera- 
ture. The tutorial system of tuition was developed and will be further 
developed next session.. Still more importance was given to the 
teaching and practise of the spoken language and, for the first time, 
oral work was compulsory at all stages, and dictation, reading, and 
conversation formed part of the degree examinations for all students. 
The seminar and reading room provided by the College for the Honours 
students was much used and greatly appreciated; it will prove much 
more useful still when the departmental library is larger and the room 
more easily accessible. 

This session again the Intermediate students came ill prepared and 
the average standard reached was not as high as I wished it to be. 
The Ordinary students worked well, and some of them gave excellent 
promise for the future. The Special and First Year Honours students 
gave me, with few exceptions, full satisfaction. The 11] students who 
were presented for Honours were all successful, four obtaining a first 
and five a second class. 

There were no post-graduate students in residence, but six old 
students are doing post-graduate and research work under my direction. 
A fair amount of research was done by members of the staff, the results 
of which it has been found impossible to publish by this date,—with 
the exception of a paper by Dr. Maingard: ‘‘ Etude d’un groupe de 
poemes de Leconte de Lisle,’ which appeared in ‘“‘The French 
Quarterly’? for December, 1920. 

Mr. John Handcock Tamlyn presented a thesis on ‘“‘La langue 
poétique de Théophile Gautier ’’ and was admitted to the degree of 
M.A. in recognition of research. 

Mr. Peter Albert Lewis presented an interesting dissertation on “‘The 
Norman element in the novels of Barbey d’Aurevilly’”’ and was 
admitted to the degree of M.A. 

It gives me great pleasure to state that three of my students who 
pursued the first year of their Honours Course in 1919-1920 have spent 
the whole of this session in France, two of them at a French University 
{one in Paris and one in Rennes) and the third as English Assistant in 
a French Normal College. They will come back next session to pursue 
the second year of their Honours course in this College. 

Seven students in the French department have been granted travelling 
scholarships, and will spend some weeks in France this summer. In 
addition, two students who have just qualified for their degree with 
Honours in French will pursue next session a course of post-graduate 
study at the University of Rennes. I hope that, in the future, much 
closer relations will be established between this College and French 
Universities, which will be extremely beneficial to the study of French 
in Wales. 

I should like to express my indebtedness to Mr. A. B. Thomas, Mr. 
L. F. Maingard, Miss Phillips and Madame Vallette for their 
unfailing devotion and valuable help during this session. 
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GERMAN. 


Mr. Davin Evans. 

The results in the German department for the session 1920-21 have: 
been in the main quite satisfactory. Of the three students who 
completed their Honours Course very good work was done by all, and 
especially by Miss Saer and Miss Williams, whose work developed. 
steadily in value. Miss Saer’s achievement was slightly hampered by 
needless inaccuracy. All three were placed in the Second Class. In 
the case of Miss Saer and Miss Williams a higher place would have 
been obtained if only they had been able to spend some time in a 
German speaking country, and if they had paid more attention to the 
philological side of the course. Both obtained the Certificate of Oral 
Proficiency. 

Arrangements have been made for the two students completing their 
Honours Course in the next session to spend a part cf the Summer 
vacation in Germany; both are good workers and should benefit by 
this excellent opportunity. 

The one special candidate failed to satisfy the examiners—the only 
failure in the department this session. 

All the candidates in the Ordinary Section made exceedingly good. 
progress. The death of Mr. W. O. Williams, almost the most promising 
student in the department, is a matter of very deep regret. 

The students of the Intermediate Class show considerable promise, 
and the reintroduction of text books into the Intermediate Syllabus 
increased the interest of the students and the literary value of the work. 

The attendance of the students in the Beginners’ Class was as usual 
very erratic. ; 

I have to acknowledge the most valuable assistance of Miss H. Rees. 
throughout the whole session. 


COLONIAL HISTORY. 
(SPECIAL.) 
PROFESSOR T. STANLEY ROBERT'S. 


This class was large, and contained a number of very promising 
students, nearly all of them ex-Service men. ‘These propose taking 
Honours next year. There were too many failures, however, and it is. 
highly desirable that students who shew no special aptitude for History 
should not pursue the Honours Course in that subject. 

HONOURS (COLONIAL). 

Five students took the Honours Course. Two of these, Mr. Peate 
and Mr. Hall, obtained a Second Class. International Law had a 
place in the examination for the first time. This was made possible 
by the co-operation of the Law Department, and especially of Mr. 
Malcolm Lewis, who lectured on the subject. I am also indebted to 
Dr. E. A. Lewis and Mr. Jane for their help and support. A glance 
at the Syllabus will shew, among other things, that the course forms 
an excellent training for what is called ‘‘Social Service.’’ It is highly 
desirable that the study of old subjects elsewhere under new or alluring 
terms should not lead to the College being thought slow in taking up, or 
indifferent to the study of public welfare. It would be ruinous for 
different courses to be organised for the study of the same subjects 
simply because one set of these has been given new names. The public 
is often caught by catch words; but it is the privilege and duty of a 
University to be indifferent to the popular cries of the moment, how- 
ever invitingly they may be expressed. Mr. Jane has undertaken to 
give a series of lectures on Spanish-American history. He has had a 
long and intimate acquaintance with the subject. This is the first 
recognition of the importance of Spanish-American History by any 
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College or University. The growing commercial importance of Spanish- 

America, and our increasing dependence thereon for many essential 

commodities, make a knowledge of that part of the world imperative. 
INTERMEDIATE, 1920-21. 

This class was larger than it has been for a few years past; over 
forty sat the examination in June. Thirty-two per cent. failed to 
Satisfy the examiners. The standard of efficiency was low. Very few 
members of the class shewed any promise of being able to take History 
with profit in the more advanced courses.

The work of the Ordinary Class was of a satisfactory ae and! 
the percentage of failures at the Sessional Examination ‘to. be: 
explained more by the attempt made to maintain a high tae of 
passing than by any slackness on the part of the pupils. Their great 
fault as a rule is that they do not read historical books for their own 


‘education. The Special Class was made up of two types,—really hard- 


working students and those who had no special aptitude for historical 
study. 

The standard of work in the Honours Class was the highest within 
my experience. Mr. D. W. T. Jenkins and Mr. Trevor Williams were 
awarded an excellent first, while two or three of the eight pupils who 
were placed in the Second’ Class reached the level of the first in many 
of their papers. One is glad to reflect that such able and well-qualified 
members are trained to become teachers of History in our schools. 

Mr. Cecil Jane took all the Special and part of the Honours work, 
and the year’s success is due to his enthusiasm and energy, while the 


Numerous seminar classes which he held with his students have been 


of untold benefit for them. To him and to Prof. Stanley Roberts I tender 
my gratitude for their courtesy and invaluable help. 


PHILOSOPHY. 
PROFESSOK JENKYN JONES. 
Postgraduate Stage. Two students who hold Fellowships in 


Philosophy, Robert Richards, B.A., and Daniel Davies, M.A., have 
been carrying on their studies at Lincoln College, Oxford, and the 


University of Glasgow respectively. I am thoroughly satisfied with 
what they have done during the year. Richards, whose second year of 
tenure is about to terminate, has been awarded the degree of B.Lit. at 
Oxford for a dissertation on ‘‘The idea of God as expounded in the 


works of Ritschl and James.’? His examiners spoke in very high terms 


of his essay. I desire to congratulate Mr. Richards on his distinguished 
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academic career and to wish him success in the important work upon 
which he is about to enter. Mr. Daniel Davies has been continuing 
his studies in the Kantian Philosophy in Glasgow. Miss Valmai 
Evans, B.A., a student of proved ability and industry, has spent the 
first year of her University Studentship at Aberystwyth studying the 
Philosophy of Bradley. She was recently successful in an examination 
for admission to Somerville College, Oxford, where it is her purpose 
to continue her studies next year under Professor Joachim. : 

ffonours Stage. Vhe Honours Course was taken by three students

not take the Honours examination, wrote such good papers at the 
Special Examination that he would be justified in devoting another 
year to Honours work. D. R. Jones, who has worked at Philosophy 
for many years, in spite of indifferent health, obtained Second Class, 
and J. D. Jones a Third Class. 

Special Stage. A larger number of students took this course than 
in any previous year. ‘This was due to the presence in College of a 
large number of ministerial students, which the ex-Service grants have 
made possible. I have always regretted that financial considerations 
have made the advent of ministerial students to the College a matter 
of difficulty. It is natural that they should choose to go to a centre 
which affords a better opportunity for preaching. The day is not 
distant, I trust, when the different denominations will consider it to 
be part of their duty towards the men who enter their ministry to 
maintain them while at College. ‘The Special Class of this year, 
comprising about fifteen students, contained a number of men of great 
promise. Most of these will pursue the Honours Course next year. It 
was a great pleasure to discuss difficulties and problems in this class, 
and it was a source of much profit to both pupil and _ teacher. 
Vukitchevitch, Brechfa Davies, E. Heber Jenkins, and Llewellyn Jones 
are deserving of special mention, although others were close upon their 
heels. Of the four men who failed the examiners recommended that 
two, who were ex-Service men, should be allowed a pass of ‘‘ordinary”’ 
grade. | 


Ordinary Stage. This class was also larger than usual. The work 
at this stage was somewhat uneven, and as regards one part of the 
course only fairly good. A satisfactory knowledge of the subject matter 
of Plato’s Republic was shown, but the work in Psychology did not 
attain the standard which I thought I had a right to expect. Three 
or four members ct ‘the class found difficulty in expressing what they 
knew. The work of D. Charles Davies showed great promise. 


Intermediate Stage. This class, which was smaller than the corres- 
ponding class of last year, did creditable work throughout the session, 
and the examination results were quite satisfactory on the whole. 
Every effort is made in the lectures by means of questions and 
discussions to enable the students to understand what is dealt with. 
It was clear, however, that a small proportion of the class had resorted 
to unintelligent memorising, a fault which in Philosophy at least is 
an effective barrier to progress. 


I have to acknowledge my indebtedness to Mr. L. A. Reid for his 
valuable services, and, in particular, for the personal interest he has 
shown in the students taking Philosophy. 


The Philosophical Society held several successful meetings during 
the session. I may also add that the subject received considerable 
attention from several of the lecturers who took part in the Summer 
School held during the month of June. The Philosophy of the 
Eighteenth Century was specifically dealt with by Mr. A. D. Lindsay, 
of Oxford, who was already familiar to students of Philosophy as the 
translator of the excellent edition of the Republic in use in the 
Department. 
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ECONOMICS AND POLITICAL SCIENCE. 
PROFESSOR E. A. LeEwis. 
The number of students pursuing the respective courses in the 
department during the session was :—

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Ordinary. The class as a whole was an exceptionally good one, 
and individual members showed much keenness and independence in 
their work. Seventy-eight successfully completed the course in the 
June examinations. Owing to the size of the class considerable 
difficulty was experienced in discussing problems with students 
individually. In order to cope with this Mr. Rees devoted one of the 
usual lecture hours every week to class discussion of questions raised. 
He also arranged occasional hours with individual students. The 
essay and exercise work proved heavy. Mr. Rees desires to record the 
valuable assistance rendered him in this connection by Mr. J. Alun 
Thomas, who was appointed student assistant in the department 
towards the end of the first term. The majority of the class did 
consistent work throughout the session, and the ex-Service members 
maintained the discussion of economic problems at a high level. 

The following students may be specially noted for the excellence of 
their work »—H. Cox, Elsie Fearnley, Isaac Ffoulkes Griffiths, Dorothy 
Hanson, Lucy M. Hawkins, Leonard Martin, Eleanor L. L. Lloyd, 
and W. J. H. Watkins. 

Several of the weaker students were handicapped by their scanty 
acguaintance with British economic affairs during the nineteenth 


century. Next session a study of the main outlines of British Economic 


History from 1760 will form an integral part of the course at the 
erdinary stage. 


Special. Of the sixty-eight students at this stage, eighteen took the 
alternative courses offered in Politics. As last year, through the 
courtesy of Professor Zimmern, Mr. Sydney Herbert took charge of 
the Political Science Course both at the Honours and Special stages. 
Mr. Herbert reports separately below. 


Special Economics.— 

Generally the quality of the: work done was of a distinctly high 
order, much of the work at several points touching a good Honours 
standard. The class contained an unusually large proportion of 
vigorous, critical, and really capable students. The following deserve 
particular mention for special excellence: Olive Baker, H. W. Barrett, 
L. S. Higgins, D. W. Morgan, J. D. Williams. A very encouraging 
feature was the exceptionally keen interest taken by the members. of 
the class on current financial and industrial problems which form the 
greater part of the course. Several purchased and carefully studied 
the more important of the recent governmental publications and reports 
dealing with topics falling within the scope of the course. Mr. Rees 
adopted the various reports upon the working of British Trusts and 
the Profiteering Act as the basis of his course in descriptive economics, 
and similar data were utilised in dealing with modern taxation, rating, 
and local government problems. Successful work at the special stage 
requires something more than the perusal of standard text books and 
lectures. In order to stimulate independent and group investigations 
a suitable Seminar classroom for the assembling of pertinent current 
literature and the various Blue-book reports is much needed. 


Special Politics. 
The number of students pursuing courses in Political Science during 
the session was 23, this total being made up as follows :—

With scarcely any exceptions the work done was of good quality 
from the point of view of interest and application, and attained real 
excellence in certain cases. Too many students, however, failed to 
strike out a line for themselves and bring really critical judgment to 
bear on the problems discussed. It cannot be too strongly emphasised 
that in a subject where so wide a range of facts and ideas is covered, 
independent reading and thinking are absolute necessities, the absence 
of which is not compensated for by attendance at lectures, however 
assiduous. 

On the other hand, certain students were not only willing but anxious 
to read and reflect for themselves. The following may be mentioned 
as having done especially good work. Final: Messrs. P. Barber, R. 
Emuys -Bvans,, 1. (Paice andsiR: AS his! \yallieniseaElon@mnesi 
Mr. J. A: Thomas and Miss Dilys Jarvis. The very brilliant work 
of Mr. Thomas calls for particular mention. 

Hlonours. Seven students pursued the Second Year’s Honours 
Course, and worked very satisfactorily throughout the session. One 
member left before the end of the session to take up a Civil Service 
appointment. Of those taking the examination Mr. J. A. Thomas 
‘obtained an excellent First. Class, and the remainder secured good 
seconds. Miss Dilys Jarvis and Miss Patricia Dawson made remark- 
able progress, ‘and did much excellent work. Several of the eight 
candidates pursuing the First Year’s Honours Course should do well 
next session. 

Agricultural Economics. About twenty students attended the various 
courses in this subject. Several of the First Year Final students did 
very promising class work, and are likely to do well in their University 
examination next year. Three candidates successfully passed the One 
Year Applied Course in June. Five students pursued a course in 
Agricultural History and Economics for the purpose of the College 
Diploma in Agriculture—one of them, a Serbian student, did commend- 
ably well. 

Post-graduate Work. 

(1) Miss Hilda M. Griffiths, B.A., completed her course of study 
for the Preliminary M.A. examination, and collected some data 
‘relative to ‘“‘The Working Life of Women in Wales during the 
Nineteenth Century.”’ . 

(2) Miss Mildred Wretts-Smith, M.A., as Research Fellow of the 
University, has continued her researches into the early history of the 
‘Muscovy Company at the Public Record Office. During the summer 
term she delivered an interesting course of lectures on English Foreign 
Trade during the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. 

(3) Mr. William King, B.A., a former student and now a member 
of the College Tutorial Class Staff, completed a dissertation on the 
State and Industrial Training with special reference to the 
Aberystwyth and Swansea districts. His work was very highly 
commended by the External Examiner, and Mr. King was awarded 


the M.A., with distinction. As last year Mr. King, during the summer 


term, delivered a short course of lectures on State Interference to the 
Special and Honours classes in the department. 

(4) Mr. T. Hughes Griffiths, M.A., another member of the College 
Tutorial Staff, studied at the National Library during the summer 
term. He is preparing a dissertation upon the industrial history and 
economic development of the Anthracite area in South Wales. 

In carrying on the work of the department it was found necessary, 


owing to the number of students at the Special stage, to secure additional 


copies of the standard works of reference. No considerable difficulty 
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was experienced with regard to class rooms—there were only one or 
two scenes! Still I hope the College will find its way clear to supply 
the department with a class-room of its own at an early date. I would 
especially urge the need for a suitable room to organise work on 
seminar lines. In conclusion, I desire to thank Mr. J. M. Rees and 
Mr. Sydney Herbert for their willing and efficient help in various 
ways at all times. 


PALEOGRAPHY AND DIPLOMATICS. 
PROFESSOR E. A. LEWIS. 


Two seminar classes were held weekly throughout the Michaelmas 
and Lent terms. Six members joined the class at the commencement of 
the session, but only two took real interest in the work, namely, Mr. 
Jenkins, who was reading for Honours in History, and Mr. Waters, 
a holder of a University Research Scholarship. Both made @éxcellent 
progress. Mr. Waters also collected a good deal of material relating 
to the means and cost of transport in Medieval Wales. Next session 
Mr. Waters proposes to continue his work at Cambridge, and is to be 
complimented upon securing the Rhondda Research Scholarship. A 
former member of the class, Mr. D. L. Evans, was recently appointed 
to an important post in the Public Record Office. 


PURE MATHEMATICS. 
PROFESSOR W. H. YOounc. 


Although the work of the Department has been conducted under very 
considerable difficulties owing to the shortage of staff, and to a less, 
but nevertheless appreciable degree, owing to the change of Schedules, 
the results must be described as satisfactory. At the Honours Stage 
eight students attended the First Year classes and three the Second 
Year classes Of the latter, one sat the examination, and obtained 
First Class Honours. At the Special Stage 18 attended the classes, 
and 13 sat the examination, and all of these but two passed. At the 
Ordinary Stage 74 students attended the classes, 41 sat the examination, 
and of these 36 passed. At the Intermediate Stage 70 attended the 
classes, 52 sat the examination, and 29 passed. It will be seen that 
the work at the Intermediate Stage was the least satisfactory: this 
may be attributed to the fact that though it is now 18 months since the 
University Senate passed a resoiution asking for the introduction of 
Elementary Numerical Trigonometry into the Matriculation Examina- 
tion, this resolution has remained a dead letter in spite of its having 
been accepted by all the academic authorities in the Colleges and in 
the University, with the possible exception of the University Court, 
which is understood last year to have referred the recommendation 
back to a School Committee. 

The neglect of Trigonometry in the schools, besides unduly 
complicating the task of the staff at the University, has had an un- 
favourable effect on the school work in Geometry and even on that in 
Algebra. It is now some years since the recognition of the need for 
a real grasp of elementary mathematics in the schools has led in 
Scotland to compulsory Trigonometry at the Matriculation stage. In 
Wales even students who are proposing to take Mathematics at the 
University frequently arrive there without any trace of knowledge of 
the subject, and Science students in particular are in consequence 
terribly handicapped at all stages of their University work. It cannot 
be too strongly emphasised that Elementary Trigonometry 1S a subject 
not in any sense of a specialist nature. Some knowledge of its ideas 
and principles is necessary in almost every department of human 
activity. 
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The College is to be congratulated on the Department of Pure 
Mathematics having successfully surmounted the crisis which must 
evidently accompany any large measure of reform. The Welsh students 
have shewn that they are not, as was confidently stated, inferior in 
mathematical ability and less capable of dealing with mathematical 
ideas than students in other parts of Great Britain, or in Europe and 
America. There appears to be no reason to suppose that, if the College 
is properly supported by the schools, there should not arise a school 
of Mathematics in Wales which will hold its own against those of 
France, Germany, and Italy. 

The output by the Department in the way of publication has 
necessarily been affected by the special difficulties of the session. 
Professor Young has, however, continued the publication of his 
researches in the Proceedings of the Royal Society and the London 
Mathematical Society, He was also able to be present at the Congress 
of Mathematicians at Strasbourg, where he delivered the opening 
speech in the name of Great Britain, her Colonies and Dependencies, 
and also read a paper on some of his recent work, dealing with the 
foundations of Analysis. 


APPLIED MATHEMATICS. 
PROFESSOR SCHOTT. 


The number of students in the Department has been somewhat greater 
than in pre-war years, the most notable increase having been in the 
Honours class. Altogether 29 students sat the University examinations 
out of whom 22 passed. Two students, Messrs. B. A. Edwards and 
Gwyn Gledhill, sat the Honours examination, and both were placed in 
the First Class. Owing to much work in connection with the reorgan- 
isation of the University little time has been available for research 
work, but some has been done on the scattering of X rays and is nearly 
ready for publication. During the last term a short course of eight 
lectures was given on the Structure of the Atom for the purpose: of 
aiding Honours students in Applied Mathematics and in Physics in 
their higher work. In conclusion I wish to place on record my apprecia- 
tion of the valuable help given by Mr. H. W. Unthank, B.A., at all 
stages. 


PHYSICS. 
PROFESSOR GWILYM OWEN. 


During session 1919-20 the work of this department was rendered 
particularly difficult by lack of accommodation and apparatus. The 
Council, however, generously came to the rescue. The large room 
previously used by the department of Agricultural Chemistry was, 
during the months of July and August, 1920, taken over by us and 
converted into an excellent Elementary Physics Laboratory of which 
the College may be proud. This with minor changes in other rooms 
entailed an expenditure of about £1,000. The great advantage of 
having this extra room is that the Elementary and Senior Laboratory 
Classes can proceed simultaneously and without mutual interference. 
Furthermore the special grant of £1,500 for apparatus has enabled us 
to fill some very serious gaps in the equipment. These changes will 
undoubtedly help encrmously in enabling us to give the students a 
sound and broad training in Experimental Physics. 

At the commencement of the session Mr. Norman Tunstall, B.Sc., 
joined the department as Lecturer, and Mr. J. West. B.Sc., as Assistant 
Lecturer and Demonstrator. Unfortunately soon after the beginning of 
the session Mr. Tunstall met with a serious accident which deprived 
us of his valuable services for the whole of the first term. This threw 
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extra work on the remaining members of the staff and particularly on 
Mr. Mandell, who, however, succeeded in carrying on the Senior 
Laboratory work very efficiently. Mr. West has during this session 
been mainly responsible for the work of the Intermediate students, and 
this work he has performed with marked success. 

During the session also a great deal of apparatus has been 
constructed for the department in the Physics workshop. In view of 
the prices prevailing at present this has saved the College a consider- 
able sum of money. Undoubtedly a well-equipped workshop is a good 
investment for a Physics department. In connection with the construc- 
tion of apparatus, as in other respects, the technical advice of Mr. L. 
E. Sulston has been invaluable. 

Arrangements are in progress for close co-operation with the 
department of Applied Mathematics in regard to experimental work. 
Dr. Schott’s students are to be given facilities for experimental work 
in this department. Furthermore Dr. Schott has loaned certain valu- 
able pieces of apparatus to this department and these will now be 
available both for Physics and Applied Mathematics students. 

Owing to the heavy teaching work due to the large numbers of 
students in the department and the additional work involved in 
equipping and re-organising, the time at the disposal of the staff for 
Research Work has been very limited. Two researches are, however, 
in progress. 

(a) An investigation of the electronic discharge from incandescent 

filaments—by Prof. Owen and Mr. West. 

(b) The conductivity of heat at low pressures—by Mr. Mandell. 

The number of students reading for Honours is increasing. This 
session in the Honours grade out of three candidates presented for 
examination, one obtained a first class, one a second, and cone . third 
class. Mr. M. H. Evans is to be congratulated on obtaining First 
Class Honours.

CHEMISTRY. 
PROFESSOR Movuar JONES. 


. The number of students working in the department throughout the 
session was approximately 230. Of these the First Year class (about 70) 
found laboratory accommodation in the New Agricultural Buildings, 
which also had to provide for about 25 Second Year students for the 
first six weeks of the session, when the alterations in the main laboratory 
asked for last session were completed. By the end of November all the

2nd, 3rd and 4th year students were provided for in the main building 
and the accommodation was just adequate. At the end of last sessicn 
there was still a large deficit in the apparatus and chemicals required 
to fit out the large number of students and to stock the laboratory : and 
this deficit was increased by the division of the students between two 
buildings. 1 had therefore to incur considerable expense in providing 
for the session’s work, and my thanks are due to the Council for the 
way in which they met this necessary though unauthorised expenditure. 
Mr. Bury was promoted to the status of Lecturer in Physical’ 
Chemistry, Mr. Whitworth resigned his appointment as Assistant 
Lecturer and Demonstrator, and Messrs. H. M. Roberts, C. W. Davies, 
©. -R. Howell, N. M. Cullinane were appointed to the same grade. 


Arrangements have been made for a course in Subsidiary Chemistry, 
comprising lectures in Inorganic, Physical and Organic Chemistry, 
and laboratory instruction in all three. No studeat took the course this 
session, but there will be a considerable number next year. 


The First Year Laboratory Course has been largely re-modelled. 
My thanks are due to Mr. Hudleston for the manner in which he has 
worked out the details of this, and for the very carefully thought-out 
way in which he has organised the work and arrangements in the 
New Foundry Laboratory. Mr. Hudleston’s’ work has been of the 
greatest value in improving the practical work of the First Year and 
in thus laying the foundation of satisfactory laboratory practice 
throughout the whole of the students’ course in chemistry. 


The Final Practical Course in Physical and Inorganic Chemistry has 
also been modified. The new course requires the student to make use 
of the Library to a far greater extent than hitherto. The details were 
very carefully worked out by Mr. Bury, to whom my best thanks are 
due. 


A further improvement has been made in the Final Courses in that 
now the Physical and Organic Lecture courses run concurrently instead 
of in alternate years. 


The increase in the teaching staff has enabled me to introduce the 
Tutorial System. Every student of the 2nd, 3rd and 4th years was 
assigned to one member of the staff who acted as his tutor and exercised 
a general supervision over his reading and progress, and to whom he 
could take his difficulties and needs at regular intervals. The success 
of such a scheme naturally depends both on the tutor and the pupil. 
On the whole, considering the novelty of it to both, it worked success- 
fully, and, as tutors acquire experience and students appreciate its 
value, it will become increasingly useful. It was valuable to me in 
another way in that I could at any time obtain a report from first-hand 
knowledge on the work and progress of any individual student, it being 
obviously impossible for me to maintain close personal touch with every 
member of the department. 


Arrangements have been entered into with Messrs.. Robinson, Nelson, 
and Co., a Manchester firm of laboratory outfitters, whereby they will 
keep on the premises a stock of apparatus and chemicals sufficient for 
all the needs of the department, and will hire out sets of apparatus to 
students at 50 per cent. of cost price, this being returnable and charges 
being made for depreciation and breakages only. This arrangement 
will not only be of great convenience to the department, but will also 
save the College much money. The large initial outlay at present 
necessary each session will be obviated and the present laree expense 
involved in railway carriage will disappear. The cost to the student 
will be rather less than at present, and he will not. as sometimes 
happens now, be met with a shortage of material. It is also intended 
to maintain stocks of material for the benefit of other departments of 
the College. 
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The general work of the students of all grades, with a very few 
individual exceptions, has been excellent. The terminal and sessional 
examination results were satisfactory. 

The Library has been used to a greater extent and in a more satis- 
factory manner than heretofore. 

Attendance in the laboratory has on the whole been very goad. 
Advantage has been taken by a large number of students of the 
facilities afforded them for laboratory work at times other than those 
specially set apart for them. I place much stress on the value of 
keeping the laboratory doors open to students at all times. 

The Chemical Ciub met fortnightly for the reading and discussion of 

Papers on a variety of subjects during the first two terms and did 
much good work. 
_ the degree of Ph.D. has been awarded to Mr. ©. R. Howell, B.Sc., 
and that of M.Sc. to Mr. Emrys Williams. The following old students 
of the department have also been awarded the degree of M.Sc.: E. D.

BOTANY. 


PROFESSOR J. LLoyD WILLIAMS. 


During the session just completed several important changes were 
initiated. A new course was arranged for Second Year students which, 
instead of being half a Final Course, as under the old regulations, is 
complete in itself, and may be used, either as a qualifying course for 
the Final, or as a Subsidiary Course when students do not desire to 
pursue the course beyond the Second Year. The experiment has proved 
a great success, the students were good and greatly interested in the 
work. In future all students will be precluded from taking the Final 
Course unless they have done enough Physics and Chemistry to do 
plant physiology; this change debars Arts students from purusing the 
subject beyond the Subsidiary Stage. This will, in all probability, 
involve a decrease in the number of students proceeding to the Final 
Stage, but will enable us to raise the standard of the Pass Examination. 

The number of students taking Honours has been the highest in the 
history of the department. Of those taking the examination three 
secured a First Ciass. As each Honours candidate has to undertake 
some problem in original research the amount of work entailed by the 
Honours Class is very great. 
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The assistants, Mr. S. G. Jones, Miss E. J. Fry, and Miss Gertrude 
Walters, have worked. with splendid zeal and devotion, and with 
conspicuous ability: it would be difficult to find anywhere a more 
willing and competent staff of assistants. 7 
I am under great obligation to the Council for releasing me during 
the Spring and Summer terms from the greater part of the work of 
lecturing in order that I might prepare my work on the Laminariaceae 
for the press. I also thank the donors of the private fund for permission 
to use part of the money to pay the salary of Miss G. Bayne as temporary 
assistant for those two terms. Miss: Bayne intends to return to the 
department to pursue the investigations she has already commenced of 
‘The Surface Flora, and peat composition of Tregaron Bog.’’? The 
first of my series of papers, ‘‘ Studies in the Laminariaceae,’’ has 
already appeared; the remaining papers will appear very soon. Miss 
Fry has further pursued her interesting studies into the ‘‘Biology of 
Lichens,’’ and some of, her results will be published at an early date. 


GEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR W. J. PuGH. 


At the Intermediate stage 87 students entered their names at the 
beginning of the session. Of these 18 were students pursuing Geology 
in connection with their Agricultural Diploma, and 7 students pursuing 
Geology in connection with their Geographical Diploma. 

The Agricultural Diploma students only remain in College during 
the first two terms, and thus only attended lectures and demonstrations 
during that period. It is hoped that in the future it may be possible 
to arrange a special course of Elementary lectures and demonstrations 
more especially suited to these students’ needs, but under the staffing 
conditions prevailing in the Department last session it was not possible 
to arrange a separate course of lectures and they followed the Inter- 
mediate work for the first two terms. The work of these students was 
quite up to the average expected. 

The 7 students who pursued Geology for the purpose of qualifying 
for their Geographical Diploma, not only attended Intermediate 
lectures and demonstrations but also my lectures on Advanced Physicat 
Geology which J] gave to the First Year Final students. 

Of the 62 Intermediate students proper 7 were unable to continue 
throughout the session, owing to time-table and various other difficulties. 
One student was ill during the June Examinations, and one was sitting 
the Intermediate London Examination. Hence 55 students presented 
themselves for examination last June, and of these 40 passed. The 
attendance and progress of this class were very satisfactory and a gcod 
proportion showed distinct promise. 

The First Year Final class consisted of 24 students, and all of them, 
together with one Second Year Final student, sat the College Examina- 
tion in June. Nineteen passed and 6 failed. The work of this class 
was extremely gocd on the whole, and several students showed great 
application and ability throughout the session. This was the first 
session at the end of which a College Examination was held at the 
First Year Final Stage, so that the scheme of work for the year needed 
some reorganisation in order to make the session’s work complete. 
The rearrangement proved successful and will be adopted again next 
year. 

At the Second Year Final stage 11 students followed the lectures and 
demonstrations. Nine students ‘sat the University Degree Examina- 
tions and all passed except one, and that student was allowed a pass 
at the First Year Final Stage. The work of this class was quite good, 
but generally speaking not quite up to the standard of the preceding 
session. 
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_ There were two Honours students, namely, Mr. R. M. Jehu and Miss 
Margaret Wood. Both students had done extremely well in Geology 
at the Final Stage in the preceding session and their work continued 
to be of a high standard throughout the past session. Both obtained’ 
very high Second Class Honours in the University Degree Examina- 
tions and only missed securing First Class Honours by a very narrow 
margin. There is little doubt that both these students did not quite do 
themselves justice in the June Examinations. 

During the session Mr. Jehu was appointed a student-assistant in 
this Department, and Miss Wood was awarded the Rudler Exhibition 
in Geology. Mr. Jehu has recently been awarded the John Francis 
Research Exhibition for the coming session. Both students anticipate 
taking up research work with a view to presenting a thesis for their 
M.Sc. degrees. 

With regard to staffing considerable difficulty has been experienced 
throughout the session. Dr. Stanley Smith, my senior lecturer, was 
appointed Reader in Geology at Bedford College, London, in September, 
1920. Attempts were made at the beginning of the session to obtain 
an assistant 1m his place but no suitable applications were received. 
Accordingly local arrangements were made by means of which Mr. R. 
U. Sayce, a former student of this Department, who was then Assistant 
Lecturer in Geography to the Discharged Soldiers’ classes, took over 
the Intermediate lectures. Mr. Sayce did excellent work during the 
first. two terms, but then left Aberystwyth to become Head of the 
Department of Geology and Geography in the University of Natal, 
Pietermaritzburg, South Africa. During the remainder of the session 
the whole of the work devolved upon Mr. Challinor and myself. 

Mr. Sayce and Mr. Challinor were partly responsible for the 
lecturing at the Intermediate Stage, whilst I arranged the Practical 
work. At the First and Second Year Final Stages I was responsible 
for the teaching of Physical Geology and Stratigraphy, whilst Mr. 
Challinor took charge of the Petrological and Palaeontological work. 
I took charge of the lectures and demonstrations at the Honours Stage. 

I have continued my research on the Silurian and Ordovician rocks 
of the slate-quarrving area between Corris and Dinas Mawddwy, and 
a detailed survey of the region is now in progress. Mr. Challinor 
has been following up his investigations on the Carboniferous rocks of 
North Staffordshire, and read a paper last February to the North 
Staffordshire Field Club on the Geology of the Roches District which 
is being published in the annual Transactions of the above Club sand 
will be issued shortly. 


Mr. Challinor has done a great deal of work in the museum in the 


rearrangement and cataloguing of specimens, and a considerable amount 
of material has been added as a result of his and my collecting in the 
field. . 

Since my last report, no addition has been made to the accommodation 
within the Department, and in consequence considerable difficulties 
are experienced, practical work having in many cases to be duplicated. 
A large lecture room is urgently required, the present one being 
inadequate for Intermediate and First Year Final lectures. 

I should like to place on record my appreciation of the excellent 
service which Mr: Challinor has rendered the Department throughout 
two sessions, and he has proved himself a very loval and efficient 
colleague, especially during the past session, which has been a 
particularly arduous one. 


ZOOLOGY. 
Min 2) Aue. 


The number cf students attending this session has been 51, of whom 


24 were in the Intermediate and 11 were in the Final classes. Of the 
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{ntermediate students 18 sat at the College Examination and 16 passed, 
and of the Final students 4 sat at the Pass Degree Examination and 
all passed. One student sat the Examination in Agricultural Zoology 
and was successful. Ten students attended the special course for the 
Diploma in Agriculture, conducted by Dr. Ritchie, and all who took 
the Kxamination passed. There has been during the session a very 
satistactory growth in the more advanced work of the Department. 
Two students sat the Honours Examination, and both obtained a First 
Class, Mr. J. R. W. Jenkins with Entomology and Helminthology as 
special subjects, and Mr. E. E. Watkin with Entomology and Marine 
Zoology and Fisheries as special subjects. I am glad both Mr. Jenkins 
and Mr. Watkin will be in the Department next year; the former 
continuing his research upon the Lamb Tape-worm Moniezza, under 


-a grant from the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, and the latter 


pursuing Fisheries investigations under a bursary granted by the 
Commissioners for the 1851 Exhibition. 

Mr. Chopra, qualified by the Indian M.A. degree and practical work 
on a farm, has been studying Entomology throughout the session, and 
has now commenced researches upon the lite-histories of certain injuricus 
insects. 

Miss Mabyn Thompson has completed her second year of post-graduate 
work upon the Biology of the Soil, and has been awarded the NESE: 
degree. 

Vireo Stephenson has spent the year im continuing “his 
researches upon the Actiniaria and the genetics of certain wild orchids. 

Miss E. Horsman has, as Fisheries Naturalist, been engaged 
in carrying out Marine investigations, notably a detailed quantitative 
examination of the sand fauna of the cockle-beds at Ynyslas. which 
promises interesting results. She has also been able to add materially 
to the local Marine faunistic records. 

Miss Carpenter has continued very conscientiously and efficiently her 
work as Assistant Lecturer, and is carrying out a study of the effects of 
lead pollution upon the fauna of the rivers and streams of the neighbour- 
hood. 

Dr. Ritchie was appointed in October as a second Assistant Lecturer. 
and has done useful work for the Department on the Entomological side, 
both with Diploma and Degree students, where much building up work 
is necessary. 

It has been a great advantage to the Department to have the services 
of two Assistant Lecturers, as it has made it possible to differentiate 
appropriately the work of different groups of students. It is possible 
now to stress general Zoology whilst arranging also for the interests ot 
prospective teachers, agricultural students, and students of Marine 
Zoology and Fisheries. 

The heavy losses caused among sheep throughout North and Mid- 
Wales last Autumn and Winter by Liver Fluke have attracted the 
attention of the Department. Certain farms have been carefully 
surveyed, and additional information so obtained, and experiments have 
been made regarding methods of treatment of sheep and means of 
eradication of the snails which harbour the young stage of the Fluke. 
It is anticipated that the Department will be in a position to give 
substantial help to the farmers of the district should the trouble recur 
this year. Exhibits of Fluke and other pests, together with information 
as to preventive and remedial measures, are to be made at the forth- 
coming show at Weishpool, and it is hoped that a system of exhibits 
and lectures in the counties of Mid-Wales may be developed as a regular 


feature of our work. 


Grateful acknowledgment is again made this year to Mr. Alfred 
Bigland, M.P., for his Fisheries Scholarship of £60, and to Mr. Samuel 
Vestey for his gift of £50. Also to Mr. J. B. Willans for gift of a copy 
of Coward and Oldham’s ‘‘Birds of Cheshire,” to Mr. 5. G. Rudler for 
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various books and pamphlets which had belonged to his late brother. 

It is very gratifying that the Development Commissioners and the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries have given increased financial 
aid for the development of Fisheries research at the College, and that 
the Ministry have made a grant to enable Mr. Jenkins and Mr. Watkin 
to carry out investigations upon the Lamb Tape-worms. Also I would 
express my appreciation. of the continued grants made by the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research to Mr. Stephenson as an 
independent research worker, and to Miss Mabyn Thompson as a student- 
in-training. 

The motor-boat Draig-y-mér has been in commission during the 
latter part of the session and a commencement made of the investigation 
of sea-bottom problems. Funds are urgently required for the efficient 
working of the boat, and I shall be very grateful to any donor who 
. may see his or her way to help the College in this matter.

It is gratifying to learn that the Board of Education has approved 
the revised syllabus in Biology for the Training Colleges of England 
and Wales, which was drawn up at the Summer School of Biological 
Science, for :‘Lecturers: in~ Training’ Colleges held. at. Aberystwyth 
last summer under the auspices of the Board. It is hoped that 
next year a Summer School on similar lines may be held for Teachers 
in Secondary Schools. 


I would like to thank Mr. S. G. Rudler for all he has done for the 
Department. It is, I feel, well nigh impossible to overrate the value 
of his unselfish work. The usefulness of his labours in cataloguing the 
books and pamphlets is evident to all who use the Library, but his kindly 
interest in and devotion to the Department and all its concerns can only 
be appreciated by those who live in it day by day. 


Miss Blodwen Williams has conscientiously discharged the duties of 
a Laboratory Steward, which form an important item in the daily 
routine work of a Science Department, and she is now taking over the 
general care of the Library. 


I desire finally to express my thanks to the @olliece Council for having 
commenced the construction of the New Zcology Buildings; the four 
research rooms now completed constitute some relief to the congested 
condition of affairs, and I shall be still further grateful when the 
building operations have been completed.

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GEOGRAPHY AND ANTHROPOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR FLEURE. 


This season we have inaugutated the Honours sCourses, and there is 
promise of a good number of strong candidates for 1922. It is a pleasure 
to report that the entry of older students, coming to College after years 
of teaching experience, continues and on the whole increases. Some of 
these are graduates of various universities, and most of them take either 
the Magister Degree or the Diploma in Geography which is awarded 
after adjudication on thesis work, together with satisfactory performance 
in papers of grade equivalent to those of the Pass and Honours Courses 
for the Degree. 


The numbers in the classes of the department, apart from the class 
for teachers-in-training, have been as follows :—

awarded Honours, while the degree of M.Sc. has been given to Mr. E. 
E. Gomersall. The Diploma has been or is being awarded to the

A. R. Burgess, Miss M. E..Orsman, Miss A. S. Williams, Miss H. A. 
Wilcox, Miss M. M. Leigh. 

The Diploma Class is, as usual, a source of strength to the Depart- 
ment while the ‘‘First Year Honours ’’ people are also worthy of special 
mention. 

The long standing link with the Department for Training of Teachers 
tomes to an end this year, as it was made because, formerly, the students 
had not the opportunity to take Geography in their degree courses. The 
policy of the sister department has certainly helped us greatly in our 
attempts to send out a supply of teachers to improve school courses in 
the subject. 


In order to ensure further progress the policy of the department must 
now be further developed, and, in ccnjunction with the Geographical 
Association, the central office of which is housed in the Geography 
School, 1 am experimenting in arrangements for publication of theses 
so that Geography teachers may have real opportunity to develop a high 
standard of post-graduate work. 


The long series of annual summer schools in geography at Aberyst- 
wyth has been brought to an end, and this is a sericus matter for the 
finances of the department, which ‘have secured substantial grants (for 
equipment) year by year. The need of, approximately, £1,000 to equip 
the department for its work is a continual source of anxiety. 


The work of the Geographical Association is continuing prosperously 
and the Magazine is sent out from Aberystwyth to nearly 4,000 members 
the world over: Miss Fleming, who takes charge of the work, kindly 
gives unofficial assistance, and especially advice in research matters, 
and thus contributes very materially to the strength of the department 
in a purely voluntary fashion, for which she deserves the gratitude of 
the College. The local branch of the Association has prospered greatly 
this year under the presidency of Mr. Whitehouse, and we have had 
not only cinema exhibitions but also illustrated lectures with slides of 
remarkable value from’ Mr. Shaw, of Manchester, and from Dr. 
‘Trueman, of Swansea. 


Miss Dobbs has completed the colouring of the Model of Wales which 
mow merely needs to be bedded finally when its definitive home is 
Settled.

In furtherance of efforts for the better international understanding, 
through the League of Nations Union, &c., and for better teaching of 
geography, lectures have been delivered at the following centres amongst 
others :—London, Oxford, Ogmore, Pontlottyn, Aberamman, Abertysswg, 
Rhyd-y-penau, Aberystwyth, Aberayron, Llandinam, Sutton Coldfield, 
Crewe, Shrewsbury, Leicester, Wigan. 


Advice to teachers has meant a great deal of correspondence as usual. 

A special duty during the past session has been to serve on Board of 
Education Committees investigating the Higher Certificate Examina- 
tions of various authorities in England, especially with a view to 
revising Board of Education Regulations to give reasonable scope for 
the development of geographical teaching. The necessary adjustments 
are being made, and with their completion and the inauguration of 
Honours Schools of Geography in most of the modern universities as 
well as at Cambridge, a definite milestone in the progress of the 
Association and of the subject will be passed and energy set free for 
new developments of the department’s functions which have long been 
under consideration. 


The essays worked out by students are accumulating steadily towards 
a serious and detailed study of Wales, whether on the general lines of 
the Victoria County Histories or on those of the Monographies Regionales 
so well known in France. The preparation of a zinc line block for a 
map of Wales for purposes of mapping distributions has been carried 
through during the year. I hope the map may be of use to researchers 
in several fields. 


With Miss Fleming’s help the Anthropological Survey continued to 
make progress. but it is seriously hampered by want of funds for 
travelling expenses. Expenses of this kind have been met through the 
generosity of the Government Committee on Scientific Research, but 
the Economy Campaign has now stopped this and added a fresh 
difficulty in our task. 


The catalogue of Prehistoric Great Stone Monuments, prepared by 
the Department in conjunction with Committees of the Royal Anthropo- 
logical Institute and the British Association, is progressing favourably 
and will be of considerable value for scientific research when it has 
advanced somewhat further.

K.C., and Mr. A. E. W. Hazel, of Oxford, the External Examiners. 

Public lectures on legal subjects have been given by all members of the 
Law Staff during the Session—by Professor Levi on the British Constitu- 
tion, the Land Laws, International Law, and the League of Nations; by 
Mr. Malcolm Lewis on the League of Nations, and by Mr. Hughes Parry 
on Economics. A number of special courses of lectures were given during 
the session, the chief of which were—-a course on the Procedure of the 
High Court and Comparative Roman Law by Professor Levi, and 
the League of Nations by Mr. Malcolm Lewis. Arrangements have 
been made to deliver systematic courses of lectures on the League of 
Nations and cognate subjects during the coming session. Several law 
students who have completed the examinations for the L1.B. Degree are 
returning to College for research work. About a dozen law students 
of the College are now at work on research in connection with legal 
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subjects, and assistance is given to those who do not reside in College, 
and who are engaged in chambers or elsewhere. 

Eleven men students and one woman student of the present session 
are members of the Inns of Court. The woman student, Miss Gertrude 
Ilma de Jonge, is thus likely to be the first woman student of the College 
to be called to the Bar. She is a member of Lincoln’s Inn. 

Although the number of regular law students is at present 60 or there- 
abouts, this is no real criterion of the work of the Law Faculty. The 
number of different subjects required not only by the University but 
also by the Bar and Solicitors’ Examinations is so great that the work 
could not be done at all without at least three members of the Law staff. 
Nevertheless we have drafted an Honours scheme in Law as well as 
revised the Pass Regulations, and hope to show much more research 
work in the coming session, when we shall have several more advanced 
students.

MEN’S HOSTEL. 
WARDEN: MR. E. D. T. JENKINS. 


Perhaps the outstanding feature of the session was the purchase by 
the College in September, 1920, of the three houses—henceforth to be 
known as the Plynlymon Hostel—in which the students had already 
for some years been accommodated. The result is that more space has 
become available, a fact which has added greatly to the comfort and 
well-being of the students. The number of students throughout thé 
session was 48, most of whom belonged to the Normal Department. 

The conduct of the men has been good, while the industry of most 
has been proved by the results of terminal and sessional examinations, 
several students being recommended for Fourth Year Scholarship 
awards. 

I may be allowed to point out that rules and regulations in the 


Hostel are neither many nor arduous, and only such as are absolutely 


necessary for an institution of the kind—one may mention punctuality 
at meals and quiet after 10.30 p.m.—but there are still a few who apply 
for admission and then fail to realise that life in a Hostel community 
has some claims upon them, that individuals are expected ho have some 
regard for the good of the whole. The one solution of this problem 
seems to Jie in the influence of senior students exercised in the right 
direction. 

Miss Maud Powell, who for more than two years had been responsible 
for the household side of the Hostel, resigned in March, 1921, and I 
take this opportunity of placing on record my appreciation of the able 
and sympathetic manner in which she carried out her duties. She has 
been succeeded by Miss A. Powell, of Builth Wells. 

It remains for me to add that the health of all at the Hostel has been 
unprecedentedly good throughout the session. 


MUSIC. 
PROFESSOR WALFORD DAVIES. 


There has been encouraging progress in the Department this session, 
both in numbers and results. 

The total number of students pursuing musical courses for Degrees, 
Diplomas, and for lessons in solo playing and solo singing was 106. 
Of the five pursuing the Intermediate Course four were successful and 
one was #roximo in the Sessional Exams. Of the five students taking 
the First Year Final Course four were successful. 

Twenty-seven students attended the Teachers’ Training Course, 
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thirty-nine the Evening Classes Course, thirty-two received Singing 
Lessons, forty-eight Piano lessons, nineteen Violin, ten ’Cello, and 
eight Organ. 


Nine gained the Teachers’ Training Course Diploma—five of these 
obtaining distinction. Five First Year (T.T.C. students) passed also 
—two with distinction. 


Nine Evening Class students passed in Harmony, Counterpoint, and 
Rudiments. This is an unfavourable result. 


The numbers of normal students receiving musical tuition are as 
follows :—Of Fourth Year students, 9; of Two-Year students in Second 
Year, 9; of First and Second Year, 33. 


The number of ex-Service men have been rather larger :—Senior A, 
29 (Course ending April, 1921); Senior B, 25 (Course ending June, 
1921); Juniors, 38. 


Dr. Lloyd Williams continued his interesting and important lectures 
on Welsh Music throughout the session. These should be far better 
attended : they are of human and national as well as musical interest. 
Mr. Cecil Sharp gave a highly interesting lecture on the modes as 
exemplified in Appalachian Folk Tunes, of which he has recently 
collected many hundreds; in this lecture he bore important and 
authoritative witness to the world-wide prevalence of the pentatonic 
scale. Mr. Alfred P. Graves gave three lectures on the relation of words 
and music, with musical illustrations by the students. Otherwise the 
Thursday open lectures were regrettably interrupted owing to my 
constant absence. 


On March Ist, 1921, Mr. Geoffrey Shaw came from the Board of 
Education to inspect the Normal Students in music. Though his report 
was favourable, I am constrained to add that musical zeal and 
constancy are gravely lacking in the Normal Department, and it will 
be my earnest endeavour to give the students the utmost help in my 
power to remedy this. 


The Orchestral Festival was a great joy to all, and showed a rather 
smaller deficit than the previous year. The 27th of the series of 
Thursday Concerts was given on the 14th Octcber, 1920, and the 48th 
on the 26th May. Several extra concerts were given at the end of the 
session by special request of the students. Of these the programme was 
severely classical and the attendance was large. The choral items in 
the 48th concert included part of Bach’s ‘‘Jesu, Priceless Treasure’”’ 
and Hubert Parry's “‘Ode at a Solemn. Music.” The Christmas 
Oratorio (Parts I. and II.) was also given in December; but the Choral 
Union leaves much to be desired, both as regards numbers and faith- 
fulness. The Orchestral Union has continued its weekly practices, and 
its playing at the end of the Session showed marked improvement. 

Among the notable visitors to the College Weekly Concerts may be 
named Mdlle. d’Aranyi, Miss Dorothy Silk, Mr. Dushkin, Mr. John 
Adams, Mr. Ben Morgan 


Dr. Lloyd Williams’s Angharad Choir gave distinction to their 
session’s work by adding the production of his interesting musical play, 
“Cadifor,’’ and earned gratitude of all music lovers in College. 


One Cymanfa was held in the final term conducted by Dr. de Lioyd. 


The Friday evening ‘‘At Homes ’’ in the Music House may perhaps 
be most fitly singled out as one of the finest contributions to College 
hfe. 


It is once more necessary, and at the same time it is a great joy, to - 
record the debt of gratitude which we all owe to our three leading 
players, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Williams and Mr. Hubert Davies, for 
their unstinting gifts. ‘x

SUMMER SCHOOL (MUSIC). 


The second Summer School in ‘‘Music and the Art of Teaching It’’ 
was held from August 8th to 20th, most of the students living at 
Alexandra Hall under Miss Tremain’s most kind and watchful care. 
There were 105 students, as compared with 41 last year. Eighteen 
concerts were given during the ten days. Sir Henry Hadow lectured 
on Bach, Haydn, Beethoven, and Brahms. Among the staff and students 
of the school a first rate string orchestra was to be tound. Hundreds 
of good tunes were written by the students during the course. Some of 
these were issued on leaflets under the title ‘‘Alawon Dyddiol,”’ and 
sung and played straight away at lectures. A gratifying feature of 
the whole course was to be found in the daily combination of intensive 
lectures with the playing of illustrations by the students themselves 


-there and then. In this way every concert became a lecture and almost 


every lecture took on the nature of a concert. The players sat at their 
desks with note books and instruments ready to use either at a moment’s 
notice. 

A few days after this school was over I received a gift of £10 from a 
few of the English students with a request to buy books for our Musical 
Library. 

The enthusiasm of the students was unbounded. 


SUMMER SCHOOL OF LIBRARY SERVICE. 
DIRECTOR: Mr. JOHN BALLINGER. 

The fifth year of the Summer School of Library Service held at 
Aberystwyth from August 8th to 20th, 1921, was the most successful of 
the series. The lecturers and the students entered fully into the scheme 
determined to make the best use of the two weeks available. This spirit 
of enthusiasm was maintained throughout, influencing both work and 
recreation. 

The number of students was 46, gathered from England, Wales, and 
Ireland. This is the second largest in numbers during the five years 
of the school’s existence.

A valuable feature of this year’s school was the exhibit of text-books, 
bibliographies, and other literature relating to library science and 
Practice, arranged for the use of the students in the Print Room of the 
National Library. Many of the students found time to make good use 
of the collection, which was available every day from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
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Visits were made to the libraries in Aberystwyth (the librarians in 
each case acting as guide), viz. :— 
The National Library of Wales. 
The Libraries of the University Callers of Wales—The General 
Library, Scientific and Agricultural Libraries. 
The Aberystwyth Public Library (open access). 
The Cardiganshire Rural Libraries Central Repository. 

The students and lecturers resided in the Alexandra Hall. 
Excursions to points of interest in the district, two concerts arranged 
by the students of the Library School, and the concerts of the Summer 
School of Music (to which the Library students were courteously 
invited), made up a crowded but enjoyable two weeks of work and 
recreation. 

It is hoped to issue a detailed report of the school in due course. 


EDUCATION. 


Degree Classes in Education. One student, an ex-Service man and 
a former student, completed the Honours Course and obtained a Second 
Class—a good Second Class in every way well-deserved. Three men 
completed the Special Stage and two passed the examination. The 
Ordinary Class consisted mainly of students taking the subject as 
cognate to their Honours studies in History and Literature. Twenty- 
four completed the course and seventeen resee the examination. 

Training Department for Primary Teachers. Eight men and eleven 
women completed the fourth year course of training. Two cf the men 
were not recommended for certification. Five women and four men 
who had been unsuccessful in their degree courses in the First Year 
completed their course of training as two-year students. One man and 
two women were recommended for full certification and the others for 
provisional certification. The total number in the Department was 
185. The Board of Education has sanctioned an increase to 300 
provided that a corresponding increase be made in the Staff. 

Tratning Department for Secondary Teachers. Four men and seven 
women completed the course. One man failed to pass the examination. 
The others obtained the Teacher’s Certificate of the University and 
will be recognised in due course by the Board of Education. At. the 
end of the session six students of this Department, all of whom had 
obtained First or Second Class Honours in French, together with Mr. 
Smith and myself, made a visit to France with the special purpose of 
observing French educational institutions and methods of teaching 
foreign languages. The party visited the Sorbonne and a number of 
secondary, higher elementary, elementary and vocational schools. The 
teachers in these schools were exceedingly kind and helpful, and the 
experience most valuable. A more detailed report is made elsewhere. 
The visit was made possible by grants from a travelling scholarship 
fund established by generous donors. 

Lectures by Professor Watson. Professor Watson lectured as usual 
to the degree classes (Ordinary, Special and. Honours), and to the 
Secondary students on the History of Education. He also delivered 
public lectures in, the College:on “The Larger View of Life,’ “The 
Development of Specialisation,’ and ‘‘Religion and Education.” 

Special Classes for Ex-Service Men. Twenty-nine men completed 
the course at Easter, and all except, two obtained the Certificate of the 
Board of Education—in many cases with special marks of credit. 
Twenty-nine also completed the course in June. 

These classes will come to an end in June next, and that will be the 
time for a more complete survey of the work done—done very thoroughly 
and accompanied by what appear to be in many cases the beginnings 
of successful and responsible careers. 

The Education Department suffered a severe Icss at the end of the 
session in the departure of Miss Dalrymple on the occasion of her 
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marriage. She was formerly a student of the Department and has been 
a member of the Staff since 1907 and the Senior Women Lecturer and 
Mistress of Method since January, 1914. The Department owes much 
to the thoroughness, detail and enthusiasm of Miss Dalrymple’s work. 
Miss Dorothy E. Roberts, M.A., Mistress of Method at the North Wales 
Training College, Bangor, a former Assistant Lecturer in Philosophy 
at this College, has been appointed to Miss Dalrymple’s place. 

Miss Olivia Griffiths, B.A., Assistant Lecturer since January, 1914, 
resigned at the end of the session aiter a long period of increasingly 
valuable service. 

Miss Gwenan Jones, M.A. (Wales), Ph.D. (Minnesota), a distinguished 
ola student of the department, was appointed to succeed Miss Griffiths. 
She had during the session acted as substitute for Miss Amiss, who. 


‘was unfortunately too ill to take up her duties. 


Mr. R. U. Sayce, Tutor in the Ex-Service Section, left us at Easter 
for an appointment as Lecturer in Geography at the University 
College, Pietermaritzburg. We are very grateful to Mr. Whitehouse 
for the completion of Mr. Sayce’s work in Geography. 

Captain Stimson was appointed Instructor in Physical Exercises to 
the men students at the beginning of the session, and that department 
of our work has greatly improved.

Miss Doris Evans, Instructress in Physical Exercises to the Women 
students, an unsparing and enthusiastic worker, took up a school post 
in the Midlands at the end of the session. We hope to make an appoint- 
ment jointly with the County School. 

We are greatly indebted to Dr. L. Meredith Davies, the Medical 
Officer for the Cardiganshire Education Authority, for a series of 
lectures on School Hygiene to all sections of the Training Department. 


HALLS OF RESIDENCE. 
SENIOR WARDEN: Miss C. P. TREMAIN. 


The number of students in residence during the session 1920-21 was 
283. They have occupied Clarendon in addition to Alexandra Hall, 
Carpenter Hall, and Treathro. The number admitted for next session 
is close upon 300. 

As we are not yet able to occupy all the building that in the near 
future will form ‘‘Treathro,’? we have to face the prospect of hired 
houses for another session. Therefore until Easter about 20 students 
will reside in the Y.W.C.A.. Holiday Home in Queen Square, and 
until Christmas others will reside in No. 9, Marine Terrace. There is 
good reason for believing that this session will see the end of these 
temporary and complicated arrangements. 

During the winter months of the session a hut, which had been 
erected near the back of Alexandra Hall for public entertainments, 
was rented for the use of the women students as their numbers had 
outgrown the Alexandra Hall Gymnasium and Dining Hall as places 
of assembly for the whole body of women students. It would be a 
great boon if some place similar in size and os Hou could be provided 
for social gatherings. 

But an adequate | place of assembly is not the only felt need of the 
Halls. The crowded state of the College Library makes the expansion 
of the Hall Libraries desirable. These have hitherto received but 
little attention in gifts of books or donations for books. Alexandra 
Hall is greatly in need of decoration inside, and of painting outside, 
and all the Halls would gladly welceme gifts of good pictures for the 
students’ common rooms. 

The census returns showed that in June last the average age of 
Carpenter Hall students (First and Second Year students only) was 
20 years, and that about 50 per cent. were bi-lingual. In Alexandra

Hall and the houses other than Carpenter Hall the average age of 
the students of all years was approximately 21.8 years, while the bi- 
lingual students were approximately 44 per cent. of the whole number. 
.The health of the students throughout the session has been excellent. 

I desire again to record my sense of indebtedness to all my colleagues 
in the Halls of Residence for their loyal and efficient help.

AGRICULTURE. 
PRODESSOR A. 1) JONES. 


The work done in the Agricultural Department during the past session 
has been more or less on the lines of previous years. Courses in all 
grades were held in Agriculture and Dairying, but certain modifications 
have been made in the Degree Course, where Agricultural Chemistry 
and Agricultural Botany have now become compulsory subjects for the 
Final Stage, in addition to Agriculture, which has been made a wider 


_and a separate subject. 


The extension lectures on Agriculture, Dairying, Poultry Manage- 
ment, and Horticulture in Merionethshire were again delivered by the 
members of the In-College staff.

The total number of students has ‘again increased, being the highest 
since the department was inaugurated, but the inconvenience experienced 
during previous sessions owing to lack of accommodation has now been 
removed through the acquisition of the new Agricultural Buildings, 
which were practically completed by the beginning of the session. 
We are now fortunate in possessing well equipped laboratories and 
lecture rooms, and both staff and students have found great 1mprove- 
ment in the Pandtione conducive to good work. It is gratifving to find 
a considerable increase in the number of students pursuing the longer 
courses, such as those for the Degree and Diploma as well as the post- 
graduate courses. Of the students who took their Degree in Agriculture 
in June, 1920, eight have now taken honours in the following pure 
Science subjects.

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The work of the students. of all grades,has on the whole been quite 
satisfactory with the exception’ perhaps of those taking the Diploma 
Course in Dairying. These students were weak in the sciences allied 
to dairying, although they made good progress in the theory and 
practice of dairying as well as in dairy farming. 


Ten students qualified for the Degree in Agriculture in June, five 
for the Diploma in Agriculture, one for the Diploma in Dairying, and 
Mr. Wm. Lewis Davies, in addition to his taking his Degree in 
Agriculture, passed the examination for the National Diploma in 
Agriculture. 


Mr. J. J. Grifith had” entire “charge of the Asricultunal’ Chemistry, 
Department, who had a difficult task in organising the work and 
equipping the laboratory during the early part of the session. He was 
ably assisted by Mr. R. O. Davies, who took up his duties as Assistant 
Lecturer in Agricultural Chemistry in October. I have again to thank 
Prof. T. A. Levi for organising a special course of lectures on Agri- 
cultural Law for the Agricultural students, and particularly for 
arranging the time-table in such a way that it was convenient for 
students of all grades to attend. 


The Ten Weeks’ Courses in Dairying and House Management have 
again been held as usual; the Dairying has been in charge of Miss D. 
M. Evans, and the House Management in that of Miss I. Shaw, the 
University, Saskatoon, Canada, who has exchanged posts with Miss 
IN” yPisher for one) year. 


In addition to acquiring better accommodation and equipment in 
regard to laboratories and lecture rooms, the department was extremely 
fortunate during last session in acquiring a College Farm. The farm 
known as Nantcellan, in the Clarach Valley, was purchased by the 
Council 1n September, and possession was obtained in November. This 


farm is to provide facilities for demonstrations in practical Agriculture | 


to students of the department, and also to enable the staff to carry out 
experiments and research work. Asa preliminary Mr. R. O. Davies, 
under the direction of Mr. Griffith, is undertaking a complete soil 
analysis of all the fields on the farm. The work is now sufficiently 
advanced to enable important trials to be conducted next year.

AGRICULTURAL BOOK-KEEPING.

The progress and attendance throughout the Course was very fair, 
though the standard reached by the Continuation Course students 
(with two or three exceptions) was not so high as last year. Four 
Students sitting for the National Diploma in Agriculture took Book- 
keeping and Farm Accounts for one of the optional subjects and each 
student passed the examination successfully. It is hoped it will be 
found possible to introduce this subject into the Short Course Syllabus 
next session, so that students returning for the Continuation Courses 
may be taken to a more advanced stage than usual. 


The advantage of well-kept accounts is being realised by farmers 
daily, particularly as many farmers now own their farms, and they 
have the opportunity of being assessed for income tax on double rent 
Or on actual profits. The value of milk records is being appreciated 
throughout the agricultural industry.

HORTICULTURE. 


tNSTRUCTOR: “Mr.7€. H- JONES: 


Lectures were delivered on the above subject on Mondays and 
Saturdays at No. 11, Marine Terrace, and the Theological College. 
Part of the College garden was used for practical instruction in sowing 
and growing the various crops, pruning and root pruning, etc. 


Several aspects of gardening were dealt with, viz.: the cultivation 
‘of Vegetables, Fruit, Flowers, Indoor and Outdoor Plants, more 
especially as it related to School Gardening. 


The soil, its composition and cultivation, propagation by seed, 
cuttings, layers, budding, with the various forms of grafting, shading, 
watering and correlation with other school subjects. 


The students, who numbered over 100, were divided into four groups: 
Seniors A and B and Juniors A and B. Seniors A and B were 
eventually formed into one class for convenience. Junior A were taken 
from 9 to 10 a.m. and Seniors A and B from 11 to 12 noon on Monday 
mornings, while Junior B were taken on Saturdays 12 to 1. The 
attendance was fair on the whole, Junior A being most attentive. 


The results of the terminal and sessional examinations were very 
creditable, while some showed exceptional merit. Senior A had their 
final examination at Easter, and Senior B in June, and the majority 
came up to my expectation, and I am satisfied that they have grasped 
sufficient knowledge of the subject to take up Elementary School 
Gardening.

AGRICULTURAL BOTANY. 
PROFESSOR R. G. STAPLEDON. 


The year now ended has seen the completion of the Agricultural 
Buildings, and has been the first year of full courses in Agricultural 
Botany given to the Agricultural students of the College. 


Degree, Diploma, and Short Course students have all availed them- 
selves of the opportunity and facilities given, and have diligently 
attended the courses, and with very few exceptions have done credit to 
the new Department both in the matter of hard work and in relation 
to their examinations. : 
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Four Agricultural students taking Honours in Botany have conducted 
the necessary work for their thesis at the Laboratories of the Depart- 
ment and in the Trial Grounds of the Plant Breeding Station. A 
number of enquiries from local farmers have been dealt with by the 
Staff of the Department. 


PLANT BREEDING STATION. 
DIRECTOR : PROFESSOR R. G. STAPLEDON. 


The necessary arrangements at the Laboratories, Gardens, and Farm 
are now practically completed, and the work of the Station proceeds in 
a satisfactory manner. Since the foundation of the Station over 200 
visitors, chiefly consisting of parties of Welsh farmers and landowners, 
have inspected the Trial grounds. 


SCHOOL OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE. 
INSTRUCTRESS : Miss I. SHAw. 


I beg to submit the following report of the work carried on at 
No. 9, Marine Terrace, since my arrival on April 11, 1921. 


Three courses are given each year—two during the summer, each of 
ten weeks’ duration, and one of twelve weeks, commencing in January. 


Forty-four students—l6 in the first course, 28 in the second—have 
been in attendance since May 2nd. All have shown much interest in 
the very practical work carried on here. The students do all the work 
about the house. They prepare and serve the food and have special 
Jessons in laundry work, in housewifery, and in sewing. 


In such a short course we cannot hope to accomplish much, but with 
students who are anxious to learn some progress is made. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL TO THE 
COURT. 


The number of Students who attended the College during the past 
Session was the highest in histcry. As far as can be foreseen the 
number for the current Session will be smaller, and it is unlikely that 
we shall reach for many years. as high a figure as we did last year. 
At the same time the work to be carried out by the teaching staff will 
be considerably heavier during the current year owing to the increased 
number of students in the final classes. This has necessitated the 
appointment of three further Assistant Lecturers. The Council is now 
very largely controlled in its power of making new appointments by 
the action of the University Council. All resolutions for new appoint- 
ments have to be approved by the University Council, which provides. 
most of our funds. It has also become necessary for us to produce an 
accurate estimate at the beginning of each financial year, in order that. 
the University Council may allocate the funds at its disposal to meet 
the needs of the four Colleges. It is becoming increasingly clear that 
under the new organisation the College Council will lose a considerable 
amount of its independence; but this is not a heavy price to pay for 
the largely increased grants which the Welsh Colleges now receive from 
the Government and the County Councils. There has been some un- 
avoidable delay in the payment of the University grants for last Session, 
but it appears’ likely that the grant received will suffice to cover the 
heavy deficit on the working of the College for last year. 


The attention of the Court is called to the very complete Reports 
which have been circulated with reference to the internal work of the 
College, the Extra-mural Classes, and the internal and external work 
of the Agricultural Department. No better proof can be given of the 
value and extent of the work the College is doing in the life of Wales 
and especially of Central Wales. 


During the course of the Session, the Chair of Chemistry has veen 
filled by the appointment of Dr. T. Campbell James, an old student of 
the College; Miss Dorothy Roberts has succeeded Miss Dalrymple as 
Mistress of Method and Lecturer in the Department of Education, and 
further appointments have been made to Assistant Lectureships in 
other Departments. 


HOSTELS: 


The accounts of the Women’s Hostels and of the Men’s Hostel tor 
the year show large deficits on the working of these Institutions. 
This has been to a great extent unavoidable owing to the fact that the 
fees charged the students were too low, and to the great difficulties 
encountered by the College in providing accommodation for the ove1- 
plus of Women Students in special houses taken for one year. The 
Council has been compelled to raise the Hostel Fees for the current 
session. 

The Balance Sheet of the College shows a deficit on the year’s working 
of just over £10,000, but of this sum £6,000 has already been received, 
and it is hoped that the remainder will soon be obtained from the 
University Council, so that no further addition will be made to the — 
accumulated deficit of the College. 
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PxtRACT FROM THE LATE MR. W. E. GLADSTONE’S 
SPEECH AT NOTTINGHAM: 


The Times of September 28th, 1877. 


Let me point to another case with which I am personally 
acquainted, to show you that wherever primary education is 
- loved, the higher education must be loved and taught also. 
I speak of the country of Wales, in which I have the happiness 
to spend a large portion of my time ; and there is no part of 
the population of the country—and I say it freely and boldly 
in your hearing—there are few parts which can compete with 
Wales, and there is no part which can exceed it, from one end 
of the island to the other, in the earnest, ardent, and, I may 
Say, passionate love for instruction. They are a religious 
people, and a people deeply enamoured of knowledge, and 
what they have done has been done with very little assistance. 
With no assistance at all from any public fund of any kind, 
they have, within the last five or six years, founded a large 
and important College at Aberystwyth. Is it possible for you 
to have a stronger proof that the existence of a love for primary 
education does lead on, and must lead on, to every great effort 
for the establishment of higher education ?

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GREEK. 
VICE-PRINCIPAL J. W. MARSHALL. 


The Intermediate Class at the beginning of the session included 16 
students. One withdrew subsequently : three were found not to be up to 
the standard of the class, and were transferred to more elementary work ; 
one was pursuing the course only with a view to taking the Examination 
in a subsequent session ; and three who continued the course to the end 
of the session were not eligible for the Degree Examination. The eight 
who remained did decidedly good work, and all except one were successful 
in the Examination. 

In the Ordinary Class there was only one student who did not succeed 
in passing. 

The four students of the Special Class did on the whole very well: one 
in particular would, with another session’s work, have taken a good class 
in Honours. All except one passed the Examination. 

I am deeply indebted to Professor Rose, Mr. E. D. T. Jenkins, Miss 
Gordon, and Miss Woodward, for assistance in the work of the Depart- 
ment; Professor Rose took the Set Books which were common to the 
Ordinary and the Special Class: Mr. Jenkins the Compositicns and Unseen 
of the Ordinary Class, and also of some more advanced students belonging 
to the Intermediate Class : Miss Gordon the History of the Ordinary and 
Special Class. Miss Woodward very kindly undertook the instruction of 
the more backward members of the Intermediate Class and spared no 
pains in this rather trying work. 

There was also a Class held in the Greek Testament, which for a good 
part of the session contained a fair number of students. 

The Branch of the Classical Association in the College, under the 
energetic Chairmanship of Professor Rose, has had some very interesting 
and profitable meetings. 

The numbers in the Intermediate and Special Classes this session 
were in the circumstances very satisfactory ; but itis much to be regretted 
that there was only one student in the Ordinary Class, and that we had 
no students proceeding to Honours, as we usually have had in years past. 
This is partly due to the fact that students who might take Honours in 
Greek are generally also good scholars in Latin, and as they then take 
Honours in Latin, seldom find it possible to spend another year in College 
in order to take Honours in Greek. In the number of those studying 
Greek, I understand this College compares favourably with the other 
Welsh Colleges. 


LATIN. 
PROFESSOR H. J. ROsE. 


The work of this department for the past session has on the whole 
been satisfactory. One change in the staff has taken place, Miss A. 
Woodward, M.A. (Lond.), replacing Mr. F. Temperley. Miss Woodward’s 
excellent work throughout the session has fully justified her election. 
Of the other members of the staff, while commending the industry and 
efficiency shown by all, I would specially mention Miss Gordon, who 
during her three years here as Assistant Lecturer has raised Ancient 
History to a very important place in all stages of the instruction given 
in the two classical departments. In this connection I have to thank 
Council for their far-sighted action in creating a lectureship in Ancient 
History. Among other advantages, this should lead to a further develop- 
ment of the study of Romano-British History, a subject especially 
appropriate to a Welsh College. 

The entry of new students was of fair quality, as is shown by the 
examination results, though no student of outstanding brilliancy has 
yet been discovered among them. The policy inaugurated last year 
of placing in a special section those insufficiently prepared to profit by 
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the regular course of the First Year, was continued, with results which, 
thanks largely to Miss Woodward’s ability as a teacher, were decidedly 
encouraging. But how inadequately Latin is taught in many schools 
is illustrated by the following tacts. Of the students who completed 
First Year Latin this session, one, Miss O. M. L. Davies, had begun the 
subject only six months before entering College. It is thus very clear 
that the standard, although raised, is by no means beyond the powers 
even of a beginner, given good teaching and reasonable diligence and 
ability. In glaring contrast to Miss Davies are several students who 
have as yet got no further than the beginners’ section, although they are 
supposed to have studied Latin for several years before entrance. No 
doubt some of them are themselves chiefly to blame for this state of 
things, but it is hardly possible to acquit the schools wholly. The 
criticisms made in my former reports still hold good for far too large 
a proportion of matriculants. 

The work of the Second and Third Years was fairly satisfactory. 
Of the former, some who failed did not so as much from nervousmess 
as from inadequate preparation ; of the latter, more than one who passed 
was marked rather indulgently. The Honours list is a not inaccurate 
reflection of the merits of the candidates; Mr. Eric Evans and Mr. 
John Hammond are to be congratulated on their firsts. 

I note with much gratification that an increasing number of good 
candidates for higher degrees are in correspondence with this Depar tment, 
especially as not all of them are taking Latin as a main subject or are 
members of this College, or even of the University of Wales. It is to 
be hoped that inthe future some means may be found of making it 
financially possible for more graduates to attend College, and that the 
friendly relations at present existing not only with other departments, 
but with other institutions, will be widened and strengthened. 

I have had the honour of election as a member of the Council of the 
Society for the Promotion of Roman Studies. 

Publication is now becoming easier, and a considerable number of 

small works by members of this Department have been printed. My 
own output, besides reviews and popular articles, is as follows :— 
» in-Hastings’ Enc, Rel: Eth., articles SUICIDE ; THRACE. In the 
Journal of Hellenic Studies ; The Greek of Cicero. In Folk-Love; Asinus 
in Tegulis. Inthe Journal of the Roy. Anthropological Inst.; Celestial 
and Tervrestvial Orientation of the Dead. In The Year's Work; 
critique of the works on ancient religion published 1915—-1920. I have 
undertaken to write on this subject again in the forthcoming number of 
this periodical. In Philologica’; Logical and Rhetorical Emphasis in the 
Cicevonian Sentence. Further articles on emphasis in the Latin sentence 
are to follow. In the Classical Review and Man ; several short articles. 
In Queen’s Quarterly (Kingston, Ontario) ; Sidelights on the Early History 
of Marriage. In Aberystwyth Studies, the revival of which is a most 
encouraging sign; The Greek Agones; Dionysiaca ‘the latter in proof, 
to appear in the Jubilee Number). Several of these articles were written 
before or shortly after the War. 

Mr. Pope is contributing to the Jubilee Number an article on The 
Rhythms of Aeschines. Mr. Jenkins and Miss Gordon have, I understand, 
work in preparation. Miss Woodward collaborated with me in an 
important review for Philologica. Allmembers of the Latin staff, together 
with Prof. G. A. T. Davies and Mr. Grundy, of Cardiff, are collaborating 
on a new text-book of Latin prose composition. It is hoped that this 
will be the first of a series of manuals adapted to the needs of Welsh 
students particularly, but not overlooking others. 

Professor Edward Bensly delivered a course of interesting lectures 
during the Easter term on :—

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ENGLISH. 
PROFESSOR J. W. H. ATKINS.

At the University Examination in June three students (Mr. C. L. 
Barrett, Mr. D. C. Davies, and Miss V. Cutting) were awarded First 
Class in Honours; four students were placed in Class II., Division I., 
five in Class II., Division II., while seven were placed in Class IIIf. 

Of the 62 students who took the Third Year (Pass) or Special Course, 
42 were successful at the University Examination. Some 64 students 
entered for the Second Year (Pass) or Ordinary Examination; out of 
these 50 passed ; while out of the 84 candidates who presented themselves 
for the First Year or Intermediate Examination, 67 were successful. 

The year’s work on the whole has been well up to the average, and the 
new schemes of study have given very satisfactory results. By omitting 
the Old English work from the Intermediate stage, it has been possible to 
devote more time to literature and to providing what might be called 
an introduction to literary study. 

At the Honours stage again, the new alternative courses, by which 
a student could specialise either in the modern or the earlier literature, 
proved eminently successful. For the first time substantial courses of 
lectures in Old Norse literature and the Viking Age were offered and 
were much appreciated owing to the efforts of Mr. Garmonsway, who 
delivered the courses. We welcome him very heartily to this department 
as Assistant Lecturcr. 

It is with pleasure that I acknowledge a valuable gift of books 
made by Professor W. P. Ker to our departmental Library. The books 
mainly consist of publications of the Early English Text Society, and will 
be of very great assistance to Henours and research students in the 
future. 

In conclusion I desire to state that Miss Winstanley continues to add 
to the success of the Department by work which is appreciated by all. 


WELSH LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR T. GWYNN JONES. 

Thirteen students pursued courses in the Department during. the 
session—Ordinary, 7; Special, 5; Honours (second year), 1. In spite 
of the difficulty experienced on account of the scarcity of well-edited 
printed texts, good work was done, on the whole. In the Ordinary 
College Examinations, the papers submitted by Mr. John Iorwerth Williams 
were excellent ; and the work done in the Sessional Examinations by 
the students in the Special Grade deserves to be specially mentioned, 
for general attainment and distinct promise. The experience of the last 
two sessions has justified my anticipation that the alternative course in 
Literature should mainly be Honours work. In future, only students whc 
have completed an Ordinary Course in Language will be allowed to take 
the Literature Course. Quite good work was done in the Literature 
part of the Language Course, and I have to acknowledge the ready and 
generous co-operation of my colleague, Dr. Parry-Williams. I should 
also like to mention the assistance of Mr. D. T. Davies, a devoted student, 
who manifolded a mass of unprinted quotations for the use of two or three 
classes in both Departments. Mr. David Evans, Head of the Depart- 
ment of German, kindly allowed my students to attend some of his 
Lectures on Minnesanger Poetry, and I desire to acknowledge the readiness 
expressed by Professors Atkins and Rose to co-operate in inter-Depart- 
mental work, which, it is hoped, may be developed in future. Mr. David 
Lloyd Jenkins, M.A., who pursued research work under departmental 
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direction, was awarded the Meyrick Scholarship at Jesus College, Oxford, 
and has been appointed to lecture for the Summer School at Barry this 
summer. A translation into excellent Welsh of Lamennais’ “ Paroles 
d’un Croyant,”’ by Mr. W. Ambrose Bebb, M.A., was issued during the 
year. Mr. lorwerth C. Peate won the chair at the Inter-Collegiate 
Fisteddfod held at Bangor in March. Mr. Thomas Jenkins, President 
of the Students’ Representative Council for the year, has obtained a 
Government appointment.

WELSH DEPARTMENT. 
ProrFessor T. H. PARRY-WILLIAMS. 
During Session 1921—22 the work of the Department was conducted 
on the usual lines. The number of students who attended the various 


classes and who sat the Sessional Examinations may be seen from the 
accompanving Table :—

Intermediate and Ordinary Stages. The majority of the students at 
these stage> took keen interest in their work. In the Ordinary class, 
there were some students of outstanding merit: they showed good 
promise for the First Year Honours Class of next session. 

Special Stage. The Special Class—the biggest in the Department— 
contained some excellent students, who, like the Ordinary Class, applied 
themselves enthusiastically to their work, as their record proves. 

At all three stages there were very few poor students. 

Honours Stage. The First Year Honours students nearly all took 
the Special Course and sat the examination, in addition to the Honours 
work which they had to do. 

The Second Year Honours Class this year, like that of last session, 
contained two or three students of exceptional merit. The work done 
by Mr. D. J. Jones throughout the session promised good results. He 
was given a very good First Class by the Examining Board in June. 
Mr. J. T. Owen was also placed in the First Class. The work of another 
student, Miss Margaret M. Jenkins, was in many respects of First Class 
standard. She and two others were placed in the First Division of the 
Second Class, and the three remaining students were placed in the Second 
Division. 

Miss Cassie Davies, B.A., who holds a University Studentship, worked 
steadily at her dissertation on ‘“‘The Language of Williams Pantycelyn.”’ 

Mr. T. Hughes Jones, B.A., a former student of the Department, 
took his M.A. Degree in the Department ot Welsh Literature. 
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Since my last report, some Czech stories translated by me have been 
published as Volume 6 of the series known as Cyfves y Wevin. I have 
also contributed articles of an etymological character to the Bulletin 
of the Board of Celtic Studies. Last April I read a paper before the 
Honourable Society of Cymmrodorion in London on “ The English 
Element in Welsh,’’ This work will be published in full in the Society’s 
Transactions. An article on “‘ An English Flexional Ending in Welsh ”’ 
is to appear in the forthcoming Jubilee number of Aberystwyth Studies. 

During the winter, as in former years. I lectured to many Literary 
Societies at various centres in North and South Wales. 

I wish to express my gratitude to Prof. Gwynn Jones for the invaluable 
help which he has again rendered to the Department this session. He 
took classes every week throughout the session at all stages. 


FRENCH. 
PROFESSOR J. L. ANDRE BARBIER, 


The new courses of study introduced recently. the development given 
to the tutorial system, the importance given to the teaching and practice 
of the spoken language produced good results. and the standard of the work 
was fully maintained generally and raised in several directions. 


Again a large number of the first year students came ill prepared, 
and too much time had to be spent on elementary work which should have 
been done before entering the College. The second year, third year and 
Honours students, with few exceptions, gave me full satisfaction. Eight 
students were presented for the Honours examination : two obtained a 
first class, four were placed in the first division, and one in the second 
division of the second class. 

Seven students were granted travelling scholarships which enabled them 
to spend four or five weeks in France last summer, and in most cases to 
attend holiday courses organized by French Universities ; this had a most 
beneficial effect on the work of those students, and on the department 
generally. A number of travelling scholarships were again awarded 
last month to students in the French department, both graduates and 
undergraduates, and arrangements have been made for their stay in 
France in August or September. 

Four students spent the whole of this session at the University of 
Rennes.. Of these, two had passed the Honours examination in June, 
1921; the other two had pursued the first year of their Honours course 
in the session 1920—21, and will come back to College next session to 
pursue the second year of their Honours course. This is by far the most 
profitable plan, and I hope the College will find it possible to help Honours 
students to go abroad tor a full year before qualifying for their degree 
with Flonours in French. Such students will bring credit to the College. 


A fair amount of advanced and research work was done in the depart- 
ment during the session. A part of the Honours course—the “ special 
subject ’’—is now based on the close study by the students of original 
documents. Several graduates, unfortunately not in residence, are 
writing, under my direction, dissertations for the degree of M.A. Miss 
Annie Owen is doing pioneer work in the investigation of linguistic 
questions in Welsh and French. Miss Phillips is engaged on an important 
work on Sainte-Beuve and English literature. Dr. Thomas is examining 
old French MSS. dealing with the Arthurian legends. My edition of 
Lamartine’s poems appeared early this year at the Manchester University 
Press. JI am now working out certain aspects of medein French regional 
literature ; the results will, I hope, appear in the course of next session. 


I wish to express my gratitude to Mr. A. B. Thomas, Miss M. Phillips, 
and Miss A. Owen, for their unfailing devotion and valuable help this 
session. 
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GERMAN. 
Mr. DAvip EVANS. 


The work in the degree courses has been satisfactory throughout the 
session, but that done by the beginners in Science German was lacking 
in application owing no doubt to the heavy work in their respective 
special subjects. Almost all these students were in the final stages, and 
it is very advisable for intending Honours candidates in particular to 
master the language sufficiently well in their first, or at the latest, in 
their second year, so that they can read scientific literature in their 
subject for their Honours stage. Unless this is done, a good deal of my 
time is wasted, and the students themselves will have to devote very 
valuable months at a later time in gaining an adequate knowledge of 
the language to enable them to follow German research. 

Of the Intermediate Class, only Miss G. Roberts was advised to take the 
College Examination, which she passed. 

Very good and steady work was done in the Ordinary stage by Mr. B. J. 
Morse and Miss Gwyneth Edwards. 

Miss Dorothy Jones is a very promising first year Honours candidate, 
although she hardly does credit to herself in examinations. Of this 
year’s Honours candidates, Miss Stephens gained a third class and Mr. 
Richards a second. Composition and Translation were weak in spite of 
their two months’ stay in Germany. 

Seven past and present students intend going to Germany during the 
summer vacation to pursue a course in language, literature, phonetics 
and institutions which I have arranged for them in Cologne, and to 
study German conditions generally during their tour in Khineland and 
Mid-Germany. 

I have again to offer my grateful thanks to Miss Rees for her loyal 


co-operation. 


COLONIAL HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR T. STANLEY ROBERTS. 


Intermediate History Class. 

Sixty-six candidates took the examination in Intermediate History 
this year, and nearly fifty per cent. of these failed to satisfy the examiners. 
It is difficult to convince students that History is not any easy subject, 
to be got up in a few days before the examination, especially when they 
hold school certificates testifying to their efficiency. There is further 
a difficulty in convincing them. of the importance of the sequence of 
events. History, like all other subjects of study, demands the mastering 
of a large mass of facts, the full significance of which is not apparent to 
the student till he makes further advances in his studies. With the 
opportunities now afforded in the Schools these facts, the grammar of the 


subject, should be known to the student before entering College. 


Final History (Colonial). 

The number of failures this year was without precedent. Sixteen 
candidates took the examination, and four only satisfied the examiners. 
Honours History (Colonial). 

The number of students taking the Honours Course was larger than it 
has ever been. Two obtained a First Class, and four were placed in the 
first division of Class II. Of these six men, four were ex-service students. 
Their success is a high tribute to the enterprise and forethought of the 
Training Department, which opened up a prospect of useful careers for 
these men. The numbers of failures, though not very large, was the 
most disquieting feature of the year. The health of two students gave 
Way just before the examination began. It is to be hoped that Miss 
Tuckett and Mr. Harold Cox will soon be strong and vigorous. 

I am indebted to Professor E. A. Lewis, Mr. Malcolm Lewis, and 
Mr. C. Jane for their help in carrying on the work of the Department. 
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HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR EDWARD EDWARDS. 


During Session 1921—22 full courses of lectures were delivered at 
each grade in the History Department, and at the higher stages individual 
attention was given to each pupil. The attendance and attention at 
class was satisfactory, but owing to under-staffing in the department it 
was found difficult to undertake the essay work necessary to the progress 
and success of the various classes. The examination results, both of 
College and University tests, were not up to the usual standard and the 
failures were more numerous than usual owing to lack of reading of 
text-books and a want of earnest and serious concentration of study. 
Important changes are introduced into the Intermediate Course next 
Session, whereby Welsh and English History must be taken concurrently, 
and it is highly desirable that a closer connection should be established 
between the advanced courses in Medieval and Colonial History. This. 
would naturally tend to a lightening of lecturing work and would render 
the historical knowledge of the pupils more solid and comprehensive. 
To Professor Stanley Roberts and Mr. Cecil Jane I have to acknowledge 
a great debt of gratitude for their assiduous help and Tu ates. devotion 
to the work of the Department. 

The following table gives the number of students at the various. 
classes, and indicates their examination results :—

Of the pupils who failed the Ordinary Examination three were allowed 
a pass of an Intermediate Standard, while of the candidates who sat the 
Further Test Examination only three were permitted to proceed to 
honours work in their second year. In the Honours Examination five 
pupils out of the seven candidates were granted a Second Class, and 
some reached the borders of a First. Mr. Lewis was awarded the 
M.A. degree for a thesis on the history of the Borough of Kenfig. In all 
there are a dozen or more students engaged in historical research work 
for the degree of M.A. 

I have pleasure in appending the remarks of Mr. Cecil Jane on the 
Honours and Final work of Medieval History students. 

The work done in the Honours Class, which numbered seven, was 
very good; all the candidates secured classes in the examination in 
June, and three did particularly good work. Perhaps the most satis- 
factory feature of the session was the way in which students gave evidence 
of real interest by reading widely and by not confining their attention 
solely to the actual work of the examination. 

The Final Class, which numbered fifty-four, also showed a keen 
interest in their work, which in some cases reached a very high standard. 
Twenty-seven passed the examination, the standard in which was high. 

The promise for the Honours Class for the coming season is good ; 
and the general interest felt in History in the College has been illustrated 
during the past year by the successful foundation of an Historical Society, 
the meetings of which have been well attended and productive of inter- 
esting discussions. 


PHILOSOPHY. 
PROFESSOR W. JENKYN JONES. 


The Department had a very successful year on the whole, and the 
higher classes—the Special and the Honours Classes—were much larger 
than in ordinary years. The provision of ex-service grants caused a marked 
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increase in the number of ministerial students at College, and thus made 
a great difference in the numbers taking the higher courses in Philosophy. 
The students taking these courses were earnest and hard-working, and 
attained results which reflected great credit on them. 


Post-graduate Course. Miss Valmai B. Evans, who spent the first year 
of her University Studentship at this College, and who has subsequently 
studied at Somerville College, Oxford, submitted a thesis for the M.A. 
degree on “A critical exposition of Mr. Bradley’s view of truth.’’ She 
was admitted to the degree of M.A. with distinction, and was subsequently 
elected to a University Fellowship: In Miss Evans we find distinct 
ability and philosophical bent, combined with considerable industry, 
and she deserves to be warmly congratulated on attaining such dis- 
+inguished success at such anearlyage. Mr. Daniel Davies, M.A., a Fellow 
of the University, who had a serious breakdown in the middle of the 
session, is happily recovering, and hopes to be able shortly to resume 
his studies. I hope that the University will see their way to renew his 
Fellowship for a third year. He is a competent and indefatigable student. 


The Honours Class. This class contained as many as nine students— 
a quite unusual thing for an Honours Class in Philosophy. They studied 
with vigour and zest. All had points of excellence, and all profitted by 
the course. Their achievements, as judged by examination, differed more 
than their actual powers. T.C. H. Parry obtained a first-class; Emrys 
Evans, Jeffrey Davies, Llewellyn Jones and D. Alban Davies, a second 
class; and Goronwy Owen and O. W. Owen, a third class. I had a high 
opinion of a]l these, and of two others who did not sit the examination. 


The Special Class. This class was also larger than in previous years, 
and the quality of the work was good. A gratifving feature was the 
presence of a number of students who took the course for the sake of 


_knowledge with no examination in view. A small number failed badly. 


Miss Beckett, Miss Hawkins, Ivor Evans, W. R. James, and Idwal Rees 
deserve special praise for their work. 


The Ordinary Class. The syllabus of the Ordinary Course had been 
modified by the inclusion of a short introduction to Ethics, and the 
year’s experience seemed to justify the change, which appeared to lend 
additional interest to the course. The average performance of the class 
Was moderately good, but the work of the following reached a high 
standard: Miss Hollingsworth, Miss M. V. Lloyd, Eric Evans, Hubert 
Evans, O. Forsyth, and W. J. H. Watkins. 

The Intermediate Class. The Intermediate Class, as in most previous 


years, showed great variation in ability, achievement and promise. The 
best results were obtained in Plato, Republic I—IV. The work in 


Psychology was less satisiactory, and in many instances it was clear 


that the subject had not been intelligently approached, or studied. 
The following students distinguished themselves by good work :— 
Miss Lias Davies, Miss Donkin, Miss M. E. Morgan, Miss Gwynneth 
Rees, Miss Mattie Rees. O. D. Evans, Ieuan Phillips. 


The Philosophical Society held a number of successful and well attended 
meetings. We are indebted to two persons who were not connected with 
the Department for assistance—to Miss C. A. Simmins, Warden of 
Carpenter Hall for reading an able and interesting paper at one of the 
ordinary meetings, and to the Rev. E. E. Thomas, M.A., for lecturing at 
a meeting to which the public were admitted, on “‘ The Ethical basis of 
reality. We congratulate Mr. Thomas very cordially on his recent 
admission to the Degree of Doctor of Literature. 


Mr. L. A. Reid, M.A., in addition to rendering valuable services as 
lecturer in the Department, contributed several articles to various. 
Philosophical Journals in the course of the year.

PROFEsSOR E. A. LEWIs.

The Ordinary Class consisted of 67 students, 49 of whom passed the 
College Examination. A new feature of the work at this stage was the 
addition of a course of lectures on the Outlines of British Economic History 
during the Nineteenth Century. Theclassasa whole worked well and took 
a vivid interest in the subiect, but the general standard of attainment 
was not as good as that of the last two sessions. _ One especial weakness 
of the students at this stage was their loose and careless use of technical 
terms, and their consequent inability to reason cogently on everyday 
affairs. Some of the stronger members of the class, however, showed 
excellent promise, particularly P. R. Jenkins, E. G. Mort, and T. Ensor 
Jones. Several members were handicapped by time-table difficulties, 
which we trust can be remedied for next session. 


The Sfecial Class (including the ist year Honours Students) consisted 
of 63 students, of whom 11 took the Special Politics Course with Mr. 
Sydney Herbert. Though the percentage of failures in the University 
Examination was somewhat higher than usual, the class was critical, 
alert, and hard-working, and took a really live interest in modern industrial 
and financial problems. The progress made by the stronger members of 
the class, notably Eleanor L. Lloyd, Lucy M. Hawkins, W. C. Greenway, 
and J. Morgan Jones, was distinctly creditable. 


Special Politics. The number of students offering Political Science 
as part of an Economics Course was 20: Final students 11, Honours 
students 9. 


The work done by the Final students fell below the standard reached 
in 1920. There is no complaint to make as regards industry and appli- 
cation, but there was an unfortunate absence of independent thought 
and criticaljudgment. Students are much too prone to reproduce in essays 
and examination papers what they have heard in lectures or read in 
text-books. 


On the other hand the work of the Honours students was, for the 
most part, extremely good. The chief weakness was inadequate historical 
knowledge. Special mention should be made of the work done by Messrs. 
L. L. Abraham and Percy Barber. 
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The Honours Class was the largest, and the standard of work at this 
stage was the highest within my experience. Thirteen students entered 
on the course, but for special reasons, two withdrew during the session. 
The class worked vigorously throughout the year, and put in an enormous 
amount of independent and individual work. Most of them secured 
high honours (including three Firsts) in the June Examinations. 

Agricultural Economics. Six students completed the Final Course 
in this subject, all of whom maintained the good promise shown last 
year. It was a real pleasure to teach such a keen and enthusiastic class. 
Five members of the class have been granted Travelling Scholarships, 
and, under the supervision of Mr. W. King, will spend some weeks in 
Denmark during the Long vacation observing the methods of agricultural 
organisation obtaining there. In addition, eight students pursued the 
First Year Final Course, and six, including two Madras students, studied 
the subject for this purpose by qualifying for the College Diploma in 
Agriculture. 

POST-GRADUATE WORK. 

My. T. Hughes Griffiths, a former student of the department, now an 

Extra-Mural Tutor of the College in Economics, completed a dissertation 

n “ The development of the South Wales Anthracite Area, with special 
reference to its industrial and labour organisations, and was awarded the 
M.A. with distinction. Mr. Griffiths, who was a working collier a few years 
prior to the Great War, is to be highly complimented upon the excellent 
quality of his academic work. Another old student of the College. My. 
Willson Lloyd, who graduated in Classics some years ago, (now occupying 
an important commercial post in Cardiff), secured the M.A. by Research 
for a valuable theses on ‘“‘ The Coal Export Trade of the United Kingdom, 
1910—1920, with special reference to South Wales.” 

Mr. J. Alun Thomas, who was elected to an University Research 
Studentship last year, under the direction of Mr. Sydney Herbert, is 


‘Carrying on an investigation with certain aspects of the Social Contract 


Theory during the 17th century. 


The addition of Mr. W. King—an old student of the College, who had 
done excellent work as one of our Extra-Mural Tutors in Economics for 
some years—to the staff of the Department, rendered possible a further 
extension in the way of reorganising the work of the Department on 
tutorial lines. Seminar and discussion classes were established at each 
stage, and opportunities for individual tuition was afforded to an in- 
creasing number of students. In this connection, the want of a suitable 
room (indicated in last year’s report) was keenly felt. 

During the session a goodly amount of research has been done by the 
members of the staff. Mr. J. M. Rees published a volume on “ Trusts 
in British Industry, 1914—1921, pp. viii—268 (P. & S. Univ.) ”’ and both 
Mr. Rees and Mr. King have contributed articles to the Jubilee Number 
of the Aberystwyth Studies. 

The year’s work on the whole has been decidedly satisfactory. I desire 
once more to express my sincere gratitude to my colleagues for their 
courtesy and efficient help at all stages. 


PALAEOGRAPHY. 
PRoFESSOR E. A. LEwIS. 


Two classes were held every week during the Michaelmas and Lent 
Terms. Five post-graduates, including members of the College and 
National Library Staff followed the course. Satisfactory progress was. 
made. 
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CELTIC RESEARCH AND PALAEOGRAPHY. 


Mr. TimotHy LEwis. 


There were no students taking Celtic Palaeography during Session 
1921—22. Two students were doing research in Welsh Literature and 
Social History. 

A considerable amount of work was done by post to help students 
who have left College, but who are anxious to do research work—these 
included old students of this College as well as ex-students of other 
Colleges. 

Several students came to Aberystwyth to work during the summer 
vacation and were helped as much as possible. 

I have been working personally during the year, mainly on the 
White and Red Book Mabinogion and the Dingestow Court Brut. 

I should be very grateful if it were possible to strengthen the Library 
on the side of Celtic Palaeography and early Celtic Social History, for 
both are becoming increasingly important in European Universities, 
and are very rich in unworked material. 


PURE MATHEMATIGS. 
PROFESSOR W. H. YOUNG. 


Owing to the presence in the Department of a number of students 
who had no knowledge, even of the most-elementary, trigonometry, 
the work at the lower stages was again somewhat congested. The 
Department was only able to fulfil those of its functions which connect it 
with the other Departments of the College, by sacrificing to some extent 
the interests of the students who had entered with the intention of 
making Mathematics their principal subject. These difficulties were 
further accentuated by the fact that it was impossible to find an hour 
in the time-table at which First Year students, and more especially those 
just referred to, could receive the requisite additional instruction. A 
First Year Mathematical Club for intending Honours students was, 
however, started, and a certain amount of useful work was done there 
under the guidance of Mr. Walmsley. Professor Johnston also took a 
preliminary class, consisting of some of the weaker students, and thereby 
relieved some of the pressure on the staff. 


Mr. Unthank, who had during the preceding session continued to devote 
some of his time to the Department, being no longer available, and the 
additional lecturer granted in consequence by the College not being 
procurable, resource was had to the method of Special Lectures. The 
advent of Professor Valiron, of the University of Strasburg—one of the 
most erudite of the younger school of French mathematicians and specially 
known for his researches into the Theory of Integral Functions, a recent 
development of Mathematical Science—marks an epoch in the history 
of the College. Though his lectures were given in French, Monsieur 
Valiron had a large audience; and, thanks in great part to the personal 
efforts of Professor Barbier, who had in the preceding term used the 
French language as the medium of instruction of several of our students, 
the lectures were well followed. Monsieur Valiron did more than merely 
address his audience ; he indicated to the individual members of his class 
lines on which further research might be carried out in the domain which 
he had made his own. His lectures are already in print, and will shortly 
be published, in English, into which language they have been translated 
by Mr. Collingwood, of Trinity College, Cambridge. Mr. Collingwood 
was in residence during the term in which Monsieur Valiron’s lectures 
were given, and he materially helped the students attending them. 
He also himself gave a short course on the Riemann Zeta Function. 
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In the Easter term we had the advantage of another short course of 
Special Lectures, on Integral Equations, kindly given by Dr. Heywood, 
of the Civil Service Commission, a subject on which he has_ himself 
written. 7 


Dr. Dienes, who came to us in the middle of the preceding session, 
has during the present one afforded most valuable help to the Department, 
and has lectured alike on elementary and on advanced subjects. In 
particular, his short course of lectures on the Tensor Calculus may be 
referred to as probably the first on the subject that have been attempted 


in this country. 


Among the subjects of lectures attended by students in the Depait- 
ment, not already noticed, we may mention the following :—Galois’s 
Theory of Groups, Calculus of Variations, Differential Geometry and 
Recent Researches in Various Branches of the Theory of Functions, 
alike of a real and ofa complex variable. It may perhaps be fairly claimed 
that we have shown it to be possible to cope successfully with a pro- 
gramme in Pure Mathematics, wider in range and more abstract in 
conception than any hitherto attempted in a British University. 


The results of the year from the point of view of examinations can, 
I think, be described as distinctly satisfactory, especially in view of the 
numerous difficulties we have had to encounter, and of the very arduous 
nature of the task set itself by the Department. Due recognition has 
not been wanting: one of our students. Mr. B. A. Edwards, has been 
awarded a University Research Studentship of a hundred pounds a year, 
tenable for two years ; and the College has, for its part, found the means 
to award another of our First Class Honour students, Mr. D. R. Williams, 
a College Research Studentship of fifty pounds. 


The original work published by members of the Department in the 
present Session comprises not only the continuation of Dr. Young’s 
researches in the Proceedings of the London Mauemauca: Society and 
OL toe Koya Society, but also two notes in the Comptes Rendus de 
VAcademie des Sciences de Paris, by Dr. Dienes, who has at last been 
enabled, in the quiet of Aberystwyth and with the help of its fine and 
increasing collection of Mathematical periodicals, to recommence his 
scientific activity. 


In this connection I am bound to express my gratitude as Head of 
the Department to the Council of the College, to the authorities of the 
National Library of Wales, and to my colleagues, for the practical 
sympathy they have shown in the development of the mathematical 
equipment at the disposal of the students and staff of the College. This 
now bids fair to become little inferior to that possessed by the most 
fortunate of British and Foreign Universities. It has only to be known 


_ to attract alike good students and good teachers. I hope that it will soon 


be found possible to publish a separate prospectus of the Mathematical 
Department, giving information on this head and at the same time 
afiording help, additional to that contained in the Syllabus, to intending 
students of the Department, and to those who are concerned in 


preparing or advising them, previous to their entry as ordinary or as 
advanced students. 


It is a pleasure to me to add, in conclusion, that the success which 
has attended the efforts of the Department in the present Session has 
only been rendered possible by the readiness shown by all the resident 
members of the staff, without exception, as well as by the Special Lec- 
turers, to conforin to the general policy of the Department, and to their 
ability in interpreting it. 
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APPLIED MATHEMATIGS. 
PROFESSOR G. A. SCHOTT. 


The number of students registered in the department, and particularly 
the number of those sitting examinations, show a slight increase com- 
pared with the preceding session. Nine students sat the Intermediate 
Examination and seven passed, 18 sat the Ordinary and 16 passed, 
eight, sat the Special and seven passed, and two sat the Honours, one of 
whom obtained a First Class, whilst the other was placed in the First 
Division of the Second Class. Of the Special students three pursued the 
first year of the Honours Course. In the Pass Classes the standard of 
work was good, and distinctly higher than last session. At the Honours 
grade comparison is difficuit for two reasons: the Special subject this 
session, Electromagnetism, was more extensive and more difficult than 
that taken last year—Hydrodynamics. Moreover, this session, two of 
ilast session’s papers, including the Essay paper, were replaced by a 
dissertation on a subject extending somewhat beyond the work done in 
the lectures, although arising out of it. For this purpose the candidate 
had to provide his own material from books and papers suggested to him 
by the Professor, to write a paper on it for the mathematical colloquium 
and then to collect everything together and arrange it in the form of a 
dissertation. This experiment proved very successful on the whole, and 
promises to be a useful test of the candidate’s capacity to undertake 
research work of a more serious character. One of the candidates, 
Mr. Thos. Lewis, showed distinct promise in this direction. 

This session the duties of the Professor as a member of the Academic 
Board of the University in connection with the organisation of the 
University, proved so arduous that it has been impossible to make any 
substantial progress with the original research continued from last 
session. It has only been possible to write a short note on the scattering 
of X-Rays for the Jubilee number of the Aberystwyth Studies. 

I beg to thank Mr. H. W. Unthank, B.A., for his very valuable assist- 
ance in the teaching and examining work of the session, especially in view 
of the fact that he is retiring in accordance with the conditions of his 
appointment as an Assistant Lecturer. 


PHYSIGS. 
PROFESSOR GWILYM OWEN. 

The past session will probably stand for some years as a record session, 
in view of the fact that the Second Year Fina! Ciass numbered nearly 100 
students. Five Second Year Honours candidates also constitute a record, 
though that is likely to be exceeded next session, when more than double 
that numberis expected. Ninety-nine candidates sat the Final University 
Examination, sixty passed, and thirty-nine failed. It is satisfactory 
to note that the proportion of passes among ex-service students is quite 
as good as among those who had not spent valuable years on active 
service. 

The work of the session fell rather heavily on some members of the 
staff owing to the illness of Mr. West during the Christmas term, and of 
the professor during part of the Lent term. I take this opportunity of 
thanking my colleagues, particularly Mr. Tunstall and Mr. Mandell, for 
so willingly undertaking the extra work which developed on them 
during the Lent term. 

During Re-Union Week the Department took a prominent part in the 
Bazaar effort by organising a Physics Conversazione, which proved 
a great success, and which resulted in £35 being handed over to the 
O.S.A. Memorial Funds. Some 40 students of the department gave up 
their time during the conversazione to demonstrate and explain the 
various experiments and processes to the visitors, who numbered nearly 
800. Many of the visitors expressed their appreciation of the courtesy 
and patience of the students on this occasion. | 
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The main work of preparing the experiments for this function fell on 
Mr. L. E. Sulston, who deserves our congratulations and thanks. 


Next session a new scheme is being put in operation whereby the 
students in their second year will be given a Subsidiary (or Ordinary) 
course covering the whole range of Physics to a stage intermediate 


between

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In addition to the departure of Professor Mouat Jones at the beginning 
of the session, the department lost the very ‘efficient services of Dr. O. R. 
Howell, who resigned in order to continue with research work at Cam- 
bridge. In his stead Mr. Albert Green, B.Sc., was appointed as Assistant 
Lecturer, and has proved an admirable addition to the staff. 

To the great regret of all his colleagues and pupils, Mr. David Emrys 
Williams, M.Sc., died on.January 9th, 1922. In him the department lost 
a very efficient and popular teacher and a research worker of considerable 
ability and resource. The papers which he presented for the M.Sc. 
degree in 1921, won high praise from the external examiner, and are at 
present being edited for publication by the professor. By certain 
re-arrangements of duties, the necessity of appointing a successor to 
Mr. Williams was avoided. 

Intermediate Course. The class continued under the direction of Mr. 
L. J. Hudleston, assisted by Mr. C. W. Davies, and the work during the 
session has been highly satisfactory. The course has been extended to 
include an introductory study of Organic Chemistry and the special class 
in this subject was also attended by a number of students from the 
Natural History Departments. Excellent work was done at this stage 
by Miss E. R. Ashton, Messrs. J. E: Watkin, and J. P. Jones. 

First Year Final (Subsidiary) Course. This now constitutes a course 
complete in itself, and includes all branches of the subject. The classes 
in Physical Chemistry have been conducted by Mr. C. R. Bury, and in 
Organic Chemistry by the professor, while the practical work was directed 
by Mr. H. M. Roberts. Good work was done by Messrs. H. A. Davies, 
R. M. Davies and J. R. Davies. 

All students of this year will in future take the College examination of 
Subsidiary grade. 

Second Year Final Course. The work of this class consists of a further 
development of that of the Subsidiary Course, and an attempt has been 
made to make the work more comprehensive and thorough. The 
Physical side of the subject has been dealt with by Mr. Bury, while Mr. 
H. M. Roberts has Jectured on Inorganic and the professor on Organic 
Chemistry. Messrs. Cullinane and Green have directed the practical work 
in a thoroughly efficient and satisfactory manner. 

The arrangements in the laboratories have been such that a student 
could come at any time to perform practical work, the only condition being 
a minimum attendance of 12 hours per week. 

Honours Grade. The Honours class has been the largest in the history 
of the department, and has involved the whole staff in a considerable 
amount of lecturing and tutorial work. Courses of lectures on special 
subjects were given to this class by every member of the staff, and the 
practical work was mainly directed by Messrs. Bury and Green. 

The class proved highly enthusiastic and keen, and the examination 
results are considered to be satisfactory. 

Research. Research work has been carried out by all members of the 
teaching staff working independently or in collaboration with their 
senior colleagues. In addition, Messrs. D. M. Williams and 5. P. Perkins 
have been engaged in research under the direction of the professor, while 
Mr. D. B. Jehu has worked under Mr. Hudleston. The results of these 
investigations will be published in the near future. Further, Miss M. Kk. 
Turner, B.Sc., a former student and member of the staff of the depart- 
ment, worked here from July to December, 1921, and subsequently 
presented her work for the M.Sc. degree of London University with 
success. Messrs. W. A. Evans, M.C., B.Sc., and W. B. Williams, B.Sc., 
have also worked during vacations, and the former successfully presented 
his work for the M.Sc. degree in the recent examination. 

The professor hopes to develop this scheme of vacation research 
work so as to enable graduates of the College holding teaching or other 
posts to enter for the higher degrees of the University. 
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The following papers are being published in the Jubilee volume of 
“ Aberystwyth Studies ’’ :— 
(1) The addition of hydrogen to acetylenic acids by D. E. Williams 
and T. C. James. 
(2) Some reactions of tetranitroaniline, by C. W. Davies and T. C. 
James. 
(3) The action of reducing agents on some polynitrodiphenylamines, 
by N. M. Cullinane and T. C. James. 


The professor will endeavour to extend the research side of the work 
of the department to a considerable degree during the coming session. 
Thanks to the advent of the Garrod Thomas Fund and assistance from the 
Government Committee for Scientific and Industrial Research, it is now 
possible to retain many of our best students for a period of post-graduate 
work. 


The arrangements entered into with Messrs. Robinson, Neison and 
Company for the provision of students’ sets of apparatus and chemicals, 
etc.; have proved very satisfactory, and it is anticipated that after the 
experience of this session, the scheme will, in the future, considerably 
benefit the department and the students. 


The following gifts to the department are gratefully acknowledged :— 
(1) The scientific library of Mr. D. Emrys Williams, M.Sc., from his 
parents, the Rev. David and Mrs. Williams, Bryn, near Corwen. 
Though small in number the books consist of recent advanced 
text-books, works of reference and journals, which are of con- 
siderable use to the Honours Class. 
(2) A portrait of Professor T. S. Humpidge, from Mrs. Humpidge. 
(3) A portrait of Professor Rudler, from Mr. S. G. Rudler. 


BOTANY. 
PROFESSOR J. LLoyD WILLIAMS. 


Intermediate. The number of students who entered for this course 
was 26, a slight decrease on the number for the previous year. This is 
partly due to the raising of the standard and the exclusion of Arts Students 
from the Final Stage. The class was on the whole a satisfactory one ; 
21 took the examination and 18 passed. 


Subsidiary. This new course continues to give very good results. 
There were 29 students in the class, and all except four passed the 
Sessional Examination. Miss R. Ashton, Miss Watts, Mr. J. G. Davies, 
and Mr. Gwilym Evans specially distinguished themselves by the excel- 
lence of their work during the session. 


Final. As the result of confining this course to Science Students we 
have been able to raise the standard considerably. Itis gratifying to know 
that the experiment has fully justified itself. In spite of the increased 
difficulty of the work and the greater severity in marking, 25 out of 
29 students in the class succeeded in passing the examination, and the 
External Examiner spoke in complimentary terms of the high standard 
attained. The department is deeply grateful to Prof. Campbell James 
for holding a supplementary class in Chemistry for those students who 
had not previously taken the subject, to enable them to deal with the 
problems of advanced Botany involving a knowledge of Chemistry. 
Special attention may be called to the fine record of Mr. Carter, Mr. William 
Davies, Mr. Graham, Miss Kathleen Morgan, and Miss Gwladys Morgan. 


First Year Honours. The rule with regard to taking two years for 
the Honours Course is now rigidly enforced, and, for the first time, the 
subjects for individual research have to be selected, and work upon them 
commenced, before the end of the first year.

Fourteen students completed this stage and started work on their 
theses ; but, owing to financial difficulties it is feared that several will 
be unable to return to complete the work and to sit the examination. 
A friend of the College, who wishes to remain anonymous, has very 
generously given a sum of £50 to assist such students. On behalf of 
the department and of the College we tender him our sincere thanks. 


Second Year Honours. Seven students completed the course and sat 
the examination; all of them passed, and the following were awarded 
First Classes :—Miss Gwyneth Evans, Miss Blodwen Lloyd, Mr. Rees 
Davies, and Mr. Kenneth Rees. The theses presented were highly praised, 
two being stated by the External Examiner to be up to the standard of 
the London M.Sc. Miss Lloyd, Mr. Davies, and Mr. Rees have been 
awarded post-graduate grants and scholarships, and will return to 
‘College to pursue research. 


One of the special lecture courses given in the College—that by Dr. 
D. H. Scott on Palaeobotany and Evolution, proved of particular interest 
and profit to this department. Bangor College sent the Honours Students 
and the Lecturers of its Botany Department to attend the course, and 
paid their travelling expenses. This is an interesting inter-collegiate 
development, deserving of further extension. 


Throughout Wales there is an increasing demand for extra mural 
lectures. During the session 18 lectures on botanical subjects were 
given in as many different localities, the great majority in Welsh. It 
is clear that such lectures are of some benefit to the College in linking 
it with the intellectual life of the country; it is equally obvious that 
there is a limit beyond which this movement cannot be carried without 
interfering with the work of the department. 

I have again the pleasure of expressing my great appreciation of the 
excellent work done by my colleagues and my gratitude to them for all 
they have done to improve the organisation and efficiency of the depart- 
ment. Miss Fry has a paper in the press on Lichens; Miss Walters 
has a paper nearly ready on Lead Poisoning, and Mr. S. G. Jones on 
Rhytisma. My series on Laminaria is in course of publication, and I 
was invited to lecture to the Linnean Society on the most recent develop- 
ments of the research. 


GEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR W. J. PUGH. 


During the past session, a special course of lectures and demonstrations 
was given to eight students preparing for the Diploma in Agriculture. 
This course consisted of two lectures and two hours’ practical work a 
week. In previous years, owing to the large number of students and 
limited staff, this class had to be combined with the Intermediate Class. 
The experience of the past session has shown that this separation has 
proved beneficial to the students concerned, since it was possible to give 
special attention to their particular needs. 

Thirty-five students entered for the Intermediate Course at the begin- 
ning of the session, and twenty-nine sat the College Examination in June. 
Of these twenty-three passed. Theclass attended three lectures and three 
hours’ practical work a week. 

Nineteen students entered for the First Year Final Course, and sixteen 
sat the College Examination ; of these thirteen passed. This class attended 
three lectures and six hours’ practical work throughout the session. 

Twelve students entered for the Second Year Final Course and eleven 
sat the University Examination ten passing successfully. This class 
attended three or four lectures and six hours’ practical work a week. 
The class as a whole worked extremely well and made good progress 
but scarcely did themselves justice in the University Examination. 
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The above mentioned lecture hours and practical periods were those 
officially laid down. However, the laboratory was open continuously 
throughout the session for students to work privately, there being 
generally one member of the staff in attendance to give advice and 
assistance where necessary. 

Mr. Ralph Maurice Jehu, B.Sc., who took a high Second Class Honours 
in june, 1921, and who was awarded the John Francis Research Exhi- 
bition of {50 by the Senate, devoted himself to research throughout the 
session. He has been investigating the geology and geological structure 
of the country between Towyn and Abergynolwyn (Merionethshire), 
and has made very good progress. Mr. Jehu proposes presenting the 
results of his researches as a thesis for his M.Sc. degree. 

Mirgipele Platt, Bosc. E.G.S:,; was appoimted anAssistant Mecturer 
in the Department during the summer vacation of 1921. Mr. Platt 
comes to Aberystwyth with high commendations from the Manchester 
School of Geology. 

Mr. J. Challinor took charge of the Intermediate Class and the teaching 
of Palaeontology. Mr. Platt took charge of the class preparing for the 
Agricultural Diploma and the teaching of Petrology. I gave courses of 
lectures and demonstrations on Advanced Physical Geology and Strati- 
graphy. Mr. Jehu also carried on his post-graduate work under my 
supervision. 

A considerable amount of work has been carried out by members of the 
staff of the Department in the museum and library, and the collections 
of rocks and fossils have been added to by personal collecting. The 
equipment of the Department has also been improved by the purchase 
of new microscopes, rock sections, specimens, etc. 

The Department is indebted to J. B. Willans, Esq., of Dolforgan Hall, 
Newtown, for the gift of books and a substantial donation towards the 
binding of periodicals in the Departmental Library. 

A long excursion was held during the Easter vacation to Craven Arms. 


We were fortunate in securing the services of Mr. E. S. Cobbold and Rev. 


J. de la Touche, as leaders on one or two days. Their intimate knowledge 
of the local geology contributed in no small measure to the success of 
the excursion. 

Mr. Platt has commenced an investigation of the Aberystwyth Grits, 
and Mr. Challinor has continued his researches on the Carboniferous 
Rocks of North Staffordshire. I have continued my work on the Corris- 
Dinas Mawddwy area, and most of the work in the Corris area is now 
practically complete. 

Additional accommodation is ‘still urgently required for the Depart- 
ment, both for lecture room and laboratory purposes. 

In conclusion I wish to place on record my indebtedness to my col- 
leagues, Mr. Challinor and Mr. Platt, for their wholehearted support 


throughout the session. Mr. Challinor has recently been appointed 


to a Lectureship in the Department, after serving as an Assistant Lecturer 
with marked success for three years. 


ZOOLOGY. 


Mr. R. DoucGLas LAURIE. 


During the Session there have been students of the various grades 
as follows: Intermediate 15, Diploma of Agriculture 14, First Year 
Final 9, Second Year Final 7, First Year Honours 4, Second Year Honours 
1, Post-graduate Research 5. The total number of individual students 


-was 55. The number of students who sat the University Degree Exam- 


inations in June, 1922, was as follows: Intermediate 12, of whom 9 
passed ; First Year Final 9, of whom 7 passed; Second Year Final 7, 
of whom 4 passed ; Honours 1, who was placed in the second division 
of the second class. 
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The higher work of the Department has again been a matter of 
chief concern. The effort to relate the work of the Department to local 
conditions has also been constantly kept in view. It is held that the 
study of Zoology as a ‘‘ pure’”’ science for its own sake does not mean 
that one should go out of one’s way to study those aspects of the subject 
especially which are unrelated to human affairs and local conditions. 
The distinction between Pure and Applied Zoology is one of content 
rather than one of method. Aberystwyth is in the midst of an Agricul- 
tural area, and it is on the coast, and it has become abundantly clear to 
me that the study of Zoology here should relate itself to Agriculture and 
Fisheries. The farmers are concerned predominantly with sheep on the 
animal side, and on the plant side with grasses and oats, so that for 
the Zoologist, Helminthology and Entomology are clearly indicated. 
The animals of the soil, both macroscopic and microscopic, their relation 
to each other and to the plant population under varying conditions are 
also of importance. On the Fisheries side the Marine groups should be 
studied, and there are here many problems such as the relations between 
the kind of sea bottom and the kind of organisms present upon it, the 
relation of different kinds of fishes to the available food, the reasons 
determining good and bad fishing seasons, which await solution. 


The researches in progress are a reflection of the above point of 
view as to the functions of Zoology in Mid-Wales, as will be noted from 
the following reviews :— 


Miss K. Carpenter, B.Sc., Assistant Lecturer, has given such time as 
it was possible for her to spare from her teaching duties to the 
study of the Fauna of the local streams and rivers in relation to 
the amount of lead in suspension and in solution respectively. The 
indications are at present that the “ solution ’’ factor, neglected 
by the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries in their precautions 
against lead pollution, is an essential one. Miss Carpenter will 
contribute a paper on this subject to the meeting of the British 
Association at Hull this year. 


Dr. Ritchie, Assistant Lecturer, gave a paper to the British Associa- 
tion at its meeting in Edinburgh, on the Larvae of the Genus 
Rhagium. 


Miss E. Horsman, M.Sc.; Fisheries Naturalist, has continued her 
investigation of the quantitative relations of the shore fauna, for 
which a specially devised “‘ beach sampler ”’ has been constructed. 
Her work includes the consideration of the inter-relations of the 
forms present, their relation to the mechanical analyses of the sand 
and the organic content, their growth rates, life-histories, and 
stomach contents, and the fluctuations in their abundance from 
YWEBNE WO) \SElit 


Mr. E. E. Watkin, B.Sc., is carrying out work similar to that of Miss 
Horsman, but on the Sea Bottom, using the Petersen Bottom 
Sampler, Lucas Grab, Sounding Tube, Dredge and Trawl. He is 
also investigating the local race of Herring which visits this coast. 
For these investigations the ‘‘Dvaig-y-Moér”’ has proved invaluable, 
and I feel that we are fortunate in having the services of so 
efficient and helpful a skipper as Mr. David Jenkins. 


Miss Mabyn Thompson, M.Sc., is carrying out a quantitative 
investigation of the macroscopic fauna of the soil in relation to 
seasonal change and varying soil conditions. 


Mr. T. A. Stephenson, M.Sc., has continued his work on the structure 
and classification of the Actiniaria. 
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Mr. J. R. W. Jenkins, B.Sc., has completed the description of the 
anatomy of a new species of Moniezia, the lamb tape-worm, which 
is of common occurrence in the district. He is now endeavouring 
to trace its life-history. 

Mr. Chopra, M.A.. Punjaub, has completed the life-history of 
Glyphipteryx fischeriella, a microlepidopteran pest of Cocksfoot 
grass which is very prevalent. He has also made a careful com- 
parative study of the relative amount of damage which it inflicts 
upon different strains of the grass. As a further research, he is 
following out the life-history os a Chalcid pest of the Holly Leaf 
Miner. 


Mr. E. A. Lewis has, as an Honours student, commenced a survey 
of the animal parasites which occur in the animals slaughtered 
at Aberystwyth, and their frequency of occurrence. He has 
-also commenced an anatomical study of the Nematode parasites, 
Metastrongylus brevivaginatus and M. longivaginatus. 


The Department is glad to place its services at the disposal of 
farmers, and has had the satisfaction during the past session of having 
been able to give advice which has had successful results, particularly 
in relation to the Sheep disease of Liver-rot. Exhibits of animal pests 
have been sent to various Agricultural Shows. 


It is in my view of great importance that in Wales, as indeed through 
out the British Islands, Zoology should be taught in the Schools more 
generally than at present. I hold this for three reasons: firstly, the 
piofessional one of creating a larger supply of students from whom to 
select for training people to fill the more important Zoological posts ; 
secondly, the educational one, because I feel that from a philosophical 
point of view the study of the plasticity of hving things is an important 
offset to the more obviously mechanical results likely to be felt in a 
study of Chemistry and Physics; and thirdly, the human one that the 
elements of Physiology should be studied on broad lines, in plant, 
invertibrate and mammal—it is entirely impossible to give an adequate 
understanding of Physiology to a child by reference to the plant alone. 
My view is that Zoology and Botany should be associated in the Schoc! 

s “‘ Biology.’”’ For the above reasons, it is my policy to hold Summer 
Schools, and I have arranged in conjunction with Prof. Lloyd Williams, 
to hoid a School of Biology at Aberystwyth during the Summer Vacation. 


This year again a party of students went to work at the Port Erin 
Biological Station during a part of the Easter vacation. Dr. Ritchie 
was in charge of the party. 


Miss Carpenter’s term of appointment as Assistant Lecturer ter- 
minates with this session. I would like to place on record my very 
appreciative thanks for her unfailing loyalty and interest in the Depart- 
ment, for her very efficient teaching and for the interest she has shown 
in the careers of the individual students. I am hopeful, however, that 
she may be with us next session for the purpose of carrying forward 
her research upon the effects of land pollution. 


I congratulate Dr. Ritchie on his appointment to the Assistant Lec- 
tureship in the Department of Biology in the Bradford Technical College. 
This gives him charge, under the Head, of the Zoological work of the 
Department, a substantially increased salary, and permanent tenure of 
appointment. I thank him for the work he has done in this Department 
during the past two years, and offer him my best wishes for a successful 
career. 


Mr. Stephenson has been working at Cambridge during the Summer 
term, Prof. Stanley Gardiner having kindly given him special facilities 
for consulting Actiniarian literature.

I thank Lord Lisburne for his handsome gift of birds. These are 
valuable in themselves and add still further to the importance of our 
Collection of Local Birds, which forms an especial feature of the Depart- 
mental Museum. 


I thank those who have given financial assistance to the Department 
during the Session, or who have given grants to individual students, 
namely, the Development of Commissioners, £300 for Miss Horsman’s 
Research on Shore Fauna; the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
£290 for Mr. J. R. W. Jenkin’s Research on the Lamb Tape-worm 
Moniezia; the Commissioners of the 1851 Exhibition, £150 for Mr. 
Watkin’s Investigation of the Fauna of the Sea Bottom ; the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research, £320 for Mr. T. A. Stephenson’s 
Research on Actiniaria, and £125 to Miss Thompson for work on Soil 
Fauna; the Honble. Samuel Vestey for £110. It is upon such aid 
that the research activities of the Department largely depend. 


I thank Miss Blodwen Williams for the ever willing help she con- 
tributes as Laboratory Steward to the running of the Department. 


My report would be incomplete without as last year,, a very friendly 
reference to Mr. Rudler for his generous interest, both as a Life Governor 
of the College and as a matter of personal friendship, in all that concerns 
the welfare of this Department. 


I have, in looking forward to the work of next session to thank the 
College Council for their interest in my subject, which lead them to ask 
the University to create a Chair of Zoology. On report from duly 
appointed visitors and the Academic Board the University Council has 
agreed to this in principle, and owing to the generosity of my friend the 
Honble. Samuel Vestey, the Department will commence next session 
with its raised status. I am greatly pleased at this, for it is my con- 
viction that the establishment of a strong Zoology Department is in the 
natural interests of so agricultural and sea coastal a centre as Aberystwyth. 
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GEOGRAPHY AND ANTHROPOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR H. J. FLEURE. 


The classes this year have been very large and, on the whole, of very 
good standard. Seven candidates took the Diploma Classes and M.A. 
Preliminary ; these classes are in the main the same as the 2nd year 
Honours Classes. There were 15 candidates for Honours taking the 
examination in 1922, and they reached a good general level with two 
firsts, nine seconds, and four thirds, none of whom were on the failing 
line. With 31 pass candidates and 35 candidates of the 2nd year stage, 


_the work was very heavy and would have been quite impossible without 


the valuable help of Mr. O. H. T. Rishbeth, who was appointed as an 
additional assistant in September, 1921. Mr. Rishbeth did a great deal of 
hard work both as a teacher of the geography of the Mediterranean and as 
a custodian and organiser of the departments’ books, maps, and other pro- 
perties. Mrs. Rishbeth’s help in these matters, as well as in lecturing on 
her travels and in social intercourse with the students, is most gratefully 
acknowledged. It remains for me only to congratulate Mr. Rishbeth on 
his appointment as Head of the Department of Geography at University 
College, Southampton, in which post I hope he may find means of con- 
tinued co-operation with the department at Aberystwyth. In his place 
we welcome Miss S. Harris, who has already proved to us her organising 
capacity and industry. 


Thanks to the energy of Mr. Whitehouse, the courses in Map Making 
and Map Study have been largely developed, and we are indebted to the 
National Library for permission to use valuable maps for class purposes 
in the “ Summers ” room. 


Mr. Rishbeth took the last class of Ex-Service Students in training for 
teaching posts. This severs a long connection of the departments of 
Geography and Education, and gives an opportunity for congratulating 
the College and Professor Chapple and Mr. Henry Bonney on the great 
success of their educational experiments, which has been so widelyffollowed 
in other institutions. From among the students leaving the department 
this June, one has secured a lectureship in geography in a Training 
College, two have obtained University Assistantships, one has a University 
Studentship for Research at Aberystwyth, and one is appointed to make 
a survey of rural industries in Wales. The shortage of posts for men has 
been a marked feature this session, and points to the need for a re-inves- 
tigation of the problem of careers for students abroad, as well as at home. 
It may be noted in passing that more individual enterprise on the 
part of the student would probably solve the problem. The department 
continues to swelcome a number of experienced teachers who come 
back fora year’s work and refreshment, and it has been a special pleasure 
to have among us this year two from outside the British Isles—Miss 
M. T. Parker, M.A., Chicago, and Miss M. I. Clarke, from India. These 
experienced students, usually taking the Diploma Course, help to keep up 
the whole tone of the work, and are specially helpful in discussions. 


The accommodation and equipment of the department continue to cause 
its members great inconvenience and nerve-strain. We are grateful for 
a small grant to meet some very urgent needs, but would point out that 
at the earliest opportunity a grant of £1,000 should be asked for in 
order that the Department may get a real start. 


The work of the Geographical Association is still expanding rapidly, 
and we are all, as usual, deeply indebted to Miss R. M. Fleming, who, 
though without any official connection with the College, gives endless 
time to students to help them with problems and difficulties. It is 
therefore a special pleasure to state that this has been a year of very marked 
personal success for Miss Fleming, whose work has so long merited greater 
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recognition. Her papers to the British Association at Edinburgh have 
appeared, one in the “ Scottish Geographical Magazine’”’ (Geography 
and Tradition), and one in “‘Man’”’ (Sex and Growth Characters in 
Relation to Race Study). The latter was the subject of an evening 
lecture by Miss Fleming at the Royal Anthropological Institute. In 
addition to this Miss Fleming’s book, “‘ Ancient Tales from Many Lands,” 
has had a quite unusually good reception, and has sold very rapidly ; 
J hope it may influence not only educational methods, but anthropological 
research as well. Finally Miss Fleming has been invited to become one 
of the Secretaries of Section H (Anthropology) of the British Association. 
She has been President of the local branch of the Geographical Associa- 
tion during the current session. 


Other former students have also distinguished themselves by publi- 
cation of serious work, including “ Hilltop Camps of N. Cardiganshire ’’— 
R. U. Sayce, M.A.; a long and important paper in the Transactions. 
of the Hon. Soc. Cymmrodorion and “ The Biology of the Sea Shore,” 
by F. W. Flattely and C. L. Walton. Another old student, Dr. G. M. 
Wrigley, now Editress of the American Geographical Review, is to be 
congratulated upon ler share in “ The New World,” the large survey of 
post-war conditions, by Dr. Isaiah Bowman. Misses A. R. Burgess 
and H. A. Wiicox have both compiled interesting maps, which have 
been published. 


Four members of the Honours Class, Messrs. I. C. Peate, E. R. Dudlyke, 
I. T. Hughes and D. L. Morris, obtained permission to make a special study 
of Welsh antiquities and their distribution. As a result of their year’s 
work they have put together a small book, in Welsh, on the subject, and 
it is hoped that their public-spirited effort will be appreciated as it 
should be, and will lead to increased interest in, and notification of finds 
giving evidence about early times in Wales. 


During the year the ‘“‘ Blue Guide ”’ to Wales has appeared, and contains. 
several contributions, signed and unsigned, from members of the depart- 
ment. We are indebted to Mr. Muirhead for this opportunity of com- 
bining with him in a practical scheme, and it is fitting to acknowledge 
specially the services of Mr. Whitehouse in connection with this work. 


Other publications include two booklets—‘‘ Geographical Factors ”’ 
in the series entitled “‘ Helps to the Study of History,’’ published by the 
S.P.C.K., and “‘ The Peoples of Europe,” in the new series of small manuals 
published by the Oxford University Press. These and an article in the 
Eugenics Review, as well as numerous reviews in “Man” and the 
“Eugenics Review,’’ are by the head of the department. All the 
members of staff of the department, as well as some of the students, 
have contributed to the “‘ Geographical Teacher,” the magazine of the 
Geographical Association issued from this department. 


During the summer of 1921, Mr. Whitehouse held summer schools at 
Dublin and, as usual, at Bangor. I held one in Guernsey, Channel 
Islands. This year the only summer school connected with the depart- 
ment is the one to be held at Bangor by Mr. Whitehouse. 


Lectures have been given during the session at various centres, in- 
cluding Bangor, Gowerton and Wrexham, in Wales, and Edinburgh, 
Oxford, London, Leeds, Liverpool, and Bristol, over the border. 


A most interesting experiment of this year, made possible by the 
generosity of a friend of the College, has been a students’ tour around 
France. The students found about half the cost of the tour, and were 
accompanied by the head of the department. A more detailed report is 
appearing elsewhere, but it is a pleasure to mention that this tour has very 
obviously asisted both the general mental development and the specialised 
education of several of the department’s best students. The party 
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numbered fifteen, and was travelling for a fortnight, going south to the 
Mediterranean down the Rhone Valley, and returning northwards via 
Carcassonne, Toulouse, Limoges and Chartres. I hope to repeat the 
experiment. 


The courses in the department owe a good deal to supplemental help 
kindly given sometimes to individual students and sometimes to classes, 
by colleagues in other departments, among whom one may mention 
especially Mr. S. Herbert, Mr. L. C. Jane, Prof. T. Gwynn Jones, and 
Prof. Levi. 


A good deal of attention has been given, as in former years, to work 
for the better recognition of Geographical Study in Universities and 
Schools throughout the country. This recognition is conimg in such 
remarkable fashion that much must be done to adapt syllabuses, regu- 
lations and standards to cope with the new situation. This is a part 
of my work as Hon. Sec. of the Geographical Association and as head of 
this department. 


Miss Fleming is continuing the Anthropological Survey with which this 
Department has so long been associated, and I have pleasure in offering 
thanks to the Guild of Graduates of the University of Wales for a grant 
of £10 towards incidental expenses, which cannot but be heavy. 


The Catalogue of Prehistoric Great Stone Monuments, prepared in 
conjunction with Committees of the British Association and the Royal 
Anthropological Institute, has been in suspense for the year pending the 
completion of another related catalogue, which has absorbed all the 
funds available. A good deal of work has nevertheless been’done.

Mr. E. B. Haddon honoured us with a lecture on his work as an adminis- 
trator in East Africa, and kindly returned a cheque sent to cover his ex- 
penses. The cheque has been utilised to purchase books for the Depart- 
mental Library, inscribed with his name as the donor. 

Mr. Willans’ generosity, including private financial help to necessitous 
students, is specially acknowledged. 

The thanks of the Department are due to the Royal Geographical 
Society, the Royal Scottish Geographical Society, and the Ordnance 
Survey, for gifts of publications. 

As practical evidence of the value of geographical studies in arousing 
humane interest and activities may be mentioned the fact that students 
took a leading part in at least three efforts on behalf of the Russian 
Famine Fund, and were instrumental in raising altogether rather more 
than £200 for that purpose. 


LAW. 
PROFESSOR T. A. LEVI. 


There were 42 regular law students taking University or College Law 
Examinations, 25 in the Ordinary stage, 9 in the Special stage, 6 in the 
Final stage, and 2 Research students, counting no one twice over. All 
these students were taking either the B.A. or L].B. Examinations in Law. 
Apart from the 42 law students, there were 45 other students who 
attended auxiliary courses in International Law and Land Law, by 
arrangement with the other departments of the College. The total number 
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of law students was therefore 87. A much larger number of students 
attended the short special courses in legal subjects—over 200 students 
regularly attended the Course of Lectures on the League of Nations, 
31 attended the Course on Political Ideals, 14 the Course on Partnership 
and Company Law, and 20 the Course on Land Law. There were two 
research students at work on dissertat’ons for the degree of LI.B. or 
L1.M. In the coming session the number will be increased, as we have 
three former students at Oxford, two at Cambridge, and four engaged 
in practice, who propose to qualify for higher degrees by research work.

Among the successes gained by law students of the College during 
the session, we may be permitted to record the following :— 


Mr. David Hughes Parry gained the first place in the United Kingdom 
in the Bar Final Examination, and was called to the Bar at the Inner 
Temple. Mr. Gwyn Jones gained a Second Class and Mr. Wyndham 
Davies a Third Class at the same examination. At previous Bar Exam- 
inations (held at Christmas, 1921), four Aberystwyth students were in 
the first nine places in the whole list. Mr. Charles Patterson, Mr. E. J. 
Davies, Mr. R. Moelwyn Hughes, Mr. Trevor Harries. were called to 
the Bar. 


At the University of Cambridge Mr. R. Moelwyn Hughes, of Downing 
College, gained the Chancellor’s medal for English Law. Thus the 
Chancellor’s medal was gained by an Aberystwyth law student two 
years in succession. 


Mr. T. Ellis Lewis, B.A., a present student of the Law Department, 
was elected on July 19th to the Rhondda Research Studentship at 
Caius College, Cambridge. The value of the Studentship is £150 a year 
for three years, and the award was made to Mr. Lewis for the purpose 
of research in Law, his training at Aberystwyth being accepted without 
further qualification. Mr. Lewis qualifies for the L1.B. Degree of the 
University of Wales by thesis next year. 


Five Aberystwyth law students obtained Honours at Oxford this year. 
Mr. Arthur O. Roberts, Mr. Charles H. Roberts, and Mr. E. J. Stephens, 
obtained Second Class Honours in the Honour School of Jurisprudence, 
and Mr. Howell Jones and Mr. J. R. O. Jones were placed in Third Class 
Honours. Mr. J. G. Morgan was elected Librarian of the Oxford Union. 


Among present students Miss Elsie Burke deserves special mention, 
not only for the excellence of her work in law, but also on being the first 
‘woman student to obtain the degree of LI.B. 
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In the course of the session the Faculty of Law in the University of 
Wales was constituted. and met for the first time. Regulations for the 
degrees of L].B and LI.M. were approved. A new feature is that Public 
Administration and International Law have been formed into courses of 
study for the degree of LI1.B. 


The result is not only to expand the scope of the L1.B. Degree, making 
it as complete as the degree of B.C.L. at Oxford or LI.B. at Cambridge, 
but also to facilitate the further co:ordination of legal studies with other 
studies in the College. The course in Public Administration is available 
for Honours students in Economics, the course in International Law 
for students of Colonial History, the course in Roman Law for students of 
Latin and Roman History, and the course in Jurisprudence for students of 
Political Science. The change in the law of property introduced by the 
new Property Bill will entirely alter our course on Property, and enable 
us to introduce lectures on Commercial and Industrial Law (such as the 
Law of Employers and Workmen and of Trades Unions), which must prove 
of further benefit to students of Economics. 


During the coming session the following advanced students will be 
engaged on research work for the L1.M. and L1.B. Degrees, and will work 
on the subjects of theses assigned to them :—

THE GENERAL MUSEUM. 


ON CURATOR 3" UE ROPESSOR) Ee > EVEURE. 


On the report of a special committee the Senate of the College adopted 
the following statement of policy with reference to the Museum :— 


(1) It is desirable to encourage the formation and development of 
Departmental Museums. 


(2) Such Museums have been formed in connection with the Depart- 
ments of— 
Botany. 
Geology. 
Zoology: 
Chemistry. 


It is very desirable that skilled assistance should be provided 
in order to prepare and classify the material. Cases should be 
obtained for its preservation and exhibition. 


(3) As regards other departments such as Classics, Geography, 
History, Education, Languages and Literature, etc., one large 
| museum, with a lecture room attached, would best meet the needs 
| of the College at the present time. Such museum should be placed 
in charge of a properly qualified director. 


(4) For the purpose of the Departmental and General Museums 
mentioned above, only specimens which have some educational 
i value should be accepted or acquired. 


: (5) The collection for the Museum of Arts and Crafts should eventually 
7 be housed in a separate room or building. In the meantime 
; a portion of the present museum is being used for this purpose. 


(6) Mr. Greenslade and Mr. Jones have undertaken to report on 
the College pictures and to make suggestions as to their storage 
and exhibition. 
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(7) An annual exhibition of subjects purchased for the Arts and 
Crafts section should be arranged at a convenient time. 


(8) For the present, the Museum Committee should be formed as 
follows :—one representative of existing departmental museums, 
one of the Arts and Crafts section, and two representing the 
General Museum, with Mr. Greenslade as an honorary member. 


(9) An Executive Officer should be appointed to be responsible for 
the oversight of the present Museum, subject to the control of 
the Museum Committee. 


Owing to the new system of budgetting it was impossible to take anv 
steps to realise the above projects during the session 1921—2, and the 
Museum is suffering meanwhile. A good deal of overhauling was done 
by a voluntary effort, but the Museum is now far beyond the stage at 
which occasional voluntary help can suffice. The problem is a difficult 
and an urgent one, and an appeal is made to all friends of the College 
and members of its Council to save many years of voluntary work on the 
part of several members of Staff. These might become very valuable 
both as a basis for research work and as adjuncts to many College Courses. 
The generous endowment for purchase of objects to help teaching of the 
Arts and Crafts needs collateral help to secure proper custody and 
exhibition of the objects purchased by Mr. Greenslade, to whom the 
College’s thanks are due for his efforts in that direction.

Miss Cuming, M.A., B.Sc., the Library Cataloguer, was joined in 
March last by Miss J.Williams, B.A. (Wales), who came from the National 
Library of Wales as Assistant Cataloguer. The work of re-classifying 
and re-cataloguing the various libraries is now proceeding at a good rate, 
but the College authorities will have to consider in the near future the 
question of enlarging in some way the General Library, which is rapidly 
filing up. I append Miss Cuming’s report on the work done during 
the session. 

“During the period September, 1921—July, 1922, the following 
sections of the College Library have been classified, catalogued and shelf- 
listed :—History, English Literature, French Literature, Works on 
Philosophy, Social and Political Science, Education and Art have been 
dealt with, but the sections are not complete. The number of volumes 
dealt with was 6,373, in addition to 3,011 accessions. The stock-book 
for all these has been written up.”’ 


DEPARTMENT OF INTERNATIONAL POLITICS. 
Mr. SYDNEY HERBERT. 


The weekly lecture on “‘ Current Events ”’ has been delivered throughout 
the session. 

At the beginning of the session a group of women students organised 
a number of study-circles for the consideration of International Problems. 
They adopted a syllabus issued by the Student Christian Movement, 
and used as text-books certain works prepared by the same organisation. 
While respecting the autonomy of this very interesting and promising 
movement, I gave it all the assistance in my power, meeting the leaders. 
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of the circles at regular intervals for discussion and advice. At the 
beginning of the Summer term a general conference was held in Alexandra 
Hall to talk over the results of the Session’s work. Between thirty and 
forty students participated in the circles. 


Extra-mural Work. ‘The class held under the auspices of the Aber- 
ystwyth Y.W.C.A. was continued for a third year. 


I conducted week-end schools for the W.E.T.U.C. at Newport, Llanelly, 
and Briton Ferry, and addressed public meetings for the League of 
Nations’ Union at Aberystwyth, Bangor, and Bolton (Lancs.).

THE MEN’S HOSTEL. 
WARDEN: Mr. E. D. T. JENKINS. 


The number of students resident in the Hostel during the Session of 
1921—22 was 53. With the exception ot three all of these were members 
of the Training Department. 


During the first and third terms of the Session the health of the 
students was good but in the second term the Hostel received more 
than its share of the influenza epidemic—students, staff and Warden 
all being down in turn. The Matron and staff, shorthanded as they were, 
acted during this trying time with courage and devotion. In view of a 
possible return of such sickness, in future I hope to reserve a large room, 
with accommodation for four, as a small isolation ward. At present 
this is the utmost that can be done to prevent such a rapid spread of 
infection as took place last Session. 


I regret to say that the Academic results obtained last June by the 
members of the Hostel compare untavourably with those gained in some 
previous years. 


Unfortunately, Iam not able to report favourably on the conduct 
of the men generally during the session, nor on the use made by them 
of the various advantages that may be afforded by residence in an 
institution of this kind. The question of the provision of Hostels for 
men students in modern Universities was investgated recently at a 
conference in London, attended by representatives of the University 
bodies; the result tended to show that the value and functions of such 
Hostels are being increasingly recognised and appreciated by education- 
alists generally. I might add that during my experience here as Warden 
several students have been appointed to their particular posts largely on 
account of residence, throughout their College career, in the Men’s Hostel. 


To a great extent the tone of any Hostel will depend on the attitude 
adopted by the senior students and on their conception of their respon- 
sibilities to the freshmen as regards the observance of the few but necessary 
regulations laid down for the proper conduct of the place; last session, 
a considerable number of the seniors did not realise or carry out their 
duty in this respect. 


If the true functions of a Men’s Hostel are to be in any degree 
realised, both students and College Authorities must see to it that the 
most favourable conditions possible combine towards this end. 


) Since my last report the Hostel fee has been raised to fifty-five 
guineas ; even so the fee is still considerably below that of any Hostel 
for men in any of the modern Universities.

4, Dr.Lloyd Williams’ weekly lectures on Welsh Music and the Thursday 
Open Lectures on the Art of Listening and on the Mind of Handel were 
continued throughout the session. I do not think the attendances 
at these Lectures shows what may rightly be called adequate appreciation 
of the subjects treated, and greatly hope for a marked improvement here. 
Special Teachers’ Lectures have been given at noon on Thursdays, and 
short piano recitals have preceded each Thursday Open Lecture. 


Ss. The total. membership of Choral Union was 202. The average 
attendance was 120,—a great advance on the previous session, but 
not yet healthy. I mean to try to make the practices more helpful, in 
order if possible to draw the 82 absentees into response. Splendid choral 
work is now possible if only all will come without fail to all rehearsals. 


6. The tctal membership of the Orchestral Union was 27. Here the 
average attendance was 20, or about 77 per cent. This is excellent, and 
progress accords with this faithful keenness. 


7. The total number of Thursday Concerts during the session was 26.

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EDUCATION. 
PROFESSOR C. R. CHAPPLE. 


Degree Classes. Fourteen students passed the degree examinations in 
Education at the Ordinary Stage, ten at the Final Stage, and one student, 
Mr. E. LI. Griffiths, obtained Second Class Honours. As a part of the 
endeavour to make clear the relation of the history of Education to the 
history of Civilisation, the following members of the staff lectured in 
the Course on the History of Educational Thought, each from the stand- 
point of his own subject :—the Principal, Professors Roberts, Fleure, 
Barbier, Atkins, Rose and Lewis. 


Training Departments: Primary. This department contained 64 
students in the First Year, 62 in the Second, 61 in the Third, and 39 in 
the Fourth Year. Eleven men and 22 women were recommended to the 
Board of Education for Certification as teachers. Of the remainder, the 
others, except one, had further University Courses to complete before 
they could be recommended. 


Secondary. Five men and fourteen women obtained the Teachers’ 
Certificate of the University of Wales and were recommended to the 
Board of Education for recognition as trained Secondary Teachers. 


Ex-Service Section. Sixteen men completed the Course at Easter, 
39 in June, and two men foliowed a Third Year Course in Handicraft. 
In addition, one student Certificated last session returned at his own 
expense to follow the Handicraft Course. 


This Course came to an end in June as a natural consequence of the 
completion of demobilisation. A fuller report of its remarkable success 
is made to the Councii elsewhere. Two students return next session 
for the Advanced Course in Handwork under Mr. D. R. Jones, who has 
been a source of great strength to this Department.

The number of women students in residence during the session 1921-22 
was 280. In the coming session all the available accommodation in 
Alexandra Hall, Carpenter Hall, Treathro and Number 11, The Terrace, 
will be fully occupied, and the list of applicants for admission for the 
session 1923-24 is already a long one. 


This Long Vacation Alexandra Hall has been used for College guests 
at the Jubilee Celebrations and for Summer Schools in Library Service, 
the Teaching of Welsh (arranged by the Board of Education) and Biology. 
All the Schools had a smaller attendance than had been expected, and the 
total number in residence, including students and lecturers, was just 
under 100.

students qualified for the College Diploma in Agriculture, two for the 
National Diploma in Agriculture, and one for the Diploma in Dairying. 
It is gratifying to find that the Agricultural Committees in the College 
area are increasing the number of scholarships to enable students to 
return for the longer courses. 

The Department is indebted to the Professors of Zoology, Economics 


and Geology, for arranging classes in their respective subjects suitable to | 
meet the requirements ot the Diploma Students, and to the Professor of | 
Law for providing a special course of lectures for all grades of Agricultural | 


students. 


The advisory scheme is becoming better known than hitherto and | — 
a large number of enquiries from farmers in the College area have been | 


dealt with by the Advisers as well as by other members of the staff. 
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AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTRY. 
Mr. J. JONES GRIFFITHS.

It was in readiness for the commencement ‘of the session that we 
managed to get the Agricultural Chemistry section of the New Buildings 
fully equipped for the work. The improved circumstances as regards 
both accommodation and equipment have made it possible for the work 
in this subject to be carried on in a much more methodical and systematic 
manner than was the case in the past. 

The quality of the work done by students taking the various courses 
was on the whole satisfactory. 

Of the 26 students who attended the degree course, 20 succeeded in 
passing the examination. 

Most of the Second and Third Year students in the Diploma course 
were rather weak in the subject, but all those who were in the first year 
stage of the course worked particularly well and made very good progress. 

The quality of the work in the short course and continuation classes 
was particularly good. In fact, several members of these classes were, 
as regards both diligence and ability, very much superior to the majority 
of those taking the degree course. 

Owing to the pressure of other duties the time available for research 
work has been very limited. The degree of M.Sc. has been awarded to 
Mr. R. O. Davies, who has during the past two years devoted the whole 
of his spare time to an investigation concerning the types of soil in the 
Clarach Valley. 

I have to acknowledge the most valuable services of Mr. R. O. Davies 
throughout the session. He displayed great ability and willingness 
to promote the efficiency of the Department. 


AGRICULTURAL BOTANY. 
PROFESSOR Kt. G. STAPLEDON. 


Ninety-two students attended courses in the Department during 
the session. The majority have diligently pursued the courses and 


_ have duly profited by their instruction. 


Three students taking the Honours course in Pure Botany have 


conducted the necessary work for their theses at the laboratories of 


the Department, and in the trial grounds of the Plant Breeding Station, 
whilst two students have undertaken Post Graduate work in connection 
with the Plant Breeding Station. 

It is to be regretted that the valuable services of Miss FE. F. M. Adams 
B.Sc., will not be available next session.

I am glad to report that the standard reached at the examinations 
was higher than last year. In addition to the College examinations, 
seven students who sat for the National Diploma in Agriculture took 
Book-keeping and Farm Accounts as one of their subjects, and six passed 
the examination successfully. In view of the depression in the agricul- 
tural industry, the importance of well-kept farm accounts should be 
brought home to farmers at every opportunity. It is observed from 
statistics that the number of farmers taking up milk-recording is in- 
creasing, but the same amount of keenness does not appear to be given 
to the keeping of proper farm accounts. 


LAND SURVEYING. 
INSTRUCTOR); ; Mk. G. Gh BASSrad. 


The class was attended by eleven men, seven being first year Diploma 
students, and three were men who had attended the class last year and who 
wished to keep in touch with the subject in preparation for the N.D.A. 
There was also one degree man who took the subject as an extra one. 
At the request of some of the men an additional course of early morning 
lectures was given during the Easter Term in preparation for the N.D.A. 
Exam. in Surveying and Building Construction. These lectures were 
attended by most of the class, and also other men who intended to sit the 
N.D.A. Exam. It is satisfactory to note that all Aberystwyth men. 
taking the subjects of Surveying and Building Construction in the N.D A. 
Exam., passed in those subjects. 


HORTICULTURE. 
INSTRUCTOR: Mr. C. H. JONEs. 


I beg to submit my report on Horticultural Instruction. The number | 
of students who continued their studies during the year just closed were :— |

These were taken through a course of instruction more particularly 
with the view of preparing them for giving instruction in School Gardening 
at elementary schools, and I am happy to say that the majority of them 
took a keen interest in this subject ; Seniors A being the most studious

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Both classes, with the exception of two in Class B, have come well up 
to my expectation, and as far as school gardening is concerned, I am 
able to give them a pass; except the last two on the result paper 
(Senior B). 

It has been a great honour and pleasure to me to have conducted these 
classes of ex-service men, and I have also satisfaction in knowing that those 
who have been placed in charge of schools in this county,and who I visited 
recently, have proved that the instruction they received has been of 
great advantage to them in carrying it out practically in their own 
school gardens. 

I regret that these classes are discontinued, and I also regret that 
there is no longer a suitable garden in connection with the College. 
_ If there was a suitable piece of land available it would be of great benefit 
to the College for the purpose of a Herb or Medicinal garden, and useful 
for Botanical and Medical studies. 

In conclusion I beg to thank all those who assisted me in this work. 

PLANT BREEDING STATION. 
DIRECTOR: PROFESSOR R. G. STAPLEDON. 
Further important alterations to the buildings at the farm have 
now been completed, and the area brought under critical experiments 
and trials has been considerably extended. 
Many large parties of farmers have again visited the Station, while 
it is pleasing to record that amongst Agricultural Scientists visiting the 
Station have been several investigators from other countries. 
Early in the year the Director was awarded a Government Travelling 
Fellowship, and was thus enabled to make an extensive tour in U.S.A., 
and Canada, during June and July. Eight of the chief Experimental 
Stations conducting researches in Plant Breeding were visited. The 
Director was present at the Convention of the Technical Agriculturists 
of Canada held at the Macdonald College during June, and read a paper 
on “ Problems connected with the Growing and Marketing of Improved 
Strains of Herbage Plants”’; as a result of which it has been possible 
to arrange for certain important experiments on clover growing to be 
conducted co-operatively with some of the Canadian Institutions and the 
Station. As well as establishing close personal touch with investigators 
in the Dominion and in the States, the tour has been productive of a 
considerable mass of information of first rate importance, and the Station 
is greatly indebted to the Director and staff of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry at Washington and to the Investigators at all the Stations 
visited for assistance afforded to the Director whilst in America. 
The Station is unfortunately losing the services of Mr. C. V. B. 
Marquand, M.A., who is joining the staff of Professor Bateson, F.R.S., 
at The John Innis Institution at Merton. Mr. Marquand’s investigation 
on Oats will be continued by Mr. E. T. Jones, B.Sc., who has been 
appointed in his place.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL TO 
THE COURT. 


It is the very pleasant duty of the Council to present its Annual Report 
to the Court. 


GENERAL. 


The total number of students in the College last Session, including 


_ those taking short courses, was 1,072. Although this number is slightly 


less than in the previous year, the number who pursued final and honours 
courses was larger than it had been at any time in the history of the 
College. 


It was somewhat difficult, owing to the limited number of rooms, 
to conveniently arrange the large number of small classes necessary in 
final courses. The additional premises rented in 1920, including the 
Theological College and the Parish Hall, were occupied again last Session, 
and this enabled the College to get over many difficulties in the arrange- 
ment of the classes. The University Hall, erected in the course of the 
Session, is proving a great boon for large meetings, and it will be used 
extensively during the present Session for Music Classes and Physical 
Training Classes, as well as for musical festivals and other meetings. 


ACADEMIC WORK. 


The draft reports, already circulated, give full details of the work of 
the various Departments in the College. The Reports also contain the 
scholarship awards, and a list of students at the various stages of their 
degree courses.

The College’s share of the £500,000 set aside by the Treasury for 
supplementing pensions of senior members of the College Staff amounted 
to £16,300. A scheme of allocation has been submitted to the University 
Grants Committee. The adoption by the College of the Federated 
Superannuation System now enables provision to be made for retiring 
allowances of all full-time members of the Teaching Staff and the senior 
members of the Administrative Staff.

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EXTRACT FROM THE LATE MR. W. E. GLADSTONE’S 
SPEECH AT NOTTINGHAM. 


The Times of September 28th, 1877. 


- Let me point to another case with which I am personally 
acquainted, to show you that wherever primary education is 
loved, the higher education must be loved and tauglit also. 
I speak of the country of Wales, in which I have the happiness 
to spend a large portion of my time; and there is no part of 
the population of the country—and I say it freely and boldly 
in your hearing—there are few parts which can compete with 
Wales, and there is no part which can exceed it, from one end 


__ of the island to the other, in the earnest, ardent, and, I may 


say, passionate love for instruction. They are a religious 
people, and a people deeply enamoured of knowledge, and 
what they have done has been done with very little assistance. 
With no assistance at all from any public fund of any kind, 
they have, within the last five or six years, founded a large 
and important College at Aberystwyth. Is it possible for you 
to have a stronger proof that the existence of a love for primary 
education does lead on, and must lead on, to every great effort 
for the establishment of higher education >

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GREEK. 
VER DAs Ee NIGUNS, 


The work of this Department for the past session was generally satis - 
factory. The number of students taking the various courses was as 
follows :—

Some of the beginners worked well and made good progress, others 
were not prepared to put out the effort which the study of a new 
language entails, and two withdrew in order to be able to devote more 
attention to other subjects. 

The Intermediate Class was weak from the beginning, and the number 
that. actually passed in the examination—four—was greater than at one 
time seemed likely. However, the industry of the class left nothing to 
be desired. 

With reference to the early stages of Greek, it must be pointed out 
again that while there may have been in the past some overloading of 
grammar in the teaching of the language, this was due in part to the ab- 
sence of proper grammar teaching elsewhere. There is certainly no 
point in the indiscriminate learning of long lists of forms which will 
never be required in practice, but at the same time a mastery of words 
and of forms and constructions which, whether called regular or irregular, 
are in common use, is indispensable, unless Greek is to be regarded 
simply as a course of instruction in Hellenic civilization. If those who 
begin Greek in College have already been taught in school a reasonable 
amount of English (or Welsh) grammar and grammatical analysis, then 
granted sufficient industry progress in the new language will be much 
more certain and rapid. Best of all would it be if in every well defined 
-area some provision could be made by responsible authorities for the 
teaching of Greek, whereas as the case now stands, there are whole counties 
where no provision whatever is made for this language. 

Both candidates passed at the Ordinary stage; Mr. G. Holland 
Williams did some good work and should go on to Final next year. 

The two Final candidates were also successful. Mr. E. S. Loveday, 
who had worked hard and who showed distinct promise in some of his 
papers, intends to take the Honours Examination in 1926. 

Mr. !. Morys Williams was the one candidate in the University of 

Wales who sat the Honours Examination this year in Greek, and is to be 
congratulated on obtaining a First Class. Most of his work in the 
examination, as throughout the session, was highty satisfactory, and his 
Unseen translation decidedly good. 
I am much indebted to Professor Rose, Miss Woodward and Mr. 
Eivion Owen, for the valuable help they gave me during the session, 
also to Professor Bensly, who lectured to Ordinary, Final and Honours 
on textual criticism. 

The staff of this Department welcomes invitations from outside bodies 
to deliver occasional lectures on subjects that bear on ancient life and 
literature, and last session both the Head of the Department and Professor 
Rose were enabled to give lectures in this way. 


LATIN. 
PROFESSOR H. J. ROSE. 


‘The examination results this session show on the one hand the weakness 
so far as this subject is concerned, of the entries of two and three years 
ago. In the case of the Honours candidate, a part of the blame must be 
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laid on the present regulations which (unlike those of the older Univer- 
sities) compel students to write their papers in English. I have little 
doubt that Mr. Pritchard Williams would have done better if he could 
have used his native tongue for purposes of translation and for his essay. 

The results of the first two years, on the other hand, show decided 
improvement as compared with the figures of last session and the session 
before. Of the present first year, two members have already been 
accepted for Honours in 1926, and others intend to take that course a 
year later. Several Final candidates are also expected. It should be 
mentioned in this connection that the conditions on which the Board of 
Education grants are made not infrequently hamper a good student. 
A four years’ grant involves taking the degree course in three years, 
which in turn means, if Honours are sought, completing Ordinary in the 
first year,-—a considerable task in itself,--and spending a year less than 
the normal time in completing the subsidiary courses which alldepartments 
exact. For a brilliant student this is not impossible; but the case is 
different where one of respectable, but not extraordinary, abilities is 
concerned. 

One very encouraging symptom is the expressed desire of many head- 
masters to get into closer touch with this Department. Traces can, 
I think, be already detected here and there of teaching not only higher in 
standard but better in method than that which former students had had. 

The gap caused by the departure of Mr. Hignett was temporarily filled 
by the appointment for one year of Mr. Eifion Owen, to whom the 
instruction in Ancient History was confided. He has both taught and 
examined with diligence and considerable success. Of the older members 
of the department, Prof. Bensly’s lectures have been much appreciated ; 
Miss Woodward’s services have been as valuable as ever; and Mr. Pope 
continues to do his usual excellent work. 

As regards research, one graduate, Mr. J. Mathias, has been studying 
under the guidance of this department, assisted by the Rev. Herbert 
Morgan, the conditions which led to the triumph of Christianity in 
Italy. Miss S. R. Burstein, who worked here last session, has been 
granted the degree of M.A. tor a thesis on “ Corn Gods and Other-world 
Deities.. Mr. J. J: Jones, M.A., has been engaged im research into 
some obscure problems in early Greek religion, and it is to be hoped 
he will find opportunity to compiete and publish his results. One or 
two students unconnected with this University have been from time to 
time advised by correspondence. 

Relations with other departments are, as before, actively friendly. 
Besides the reguiar work in the Greek department, we have between us 
lectured to students of French, English, Philosophy, and Education, 
apart from occasional outside lectures, mostly of a popular character, 
one of which I delivered in the Easter vacation to the Conference of 
Training Colleges held here by the Board of Education. I have also read 
papers to the Society for the Promotion of Roman Studies and to the 
Congres de Vhistoire des religions, at Paris, to which the liberality of 
Council enabled me to go. TI hope, with the assistance of grants from the 
British Association and the Travelling Scholarship Fund, to attend the 
meeting at Toronto and read a paper before Section H (Anthropology).

ENGLISH. 
PROFESSOR J. W. H. ATKINS. 


It is with much pleasure that we welcome the return of Mr. G. N. 
Garmonsway to the work of the Department after a year’s illness. He 
is happily restored to health, and his assistance during the past session has 
been as valuable as ever. 


The work of the Department as a whole has been highly satisfactory. 
The number of students taking English courses this session was 216 
in all, their allocation being as follows :—

Postgraduate Work. 
Three students were awarded the M.A. degree in virtue of dissertations 
submitted at the University Examination in June. Mr. D. C. Davies 
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wrote on “ Dante Gabriel Rossetti and his influence on English poetry 
until the end of the 19th century. A study of the poetic tendencies of 
the period 1870-1900.’ Mr. Idwal Jones’s subject was ‘‘ Matthew 
Arnold’s place in English criticism.’’ Mr. Odon K. Schram presented 
““A contribution to the study of place-nomenclature : the chief elements 
in Norfolk place-names.’’ In all three dissertations some interesting 
results were obtained. The work of Mr. Schram in particular was. 
regarded as of outstanding quality and was awarded the mark of dis- 
tinction. Mr. Schram has since been elected to a University Fellowship, 
and he intends to proceed with the study of his special subject in con- 
nection with the English Place-name Survey—a task for which he is. 
excellently equipped. His success is in some ways the more gratifying 
seeing that he is a student of Belgian origin who has recently become 
naturalised. 

At the Honours Stage (2nd Year) one student, Mr. Brinley Cox, 
obtained a First Class. Seven students obtained Second Classes, two 
being placed in Division I, and five in Division II, and seven students. 
were awarded Third Classes: one retired from the examination, while 
one other was awarded a College Certificate. 

Of the First Year Honours students (numbering 20) all succeeded in 
completing a satisfactory year’s work, which for the first time was made 
up mainly of Honours studies. 

At the Third Year (Pass) or Final stage, out of 46 candidates, 31 were 
successful in completing the course. At the Second Year (Ordinary) 
stage, out of 74 candidates, 54 passed the College examination, while at 
the First Year (Intermediate) stage, 37 out of 57 candidates succeeded 
in completing the course. Thirty-one students took the Further Test: 
and 17 were successful, thus qualifying for entrance to Honours work at. 
a later stage. 

The new schemes of study continue to give satisfactory results : 
six Honours students have greatly profited by assistance received from: 
other departments, notably from special courses and lectures kindly 
given on Greek, French, and German subjects by Professor Rose, Professor 
Barbier, and Mr. David Evans respectively. 

I wish to express once again my gratitude to Miss Winstanley and Mr, 
Garmonsway for their unfailing devotion and valuable help during the 
past session. Owing to the large number of students taking the courses 
we are still, as a staff, unable to cope with the exercise work necessary 
for a sound treatment of the subject. Some additional assistance is 
therefore urgently needed, and it is hoped that such assistance will be 
forthcoming as soon as possible. 


WELSH LITERATURE. 


PROFESSOR T. GwyNN JONES. 


The work done during the session has been very satisfactory. Two. 
students took the Special Grade, and both showed very encouraging 
progress throughout. The work done by Mr. J. lorwerth Williams, who 
obtained First Class Honours, deserves to be specially mentioned, on 
account of its thoroughness and originality and the unusually ripe and 
sound judgment exhibited in it. At the request of students of the two. 
Departments interested in the study of Celtic Literature, a class in 
Modern Irish was arranged and continued throughout the session. The 
members displayed great interest and aptitude, and thoroughly satis- 
factory progress was made. The Department also provided assistance 
to the Geographical and Celtic Societies in the study of the geography 
of the Mabinogion. Mr. D. Herbert Jenkins, now on the staff of the 
Aberystwyth County School, was awarded the degree of M.A. for his thesis. 
on Heroic Poetry in Welsh. Sound initial research work was carried 
out with assistance from the Department, in the history of Welsh 
Scribes, by Mr. Samuel Jones, B.A., and in subjects involving the study 
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of Welsh material, by Mr. D. J. Jones, B.A., Mr. J. D. Jones, B.A., Mr. 
J. T. Owen, B.A., and Mr. Arthur ap Gwynn, B.A. Mr. F. Wynn Jones, 
B.A., a former student of the Department, has been appointed Com- 
missioner for War Savings for a part of North Wales. The Revs. Thomas 
Jenkins, B.A., and David Williams, B.A., have completed their advanced 
studies at Bala and have assumed ministerial charges. Mr. D. Lloyd 
Jenkins, M.A., has been appointed a member of the staff of the Tregaron 
County School. Publications of the Department include a transcript 
of glossaries from the Peniarth and other MSS. in the National Library 
of Wales, issued in the Bulletin of the Board of Celtic Studies. The 
Department was also invited to provide a course of lectures on the 
comparative study of Celtic Literature for the Summer School held in 
connection with the University College, Cork, in July, 1923.

The class was bigger than last year’s, and included 
some students from the Music Department. Two of the best students in 
this class, Miss Annie Price and Miss Daisy Walters, did very good work 
and succeeded in passing the Further Test. 


Ordinary Stage. The work done by the members of this class was 
very uniform. The performance of Miss May Evans, a first-year student, 
deserves special mention. 


Final (Special) Stage. This class included three First Year Honours 
students, who attended some Honours Classes in addition to those 
held at the Final Stage. On the whole the students attending this 
class did not compare well with those of the previous vear’s. The three 
best students were Mr. Matthew Henry Jones, Mr. Alun B. Oldfield Davies, 
and Miss Rhiannon Williams. 


flonours Stage. The class this session was fairly big, and some of the 
students did remarkably well. Two members had postponed their 
Honours since last session. In the June Examinations, two students, 
Miss Margaret Enid Griffiths and Miss Mattie Rees, who had done very 
creditable work since entering College, were placed in the First Class. 
Two were placed in the First Division of the Second Class, one of them 
being Mr. D. J. Evans, whose work in some of the papers was of first class 
quality. One student was placed in the Second Division of the Second 
Class, and the remaining four in the Third Class. 


Mr. D. J. Evans, who was one of the two students that took Breton as 
Special Subject in the Honours Course, has obtained a travelling 
scholarship from the College to enable him to visit Brittany during the 
summer. 


Mr. D. Herbert Jenkins. a former student of this Department, qualified 
for the Degree of M.A. in the Department of Welsh Literature. 


My work on the English Element in Welsh was published this year. 


I wish to express my deep gratitude once more to Professor T. Gwynn 
Jones for his unfailing help during the session. As in former years, he 
delivered series of lectures to classes at all stages. 


FRENCH. 
PROFESSOR J. L. ANDRE BARBIER. 


fhe work was generally conducted on the lines established some years 
ago, and the results were satisfactory. An interesting experiment was 
conducted during the whole session, by Miss Phillips and myself, with 
the second year students: French Essays, all connected with the study 
of French Literature and set books, and arranged in carefully thought 
out progression, were substituted for the weekly exercise in translation 
into French. The results were very encouraging. They will form the 
subject of a special report, and the experiment will be continued next 
session. 


Twelve students were presented for the Honours examination: they 
were all successful. Their work was sound and conscientious, but none 
attained in all parts of the subject the first class standard. Three were 
placed in the first division of the second class, seven in the second 
division, and two in the third class. 


In the Ordinary class there were some extremely promising students. 
I should like to single out, for their ability, industry and progress, Mr. 
George Edgar Parfitt, Miss Enid Mary Pochin, Miss Marjorie F. K. 
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Stephens and Miss Nest Williams, who fully deserved to be awarded 
scholarships, had any been available, for their work during the session. 


Six students in the French Department were granted travelling 
scholarships last summer, and four at Easter, 1924. Again the experience 
gained abroad proved most beneficial to them and to the department 
generally. One of the results has been to cause the students to take 
a more intelligent interest in their work. It has made it possible also 
to develop the oral part of the subject, and to raise the standard. 


Dr. A. B. Thomas was granted leave of absence for the whole of the 
session 1923-1924. He went to study the science of experimental 
phonetics first, last August, at University College, London; then, 
from October, 1923, to the end of June, 1924, in Paris, both at the College 
de France, under the greatest living authority in the subject, M. l’abbe 
Rousselot, and in the Sorbonne, under Professor Poirot. Dr. Thomas 
worked in the laboratories, became familiar with the apparatus, and 
started some research in experimental phonetics. Last June, after 
taking the examination, he was awarded the Diploma in Phonetics by the 
University of Paris. From the information I have received, I feel 
confident that Dr. Thomas is competent to organise the teaching of 
experimental phonetics in this College and to conduct investigations 
in the subject. 


Owing to the absence of Dr. Thomas, for whom no substitute was 
appointed, the staff was very hard worked this session, and I desire to 
express my gratitude to Miss Margaret Phillips and Miss Annie Owen for 
their unfailing devotion and efficient services.

GERMAN. 
Mr. Davip EVANS. 


Honours. Only one candidate took the Honours Examination this 
year, and was placed in the Second Class, Second Division ; she also 
gained the Certificate for oral proficiency. 


_ Special. Three students followed the course, but only Mr. F- H. 
Lewis sat the examination, which he passed creditably. Another wil! 
probably take the examination in the coming session. 
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Ordinary. The work of the Ordinary class of six was consistently good 
throughout the session, and shows very great promise. Unfortunately 
Miss Owen failed to sit the examination in June owing to illness, but 
will probably recover sufficiently before September. Mr. Gareth V. 
Jones proceeds to the University of Strassburg for the session 1924-25, 
where he will continue his studies of German. Mr. Haydn Davies was 
granted a travelling scholarship to Germany, where he will study the 
human and agricultural conditions near Stuttgart. 


Intermediate. Eighteen students availed themselves of this course. 
Eight were examination candidates and five were successful in June. 
The other ten took the course for reasons of culture and research. The 
work of Miss Walters deserves special praise. Beginners’ classes were 
held for students of Chemistry and Physics, and were attended fairly 
regularly throughout the first two terms. The students gained sufficient 
knowledge to read elementary texts in German. The Department aims 
at co-operation with other departments where a knowledge of the German 
language and literature is desirable, and it may be possible to provide 
more tuition for science students next session. 


During the year the German reading circle met several times and served 
a most useful purpose educationally and socially. 


I wish to acknowledge with gratitude a gift of books to the department 
from J. B. Willans, Esq. 


Miss H. Rees has, as always, been a valued colleague.

HISTORY. 


VICE-PRINCIPAL EDWARD EDWARDS. 


Full courses of lectures were delivered at every grade in the Depart- 
ment of History during Session 1923-24. Prof. Stanley Roberts will 
report on the work of the Intermediate students and Mr. Cecil Jane on 
those who attended the Final Stage. 


In the Ordinary Class there were 55 seidene! of whom 26 failed 
and 7 were allowed a pass of Intermediate grade. For some reason or 
other, their sessional work was not up to the standard reached in the 
termina] examinations. Many of them tried to do too much by taking 
too many courses during the session, and I am afraid that they were 
not properly helped in their studies through inadequate opportunities for 
essay writing. Lack of reading outside the topics covered by the lectures 
and lack of steady application to serious study will account for some 
failures, while there are still a few students who underestimated the 
difficulty, and have not realized the severity of a history course of 
the Second Year stage. 
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The Honours Class consisted of 9 students, of whom 8 passed, while 
one student was allowed a Final pass. The work on the whole was 
of a very satisfactory character, though not one of them was awarded 
a First Class. Special mention should be made of the application and 
progress of Miss Lias Davies and Miss Catherine Ann Rees. 


It is a very great pleasure to call the attention of the Governors of the 
College to the excellent results in the higher History research work of the 
M.A. candidates. In all four old students secured the M.A. degree, and 
to three of them the award was granted with the mark of distinction. 
Mr. David John Davies gained his M.A. degree with distinction for a thesis 
on “ The condition of England during the Revolutionary and Napoleonic 
Periods, as illustrated by the history of Birmingham between the years 
1789-1815.’’ Mr. Thomas Evans presented a dissertation on “ Political 
Thought in Wales, 1789-1846.’ The other successful candidates were ex- 
service men in the Colonial History Department,—Mr. J. W. Fisher and 
Mr. Ben Jones. There is every prospect of the continuance of excellent 
work at this stage, as there are a large number of old students devoting 
themselves to higher historical research studies. 


This session, once more, I wish to express my deepest gratitude to 
Dr. E. A. Lewis for his help to History students in his invaluable palaeo- 
graphy lectures, and to Mr. Jane and Professor Roberts for their un- 
limited and devoted assistance. 


Intermediate.—This class numbered 60, and of that number 29 failed 
to satisfy the examiners. The class contained some half dozen promising 
students, of whom Mr. E. D. Jones and Mr. Shannon did very good work 
indeed. There were far too many failures. These were mainly due to 
lack of training prior to entering College. Too many students believe 
that History is an easy subject, and that a week’s work before the 
examination is ample to enable them to pass. 


COLONIAL HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR T. STANLEY ROBERTS. 


Final Class. This class numbered 10, and the work was very good. 
There were no failures. 


Honours. Yhe Honours Class was the smallest I have had, and 
unfortunately it was weak also. No student obtained either a First 
Class or a Second in Division I. 


The M.A. Degree. Two old students, and ex-service men, Mr. J. W. 
Fisher and Mr. B. Jones, obtained the M.A. Degree. Mr. Fisher’s essay 
on Rhodesia was declared to be of special merit, and recommended for 
publication. 


PHILOSOPHY. 
PROFESSOR W. JENKYN JONES. 


The work of the Department during the session was satisfactory on the 
whole, though there were some disappointing results. The numbers 
taking the various courses were somewhat larger than in the years 
immediately preceding, and their performance in examinations and class- 
exercises showed that the students with few exceptions were earnest, 
intelligent and interested in their work. 
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Postgraduate Work. Miss Valmai B. Evans, M.A., B.Litt., spent the 
greater part of the year in Rome, where she was able to study under the 
most favourable conditions the Idealism of Croce and Gentile. The 
University has decided to renew her Fellowship for a third year—a 
distinction only conferred in exceptional cases. Two M.A. candidates 
did quite creditable work, and I regret they came short of attaining 
their object. I have no doubt, however, that with a little further effort 
they will be successful another time. It may not be amiss to mention 
that Dr. Daniel Davies and the Rev. R. Richards, B.Litt., two former 
Fellows, conducted Tutorial Classes in Philosophy during the year. 


Honours Grade. Four very competent and hardworking students 
pursued the Honours course. The youngest of them, who was barely 
over twenty, deferred taking the examination till next year. Mr. Ieuan 
Phillips, after a year of varied and strenuous activity, obtained first class. 
Mr. E. Gwyn Evans, B.A., who perhaps hardly achieved what he deserved, 
and Mr. D. O. Williams, a thoroughly good student, obtained Second 
Division in the Second Class. It was a great pleasure to teach these men 
and to discuss problems with them. 


Special Grade. The Special course was taken by twenty-one students, 
the majority of whom were capable and thoughtful. The work of David 
Gwilym James, Gladys Mary Thomas and John M. P. Thomas was 
exceptionally good, but several others did nearly as well. Four members 
of the class failed to satisfy the examiners. 


Ordinary Grade. The work at this grade has been more successful 
and interesting since the recent revision of the syllabus, which made the 
course more suitable to students whose main subjects lay in other depart- 
ments. The class showed real interest in the work, and was always ready 
to engage in discussion. I was quite pleased with its performance on the 
whole. Out of the thirty-one students taking the course, five were 
unsuccessful. The work of the following was worthy of special mention— 
Miss Hall, Miss Swainston, Messrs. Gledhill, Loveday, Taylor, Gwyn 
Williams, Ivor Williams and Martin Williams. 


Intermediate Gvade. The number of students at this stage was 
ninety-four. They varied very much in ability, attainments and per- 
formance. The number of failures was twenty. As in previous years 
it was found that students who failed in this subject, which all alike 
approach for the first time in College, Philosophy not being a school 
subject, fail also in one or more other Intermediate subjects. A larger 
number than usual attended the Further Test course provided for 
prospective Honours students. The work of Miss Hettie Hall, Miss V. 
Watson, Miss Nest Williams, Haydn Howells, Gwynfryn Ones, and 
Trefor T. Jones, was exceptionally good. 


The meetings of the Philosophic Society held during the session were 
successful and well attended. My Final and Honours students profitted 
greatly by a short series of lectures delivered to them by Prof. Laurie 
on‘ Evolution,’ and through the courtesy of Prof. Chapple, Mr. G. H. 


Green, M.A., of the Department of Education, gave three lectures, which _ 


were greatly valued, to my Honours students on “ Instincts and Feeling.’ 
I am deeply grateful to these gentlemen for their generous and effective 
services. I have also to tender my belated but very sincere thanks to 
Prof. Rose and Mr. E. D. T. Jenkins for valuable assistance which 
they gave me in session 1922-23, and which I inadvertently overlooked 
inlast year’s report. I desire also to thank my colleague, Dr. L. A. Reid, 
for his services and for the readiness to help and goodwill which he 
invariably displays. In addition to his work in the Department, he 
has been able to continue his private studies in Philosophy and to 
contribute articles to various Philosophical journals. 
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ECONOMICS AND POLITICAL SCIENCE. 
ProFessor E. A. LEwis.

Ordinary. Of the 36 students taking the College Examination in June, 
27 passed. The class, though varied in quality, was on the whole a 
strong one, and performed creditably. Some distinctly promising 
work was done by Bernard Myrddin Evans, Meurig Jones, Mervyn 
Morgan, Magdalene Hughes, and Mari Catherine Walters. By way of 
introduction to the course Mr. Rees delivered six lectures on psychological 
laws and their bearing on economic activity. This experiment in 
approaching the scope and method of the subject through Psychology 
was highly successful. The weekly seminar classes for discussion and 
criticism were well attended, and proved of increasing value and interest. 


Final. The Final Class was unusually good and interesting. All 
the members applied themselves energetically to the various sections 
of the course, and in turn read papers at the group seminar classes. 
The discussions were brisk and general. The standard of achievement 
in essays and in the College and University examinations was surprisingly 
uniform and good, and in all respects the class proved itself earnest, 
enterprising, and sound. Special mention should perhaps be made of 
the work of Ruth Bristow, Reginald John, George Lambert, E. P. Richards, 
and Nancy W. Wycherley. 


Honours. Eight students entered on the completion of the Honours 
Course, of whom only six actually took the examination. Of these, 
one, Emrys Gwyn Jones, obtained a First Class, four Second Class, 
Division I, and one was placed in the Third Class at the University 
Examination. The bulk of the tuition at this stage was organised on 
tutorial and seminar lines, while in the second and third terms the 
following policy was adopted :—A student prepared a paper as a given 
topic, the class having been warned that each member would be required 
to make a contribution either by way of development or criticism. 
The method was taken up zealously, and the quality of the contribution 
made or the calibre of the criticism throughout was a very fair index 
of the industry and capacity of the student concerned. 


Agricultural Economics. Eight students attended the course at the 
beginning of the session. Of these, six were College Diploma students 
and the remaining two continued to the end of the third term and sat the 
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Final Examination. One of these, John Evans, secured the Nationat 
Diploma of Agriculture (N.D.A.) during the session, taking as one of his 
‘subjects Economics and Farm Accountancy. The subjects treated during 
the year included (in addition to broad surveys of British Agricultural 
History and of the Principles of Agricultural Economics), Agricultural 
Credit, Rating and Agricultural Land, Rural Transport, Wages Boards, 
and Agricultural Co-operation. In the Farm Accountancy Course (con- 
ducted by Mr. W. King), an attempt was made to adapt Orwin’s method 
of Cost Accountancy to the peculiarities of the typical Welsh small 
mixed farm. Discussions brought out the need for much adaptation 
of the general method to make it applicable in Wales. Both the degree 
students showed capacity and earnestness, while the work of James 
Llefelys Davies was strikingly original, critical, and sound. 


Postgraduate Work. Two former students of the Department were 
-admitted to the degree of M.A., namely, Percy Barber, in recognition of 
‘research on ‘ The League of Nations and National Minorities,’ and 
R. T. Harry, in recognition of research on ‘Psychological Laws and 
Economic Activity.’ Another student of the Department, Mr. Thomas 
Evans, successfully completed an M.A. dissertation on ‘Political Thought 
in Wales between 1789 and 1846.’ During the session, too, the staff 
members of the Department have done a fair amount of research work. 
Both Mr. Rees and Mr. King, in addition to contributing reviews and 
several important articles on current economic problems to various 
journals, have made some progress with their respective studies of 
“Unemployment as a World Problem’ and ‘ Population Changes in 
Wales in the Nineteenth Century.’ Data has also been collected illus- 
trating Welsh Commerce during the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
whilst three postgraduates are engaged upon studies of special aspects 
of Welsh Trade between 1500 and 1700. 


Mr. Sydney Herbert reports as under on the work done in Politics 
by students of the Department :— 


“During the session courses were conducted at both the Final and 
Honours stages on (a) Comparative Government and (b) International 
Politics and Administrations. One Final student pursued both courses, 
while five Honours students pursued (a) and two (6). 


“The work done by the Honours students was generally good, both 
during the session and at the examinations. The principal criticisms 
that need to be made is that students rely unduly on mere memory work 
and not enough on reflection ; insufficient care is taken with written 
work. Meetings of the class for purposes of discussion proved extremely 
useful. 


“The work of Messrs. E. G. Jones and I. G. Jones calls for special 
mention.” 


In conclusion my special thanks are again due to my colleagues for 
their energetic and loyal help throughout the session. 


PALAEOGRAPHY. 
PROFESSOR E. A. LEwIs. 


Two weekly seminars were held regularly for instruction in reading 
facsimiles of documents ranging from the tenth to the sixteenth century. 
Six students, of whom five were postgraduates, attended during the 
whole or part of the session. Satisfactory progress was made by all the 
members, particularly by Mr. Gildas Tibbott, a student-assistant at the 
National Library of Wales. At the end of the session Mr. Rhys T. 
Davies, a keen and enthusiastic member of the class, was appointed 
Headmaster of the Holywell County School, and carries with him the 
best wishes of the class to his new responsibilities and duties.

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CELTIC RESEARCH AND PALAEOGRAPHY. 
Mr. Timotuy Lewis. 


A course of two lectures a week was delivered on Palaeography, 
including Celtic Palaeography from the beginning up to the 13th century. 

Two students worked at Research during the session—One on the 
Welsh Manuscripts of the 16th century and the other on aspects of 
the Arthurian Legend. The latter is now at Berne working with Prof. 
Singer. 

I have finished an introduction to the facsimile of the Laws of Wales 
dealing with some aspects of the early social history of Wales. I hope 
this will be published this autumn. 

My edition of the Mabinogion with a complete glossary and notes 
is nearly finished. 


I have also made a complete vocabulary of the Elucidarum Tracts 
based on the Welsh and Latin texts. 


PURE MATHEMATICS. 
PROFESSOR G. A. SCHOTT. 


Owing to the resignation of Prof. W. H. Young, and the departure for 
various reasons of all his assistants at the end of session 1922-23, a very 
difficult situation arose in the Department of Pure Mathematics. This 
was rendered still worse by a reduction in the number of the staff, 
necessitated by the prevailing financial stringency, coupled with an 
increase of more than one-third in the number of students in the depart- 
ment, due to an unexpectedly large influx of mathematical students 
of the First Year. Under these conditions it became impossible to continue 
the Honours courses on the very ambitious scale projected by Prof. 
Young, which was far beyond anything attempted in any other modern 
English University. In view of the complete reorganisation of the 
higher work thus necessitated as weli as of the comparative inexperience 
of the new staff in the work of the department, it was decided to abandon 
the Second Year Honours course in Pure Mathematics for this session, 
retaining only the First Year Honours course and the Pass courses, 
ali of which are needed for other departments as well. There was no 
hardship in this procedure, since there were only two students qualified 
to take the Second Year Honours course. and one of these (H. S. Willis), 
had already before the end of session 1922-23 applied for permission to 
change to Apphed Mathematics,Honours, whilst the other (C. L. Burton), 
did so shortly after. In the sequel Burton obtained First Class Honours 
in Applied Mathematics, and Willis would have had a good chance of doing 
likewise, had he not suffered a breakdown. 


The reorganisation of the higher courses, and especially the establish- 
ment of a very desirable combined Honours course in Pure and Applied 
Mathematics, was carried out, thanks to the invaluable assistance afforded 
by Messrs. V. C.. Morton and W. J. Webber and, during the first two © 
terms, also by Prof. S. Beatty, of the University of Toronto, who had 
already been appointed Special Lecturer on the recommendation of 
Prof. Young, and whose experience proved extremely helpful. Great 
credit is due to these gentlemen for their efforts during a very critical 
period in the history of the department, and particularly to Prof. Beatty 
for a most illuminating course of public lectures on some recent work in 
the Theory of Functions. Owing to the unexpected increase in the 
number of elementary students it became necessary to appoint a Graduate 
Assistant in the person of Mr. D. R. Williams, B.A., who carried out his 
duties very efficiently. 


The number of students registered at the beginning of the session was 
117, of whom 97 sat University examinations and 79 passed. The 
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following students deserve special commendation : Intermediate Class— 
J. Grindley, J. C. Llewellyn, P. E. Peters, Daisy Grindley ; Ordinary 
Class—H. Falkner, T. S. E. Thomas, B. C. Erricker; Special and First 
Year Honours—W. R. Morgans, H. Gammon.

APPLIED MATHEMATICS. 


PROFESSOR G. A. SCHOTT. 


The session 1923-24 has been marked by a large increase (nearly 
40 per cent.) in the number of students in the Department ; the number 
registered at the beginning of the session was 55, of whom 48 sat 
University examinations and 41 passed, whilst the corresponding numbers 
for session 1922-23 were 40, 29 and 24. The students in the Pass classes 
most deserving of commendation were: Intermediate—J. Grindley, 
T. C. Roberts ; Ordinary—H. Falkner, T.S. E. Thomas ; Special—W. R. 
Morgans ; several of these showed great promise. Five students took 
Honours, but unfortunately one of the most promising of these, H. S. 
Willis, had a severe breakdown just before Easter, and on the advice of 
his doctor, discontinued the course. Of the others, two, C. L. Burton 
and E. G. Lewis, were placed in the First Class; another, S. H. Lloyd, 
obtained a Second Class, First Division, whilst the fourth, E. T. Davies, 
obtained Second Class, Second Division. E.G. Lewis wrote an excellent 
dissertation, showing considerabie capacity for research. 


During the session T. Lewis, B.Sc., who holds a University studentship, 
has collected a large amount of material and completed the preliminary 
study required for an M.Sc. thesis on Axiosymmetrical solutions of the 
fundamental equations of the gravitational and electromagnetic field 
in the General Theory of Relativity. Moreover, he has made quite a 
promising beginning with original research on this subject, progressing 
appreciably beyond the furthest point reached by his predecessors. 
He spent a part of the last summer vacation at Bonn with a Travelling 
Scholarship perfecting his knowledge of German in preparation for his 
relativity research and collecting necessary experimental material for 
his last session’s research on the verification of the Lorentz massformula 
for § particles. With the invaluable help of Prof. A. H. Bucherer, of 
Bonn University, he has been able to measure some of the original 
photographic plates obtained by this experimenter and has now nearly 
completed his research in readiness for publication. 
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During the past year a short paper has been published by G. A. Schott 
in the Physical Review on the Scattering of X-rays by Hydrogen, but the 
additional work entailed by the reorganisation and supervision of the 
Department of Pure Mathematics has made extended research impossible 
for the time being. Taking everything into account I think that one must 
regard the session just concluded as a very successful one ; much of the 
credit is due to my assistant, Mr. W. G. L. Sutton, for his invaluable 
help at all stages. We have been very much aided by Mr, W. J. Webber, 
who relieved us of the Intermediate Class up to St. David’s Day, and 
thus enabled us to devote more time to the Honours students, especially 
those transferred at the commencement of the session from last year’s 
Honours class in Pure Mathematics.

The separate Second Year course introduced for the first time in 
session 1922-23, has more. than justified the extra work devolving on 
the staff by the improved standard of the Final Class. This is proved by 
the relatively small number of failures in the Final examination this 
session. 


The research work pursued during the session was as follows :— 
Mr. Mandell and Mr. West have completed an investigation of the 
temperature gradient in different gases at various pressures. Their results 
have been communicated to the Physical Society of London and will 
shortly be published. Mr. Ifor Ceredig Jones, B.Sc., who returned to 
College with a Garrod Thomas Exhibition, has completed an investigation 
on Condensation Nuclei produced by Light in various vapours. 


Assisted by Mr. D. J. Jones, B.Sc., I have endeavoured to find whether 
friction between gases and solids results in the production of Frictional 
Electricity. The investigation is not yet completed. I have also 
contributed to the Cevddorv Newydd a series of six articles on acoustics. 


The following distinctions have been gained by students of this depart- 
ment :—A University Studentship has been awarded to Mr. I. C. Jones, 
and a Garrod Thomas Research Scholarship to Mr. R. M. Davies. These, 
however, are being relinquished as the same two students have gained 
other honours. Mr. I: C: Jones has been’ elected to the Khondda 
Studentship, which will enable him to carry out research at the Cavendish 
Laboratory, Cambridge, while Mr. R. M. Davies has been awarded a 
grant by the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, which 
will enable him to devote two years to research work at this College. 


It is with great pleasure that I place on record my sincere thanks to my 


colleagues, Messrs. Tunstall, Mandell, West and Sulston for their loyal — 


and efficient assistance in carrying out the work of the department.

_ Intermediate Course. The general lecture course was conducted by 
Mr. C. W. Davies, M.Sc., and the organic course by me. The practical 
work was supervised by Messrs. Hudleston and Davies. A high general 
level was attained, the records of the following students being worthy of 
special mention :—D. E. C. Jenkins, J. C. Llewellyn, Miss M. W. Owen. 


Subsidiary Course. Mr. C. R. Bury conducted the course in Physical 
Chemistry, and I took the Organic course, while Messrs. Hudleston and 
Davies supervised the practical work. This class was particularly keen 
and hard-working, and the examination results throughout the session 
were very Satisfactory. The following students are deserving of special 
mention :—Miss P. M. Skrine, Miss K. C. Moorhouse, E. D. J. Jones, 
and W. C. Walmsley. 


Final Course. Mr. Hudleston conducted the work in Physical and 
Inorganic Chemistry, while Mr. A. Green took the Organic course. 
Three students pursued a Special course in Agricultural Bio-Chemistry 
under Professor Griffith. The general standard of work attained a high 
level, the practical work, supervised by Mr. Green, being particularly 
satisfactory. The following students call for special mention :

Honours Course. The Honours Class did not approach that of the 
previous year either in numbers or in ability. A comparison of the 
results in the University examinations of the last three years indicate 
very fairly the relative merits of the classes taken as a whole. 

_ The nature of the work and preparation of this class was as indicated 
in the report of last year. All members of the staff gave special courses 
of lectures to the class and the tutorial system was continued. Messrs.

throughout the session.

Mr. D. Matthew Williams, who held a grant from the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research, completed his prescribed course 
and qualified for the Ph.D. degree. Messrs. J. D. C. Anthony and 
W. B. Williams also presented thesis for the M.Sc. degree and passed. 
The research papers of these students are in course of publication. 


The Garrod Thomas Research Fellowships have partly filled the 
pressing need for Grants in aid to post-graduate students.

Each of the four classes has done good and successful work during 
the past session. As will be seen from the accompanying table, at the 
sessional examinations, only one in each of the Intermediate, Subsidiary, 
and Final classes failed to obtain pass marks. In the Intermediate 
class Miss Joyce Gough, Miss Rachel E. Harries, and Mr. Evan David 
passed with distinction. Tg Subsidiary class was an exceptionally 
strong one, and Miss Kathleen C. Moorhouse, Miss Pattie M. Skrine, 
Mr. Joseph S. Breeze, and Mr. John Eric Jones obtained high percentages 
of marks. The Final class has, throughout the three years, been smaller 
and weaker than the others, and only one, Mr. J. Gwesyn Edwards, 
succeeded in obtaining 70 per cent. of the marks; while, of those that 
intend sitting the Second Year Honours Examination next year, not one 
reached the distinction standard. 


Of the seven Second Year Honours students three, Mr. J. G. Davies, 
Mr. Gwilym Evans, and Mr. F. G. Graham obtained First Classes ; while 
Miss Ruth Ashton, Miss Doris Jaggard, and Miss Sybil Price were placed 
in Division I of Class II. Researches were carried out by them on the 
following subjects :— 


1. Mr. Gwilym Evans: (a) Lolium perenne, L. perenne, var. Multi- 
florum and their hybrids.” 
(b) “ The Cytology of the anthers of Festuca glomerata.” 


2. Mr. J. Griffith Davies: “ The inflorescence characters of Dactylis 
glomerata.”’ 

3. Miss Ruth Ashton: “‘ The freshwater Algae of the Aberystwyth 
district.”’ ; 

4. Miss Doris Jaggard: ‘‘ The Mosses of the Aberystwyth district.” 

5. Miss Sybil Price: ‘“‘An ecological survey of the local Phaeophyceae.”’ 

6. Mr. F. G. Graham: ‘“ The Cytology of the root-tips of Avena 
styvigosa var. pilosa, and Avena Abyssinica.”’ 

7. Mr. Zafar H. Khawn: “ Biologic forms of Puccinia glumarum.”’ 


It is interesting to note that of the four colleges in the Welsh University, 
Aberystwyth is the only one where, under the new Regulations, Arts 
students are precluded from taking the Final stage in a Science subject. 
This policy has been adopted in order to be able to exact a higher standard 
in the Pass. With the modern developments in the Natural History 
Subjects it becomes increasingly difficult to do justice to them without 
some knowledge of cognate sciences, particularly Chemistry and Physics. 
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In Botany, under the old regulations, the majority of the students belonged 
to the Arts Faculty : now the exclusion of Arts students from the Third 
Year course acts as a deterrent to their taking the subject at all. Thus 
in the Subsidiary course this year there were only two Arts students. 
On the other hand there has been an increase in the number of Science 
students taking the subject ; and, what is more gratifying, a material 
raising of the standard in the Pass, Honours, and Post-graduate work, 
so that the object in view in framing the new rule is being accomplished. 


Four post-graduate students pursued research in the Department. 
Miss Ruth John worked on “‘ The Fungus Parasites of Pelvetia’”’; Mr. 
S. Bowen Thomas on “‘ The Woodlands of North Cardiganshire and their 
Ecology’; Mr. T. Kenneth Rees on “ The Marine Algae of the Welsh 
Coasts, and the Ecology of the Phaeophyceae’’; and Miss Blodwen 
Lloyd on ‘“‘ The Phytoplankton of the Cardigan Bay, &c.’”’ The two 
first students pursued the work at their own expense, but the others 
received grants from the Committee of Industrial and Scientific Research. 
Miss Lloyd and Mr. Rees presented theses for the degree of M.Sc., and 
these were accepted. The members of the staff continue their various 
researches, and three papers are now in the press. 


The Departmental Museum needs re-organization. The cases are most 
unsuitable and very wasteful of space, with the result that only about 
half the specimens acquired for the museum can be displayed so as to be 
accessible to the students. During the session Miss R. John has collated 
all the available records of Cardiganshire flowering plants in the numerous 
MS. lists in the department, and in scattered references in the botanical 
journals ; and thus she has compiled an excellent Card Index, which will 
form the basis of a much-needed Flora of the County. 


Miss Muriel Walker has completely re-arranged the Bryophyte 
Herbarium, incorporating the large accumulation of authentic specimens 
obtained from the Moss Exchange Club, and from private collectors. 


It gives me great pleasure to acknowledge the wholehearted interest 
and devotion shown in the work by the members of the staff—Mr. S. G. 
Jones and Mr. P. W. Carter; and my admiration of their resourcefulness 
in devising new methods for carrying on the increasing work of the 
Department. 


GEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR W. J. PuGH. 


Elementary Course. Eight students preparing for the Diploma in 
Agriculture entered for this course and seven attended lectures and 
demonstrations throughout the two first terms of the session. The 
work of the class was, on the whole, of a higher standard than that of the 
previous year. : 


Intermediate Course. Forty-two students entered for this course and 
thirty-eight sat the College Examination in June. This is a slight 
increase in numbers over those of the two previous sessions. Twenty- 
eight passed the examination successfully. Excellent work was done by 
the following students :—Misses G. M. Hargest, N. M. Mycock, F. E. 
Wilks and Messrs. A. G. Harris, A. D. Howells, W. Robinson and D. R. 
Williams. 


First Year Final (Subsidiary) Course. Seven students attended the 
course throughout the session and six passed the College Examination. 
This class was smaller than usual, but the standard reached was par- 
ticularly good. The work of Messrs. J. E. Jones and H. C. Withers calls 
for special mention.

Second Year Final Course. This class numbered eleven throughout 
the year. Of these nine passed the University Degree Examination 
without difficulty. This class worked exceptionally well. The standard 
of work and the examination results were very satisfactory. Miss F. F. 
Laidler, Messrs. J. E. Daniel, Meurig Jones and R. O. Roberts did 
excellent work at this stage. 


Honours. Mr. D. E. Thomas, B.Sc., pursued the Honours course after 
having successfully completed the Honours course in Geography during 
the previous session. Mr. Thomas worked well and obtained a good 
Second Class. 


Mr. K. A. Davies, B.Sc., who obtained First Class Honours in Geology 
last session, has been engaged on research work, in the area west of 
Llanwrtyd Wells, around Abergwessin. He has made good progress in 
a difficult area. He has been awarded a University Studentship for two 
years in order to continue his researches, and it is hoped that he will 
present the results of his investigations in candidature for the M.Sc. 
Degree at the end of next session. 


Mr. J. Challinor took charge of the Intermediate Class and in the 
practical work at this stage was assisted by Mr. Platt. Mr. Challinor 
also lectured on Palaeontology to ali grades in the Department. Mr. 
Platt lectured to the Elementary Clas d on Petrology to all grades. 
I gave courses of lectures and demonstrations on Physical Geology, 
British and Foreign Stratigraphy to the Subsidiary, Final and Honours 
Classes. In addition, Mr. K. A. Davies carried on his researches under 
my supervision. 


Considerable additions have been made to the Museum and Depart- 
mental Library. The collections of rocks, rock sections and fossils have 
been considerably augmented during the year. By asystem of exchange, 
we have received a large number of Scottish rock specimens from the 
Department of Geology in Glasgow University. From the British 
Museum, we have received duplicate specimens from the Wheelton Hind 
Collection and further duplicate specimens, which will be of service for 
teaching purposes, have been promised from the same source. The 
collections have also been strengthened by personal collecting by members 
of the staff and students. The need for additional accommodation and 
equipment is still urgent. 


The Department is again indebted to J. B. Willans, Esq., Dolforgan, 
Kerry, for gifts of books, maps and photographs of geological interest. 
He also gave £20 towards the funds of the Department, which is being 
used to improve the Department Library and to assist students financially 
on long excursions. 


Field excursions were organised throughout the session, and at Easter, 
Mr. Challinor and I took a party of students for a long excursion to 
Tenby. Mr. Challinor is also taking a group of prospective Final and 
Honours students for a week to Shropshire during the long vacation. 


Mr. Platt was awarded the M.Sc. Degree of the University of Manchester 
for a thesis entitled “‘ The Pre-Cambrian Rocks of the Malvern Inlier.”’ 
He is proposing to present this paper to the Geological Society of London 
with a view to its publication. 


My paper on “ The Geology of the District around Corris and Aber- 
llefenni’’ was published in the Journal of the Geological Society for 
1923. I have now completed the field work in the Dinas Mawddwy 
country, and hope to complete the laboratory work in connection with it 
this next winter. At present I am surveying the country between 
Dinas Mawddwy and Bala, and also beginning an investigation of the 
country around Meifod (Montgomeryshire).

ZOOLOGY. 
PrRoFessorR R. Dovcrias LAURIE. 


In my last report I recorded the retirement, on the occasion of her 
marriage, of Mrs. Huddleston. In view of the financial difficulties of 
the College I waived my claim toa full time Assistant Lecturer in her place 
for the present, and Mr. E. Aneurin Lewis, B.Sc., was appointed for the 
year as part-time Assistant Lecturer, it being understood that the time 
he was to give to the teaching work of the Department should not exceed 
one half of the time which would be given by a full-time Assistant 
Lecturer, the other half being free for research. Mr. Lewis has done very 
satisfactorily, and I thank him for his conscientious and zealous work. 
This curtailment of the teaching staff, however, makes it very difficult 
to carry out the work of the Department efficiently, and it will be a very 
genuine relief when the College finances render it possible to revert to a 
full-time appointment. 


I welcome this opportunity of thanking Mr. E. Emrys Watkin, B.Sc., 
Assistant Lecturer in the Department, for his very efficient and loyal 
co-operation in the affairs of the Department generally.

Agricultural Diploma Course—Dr. Roshan Lal Chopra has given 
valuable help to the Department by taking charge of this course. Five 
candidates sat for the Welsh Diploma and four for the National Diploma, 
all of whom were successful. 


Intermediate Courvse—The lectures were given by myself, and the 
practical instruction by Mr. Watkin. The class contained some promising 
students ; the following may be mentioned as having done good work :— 
Miss W. M. Picton, Miss O. E. Davies, Miss M. Morgan, Mr. J. H. G. 
Edwards, and Mr. Efan David. 


Subsidiary Course (First Year Final)—The lectures were given by 
myself, and the practical instruction by Mr. Aneurin Lewis. The work 
of Mr. P. L. Emery deserves special mention. 


Final Course (Second Year Final).—Mr. Watkin gave the lectures on 
Entomology, and the other nA ee were given by myself. Mr. Watkin 
took the practical work. ass Beanland and Mr. E. Edwards are 
specially deserving of mention. 


Honours Course.—In addition to supervision by myself and Mr. 
Watkin, valuable assistance was given in Entomology by Mr. J. R. W. 
Jenkins, Entomological Adviser, and in Helminthology by Mr. D. O. 
Morgan, Field Officer in Helminthology. Two of the three candidates, 
for Honours, namely, Mr. Dilwyn John and Miss Blodwen Fox, are to be 
congratulated upon gaining a First Class. Their theses, as well as their 
general work, were highly commended. Both these students have been 
awarded grants by the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
to enable them to conduct research at the College during the coming 
session. - 


Post Graduate and Research—Dr. Roshan Lal Chopra has continued 
his entomological researches under a grant from the High Commissioner 
for India. Dr. Chopra has given further valuable assistance to the 
Department, as indicated above. 


Miss K. E. Carpenter, M.Sc., has carried further her investigations 
upon the local fresh water fauna in relation to lead pollution. The work 
has developed on very interesting lines, and has already yielded results 
of wide reaching importance in relation to the methods of dealing with 
river pollution. Part of her work has been published during the session. 
She has been given grants by the British Association and the College to 
enable her to attend the meeting of the British Association in Toronto, 
to the proceedings of which she will contribute a paper. The Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research has renewed her grant to enable her 
to carry her work still further during the session 1924-1925. Miss 
Carpenter has been nominated by the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
to act as expert on a Committee of Investigation into pollution of the river 
Ystwyth. 


Mr. W. M. Speight, B.Sc., who was last year awarded a grant from the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, has carried to a 
further stage work he had already commenced upon the fauna of the 
waters of Borth Bog in relation to Hydrogen Ion Concentration and 
Salinity. Mr. Speight has been awarded the M.Sc. degree of the 
University of Wales for this work. 


Mr. E. Aneurin Lewis, B.Sc., has, in accordance with the arrangement 
referred to above, had time and opportunity to carry further an investiga- 
tion on the Pig Lung-worms Metastrongylu brevivaginatics and M. 
elongatus, and has commenced a study of the Helminth Parasites of 
Birds. 
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Mr. D. O. Morgan, B.Sc., has, after three months at the London 
School of Tropical Medicine, taken up his duties as Field Officer in 
Helminthology attached to this Department, under the arrangement 
explained in my last annual report. He is devoting himself in the first 
instance to a quantitative survey of the Helminth Parisites of Domestic 
Animals in the Aberystwyth district, and has published a first paper 
on the work in the Journal of Helminthology. Though not a member 
of the Teaching Staff, Mr. Morgan has been very helpful in helping to 


guide the work of those Honours students who included Helminthology 
in their studies. 


Mr. P. A. Little, B.Sc., who was last year awarded a grant from the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, has been working 
throughout the year upon the Helminth Parasites of Fish. 


Mrs. Horsman Rack, M.Sc., has completed her quantitative and 
qualitative study of the fauna of Ynyslas Cockle bed, and has been 
awarded the Ph.D. degree of the University of Wales. I have, with 
much regret, received Dr. Horsman’s resignation of her post on the 
occasion of her marriage. Her work as Fisheries Naturalist during the 
last three years, carried out under a grant from the Development 
Commissioners, has been very helpful, and I regret her loss the more 
because she has given me such consistent help as a colleague in working 
for the general interests of the Department. 


Mr. E. Emrys Watkin, B.Sc., has been vigorously pressing forward 
his investigations upon the Herring of the West Coast of Wales. He 
has been awarded a grant from the Travelling Scholarship Fund of the 
College to enable him to visit Copenhagen and meet the Danish workers. 


I thank Mr. J. R. W. Jenkins, B.Sc.; Adviser in Entomology, for the help 
he has given to the Department in relation to the work of Honours 
students who have included Entomology in their course. Mr. Jenkins 
has in the Press a second paper on the Tape-worm Monezia and has been 
awarded the M.Sc. of the University of Wales for his work on this genus 
of animal parasites.

Miss Blodwen Williams has continued her careful work as Laboratory 
Attendant. She has this year attended the EPS NGLEB Course and 
successfully taken Ene examination.

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The Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries have renewed their grant of 
£150 towards the expense of running the Draig-y-m¢y and kindred expenses 
relating to investigations of the Herrings of Cardigan Bay and the 
Bottom Fauna of the same area. 


Mr. J. Newland Brown has made a further gift of £25 to the Depart- 
ment for special Scholarship purposes. I thank Mr. Brewn, and also 
Mr. S. G. Rudler for his kind offices in this matter. 


Other gifts include a fine collection of Mollusc Shells from Professor 
Chapple; a Buzzard, Butes vulgavis; from Mr. Evan Jones, taken at 
Llanfair Caereinion ; and an Octopus, moschites cirrosa, from Mr. Edwin 
Hughes, taken at Aberdovey. 


I thank the Development Commissioners, the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research, both Agricultural and Fisheries Divisions of the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, the High Commissioner for India, 
and private donors, for their ae as indicated above. 


In my last report I appealed for help to make possible the continuation 
of the New Zoology Buildings in Cambrian Street. I have during the 
session just closed, with the aid of Professor Bayley Butler, of Dublin 
and a party of staff and students of this Department, commenced work 
upon the construction, and have issued an appeal for financial assistance 
to enable us to buy the necessary material. I estimate that by doing work 
ourselves we can save £1,000, but, even so, we shall require some £2,500 
to enable us to complete the project. 


GEOGRAPHY AND ANTHROPOLOGY.

The Diploma Class included four students, two of whom were graduates 
and the other two teachers of long experience. Miss N. M. Mycock, B.A., 
did exceptionally good work throughout the year, while Mr. W. Robinson, 
B.Sc., made good progress with an analysis of climatic data for some 
difficult regions, and it is hoped that we may publish some of his work. 
The Honours Class (1924) was hardly up to average standard, but Mr. 
D. J. Griffiths, B.A., began what should become a valuable map of the 
probable extension of forests in S. Wales before historic changes began. 
The Honours Class (1925) is very promising. Miss F. F. Laidler has 
already gone far towards making a Vegetational Map of Spain, which 
promises to be a valuable aid to study and has aroused the interest of 
specialists. The work of Miss C. L. Riley and Messrs. E. E. Evans, J. E. 
Daniel, C. H. Davies and Meurig Jones has been worthy of special 
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‘commendation. The promising students at earlier stages include Miss 
. L. Hughes and, Messrs; D. -V. Thomas, MH. C:. Withers; S.J> jones, 
J. H. Jones, and R. A. Pelham, and it is interesting to note that the 
ability to read a language other than English and Welsh is becoming 
more general. It should be universal, whatever the subjects taken 
in school. 


On the research side a good deal has been done, whether in the Depart- 
ment or by past students associated withit. Miss Fleming has continued 
her anthropometrical work on children and is reading a report of it at 
‘Toronto to the British Association ; it will be published in due course. 
Mr. R. U. Sayce, M.A., now head of the Department of Geography at 
Pietermaritzburg, has published in our journal an important illustrated 
article on the Basutos, and Mr. W. J. H. Watkins, M.A., an article with 
an interesting map of trade in the Middle East at the end of the 16th 
century. Mr. I. C. Peate, M.A., has completed an anthropological study 
of the Dyfi basin, and has worked out linguistic correlations of a new 
method with interesting results: this paper will be published. Mr. 
Henry Thomas, M.A., has nearly completed for publication an interesting 
and elaborate study of the geography of the chemical industry in Europe. 
Mr. H. W. Howes, M.A., has travelled in N. Spain and has made contribu- 
tions to our knowledge of the origins of Santiago da Compostella, which 
will be published. The work of Messrs. Roger Thomas, B.Sc., and E. R. 
Dudlyke, B.A., on the prehistoric flint factory at Aberystwyth, which 
formed the subject of a report to the British Association, 1923, is in 
course of publication. Miss H. A. Wilcox is bringing near to completion 
a series of maps of probable extension of woodland in England before 
historic clearings. Mr. L. S. Higgins, B.A.; and Miss A. M. Jones, B.Sc., 
have progressed with their studies of various human distributions in 
Wales. Mr. I. T. Hughes, B.A., has gone far towards the completion 
of the series of large-scale surveys of earthworks in Mid-Wales, and is 
now at work on those of S. Wales; he has carried out excavations at 
Midsummer Camp, Malvern. Mr. E. G. Bowen, B.A., has begun some 
very original work in conjunction with a group of students which may 
Jater on throw considerable light on the origin of settlements in South 
Wales. 


The equipment of the Department in its new premises presents serious 
problems, as we have not had an initial grant for the purpose, and the 
annual grants hardly cover current needs. A good deal of help from 
sources outside College funds has been collected, but there is great need 
of a block grant to set the Department on its feet. Our special thanks 
are due to Mr. J. B. Willans, Miss Harris, Mr. B. T. Griffiths and Rev. 
Ed. Evans, for gifts of books and illustrations. 


The collections relating to geography and anthropology have been moved 
out from the College Museum, and Misses Fleming, Harris and E. Owen, 
and Messrs. I. C. Peate and R. A. Pelham have done great service towards 
arranging them in our departmental museums, while Messrs. E. KE. Evans 
and W. J. Varley also helped in the earlier stages. At last, several valued - 
items from the collections of the late Professor F. W. Rudler are made 
available for exhibition and study. The College is much indebted to 
the Director of the National Museum of Wales and Mrs. Wheeler for help 
in the mending of pots and for exchange of specimens. 


All the members of the department staff have contributed as usual 
to our journal, and Mr. R. A. Pelham has undertaken successfully the 
compilation of a bibliography of current articles in several languages 
for each issue of the journal. Mr. Whitehouse gave, by request, an 
account of the climate of Wales, based on his researches, to the Agri- 
cultural Supplement of the Westeyn Mail. Miss Harris has pushed for- 
ward her critical study of forms of settlement in France. I have con- 
tributed reviews to Man, Nature, the Eugenics Review, the American 
Geographic Review, and the following articles :— 
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“Problems of Prenistoric Wales.’ «. lecture given, by request, to the 
British Association, 1923, published in Archaeologia Cambrensis, 
1923. 

“ Cities of the Po Basin.’”’ American Geographic Review, 1924. 

“Sacred Cities.”” Report of a Congress on Religions, Wembley, 1924. 


A good deal of other work is ready for publication. Some of the 
cartographical experiments carried out by students under Mr. Whitehouse’s 
direction are being prepared for publication. 


A Summer School was held at Aberystwyth in 1923 and was largely 
attended, and Mr. Whitehouse has held vacation schools in Derby in both 
1923 and 1924. During the year the Department was visited by Mr. 
Lleufer Thomas, Rev. H. L. Bishop and Professor de Martonne, and also 
by. colleagues from other departmeats, who all contributed to a session 
oi unprecedented value and success for our Geographical Society under 
the presidency of Miss Harris. 


Lectures for the encouragement of geographical and anthropological 
study have been given by members of the departmental staff, and in a 
few cases by senior students, at London, Wembley, Oxford, York, Exeter, 
Barrow-in-Furness, Manchester, Stoke-on-Trent, Birmingham, Hereford 
and Malvern in England, and at Bangor, Wrexham, Barry, Cardiff, 
Port Talbot, Swansea, &c., in Wales. The work of the Geographical 
Association continues to expand, and the Journal has been enlarged very 
considerably ; it maintains its circulation of about 5,000 copies of each 
number, over 450 teachers pay an additional subscription for use of the 
postal lending library of books and lantern slides. The devotion of Miss 
Fleming and her staff in this connection and the value of their unofficial 
help to the department is gratefully acknowledged and is highly valued 
by a large number of present and past students. Jam, as always, in- 
debted deeply to Miss Harris and Mr. Whitehouse for unstinted help and 
for the personal initiative they so generously contribute to the working of 
the department. Our thanks are also offered to the National Library of 
Wales for much help to both staff and students. 


LAW. 
PROFESSOR LEVI. 
The total number of Law students attending degree courses in Law 
subjects during the session 1923-24 was 64. This does not include 


students attending extension courses or short courses in Law. The 
number was distributed among the various classes as follows :—

The subjects mentioned above constituted the main part ot the work 
of the Faculty of Law during the session. In addition, I have delivered 
the following public lectures on subjects connected with the Law 
Department :—

The session 1923-24 opened with the establishment of special courses 
for Articled Clerks, under the Solicitors Act, 1922, both at the College 
and also, in conjunction with the University College of North Wales, 
Bangor, at Rhyl. The College had from 1905 to 1915 carried on a system- 
atic course of legal education at Swansea for South Wales. This school 
has now become an independent centre. This session saw the commence- 
ment of similar work for North Wales. A report as to the progress 
of such school is annexed. As the Solicitors Act, 1922, is not compulsory 
except as to students articled after the Ist of January, 1922, it is too 
early yet to expect a large attendance. Consequently during the last 
session we had only three or four articled clerks at the College, and 
about eight or nine students who intend to be articled. In the same way, 
at Rhyl, the number was under a dozen, but they were mostly voluntary 
students and had to attend from distances as far as Wrexham and 
Ruabon on one side, and Llandudno and Colwyn Bay on the other side. 
As the Act compels every articled clerk after the Ist of January, 1922, 
to undertake a systematic course of legal study in an approved school 
of law, the attendance must increase largely in the near future. I would 
like to add a word of sincere appreciation of the labour and enthusiasm 
shown by Mr. Van Druten in developing this branch of the College work. 
The bulk of the work fell upon his shoulders, but he had the invaluable 
assistance of Mr. D. Hughes Parry. 

During Michaelmas Term we were visited by Dr. Jenks, Principal and 
Director of Legal Studies at the Law Society, who attended as member 
of the Court of Governors, and delivered a lecture on ‘‘ The Function 
of Law in Society.’’ Later in the session it was announced that Dr. 
Jenks had retired from the Principalship of the Law Society, and had 
been appointed Professor of English Law at the University of London. 
In common with the other Faculties of Law, we take this opportunity of 
expressing our deep appreciation of the work done by Dr. Jenks in 
raising the standard of legal education throughout the kingdem, and 
especially in his efforts for improving the education of protessional 
students of Law. More than anyone else he has been instrumental in 
securing the enactment of the Solicitors Act, 1922, a landmark in the 
history of legal education. We are, moreover, specially indebied to 
Dr. Jenks at the University College of Wales, on account of the close 
personal interest he has taken in the progress of the Faculty of Law 
since its inception. ; 

We have great pleasure in acknowledging the offer made by Mr. 
F. Llewellyn Jones, LL.B., Solicitor of Mold, of a Prize of £5 to be offered 
annually to the writer of the best essay on a subject connected with 
International Law. This offer has been gratefully accepted, and con- 
ditions have been drawn up for the award of the prize, the first subject 
proposed for the essay being ‘‘ The Permanent Court of International 
Justice.’’ Mr. Llewellyn Jones has also presented the College with a 
volume of the Transactions of the Grotius Society, including a copy of 
his own address to that Society on “ Military Occupation.” He has 
further promised a short course of extension lectures for the benefit of the 
Department of International Law. 

I have to acknowledge, too, the kindness of Sir Alfred T. Davies, of the 
Board of Education, in making a large presentation of books to the Law 
Department, including a valuable copy of the Statutes Revised and of 
the Encyclopaedia of Local Government Law. 
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There have been many other donors of books and reprints during the 
session, including several of the leading Law publishers, to all of whom 
our thanks are due. 


The League of Nations’ Union and the literature department of the 
International Labour Organisation have expressed their appreciation 
of the work done by the College with reference to International Law, 
and have offered a supply of periodical literature to the College. 


Among the students who have specially distinguished themselves 
during the session are J. Bertrand Young Evans (First Class in Roman Law 
at the Bar Examination), Vyrnwy J. Lewis, D. J. Llywelfryn Davies, 
and D. Seaborne Davies. Tirteen students were presented for the 
LL.B. Degree at the close of thé.session, and four students presented theses 
during the session for a post-graduate degree in Law. All of them 
passed, the essays of T. Ellis Lewis on ‘‘ Case Law in the Year Books,”’ 
and of Arthur O. Roberts on “ The Permanent Court of International 
Justice,’ being specially commended by the External Examiner. 


I deeply regret to report the loss to the Faculty of Law of the services 
of Mr. David Hughes Parry, LL.B., Lecturer in Law. He was appointed 
Assistant Lecturer in Law in October, 1921, and was promoted Lecturer 
last year in succession to Mr. Malcolm Lewis. He has now been appointed 
Lecturer in English Law to the London School of Economics and the 
University of London. His departure from the College will be universally 
regretted, but nowhere more than in the Law Department. He proved 
himself an exceptionally clear teacher of law ; and was of great assistance 
in the work of organisation. We wish him and Mrs. Parry the greatest 
prosperity in their new sphere. 


Mr. T. Lloyd Jones, B.A., has terminated his connection with us, 


_his temporary appointment having come to anend. He now undertakes 


practical work in chambers. He won the esteem of all the students 
by his keen interest in their studies and his ready services in the social 
life of the College. 


In consequence of the vacancies thus occurring, the Committee of the 
Council has recommended the appointment, chiefly for the internal 
work of the College, of Mr. H. J. S. Jenkins, B.C.L., of Jesus College, 
Oxford, and Mr. T. Ellis Lewis B.A., LL.B., of Gonville and Caius College, 


-Cambridge, as Assistant Lecturers in Law; while the work of the Law 


Schoo! in North Wales will be entrusted mainly to Mr. J. W. Van Druten, 
LL.B., by whom it was so successfully inaugurated last session. 


NORTH WALES LAW SCHOOL. 
Report ou the Work of the First Year. 
(Mr. J. W. VAN DRUTEN). 
I have the honour to report that the North Wales Law School was 
started on the 16th October, 1923, and has now concluded its first year 
of work. The year has been divided into three terms of seven weeks 


each, as follows :— 
Michaelmas Term 16th October, 1923, to 5th December, 1923. 


Lent Term 15th January, 1924, to 12th March, 1924. 
(Suspended for two weeks owing to railway strike). 
Summer Term 22nd April, 1924, to 4th June, 1924. 


Nine students are attending the classes, eight of these being articled 
clerks ; the other student is as yet uncertain whether or not he intends 
to enter into Articles of Clerkship. 

On Tuesday afternoons during the term, the Intermediate Class is held. 
From 3 o’clock until 4-25, the lecture and discussion deal with Volume 3 
of Stephen’s Commentaries on the Laws of England ; from 4-35 until 6, 


_ the lecture and discussion deal with Volume 2 of the same work. During 


the year, this class has covered the whole of the law of Real Property 
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in some detail, the general principles of Contract and Tort, including 
detailed consideration and treatment of the various individual torts, 
detailed lectures on the law relating to Insurance, Partnership, Sale of 
Goods, Bills of Exchange, Agency and Carriage. In addition, lectures 
have been given on the Procedure in the King’s Bench and Chancery 
Divisions of the High Court of Justice and an elementary lecture on 
Bankruptcy procedure. This covers the whole course provided for 
the Solicitors’ Intermediate Examination. 


Eight students attended this Course in the first two terms, at the end 
of which two students sat for the Solicitors’ Intermediate Examination, 
one of whom was successful and therefore transferred to the Final Class. 
For the third term, therefore, the Intermediate Class contained seven 
students. Three of these are compulsorily affected by the provisions of 
the Soliciters Act, 1922. Three of the students intend to sit for the 
Solicitors’ Intermediate Examination on June 19th, 1924, and a fourth 
is competing for one of the Law Society’s Studentships. 


On Wednesday afternoons, during the term, the Final Class is held. 
From 3 o’clock until 4-25, the lecture and discussion have dealt with the 
principles of Contract and Tort, and from 4-35 until 6 o’clock, with the 
principles of Equity. During the year, this Class has covered the general 
law of Contract, the law relating to Commercial Contracts (including 
Sale of Goods, Negotiable Instruments, Carriage of Goods, Insurance, 
Guarantee, Partnership and Agency); the law of Torts, including a 
study of the Workmen’s Compensation Acts; and the Principles of 
Equity (including the law relating to Trusts and Trustees, Mortgages, 
Administration of Assets, Fraud, Specific Performance, Injunction, 
Infants, Election and Satisfaction). The text books recommended have 
been :—Anson’s “ Law of Contract,’ Indermaur’s “ Principles of Common 
Law,’’ Underhill’s ‘ Law of Torts’ and Snell’s “ Principles of Equity.” 
This compietes the first half of the two years course provided for the 
Solicitors’ Final Examination. 


One student only attended this Class during the first two terms, 
being joined in the third term by the student transferring from the 
Intermediate Class on his passing from the Intermediate Examination. 


At the end of each term, terminal examination papers have been set, 
two for each class. These are answered by the students at their own 
leisure, without reference to notes or textbooks. The marks have been 
highly satisfactory ; only three out of the 32 papers sent in during the 
first two terms being marked at less than 50 per cent., and 14 being marked 
at over 70 per cent. The examination papers for the third term have 
not yet been marked. 


The attendance has for the most part been regular, only ten absences 
out of a total of 180 attendances being shown during the year. A keen 
interest in the work is shown by all, the students being anxious for, 
and highly intelligent in, discussion of all points. Three of the lectures 
have been taken by Mr. D. Hughes Parry, the remainder having been 
taken by the writer. 


THE GALLERY OF CRAFTS. 


Mr. S. K. GREENSLADE. 


This year very considerable progress has been made in regard to the 
Museum rearrangements at the College. 


The gallery has been thoroughly cleaned and -re-decorated. The 
wirings and fittings of the electric lighting have been renewed, and the 
wall spaces, originally fitted with display cases, have now been prepared 
for the hanging of the new collections of prints, wood-cuts, and litho- 
graphs. 


Te 


The old prehistoric Ethnographical and Mediterranean co:lections. 
have been removed to their new homes under the care and control of their 
departments, in re-fitted and new cases. This has freed a great number 
of the old cases and allowed a complete rearrangement of the whole 
room, and the proper display of the new Craft Collection now in 
progress of gathering. 


Some of the best of the old collection of drawings and water colourings 
have been re-mounted and re-framed, and others will be similarly treated. 
The porcelain, bronzes and enangéls have been placed in temporary 
positions, and most of the remaining exhibits will gradually be placed 
in proper cases and others kept in reserve. 


Many fine specimens of the old Ethnographic Collection have been 
retained in the gallery, and others have been recently added to them ; 
it is proposed to augment this branch of the collection considerably. 


A great many examples of quite recent craft work have been acquired, 
particularly (1) Prints—including etchings, Jine engravings, mezzotints, 
and aquatints, as well as wood-cuts and lithographs; (2) Pottery— 
Stoneware, Earthenware, and Porcelain; (3) Basket-work, of various 
peoples, English and Foreign; (4) Caligraphy, quite simple, coloured 
gilded and illuminated ; (5) Printed Books and Bindings from many of 
the modern private presses. 


Amongst the prints acquired are fine series of etchings by Frank 
Brangwyn, R.A., Fredk. L. Griggs, A.R.A., Edgar Wilson, Alexander 
Walker, Fred Richards, and Henry Rushbury; and Aquatints by 
Hesketh Hubbard, Cyril Pearce and R. Barker. 


The Wood-cuts illustrate the work of Allen W. Seaby, F. Maude Klein, 
John F. Greenwood, Thomas Derrick, Maxwell Armfield, Gwendolen 
Raverat, and many others. 


The craft of the lithographers is illustrated from work by Charles 
H. Shannon, R.A., the late Claude Shepperson, and others. 

The Society of Scribes and Illuminators was invited to execute 
examples of their craft, and 13 members very readily and kindly responded 
to the invitation. 

These fine writings are in both Welsh and English. 

From the work of many members of the recently founded Guild of 
Potters, many choice pieces have been selected, as well as from that of 
other Ceramists. 

Examples from the Kilns of Reginald G. Wells, Bernard Leach and his 
friend Hamada, from Japan; the beautifully decorated Wedgewood 
wares of Alfred H. and Louise Powell; the figure work of Irene M. 
Browne and Harold and Phoebe Stabler, and the stoneware oi W. Staite 
Murray, as well as examples from the Potteries at Upchurch, in Kent, 
and Poole, in Dorset. 

Some extremely interesting modern Baskets have been kindly gathered 
by Mr. H. H. Peach, of Leicester. Amongst these are many from his own 
workshops, while the others displayed come from Germany, China, 
West Africa, North Borneo, and Ceylon. 

Books from the Kelmscott, Doves, Vale, Eragny, Chiswick, and Essex 
House Presses have been purchased, as well as five very finely illustrated 
double pages of William Morris’ great Chaucer. 

All these collections it is intended gradually to augment, as well as to 
start fresh ones illustrating the Crafts of Needlework, Embroidery, 
Bindings and Glass. 

An Historic and Retrospective collection is also being formed of 
all the types of Craftwork already displayed, so that the two—the old 
and the new—can easily be compared. 

Already prints and lithographs, as well as a fine series—some hundreds— 
of the wood-cuts of the /60’s, and also small pieces of 18th century English 
glass, have been acquired.

Fine examples of Pottery by the Martin Bros., of London and Southall, 
and William de Morgan have also been bought, as well as the Lambeth 
Ware of Messrs. Doulton & Co. 


Other objects of interest include bronzes, pottery, porcelain, and 
wood carvings from China, Japan and India. 


Three or four flat show cases will very soon be needed, and these 
will free the upright cases for other exhibits. 


If possible, during the coming winter, short talks and demonstrations 
should be given to students interested in the collections. 


INTERNATIONAL POLITICS. 
PROFESSOR C. K. WEBSTER. 


The Department has now been recognised by the University for the 
Degree of M.A. The courses in the Department of Economics and 
Political Science have been remodelled to include International Politics 
and Administration, and papers were set on that subject this year by 
Mr. Sydney Herbert who lectured upon it. International Politics has, 
therefore, found a place in the curriculum of University studies—an 
experiment, which, it is to be hoped, the increasing interest shown in it in 
Wales will make successful and important. I have continued my 
lectures; for History Students.. A course of public lectures (on). ihe 
League of Nations and European Problems~’ was well attended. 


Three Wilson students were in residence and did excellent work. 
Mr. Maccoby afterwards paid a visit to the Rhineland and the Ruhr, 
and Mr. Gauld worked in the Archives of Vienna and Berlin. Both have 
had articles accepted by academic Journals, and I hope will ultimately 
publish monographs. M. Hauck also did excellent work and fully justi- 
fied the choice of his University. Three other students have also been 
working for the degree of M.A. 


Wilson Studentships have been awarded this year to Miss Friedlander, 
B.Sc. (Lond.), who obtained the Gladstone Memorial Prize at the London 
School of Economics, and has been working at Geneva for the Women’s 
International League of Peace, and Mr. Gordon Bagnall, B.A. (Lond.), 
who was President of the National Union of Students in 1922 and visited 
many American Universities as President of the Oxford Union of 1923. 
It is hoped that another French student may also be appointed. 


The Library was used extensively by staff and students. During the 
Summer Term it was fitted up with new shelving and redecorated, and now 
possesses a valuable collection of books and documents. Arrangements 
have been made with the National Library of Wales for co-operation in 
obtaining modern journals, and I am very grateful for such kind interest 
and assistance. In addition to the students already mentioned a 
Librarian Studentship has been given to Mr. Ifor B. Powell. 


I attended the fourth Assembly of the League of Nations in September, 
1923. During the last Academic Term I was permitted by my Committee 
to reside in Britain in order that I might complete some researches. 
This has enabled me also to hold a number of conferences with Teachers 
in many Welsh Counties. I have been much impressed with their desire 
to broaden the basis of their teaching and to bring it into relation with 
the new information available on International Politics ; I hope that the 
Department may be of some service to them in this respect. Mr. Sydney 
Herbert has also given many lectures to outside bodies. 


I have arranged to visit Geneva for the fifth Assembly in the Autumn, 
and to attend the Anglo-American Congress of History at Richmond, 
Virginia, at the beginning of 1925. I hope to stay in the United States 
for the Lent and Summer Terms.

THE MEN’S HOSTEL.

The number of students in residence during the session 1923-1924 
was. 51, all with the exception of six being members of the Training 
Department. 

It was with considerable difficulty that the Hostel was carried on last 
session, as it had been found necessary to undertake very extensive 
repairs at the back of the building; the result was that several rooms 
could not be occupied and there was considerable dislocation of the 
kitchen arrangements. Fortunately Miss Fisher was able during the 
earlier part of the session to house fifteen of the students at No.9, Marine 
Terrace, and the warmest thanks of the Warden and of the College are 
due to her for the valuable assistance which she gave at a difficult time. 
The repairs are still unfinished and may not be completed before 
Christmas of this year. 

It is very creditable to the men that they carried on normally under 
these disturbing conditions, and in this respect much credit is also due 
to the domestic staff. 

The health of the students was generally very good, but I regret to 
report that Mr. William Williams was compelled to leave College early 
in the second term in order to undergo special treatment in a sanatorium ; 
the latest news, however, is to the effect that he is making a good recovery.. 

The academic results were again very good. The promise shown by 
the first year students of last session has been wel: fulfilled this year, 
and some of this year’s freshmen have done well. Among students. 
taking Honours Mr. J. I. Williams is to be congratulated on obtaining a 
First Class in Welsh Literature.. On the side of athletics, members of 
the Hostel have continued to supply a quota to the various College teams, 
and Mr. L. S. Howell has been appointed captain of the cross-country 
team for next year. 

Mr. Thomas Job, B.A., is to be commended for the wise and able way 
in which he discharged his duties as President ; he was well supported 
by the members of the Committee who fully realised the important 
part that senior students should play in building up a tradition in a 
community of this kind. Our best wishes follow Mr. Job to America, 
where he has accepted a post as Lecturer in English in the University of 
Minnesota.

IV. Musical Club. 

Twenty-five weekly concerts were given during the session: as usual 
two performances of the Christmas Oratorio were given. The visiting 
‘soloists were Mdlle. Jelly d’Aranyi (violin), Miss Nancy Morgan (harp), 
Messrs. Reginald Paul (piano), Ralph Clarke ‘clarinet), and J. E. Jones 
(penillion singing). A Festival of Welsh Orchestrai Music was given in 
November, a special programme of Bach’s St. Matthew Passion was 
given in the spring, and the year’s musical work culminated in the Fifth 
Aberystwyth Festival, which took place between Saturday, June 21st, 
and Tuesday, June 24th. The visiting conductors were Sir Edward Elgar, 
Sic Henry Wood and Dr. Adrian Boult. A children’s concert was held 
on the Saturday afternoon, when Dr. Boult gave short illustrated des- 
scriptions of the different instruments. On Monday, Verdi’s (Manzoni) 
Requiem was the principal chora: item: on Tuesday, Sir Edward Elgar 
conducted several of his own works. The Messiah was given on Monday 
afternoon, a Cymanfa Ganu was held on Sunday afternoon, and a 
public rehearsal of the Verdi Requiem took place in the evening. The 
newly organised Welsh Symphony Orchestra assisted at this Festival. 

The total number of College Concerts given to date now reaches 150. 

Dr. Lloyd Wiliams has given a series of lectures on Welsh Music 
during the session, and questions on this subject were included in the 
examination papers. 

The attendances at the Open Lectures (both those of Dr. Lloyd 
Williams and my own) have shown a healthy tendency both towards 
steadying and increasing in numbers. Itis hoped that they may become 
increasingly useful to students in other departments. It is our aim to 
give in the Open Lectures, taken together with the weekly College 
Concerts, some real hold upon the meanings of music concurrently with 
their other studies.

In addition, six ex-students took again the qualifying examination, 
and of these five have been successful. 


As in previous years a number of colleagues outside the Education 
Department have given us valuable help in aspects of educational 
development with which they are especially familiar. In addition, during 
the present session we have been greatly indebted to Miss Woodward, 
of the Latin Department, for assistance in Latin teaching in Secondary 
Schools and for supervision of School practice in the subject, and to 
Mr. Sidney Herbert, Lecturer in International Politics, for lectures on the 
relation of the State to Education. 


Proposals for a course in the principles of religious instruction for 
those students who desire it have been made to and accepted by the 
Council and Senate. It is intended that the course should consist of 
instruction in (i) the student’s own approach to the Bible, (ii) the social, 
historical, and geographical background of the Old, and especially of the 
New, Testament, and (iii) the religious instruction of children. 


Degree Classes in Education. 


Thirty students passed the Degree Examinations at the Ordinary 
stage and seven at the Final Stage. 


Miss Ellen Evans, Principal of Barry Training College for Women, 
and a for ner student of the Training Department and of the degree 
classes in Education, obtained the M.A. degree for a thesis on the bilingual 
question, which will shortly be published. 


Lectures by Professor Watson.—In the second term, in addition to his 
usual lectures to the degree classes and Secondary students, Professor 
Foster Watson gave public lectures on—The Desire for Knowledge, 


Man’s Spirit and Education, and Shakespeare and some members of his 
Family. 


Publications.—The publications last year of articles on the bilingual 
problem Ly Mr. D. J. Saer and Dr. Frank Smith in the British Journal of 
Psychology has led to much discussion in the Welsh and English press, 
and to an increased interest in the problem. They have prepared with 
the collaboration of Mr. John Hughes, a book dealing with the whole 


question in the Welsh Schools, and it is hoped that this will soon be 
published. 


Mr. Saer has published during the past session articles in the Manchester 
Guardian (Bilingualism and the Child); in Cymru’y Plant (The Importance 
of using Welsh in Play); and in Y Cyfarwyddwy (The Sunday School 
and the Everyday Language, and The Interest of the Church in the whole 
life of the Child), and has also addressed teachers’ meetings in Llanelly, 
Merionethshire, and Carmarthenshire, as well as the Borough Education 
Committee in Llanelly on the bilingual question. 


Dr. Frank Smith has written four front page articles in the Educational

The past session has been one of continued progress in spite of great 
changes of personnel.

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It is particularly gratifying to be able to report that the Advisory 
work conducted by the Department has developed steadily during the 
past few years. The number of farmers, in all the affiliated counties, 
who desire to avail themselves of the opportunities offered for advice 
is continually increasing. During the past session the three Advisers 
were kept very busy throughout the year, and the Adviser in Agricultural 
Chemistry had to be provided with assistance in order to be able to cope 
with the numerous problems with which he had to deal. 

The Adviser in Agricultural Chemistry (Mr. T. W. Fagan). in col- 
Jaboration with Mr. H. Trefor Jones, published their special work on the 
Nutritive Value of Grasses as shown by their Chemical Composition, 
in the Bulletin of the Welsh Plant Breeding Station, Series H., No. 3. 

The Department is again very much indebted to the Professors of 
Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, Geology, Economics, Law and Physics, 
for the willingness they have shown to provide facilities for Agricultural 
students to receive instruction in their respective Departments. 

No record of the year’s work would be complete without mentioning 
the efforts made by all members of the staff, and particularly by Mr. 
Phillips, to shouider the extra burden of the work thrown upon them on 
account of the special circumstances which arose during the session.

The number of students taking Degree Coarse: has steadily decreased 
during the past two sessions. This is due to the fact that most of the 
ex-service students have completed their courses in the Department. 
The quality of the work done by Degree students during the last session, 
however, was very much superior to what we have experienced for some 
years. Last year was the first occasion for us to provide a special course 
in Agricultural Bio-Chemistry as a Second Year Final Course. The 
three students who pursued this Course viz.: Messrs. E. Emlyn Jones, 
Arthur Rowlands and J. E. Watkins, did excellent work, and they 
should do well in the Honours Grade which they intend taking next year. 

The students who attended the Diploma and Certificate Courses 
were very variable as regards their capacity for making progress with 
their work. Some of them, however, did seu kauhy, well, particularly 
Miss Dorothy Kenyon and Mr. E. LI. Harry. 

The research work on the composition of different varieties of Oats 
grown in Merionethshire conducted by Mr. D. Idris Evans, was brought 
to the notice of the Ministry of Agriculture, and he was awarded a special 
scholarship by the Ministry to enable him to continue his investigations. 
Mr. R. E. Evans during the Michaelmas term worked on the nature of 
the nitrogenous compounds in cereals. A special grant obtained from 
the Ministry of Agriculture enabled him to extend the scope of his work 
during the latter part of the session so as to be of service to Mr. Fagan, 
who is carrying on an investigation connected with the nutritive value 
of various grasses and clovers. 

In conclusion, I wish to record my indebtedness to Mr. R. O. Davies 
for the very valuable service which he rendered to the Department 
throughout the session.

The above numbers, unfortunately, noe a Saainne off from those 
attending the courses last year, and it is to be feared too that the average 
quality of the work was not as high. Turning to the research side of the 
Department’s activities, it is a pleasure to report achievements quite as 
satisfactory as those attained to last year. 

Four degree students taking Honours in Pure Botany conducted 
research in the Department, and presented theses on subjects connected 
with Agricultural Botany, J. G. Davies, Gwilym Evans and F. G. Graham 
obtained First Class Honours in Pure Botany. Mr. D. J. C. Jones, 
who, after taking First Class Honours in Pure Botany, completed a 
year’s postgraduate study on methods of breeding grasses under the 
direction of Mr. T. J. Jenkin, is to be congratulated upon obtaining 
a post as scientific plant breeder with Messrs. Sutton and Sons, the 
well known seedsmen of Reading—an interesting appointment which 
perhaps indicates the development of a new outlet for well qualified 
economic botanists. 

I am much indebted to Miss Sampson, M.Sc., and to Mr. M. A. H. 
Tincker, M.Sc., for the thorough manner in which they have served the 
interests of the Department. Miss Sampson has continued her researches 
on methods of treating cereal seeds against Bunt and Smut, while Mr. 
Tincker has considerably developed his investigations on the effects of 
Pre-treatment on germination and early growth and he is to be con- 
gratulated on having been awarded the London M.Sc., for a thesis based 
on these researches. Both Miss Sampson and Mr. Tincker continue to 
afford valuable assistance to the staff of the Plant Breeding Station. 

The Department is again under an obligation to Mr. Jenkin for the 
courses of lectures he has given in Applied Genetics, and alike to him and 
Mr. E. T. Jones for help freely given to research and honours students. 
Mr. D. W. Davies, B.Sc., the adviser in Mycology, has done valuable work 
in the counties, and has done much to assist in maintaining a close 
contact between the practical man and the scientific staff at the College. 


WELSH PLANT BREEDING STATION. 


DIRECTOR: PrRoFEsSOR R. G. STAPLEDON. 


As in past seasons, large parties of Welsh farmers have visited the 
Station, and during the session in all nearly four hundred persons have 
been conducted over the various experiments and trials in progress. 

It has been a pleasure to again welcome investigators from the 
Dominions and foreign countries, who have visited the Station. The 
staff of the Station are thus afforded opportunities of exchanging ideas 
with their co-workers in other countries and arrangements are facilitated 
for the exchange of material. Dr.C.V. Piper, Head of the Forage Branch 
of the Bureau of Plant Industry at Washington, has been amongst those 
visiting the Station this session, and the Station is greatly indebted to 
Dr. Piper for valuable assistance in connection with procuring promising 
plants from America for trial. 
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The equipment at the farm has been strengthened by the addition of a 
clover huller and other machinery, and by further alterations affording 
increased drying facilities and laboratory accommodation. It has been 
found necessary to undertake a considerable amount of fencing in order 
to render the fields of more suitable sizes for experimental purposes— 
the work in this connection is now nearing completion. The Station 
is co-operating with the Ministry of Agriculture in their Meteological 
Scheme, and an adequate Meteological Station largely equipped with 
apparatus loaned by the Ministry has been installed. The Station is 
indebted to Mr. W. E. Whitehouse, M.Sc., of the Geographical Depart- 
ment for valuable assistance with reference to the successful initiation 
of this important development. 


Mr. William Davies, B.Sc., was appointed to the Staff of the Station 
at the commencement of the session as an assistant research worker, 
and as in past seasons, very considerable help has been afforded by 
Honours and Research Students during the sammer months. 


Thanks to the untiring and able endeavours of the Research Staff— 
sincere appreciation of which it is a pleasure to place on record—the 
investigations in progress proceed in a satisfactory manner :—Mr. T. J. 
Jenkin, M.Sc., is engaged upon genetical work with the grasses that is 
full of promise for the future ; Capt. Williams, B.Sc., is well forward with 
his preliminary work on Red Clover, and already considerable assistance 
has been afforded to the Agricultural community by the help given to the 
newly founded Associations of Montgomery, and Cornish Marl Clover 
Growers. Mr. E. T. Jones, B.Sc., has proceeded some way with his 
hybridization work on Oats, and assisted by Mr. D. W. Davies, B.Sc., 
(Adviser in Mycology) endeavours are being made to breed a variety highly 
resistant to Crown Rust. Mr. Martin Jones, B.Sc., is investigating the 
influence of the various factors of environment on yield, and continues 
to study the suitability of varieties already in existence for Welsh con- 
ditions. The Station may claim to have rendered a useful service to 
Welsh farmers by emphasising the value of the Radnorshire Sprig Oat 
for certain sets of conditions. 

Mr. William Davies, B.Sc., is making a detailed study of Seeds Mixtures 
and other grassland problems—as an outcome of which work it is con- 
fidently hoped that it will be possible to give advice to the farmer which 
will lead to the saving of a large sum of money now annually wasted in 
the purchase of unsuitable seeds. 


Mr. T. W. Fagan, M.A. (Advisory Chemist), continues to co-operate 
with the Station in important chemical work on the nutritive value of the 
grasses. 


Substantial advances have been made in connection with the building 
up of an ad hoc library with reference to making an Authors’ and subject 
index of the special literature of the subjects which are the concern of 
the Station. Very special thanks are due to Miss R. Jones, B.A., for 
the manner in which she has dealt with the Continental literature— 
while Miss I. D. Rees deserves great credit for the accuracy with which 
the index has been kept up to date. 


For the care and skill with which the critical trials at the gardens are 
conducted and for assistance in numerous directions given to the Research 
workers, I am particularly indebted to Mr. J. W. Watkins, the Super- 
intendent of the Gardens. 


The amount of routine work in connection with the investigations has 
grown enormously, and thanks are abundantly due to Miss C. Grice for 
the manner in which she has supervised the laboratory staff. 


I am indebted to Mr. J. O. Parry-Williams for considerable help in 
connection with parties visiting the Station and for the care with which 
he has kept the accounts of the Station. 
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At the request of the Ministry of Agriculture I attended the Inter- 
national Seed Testing Conference held at Cambridge during July as one 
of the Delegates for England and Wales. 


At the Imperial Botanical Conference held in London in July I read 
a paper on “The Improvement of Herbage Plants by Selection,” and 
at the Bath and West and Southern Counties Show at Taunton in May | 
I gave a public lecture on “‘ Putting Land Down to Grass,” and at the 
request of the Ministry of Agriculture early in the year gave lectures 
n “‘ The Improvement of Grass Land ”’ to the Lewes, Kington, Reading 
and Farringdon branches of the National Farmers’ Union.

The greater part of the cheese made is disposed of locally. This year, 
in addition to making the usual cheese, we have started making Dutch 
cheese, and the demand for this is very good. 


A special plant for sterilising purposes has been installed at the Dairy, 
in order to impress upon the students. the importance of sterilising the 
utensils in connection with the production of Grade A Milk. 


Experiments are in progress with a view to ascertaining the effects 
of various methods of washing and salting upon the colour of butter. 


As in previous years I conducted lectures on Dairying and Poultry 
Management during the winter months at nine centres in the County 
of Merioneth. 


DOMESTIC SCIENCE.

This Department was very successfully carried on during the summer 
months. 


From May until September 45 students took advantage of the Courses 
provided. 


Considering the comparatively short period at their disposal, the 
results were very encouraging. Several students have taken Cookery 
Courses and Special Housekeeps’ Courses, apart from the Dairy Course. 
It is gratifying to know that many students recognising how much 
there is to learn, have been to the School the second, and even the third 
time, specializing in different subjects. 


The students recognise that on the whole the subject of Domestic 
Science is much more educative than they at first suspect, because it 
necessarily involves the translation of ideas into action. With practice 
they become more capable and intelligent, thus increasing their education. 
This is the aim of Domestic Science.
